(ED.  NOTE:  This  is  part 
PROPERTIES  AND  USES  OF  MIX  COMPONENTS 

Peat  Moss  (pH  3.5  to  5.5)  is  recommended  because 
it  is  coarse,  a  good  source  of  organic  matter,  decom¬ 
poses  slowly,  serves  as  a  reservoir  for  both  water  and 
nutrients  and  resists  compaction.  Sphagnum  peat 
moss  is  superior  to  other  types  of  peat  moss,  which 
are  too  fine,  compact  easily  and  get  soggy  quickly. 
Peat  moss  is  dry,  sterile  and  packaged  to  prevent 
contamination.  It  is  the  mix  component  which 
generally  contributes  the  most  to  the  mix  acidity. 
Peat  moss  should  be  thoroughly  wet  before  being 
added  to  the  potting  mix.  If  this  is  not  done  properly, 
when  placed  in  a  pot,  it  will  be  too  dry  and  nearly 
impossible  to  add  enough  water  to  keep  it  moist, 
water  passes  rapidly  through  the  mix  and  out  the 
bottom  of  the  pot  without  doing  the  plant  any  good. 
The  mix  in  the  pot  remains  almost  as  dry  after  water¬ 
ing  as  before. 

To  induce  peat  moss  to  absorb  water  use  a  wetting 
agent  (surficant)  such  as  Aqua  Soak  at  the  rate  of  2 
tablespoons  per  gallon  of  hot  water.  Aqua  Soak  is 
neutral  (pH  7.0)  and  is  not  harmful  to  plants.  Peat 
moss  is  placed  in  a  large  container.  Aqua  Soak  in 
solution  added  and  the  peat  moss  stirred  to  expedite 
uptake  of  water.  Thorough  wetting  may  take  several 
days.  The  excess  water  is  squeezed  out  leaving  the 
peat  moss  moist  but  not  sloppy  wet,  before  it  is  used 
in  a  potting  mix.  If  possible,  test  the  pH  of  the 
sphagnum  peat  moss  component  before  using.  This 
will  give  an  indication  of  how  much  calcium  (lime) 
may  have  to  be  added  to  the  potting  mixture  to  raise 
the  pH  to  a  range  of  6.4  to  6.9. 

Vermiculite  and  Perlite  (or  Sponge  Rok)  are 
neutral  (7.0),  are  both  coarse,  bulky  materials  which 
resist  compaction  and  keep  the  mix  loose  and  well 
aerated.  Vermiculite  provides  water  and  nutrient 
holding  capacity  and  also  has  a  high  buffering 
capacity  which  slows  changes  in  pH.  It  also  permits 
higher  fertilization  rates  and  of  itself  provides 
potassium,  calcium  and  magnesium.  Its  scaly  struc¬ 
ture  may  be  broken  by  excessive  mixing  or  handling. 
This  can  cause  compaction  and  water-logging.  Perlite 
doesn't  break  up  easily  but  has  little  capacity  to  hold 
nutrients  or  to  buffer  pH  and  has  no  nutrient  value. 
Perlite  is  better  for  aeration.  Both  vermiculite  and 
perlite  are  manufactured  by  heat  processes  which 
sterilize  them  and  are  available  in  sealed  packages 
that  keep  them  sterile. 

Fine  Sand,  while  not  preferred,  may  be  used  in 


mixes  as  it  is  readily  available  and  usually  less  expen¬ 
sive  than  perlite.  It  is  heavy  and  does  not  hold 
moisture  or  nutrients.  Mixes  having  a  high  sand  con¬ 
tent  contain  mostly  large  pores  that  cannot  hold  onto 
water  and  thus  drain  too  quickly.  Sand  tends  to 
segregate  during  the  mixing  and  handling  of  the  mix 
and  settles  to  the  bottom,  becoming  ineffective  in 
providing  aeration  to  the  mix.  Sand  should  be 
pasteurized  before  using. 

Leaf  Mold  provides  organic  material  and  though 
often  recommended,  is  not  uniform,  may  be  con¬ 
taminated  and  should  be  pasteurized  before  using. 

Humus  is  decaying  organic  matter,  contains  a 
valuable  source  of  nitrogen  and  essential  mineral 
elements  for  plant  growth.  It  improves  the  mix 
porosity  and  water  retaining  capacity.  Humus  is  a 
source  of  food  for  the  beneficial  soil  bacteria  which 
fix  nitrogen  from  the  air  and  convert  insoluble 
organic  and  mineral  components  into  soluble  forms 
suitable  for  plant  use.  The  nutrient  quality  is 
variable.  Humus  should  be  pasteurized  before  using. 

Charcoal  (in  granular  form)  is  neutral,  (pH  7.0) 
and  has  the  capacity  for  absorbing  and  holding 
nitrogen  until  the  plant  can  use  it.  One  grain  will  ab¬ 
sorb  80  times  its  own  bulk  of  organic  nitrogen  given 
off  in  the  soil  by  the  breakdown  of  various  plant 
foods.  This  gas  (ammonia)  is  volatile  and  easily  lost 
from  the  soil.  Charcoal  also  destroys  injurious  acids, 
absorbs  undesirable  odors,  keeps  the  soil  sweet  and 
the  pH  level  of  the  mix  from  becoming  dangerous. 
The  value  of  charcoal  to  the  mix  cannot  be  over¬ 
emphasized. 

Dolomite  Lime  (magnesium  carbonate)  pH  8.8  but 
is  variable,  and  has  magnesium  in  addition  to 
calcium  both  of  which  plants  need.  The  finer  it  is 
ground  the  quicker  it  reacts  to  reduce  acidity  in  the 
potting  mixture.  As  the  peat  moss  component  in  the 
mix  disintegrates  it  makes  the  soil  pH  more  acid. 
Watering  plants  twice  a  month  with  1  tablespoon  of 
dolomite  lime  per  gallon  of  warm  water,  in  place  of 
regular  watering,  helps  to  keep  the  acidity  of  the  pot¬ 
ting  mix  from  increasing.  Ground  limestone 
(agricultural  grade  for  lawns  and  gardens)  is  finely 
ground  calcium  carbonate  and  disperses  well 
throughout  the  mix  and  may  be  used  as  a  lime 
source.  The  same  is  true  of  whiting  (calcium  car¬ 
bonate)  used  in  whitewash. 

Eggshells  (pH  8.6),  crushed  or  ground,  are  a  source 
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of  slow  release  lime  and  provide  aeration  for  the  mix. 
The  eggshells  are  air  dried  before  crushing  or  grind¬ 
ing. 

Bloodmeal  (pH  7.4)  an  organic  source  of  nitrogen 
and  phosphorus. 

Pumice  (pH  8.4)  varies,  is  a  volcanic  rock  product 
which  when  crushed  provides  various  plant  nutrients 
and  also  aeration  to  the  mix. 

Since  there  is  an  insufficient  amount  of  nutrients 
generally  in  the  mix  components  it  may  be  desirable 
to  add  some  slow  release  nutrients  (rock  flours  and 
organics)  to  the  mix.  These  are:  Algit  (Norwegian 
seaweed)  pH  5.0,  has  micronutrients  (trace 
elements) . 

Bonemeal  (pH  6.8),  raw  or  steamed,  provides 
nitrogen  and  phosphorus. 

Greensand  (pH  3.1)  is  a  source  of  iron  and 
potassium. 

Rock  Phosphate  (pH  9.1)  supplies  calcium, 
phosphorus  and  trace  elements. 

Fritted  Trace  Elements  (FTE)  provides  trace 
elements  and  should  be  used  very  sparingly  as  these 
elements  are  needed  in  very  minute  quantities  and 
when  used  in  excessive  amounts  are  toxic  to  plants. 

Fertosan  is  a  commercial  product  which  supplies 
beneficial  soil  bacteria.  Several  kinds  of  bacteria  are 
needed  to  break  down  the  organic  material  and  in¬ 
soluble  fertilizer  components  into  soluble  forms 
which  can  be  used  by  the  plant.  The  beneficial 
bacteria  are  usually  found  in  good  soil  but  the  soilless 
mix  has  no  soil  therefore  it  is  desirable  to  provide  a 
bacterial  activator  for  the  mix.  The  powder  is  mixed 
with  warm  water  and  incorporated  throughout  the 
mix. 

Fermate  is  sometimes  used  in  the  potting  mix,  at 
the  rate  of  3  tablespoons  per  bushel  of  mix,  to  pre¬ 
vent  crown  rot. 

Nemadde  —  a  commercial  nemacide  may  be  add¬ 
ed  to  the  mix  if  there  is  a  serious  problem  with 
nematodes.  Carefully  follow  the  directions  for  the 
use  of  the  nemacide. 

This  list  is  by  no  means  complete  but  covers  items 
preferred  by  the  author.  It  is  often  convenient  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  peat  moss  component,  by  using  a  commer¬ 
cial  potting  mix  as  a  base  and  adding  various  com¬ 
ponents  previously  mentioned,  to  eliminate  or 
reduce  excessive  acidity  in  the  mix,  to  bring  the  pH 
into  the  range  desired  for  Saintpaulias.  Some  com¬ 
mercial  potting  mixes  with  their  pH  are:  Black  Magic 
African  Violet  Mix  (6.4),  Mica  Peat  (6.2),  Redi-Earth 
(4.4),  Blue  Whale  (4.8  to  5.7),  Envee  (6.8),  and  Jungle 
Growth  African  Violet  Mix  (7.2). 

Sterilized  potting  mixes  can  be  purchased  at  garden 
supply  centers,  but  indoor  gardeners  may  wish  to 
sanitize  the  components,  to  be  used  for  a  soilless  type 
mix,  which  may  not  be  pasteurized.  The  difference 


between  "sterilized"  and  "pasteurized"  is  that  steriliz¬ 
ed  indicates  that  all  living  organisms  have  been  killed 
while  pasteurized  denotes  only  those  living 
organisms  harmful  to  plants  have  been  killed  and  the 
beneficial  microorganisms  have  not  been  killed.  Mix 
components  which  have  been  in  contact  with  the 
ground  or  contaminated  after  being  opened  may  be 
pasteurized  by  heat  treatment.  Place  moistened  soil 
in  container  with  aluminum  foil.  Insert  a  meat  or 
candy  thermometer  through  the  foil  and  into  the 
center  of  the  soil.  Set  oven  to  200° F.  and  heat  for  30 
minutes  after  the  soil  temperature  reaches  180°  F.  Do 
not  allow  the  temperature  to  go  above  180° F.  since 
this  may  damage  the  beneficial  bacteria.  After  treat¬ 
ment  allow  soil  to  cool  before  using. 

MIX  DESIGN  FOR  OPTIMUM  pH 

There  are  two  major  items  that  contribute  greatly 
to  a  successful  mix  design  for  Saintpaulias  with  an 
optimum  pH  in  the  range  of  6.5  to  7.0  as  follows:  (1) 
Pre-testing  the  pH  of  each  component  to  be  used  in 
the  mix,  each  time  a  new  package  is  opened,  and  also 
testing  each  completed  batch  of  potting  mix,  ad¬ 
justing  the  pH  as  needed  prior  to  using  the  mix.  It  is 
expedient  to  guard  against  any  unexpected  pH  varia¬ 
tions  in  a  brand  item  or  in  various  brands  of  the  same 
component.  An  inexpensive  Sunbury  pH  testing  kit 
or  a  pH  meter  may  be  obtained  from  most  garden 
stores  and  is  well  worth  the  time  and  the  trouble.  (2) 
Dampening  the  peat  moss  before  incorporating  it  in¬ 
to  the  mix.  If  a  commercial  mix  is  used,  some  have 
been  treated  with  a  wetting  agent  and  some  have  not. 
To  be  on  the  safe  side  treat  the  batch  of  mix  with  a 
wetting  agent  before  the  slow  release  components  are 
added  to  it.  This  helps  prevent  segregation  of  the 
dry,  granular  components  during  mixing,  and  also 
applies  to  dolomite  or  lime  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
mix. 

The  water  retention  capacity  of  the  mix  is  largely 
dependent  upon  the  peat  moss  component  function¬ 
ing  properly  in  this  regard.  A  half-way  measure  will 
doom  the  mix  to  partial  failure  at  best,  after  plants 
have  been  potted  in  it.  A  potting  mix  needs  both  the 
optimum  pH  and  optimum  moisture  retention  to 
provide  optimum  growth,  as  well  as  optimum 
physical  environmental  factors.  Mix  failures  are 
mostly  due  to  either  the  improper  pH  or  lack  of  ade¬ 
quate  drainage  and/or  water  retention. 

SEVERAL  SOILLESS  MIX  FORMULAS 

The  1-1-1  Mix  is  an  original  soilless  potting  mix 
formula  with  equal  volumes  of  peat  moss,  ver- 
miculite  and  perlite.  It  is  still  a  popular  mix  for 
African  violets. 

Cornell  Mix  (example):  4  quarts  shredded  Cana¬ 
dian  peat  moss,  4  quarts  vermiculite  #2, 1  tablespoon 
5-10-10  fertilizer,  and  1  tablespoon  grdiind 
limestone. 
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Lyndon  Lyon's  3-2-1  Mix  is  composed  of  3  parts 
brown  Canadian  sphagnum  peat  moss,  2  parts  #2 
horticultural  grade  vermiculite  and  1  part  #3  perlite 
(1/8"  size  —  not  fine).  To  each  bushel  of  mix  is  added 
10  level  tablespoons  of  ground  limestone,  preferably 
dolomitic.  The  pH  should  be  between  6.0  and  7.0. 
This  mix  is  designed  to  be  used  with  constant  feeding 
of  Hyponex  fertilizer,  at  the  rate  of  Va  teaspoon  per 
gallon  of  water,  at  each  watering. 

A  Seattle  Mix  has  4  quarts  of  Black  Magic  AV  pot¬ 
ting  mix,  4  quarts  Envee  potting  soil,  2  cups  granular 
charcoal,  2  cups  perlite,  1  cup  bonemeal,  1  cup 
dolomite  lime  and  1  cup  ground  eggshells.  If  this  mix 
holds  too  much  moisture  for  your  conditions 
(humidity)  add  more  perlite.  The  pH  is  7.1. 

Author's  Optimum  pH  Mix  has  provided  reliable 
success  over  the  years  and  is  as  follows:  6  quarts 
Black  Magic  AV  Mix,  9  quarts  Jungle  Growth  AV 
Mix,  5  quarts  perlite,  4  quarts  vermiculite,  1  quart 
charcoal  granules,  Vz  quart  crushed  pumice  rock,  Va 
cup  blood  meal,  V4  cup  bonemeal,  y4  cup  algit,  V4 
cup  greensand,  y4  cup  phosphate  rock  (ground),  y4 
teaspoon  trace  elements.  This  makes  6  plus  gallons  of 
mix  with  a  pH  of  6.9  and  is  moistened  with  Aqua 
Soak  wetting  agent  and  adjusted  (if  necessary)  for 
optimum  pH  with  dolomite  lime.  Add  Fertosan 
(bacterial  activator)  to  mix. 

Leaf  Starting  Mix  is  2  cups  vermiculite,  2  cups 
perlite,  2  tablespoons  charcoal,  and  2  teaspoons 
dolomite  lime.  This  mix  can  also  be  used  for  small 
plantlets. 

Of  course  there  are  a  great  many  good  soilless 
mixes  and  variations  which  are  interesting  to  try  but 
the  ultimate  test  is  to  find  one  which  works  well  for 
your  growing  conditions. 

METHODS  OF  ADJUSTING  THE  MIX  pH 

First  Method  Reducing  the  acidity  by  adding 
lime  or  reducing  alkalinity  by  adding  Gypsum.  Ex¬ 
ample  —  After  a  batch  of  mix  has  been  tested  for  pH 
it  was  found  to  be  too  acid  with  a  pH  of  5.0.  How  do 
you  go  about  adjusting  (raising)  the  pH?  Don't  ex¬ 
periment  with  the  whole  batch,  just  take  a  1  pint 
sample  from  the  batch  and  add  y4  teaspoon  of 
dolomite  lime  or  other  lime  source  to  the  sample.  Mix 
it  well,  record  amount  of  lime  added  and  test  for  pH. 
If  still  too  acid  add  another  y4  teaspoon  of  lime, 
check  pH  and  record  result.  If  this  last  test  shows  the 
pH  to  be  as  desired  fine.  Note  that  a  total  of  Vz 
teaspoon  of  lime  was  added  to  the  pint  sample  of 
mix.  This  is  equivalent  to  adding  1  teaspoon  per 
quart  or  4  teaspoons  per  gallon  of  mix  to  be  adjusted. 
Then  by  finding  the  volume  of  your  batch  to  be  cor¬ 
rected  —  for  example  5  gallons,  multiply  the  amount 
of  lime  to  be  added  per  gallon  (4  teaspoons)  times  5 
(gallons)  equals  20  teaspoons  total  lime  to  be  added 
to  the  mix  batch  to  adjust  the  pH.  If  the  amount  of 


lime  was  not  sufficient  to  raise  the  pH  to  the  level 
wanted,  continue  adding  lime  at  the  y4  teaspoon  rate 
as  before  and  check  the  pH  until  the  desired  pH  is 
reached.  Thoroughly  mix  the  batch  and  the  added 
dolomite  lime  together  and  the  pH  should  test  as 
desired.  If  more  than  2  tablespoons  of  lime  per  gallon 
will  be  needed  to  raise  the  pH  to  the  desired  level,  it  is 
not  recommended  that  this  be  done  as  such  an 
amount  may  cause  an  overabundance  of  magnesium 
or  calcium  in  the  mix. 

Another  example  —  A  mix  tested  7.5  and  you  wish 
to  reduce  the  alkalinity  to  pH  6.9.  Proceed  with  a  1 
pint  sample  from  the  batch  and  add  y4  teaspoon  of 
gypsum  (calcium  sulfate),  test  the  pH  and  record  as 
before.  If  not  enough  gypsum  to  reduce  the  pH  to 
6.9,  then  repeat  with  another  y4  teaspoon  of  gypsum 
added  to  the  1  pint  sample,  mix  well,^  test  the  pH 
again  and  record.  When  the  desired  pH  is  obtained  in 
the  pint  sample,  calculate  the  total  gypsum  to  be 
added  to  the  batch  of  mix  and  proceed  similarly  to 
the  previous  example. 

Second  Method  —  Reduce  the  acidity  or  alkalinity 
of  the  mix  by  adding  a  mix  component  like  Jungle 
Growth  (7.2)  to  reduce  the  acidity  or  like  peat  moss 
(3.5)  to  reduce  the  alkalinity.  This  method  is  the  best 
to  use  when  the  adjustment  is  not  more  than  0.5  pH, 
say  a  mix  with  pH  6.4  is  to  be  raised  to  pH  6.9.  Take 
a  1  quart  sample  and  add  Vz  pint  of  mix  component 
(Jungle  Growth)  chosen  to  adjust  the  pH  to  the 
desired  level.  Mix  the  sample  and  the  added  compo¬ 
nent  and  test  for  pH  and  record  result.  Continue  this 
procedure  with  each  increment  until  the  desired  pH  is 
reached  in  the  sample.  Then  add  the  proper  amount 
of  Jungle  Growth  to  the  mix  batch,  mix  thoroughly 
and  check  the  pH  to  verify  the  desired  pH  has  been 
reached. 

Third  Method  is  a  combination  of  methods  1  and 
2.  Proceed  with  a  sample  of  mix  to  be  corrected  using 
a  step  by  step  method  until  the  adjusted  pH  of  the 
sample  reaches  the  desired  pH.  Then  add  the  proper 
amount  of  the  corrective  ingredients  to  the  mix 
batch,  thoroughly  mix  and  test  for  adjusted  pH. 

Selection  of  Mix  Components  may  be  improved  by 
selecting  components  with  a  pH  close  to  7.0,  when 
possible.  If  a  mix  component  is  very  acid  or  alkaline 
consider  a  substitution  with  a  better  pH  nearer  to 
7.0.  The  greater  the  mix  pH  varies  from  the  desired 
pH  the  greater  the  difficulty  in  making  a  prudent  ad¬ 
justment  by  adding  lime  or  gypsum.  A  mix  compo¬ 
nent,  with  a  large  volume,  having  an  undesirable  pH 
may  be  reduced  or  eliminated  by  substituting 
another  component  with  similar  physical  properties 
but  having  a  better  pH.  Then  the  pH  adjustment  can 
be  made  without  unbalancing  the  mix  proportions. 
For  example,  if  the  peat  moss  being  proposed  for  the 
mix  to  be  made  is  quite  acid,  say  pH  4.0,  it  is  recom- 
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mended  this  peat  moss  not  be  used  but  a  commercial 
mix  like  Black  Magic  (6.4),  Jungle  Growth  (7.2)  or 
Envee  (6.8)  be  substituted  in  the  mix  formula,  as  any 
one  of  the  above  components  is  much  closer  to  the 
normally  desired  pH.  The  adjusting  procedure  will 
then  be  greatly  simplified. 

Other  Mix  Adjustments  — -  If  a  mix  holds  too  much 
water  it  may  be  adjusted  by  adding  perlite  for  more 
aeration  and  if  the  mix  is  too  light  or  dries  too  quick¬ 
ly  adjust  by  adding  vermiculite  for  better  water 
retention.  Both  perlite  and  vermiculite  are  neutral 
with  a  pH  of  7.0  and  will  not  change  the  mix  pH.  A 
mix  for  use  in  automatic  watering  pots  or  for  wick 
watering  pots  generally  holds  too  much  water  and 
can  be  adjusted  by  adding  perlite.  This  is  a  trial  pro¬ 
cedure  continued  until  the  desired  result  is  secured. 

Changes  of  temperature  and  humidity  may  also 
cause  changes  in  the  rate  of  evaporation  and  the  mix 
may  be  adjusted  for  the  season.  Also  the  amount  of 
watering  may  be  adjusted  to  suit  the  plant  needs.  If 
the  soil  in  a  pot  becomes  water-logged,  remove  the 
plant  from  the  pot,  scrape  off  as  much  of  the  soggy 
mix  from  the  plant  roots  as  possible  and  repot  the 
plant  in  fresh  mix  with  less  water  retention  capacity. 
The  difference  between  sunlight  and  fluorescent  light 
can  cause  differences  in  plant  watering  requirements 
and  the  mix  may  need  to  be  adjusted  because  plants 
growing  under  optimum  conditions  generally  require 
more  water  than  those  with  less  than  optimum  condi¬ 
tions. 

TESTING  MIX  FOR  WATER  HOLDING 
CAPACITY  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  water  holding  capacity  and  drainage  of  a  pot¬ 
ting  mix  is  very  critical.  It  is  interesting  to  compare 
two  or  more  potting  mixes  in  a  performance  test.  The 
test  is  relatively  easy  to  do  by  steps  as  follows:  (1) 
Prepare  a  stand  with  several  holes  to  hold  4"  or  6" 
pots  with  space  below  each  pot  to  set  a  quart  jar  with 
a  funnel  on  top.  (2)  Prepare  samples  of  your  mix  or 
other  mixes  sufficient  to  fill  the  pots  and  let  the  mix 
dry  well.  (3)  Fill  the  pots  uniformly,  without  pack¬ 
ing,  to  within  one  inch  of  the  top.  (4)  Pour  1  pint  of 
water  into  a  pot  with  mix  and  note  length  of  time  it 
takes  the  water  to  start  dripping  into  the  quart  jar 
below  and  also  note  how  much  water  comes  from 
each  sample.  Record  date  for  each  test.  Compare 
water  retention  capacity  of  each  sample  by 
calculating  the  amount  of  water  that  hasn't  dripped 
through  after  the  dripping  stops  (5)  To  test  soil 
drainage  capacity  wait  until  pot  has  stopped  drip¬ 
ping.  The  soil  is  now  saturated.  (6)  Pour  in  another 
pint  of  water  and  note  the  time  it  takes  for  a  full  pint 
of  water  to  move  through  the  soil  and  collect  in  the 
jar  under  the  pot.  (8)  Repeat  the  tests  several  times  in 
succession  and  note  changes  in  water  holding  capaci¬ 
ty  and  rate  of  drainage  as  the  first  test  may  not  be  a 


true  representation  of  a  potting  mix  or  mixes. 

These  tests  will  give  you  some  ideas  to  try  out. 
Compare  different  size  pots  or  pots  of  different 
materials,  like  clay  and  plastic,  and  see  how  the  rate 
of  drainage  and  water  holding  capacity  of  a  potting 
mix  can  change  under  different  conditions  and  also 
with  different  mixes.  Find  the  best  mix  and  pot  com¬ 
bination  for  your  growing  conditions. 

VARIOUS  COMMENTS 

Water  used  to  water  plants  should  be  as  pure  as 
possible.  Softened  water  should  not  be  used  as  it  is 
toxic  to  plants.  Water  treated  with  chlorine  and/or 
fluorine  causes  problems  and  should  stand  for  some 
time  prior  to  using  to  let  the  chlorine  escape.  The 
fluorine  will  remain  in  the  water  and  cannot  be  readi¬ 
ly  removed.  Water  has  a  pH  which  varies  con¬ 
siderably  depending  on  the  source.  Rainwater,  if 
pure,  is  great  for  houseplants.  However  in  this  age, 
the  sulfur  pollution  in  the  air  often  contaminates  the 
rain  water,  forming  sulfuric  acid  which  is  harmful  to 
plants.  This  condition  is  becoming  more  serious  near 
metropolitan  and  industrial  areas.  The  contamina¬ 
tion  is  often  carried  many  miles  by  the  wind  before  it 
is  washed  out  of  the  atmosphere  by  rain.  Drinking 
water  used  to  water  plants  also  has  a  variable  pH.  All 
these  items  have  a  bearing  on  the  soil  mix  pH.  In 
areas  which  have  "hard  water"  the  use  of  distilled 
water  is  recommended. 

Commercial  Fertilizer  when  added  to  the  watering 
water  has  a  pH  of  its  own,  which  affects  the  mix  pH 
to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  The  following  pH  list 
was  prepared  for  solutions  of  Va  teaspoon  of  liquid, 
powder,  or  granular  type  fertilizer  added  to  1  gallon 
of  water:  Peters  12-36-14  (6.3),  Peters  5-50-17  (6.2), 
Stim  U-Plant  5-8-7  (7.0),  Sturdy  0-15-14  (6.6),  Liquid 
Whale  6-2-1  (6.3),  Fisher's  Blend  4-6-5  (6.7),  Schultz 
10-15-10  (6.7),  Ra-Pid-Gro  23-19-17  (6.7),  Hyponex 
7-6-19  (6.7),  Spoonit  18-20-16  (6.9),  Plant  Marvel 
12-31-14  (6.4),  Black  Magic  4-10-10  (7.0),  Rx-15 
15-30-15  (6.8),  Hi  Sol  20-20-20  (7.6),  Fish  'N  Six 
14-6-8  (6.7).  These  readings  were  made  using  a 
Beckman  Electronic  pH  Meter.  These  pHs  may  vary. 

Continued  Use  of  Fertilizers  has  a  tendency  to 
cause  buildup  of  excess  insoluble  fertilizer  salts  which 
forms  a  whitish  deposit  on  the  pot  rim  and  causes  the 
soil  pH  to  become  more  add.  This  condition  is 
prevalent  with  clay  pots  and  can  cause  leaf  petioles 
which  touch  the  edge  of  the  pot  to  rot.  Covering  the 
edge  of  the  pot  with  aluminum  foil  protects  the  leaf 
petioles  from  contact  with  the  salts.  Watering  plants 
with  a  dolomite  lime  solution  will  help  keep  this  con¬ 
dition  from  becoming  dangerous  and  reduces  the  in¬ 
creased  acid  pH  condition. 

Chelates  are  synthetic,  organic  substances  which 
keep  copper,  iron,  zinc  and  manganese  in  water- 
soluble  form  so  that  these  micronutrients  may  be 
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readily  absorbed  by  the  plant  roots.  Chelates  are 
used  in  speciality  fertilizers,  like  Sequestrene 
(chelated  iron),  to  correct  chlorosis  (lack  of  green 
color  in  a  leaf)  due  to  nutritional  deficiency.  It  is 
recommended  that  chelated  iron  be  used  about  once 
every  four  to  six  months  in  place  of  a  regular  water¬ 
ing,  according  to  directions. 

Variegated  Foliage  AVs  may  be  affected  by  hot 
weather  above  75° F.  and  tend  to  lose  their  variega¬ 
tion.  This  is  caused  by  the  increased  activity  of  the 
beneficial  bacteria  and  occurs  during  hot  weather 
when  the  bacteria  release  nitrogen  at  an  increased 
rate  from  the  potting  mix.  It  is  advisable  to  use  fer¬ 
tilizers  with  a  low  nitrogen  number  until  the  weather 
cools  and  then  resume  the  regular  fertilizer  program. 

Watering  Small  Plants  is  best  performed  by  direct¬ 
ing  the  water  toward  the  side  of  the  pot  and  away 
from  the  plant  to  prevent  crown  rot.  This  happens 
more  often  because  the  center  of  the  small  plant  is  so 
close  to  the  level  of  the  soil  that  water  splashes  into 
the  crown  and  may  cause  crown  rot. 


STORAGE  OF  MIX 

The  secret  of  keeping  a  batch  of  potting  mix  in 
good  and  unsegregated  condition  is  to  keep  it  damp 
and  not  let  it  dry  out.  This  is  accomplished  by  storing 
the  mix  at  room  temperature  in  a  galvanized  metal  or 
a  plastic  container  having  a  cover.  Keep  the  cover  on 
the  container  to  prevent  loss  of  moisture  and  con¬ 
tamination  of  the  mix  by  insects  or  disease.  The 
beneficial  bacteria  in  the  mix  show  little  activity  at 
temperatures  below  50° F.  A  dried  out  mix  is  in  no 
condition  to  be  used  for  potting  plants  and  may  be 
the  cause  of  future  watering  or  fertilizing  problems. 
Never  fertilize  a  plant  while  the  soil  is  dry.  Moisten 
the  soil,  if  necessary,  prior  to  applying  the  fertilizer. 
CONCLUSION 

Indoor  houseplant  gardeners,  who  expect  better 
than  average  results  from  their  African  violets,  must 
remember  that  the  most  important  determinants  of 
good  plant  growth  are  the  soil,  water,  nutrients  and 
the  environmental  effects  of  light,  temperature  and 
humidity.

My  Experience  With  Thrips

If  you  have  raised  African  violets  for  many  years 
as  I  have,  I  am  sure  you  have  had  a  few  trials  along 
with  joys. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  others  my  experience 
with  thrips  and  what  worked  for  me  to  get  rid  of 
them. 

A  little  over  two  and  one  half  years  ago  I  moved 
from  New  Jersey  to  Florida.  I  had  to  part  with  many 
of  my  violets  but  I  was  determined  to  bring  16  of  my 
favorites  with  me.  Much  to  my  dismay  after  packing 
the  car  there  was  only  room  for  eight  of  them.  I  left 
behind  the  other  eight  with  my  daughter-in-law. 

The  violets  made  the  trip  fairly  well  and  after  a 
period  of  adjustment  to  a  new  environment  they 
started  to  show  off  once  again.  I  found  a  grower  here 
in  Florida  and  replaced  the  others  I  had  left  behind. 
I've  added  to  my  collection  until  to-day  I  have  35 
beautiful  violets. 

A  few  months  ago  I  noticed  the  blossoms  weren't 
lasting  the  way  they  always  did  and  that  they  seemed 
to  dry  up  and  I'd  have  to  remove  them  long  before  I 
should.  I  couldn't  seem  to  see  anything  wrong  with 
them  until  one  morning  when  the  lights  came  on  I 
thought  I  saw  something  move  on  the  blossoms.  It 
was  so  tiny  and  I  touched  the  blossom  and  sure 
enough  something  moved  again.  I  went  for  my  trusty 
can  of  "House  and  Garden  Raid"  and  I  sprayed  all 


the  plants.  I  then  noticed  pollen  on  some  of  the 
leaves.  This  was  a  new  experience  for  me.  What 
could  these  creatures  be? 

I  got  out  the  last  six  issues  of  AV  magazine  and 
started  looking  for  help.  I  soon  found  out  what  I  had 
was  thrips  and  that  they  were  almost  impossible  to 
get  rid  of.  I  found  three  articles,  one  in  Sept.  1979, 
page  33;  one  in  Jan.  1980,  page  21;  one  in  Mar.  1980, 
page  17.  After  I  read  these  articles  I  had  visions  of 
perhaps  losing  all  these  beauties  who  were  18  or  more 
inches  across  and  full  of  blooms.  I  was  determined  to 
fight  and  fight  I  did. 

I  took  all  of  them  out  onto  my  screened  porch.  I 
sprayed  them  three  times  a  day  with  house  and 
garden  raid.  I  removed  blossoms  and  leaves  and 
before  the  week  was  over  they  looked  like  picked 
chickens.  I  was  heart  broken.  Two  of  my  favorites, 
'Ballet  Marta',  and  'Abbey'  suffered  more  than  the 
others  from  this  harsh  treatment. 

After  about  a  week  and  a  half  I  brought  them  back 
in  the  house  and  gave  them  a  bath  and  put  them  back 
under  lights.  They  all  survived,  some  came  thru  this 
traumatic  experience  better  than  others.  It  will  take 
them  some  time  yet  before  they  will  be  the  beauties 
they  had  been.  They  appear  as  happy  as  I  that  we 
have  licked  the  thrips.

November  thru  March 


It  is  January  —  the  beginning  of  another  year! 
Many  resolutions  have  been  made  and,  of  course, 
some  of  them  have  already  been  broken.  It  is  the  time 
of  the  year  that  I  call  the  "duldrums".  The  joy  and 
the  celebrations  of  the  Holidays  are  over,  the 
Christmas  decorations  have  been  stored  for  another 
year,  and  life  begins  to  resume  its  normal  pace.  But 
how  slow  it  seems!  The  days  are  short;  the  nights  are 
long;  it  is  a  somber  time! 

But  there  is  one  place  where  I  can  find  color  and 
signs  of  life.  It  is  my  violet  room.  There  is  work  to  be 
done  here.  This  is  the  time  when  I  pot  new  plantlets, 
clean  the  shelves,  soak  the  used  pots  and  transplant 
older  plants.  I  enjoy  every  minute  of  it;  all  sense  of 
time  disappears. 

When  the  work  is  done  I  can  select  the  plants 
which  just  might  be  show  plants  and  put  them  in  the 
choice  places  on  the  shelves;  then  I  step  back  and 
take  a  good  look.  It  is  beautiful!  The  wind  may  howl 
around  the  windows  and  the  snow  may  keep  me 
from  my  chosen  hiking  places  but  I  can  still  say  with 
the  poet,  "God's  in  His  heaven  and  all's  right  with  the 
world!". 

QUESTION  —  My  violets  are  suffering  from 
droopy  leaves  with  little  growth  in  the  centers.  The 
leaves  also  curl  under  a  bit.  The  soil,  I  notice,  has  a 
sour  smell  when  I  sniffed  it.  What  causes  the  soil  to 
turn  sour  and  are  the  droopy  leaves  characteristic  of 
sour  soil?  Is  there  a  cure  or  a  prevention  for  this 
problem? 

ANSWER  —  The  wilted  leaves  and  lack  of  growth 
are  an  indication  that  you  have  lost  the  roots  of  your 
plants.  I  believe  that  your  soil  is  much  too  heavy  and 
that  it  has  been  kept  much  too  wet.  When  a  soil  con¬ 
tains  too  much  in  the  way  of  very  fine  particles  it  will 
become  packed  in  the  pot  and  this  will  prevent  aera¬ 
tion.  The  exchange  of  air  and  water  in  the  soil  is  a 
very  important  part  of  the  growth  process.  If  the  soil 
is  too  heavy  and  is  constantly  being  overwatered  an 
anaerobic  action  sets  in  which  causes  matter  to 
decompose.  Anaerobes  are  micro-organisms  that 
grow  where  there  is  no  air  or  free  oxygen.  They  grow 
and  multiply  by  creating  their  own  oxygen  from  the 
organic  matter  in  the  soil.  This  will  cause  it  to 


become  "sour"  and  foul  smelling.  Violets  will  not 
grow  in  such  a  condition;  the  roots  will  die  and  even¬ 
tually  the  plant  will  expire. 

Removing  your  plants  from  this  soil  and  trans¬ 
planting  them  into  a  lighter  mix  will  save  your  violet 
collection.  Do  not  use  the  same  soil  or  continue  to 
overwater.  Water  only  when  the  soil  feels  dry  to  the 
touch  at  its  surface.  It  will  be  well  to  lighten  it  by 
adding  some  perlite  or  vermiculite  to  it.  Whatever 
your  watering  procedure  is,  it  should  be  changed; 
your  violets  must  have  a  lighter  soil  so  that  there  is  a 
free  exchange  of  air  and  water.  This  will  permit  the 
roots  to  function  in  the  proper  manner.  You  might 
consider  one  of  the  soilless  mixes  that  have  been  used 
successfully  for  so  many  years.  See  my  column  in  the 
November  1978  issue  of  the  African  Violet  Magazine 
or  the  January  1979  issue. 

QUESTION  —  I  have  been  talking  with  a  person 
of  considerable  knowledge  about  plant  insects  and 
have  been  told  that  Benomyl  can  be  used  to  control 
mites.  Have  you  ever  heard  of  this  treatment? 

ANSWER  —  This  was  new  knowledge  for  me  and 
so  I  wrote  to  the  Bonide  Chemical  Co.,  who 
distributes  this  product  and  this  is  the  answer  which 
they  gave  me: 

"In  response  to  your  letter,  the  answer  is  yes.  We 
have  often  observed  that  Benomyl  can  have  an  effect 
on  mite  populations.  This  has  been  observed 
especially  on  fruit  trees.  The  effect  appears  to  be  a 
reduction  in  viability  of  mite  eggs.  We  have  not  at¬ 
tempted  to  claim  control  of  mites  on  our  labeling 
since  specific  miticidal  products  would  probably  be 
needed  in  many  cases  to  get  the  desired  control". 

You  will  notice  that  they  do  not  make  any  recom¬ 
mendation  for  its  use  on  African  violets. 

QUESTION  —  My  violets  have  a  desperate  prob¬ 
lem.  This  is  the  second  summer  that  I  have  experi¬ 
enced  the  same  thing.  It  begins  with  the  first  heat 
wave  in  July.  The  centers  are  curled  and  twisted  and 
it  looked  exactly  like  cyclamen  mites.  The 
Agriculture  people  came  and  took  samples.  They 
wrote  that  it  was  mites.  I  also  sprayed,  which  they 
suggested,  and  that  seemed  to  help  a  few  of  them. 
This  year  my  plants  were  all  doing  well  until  the  first 
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heat  wave  in  May.  I  again  called  the  State  man;  he 
diagnosed  the  problem,  again,  as  mites  but  gave  me 
no  suggestions  as  to  what  to  do.  Now  my  question  is: 
Since  this  problem  develops  during  the  summer 
months  when  it  is  so  hot,  can  it  be  possible  that  it 
could  be  the  heat  rather  than  the  mites  that  is  causing 
the  problem? 

ANSWER  —  I  believe  that  part  of  the  problem  can 
be  blamed  on  too  much  heat,  especially  at  the  time  of 
the  year  when  temperatures  are  in  their  90's  but  I  do 
not  believe  that  it  would  be  wise  to  rule  out  cyclamen 
mites  entirely.  There  is  an  excellent  article  about 
them  in  the  June  1978  Issue  of  the  African  Violet 
Magazine:  Vol.  30,  No.  3  on  page  16.  If  you  do  not 
have  a  copy  it  is  available  from  the  A  VS  A  Office, 
P.O.  Box  1326,  Knoxville,  TN  37901.  This  article 
stresses  that  cyclamen  mites  become  more  active  in 
the  summer  or  during  times  of  high  temperatures.  It 
will  give  you  some  good  suggestions  on  how  to  com¬ 
bat  the  problem  also.  The  cost  of  the  magazine  is 
$1.25. 

QUESTION  —  I  have  all  my  violets  in  4  V2  "  pots.  I 
thought  that  this  size  would  be  large  enough.  But 
lately  I  have  noticed  that  roots  are  coming  out  the 
bottom  holes  and  attaching  themselves  to  the  blanket 
matting  in  the  bottom  of  the  trays.  Some  plants  are 
so  large  (20"-22"  across)  that  the  leaves  droop  down 
and  touch  the  bottom  trays.  Nearly  everything  I  read 
cautions  against  potting  in  too  large  a  pot.  Should  I 
go  to  6"  or  8"  pots? 

ANSWER  —  It  is  very  evident  that  your  plants  are 
under-potted.  In  times  past,  when  I  was  not 
migrating  every  six  months,  I  grew  lovely  large 
violets  that  size  and  I  felt  that  they  did  much  better  in 
6"  pots.  They  were  shallow  clay  pots,  however, 
called  "pans"  or  "azaleas".  The  shallowness,  I  think, 
is  very  important.  Violets  can  be  potted  in  too  much 
soil.  You  could,  also,  at  this  time,  trim  the  root  ball 
and  strip  away  some  of  the  outer  leaves  of  the  plants 
and  re-pot  them  again  in  CLEAN  4y2"  pots.  This  will 
not  harm  them  and  they  will  do  much  better  than 
trying  to  continue  to  grow  them  on  as  they  are.  If 
you  do  this,  be  very  sure  that  the  root  ball  is  cut  at 
the  bottom  so  that  there  will  be  ample  room  in  the 
pot  for  fresh  soil  around  the  stem  of  the  plant  at  the 
top.  This  stem  will  be  exposed  when  the  outer  older 
leaves  have  been  removed. 

QUESTION  —  I  purchased  a  plant  from  a  local 
grower  about  six  weeks  ago.  Suddenly  its  leaves 
began  to  turn  yellow.  I  also  noticed  yellow  specks  on 
the  center  leaves.  Then  the  plant  went  limp  and  when 
it  failed  to  respond  to  its  last  watering  I  knocked  it 
out  of  the  pot  to  look  at  its  roots.  What  a  horrible 
surprise!  The  roots  were  brown  and  most  of  them  fell 
away  with  the  soil.  Loads  of  tiny  white  bugs  were 
scurrying  around  them.  But  worse  yet,  I  saw  hairlike 
white  worms  weaving  in  and  out  of  the  roots,  too.  I 


have  seen  the  same  creatures  attacking  onions  in  the 
garden  years  ago.  One  look  at  the  bugs  and  worms 
and  it  went  into  the  garbage  can.  I  have  been  spray¬ 
ing  for  thrips  all  this  time.  Is  there  any  connection 
between  them  and  these  other  insects?  The  other 
violets  in  my  collection  seem  fine  and  in  good  color 
and  condition.  Could  they  also  be  infected?  I  use  soil 
purchased  from  this  same  local  grower  and  I  always 
re-pot  any  new  plants  that  I  buy  in  this  soil  as  soon  as 
I  get  them  home.  Dy-syston  is  always  added  to  this 
mix.  What  are  these  creatures  and  how  can  I  be  sure 
that  they  are  not  in  the  other  plants? 

ANSWER  —  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  most 
serious  problem  is  the  little  white  bugs.  They  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  thrips  or  the  hairlike  worms. 
Although  these  bugs  are  not  very  common  it  is  quite 
possible  that  they  are  symphlids.  These  creatures  are 
small  white  bugs  that  feed  on  plant  roots.  They  are 
very  sensitive  to  light  and  when  exposed  to  it  they 
will  scurry  quickly  toward  cover.  The  only  way  that 
they  can  be  destroyed  is  through  soil  sterilization. 
Permitting  the  soil,  in  which  they  are  found  to 
become  quite  dry  will  cut  down  on  the  population. 
They  can  exist  only  in  a  moist  dark  condition.  The 
small  white  worms  are,  I  believe,  a  member  of  the 
earth  worm  family.  They  are  not  as  harmful  to  a 
plant,  preferring  the  humus  in  the  soil  to  feed  on. 
Both  of  these  pests  are  difficult  to  destroy  except  by 
soil  sterilization.  In  the  November  1980  issue  of  the 
Magazine  I  have  given  my  method  for  sterilizing  soil. 

The  yellow  specks  which  you  mention  on  the 
center  leaves  could  be  salts  deposits  or  some 
discoloration  from  material  in  the  soil. 

My  best  and  only  advice  to  you  is  to  try  and  pro¬ 
tect  the  rest  of  your  plants  from  this  infestation.  If 
they  are  not  setting  on  separate  saucers  then  there  is  a 
possibility  that  these  bugs  could  have  traveled  from 
plant  to  plant  over  the  stones  or  whatever  you  use  in 
the  bottom  of  your  trays.  The  roots  of  all  the  plants 
must  be  examined.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  ad¬ 
visable  when  you  re-pot  again  to  use  soil  which  you 
have  sterilized  yourself.  The  soil  which  you  are  using 
is,  evidently,  not  sterile;  either  it  was  not  sterilized 
when  mixed  or  it  has  been  re-contaminated  after 
packaging.  Your  trays,  pebbles  or  whatever  you  use 
should  be  washed  in  a  10%  liquid  clorine  bleach  and 
warm  water.  Dy-syston  has  a  wide  range  of  effec¬ 
tiveness  on  insects,  I  am  told,  but  evidently  it  will  not 
kill  the  bugs  and  worms  which  you  have  found  in 
your  soil.  It  is  toxic  to  humans,  however,  and  I 
would  never  advise  its  use  in  a  light  garden. 

QUESTION  —  I  have  not  had  very  good  results 
using  a  soilless  mix  on  my  violets  and  I  do  not  know 
which  kind  of  packaged  mixes  are  best.  Can  you 
recommend  to  me  a  violet  soil  mix  other  than  your 
soilless  mix? 

ANSWER  —  I  have  very  close  friends  in  Colum- 
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bus  who  are  consistent  growers  of  good  violets.  They 
do  not  use  a  soilless  mix.  They  are  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Elmer  Lusk.  Mr.  Lusk  is  a  person  who  is  always 
searching  for  a  better  method  of  growing  violets  and 
when  I  asked  him  if  he  would  be  willing  to  let  me 
reveal  his  soil  mix  in  my  column  he  was  most 
generous  and  gracious.  He  says  that  he  is  constantly 
making  improvements  and  this  last  mix  is  giving  him 
very  good  results.  This  is  it: 

2  Quarts  Metro  Mix  300 

IV2  Quarts  Coarse  Perlite 

IV2  Quarts  Agriculture  Vermiculite  (No.  2  or 
No.  3) 

1  Quart  Milled  Sphagnum  Peat  Moss 

2  Tablespoons  Dolomite 

1  Tablespoon  Superphosphate 

1  Tablespoon  Landmark  Plant  Pep  (formula 

6-12-12) 

V4  Teaspoon  Peters  Fritted  Trace  Elements 

1  Teaspoon  Banrot 

He  further  states  that  this  is  a  lighter  soil  than  they 
have  been  using  and  that  this  formula  has  eliminated 
their  crown  rot  problem.  He  finds  that  it  requires 
more  frequent  watering,  however.  He  recommends  it 
for  wick  watered  plants  because  of  its  lighter  con¬ 
sistency. 

QUESTION  —  I  use  a  commercial  African  violet 
soil  which  is  labeled  sterile  and  add  vermiculite, 
perlite  and  peat  moss.  I  cannot  get  a  pH  soil  testing 
below  7.0;  it  is  usually  7.5.  How  can  I  reduce  this  to 
the  desired  6. 4-6. 9? 

ANSWER  —  Decreasing  the  amount  of  commer¬ 
cial  mix  and  increasing  the  sphagnum  peat  in  the 
same  amount  should  help  to  lower  the  pH.  I  would 
not  worry  too  much,  however,  about  a  reading  of 
7.0  when  you  first  mix  your  soil.  The  peat  and  the 
fertilizers  are  both  acid  and  the  soil  will  become  more 
acid  as  you  feed  your  plants. 

QUESTION  —  Is  there  any  difference  between 
Sphagnum  Peat  Moss,  Milled  Sphagnum  moss  or 
Canadian  Peat? 

ANSWER  —  All  types  of  peat  that  you  mention 
are  the  same  but  the  Milled  Sphagnum  Moss  is  fresh 
sphagnum  that  has  been  dried  and  ground;  it  is  usual¬ 
ly  used  for  planting  seeds.  Sphagnum  Peat  and  Cana¬ 
dian  Peat  are  partially  decomposed  sphagnum  moss. 
This  is  the  only  type  of  peat  that  I  would  recommend 
for  use  in  violet  soil.  If  your  soil  has  the  black 
Michigan  peat  in  it,  then  I  would  not  use  it.  It  is 
much  too  fine  for  African  violet  soil.  It  will  eventual¬ 
ly  mat,  making  the  soil  too  heavy  and  there  will  be 
danger  of  over-watering.  The  soil  will  become  wet 
and  soggy  decreasing  the  chance  for  good  air 
penetration. 

QUESTION  —  Do  I  need  to  add  the  trace  elements 
of  which  you  speak  to  a  commercially  mixed  soil  or 


do  you  need  to  add  it  to  only  soilless  mixes? 

ANSWER  —  Not  knowing  what  soil  you  are  refer¬ 
ring  to,  it  is  difficult  for  me  to  make  a  recommenda¬ 
tion.  There  may  be  some  trace  elements  in  it.  Violet 
soil  needs  so  little  I  have  never  felt  is  necessary  to  add 
it  even  to  my  soilless  mix.  However,  I  always  use  a 
fertilizer  formula  that  contains  trace  elements  in  it. 
You  will  notice  that  some  of  them  on  the  market  will 
mention  them  on  the  label  and  some  will  not.  Plant 
Marvel  is  one  which  I  use  and  also  Miracle-Gro 
15-30-15.  Peters  has  a  new  formula  called  Peat-lite 
(15-16-17)  that  contains  the  trace  elements.  I  have 
just  begun  to  use  it  alternately  with  these  others. 

QUESTION  —  What  would  be  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  Peter's  Fritted  Trace  Elements  and  Peter's 
Soluble  Trace  Elements? 

ANSWER  —  I  find  in  my  catalogues  that  describe 
both,  the  fritted  trace  elements  and  soluble  elements 
distributed  by  Peters  that  the  difference  is  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  availability  to  the  soil  and  its  lasting 
qualities.  Fritted  trace  elements  are  a  slow  steady 
supply  releasing  the  nutrients  up  to  one  year.  The 
soluble  trace  elements  become  immediately  available 
to  the  soil  and  will  leach  out  in  time  and  have  to  be 
re-applied  at  intervals.  As  to  which  is  better  I  do  not 
know  because,  as  I  have  already  mentioned,  I  do  not 
use  them. 

QUESTION  —  What  causes  those  ugly  necks  on 
violets?  Can  it  be  prevented?  Is  it  a  natural  growth?  I 
read  that  I  have  to  cut  off  ALL  of  the  roots,  part  of 
the  neck,  scrape  it  until  some  green  shows  and  then 
re-pot  it.  If  there  are  no  roots  left,  what  size  pot 
should  I  re-pot  it  in? 

ANSWER  —  Those  long  ugly  necks  are  usually 
caused  when  the  outer  old  leaves  die  from  lack  of  soil 
nutrients  or  from  some  disease  organism.  They  will 
just  drop  away  from  the  stem.  Sometimes  this  will 
happen  when  the  plant  becomes  root  bound  and 
lacks  sufficient  soil  in  the  pot  to  maintain  the  plant  in 
active  growth.  This  can  be  remedied  by  transplanting 
the  plants  into  a  larger  pot  with  fresh  soil  before  the 
neck  becomes  too  long  and  unsightly.  If  the  neck 
becomes  too  long  then  it  becomes  necessary  to  cut  it 
away  from  the  roots  and  to  re-pot  it  as  you  have 
mentioned.  It  will  be  necessary  to  remove  some  of 
the  outer  leaves  from  the  stem  leaving  only  a  few 
center  leaves.  The  stem  should  be  no  longer  than  3 
inches.  It  should  then  be  potted  into  a  small  pot  no 
larger  than  3  inches.  A  growing  medium  of  2  parts 
vermiculite  and  1  part  perlite  will  hold  the  plant 
securely  in  place  until  the  roots  again  begin  to  grow 
around  the  stem.  It  is  treated  in  the  same  manner  as 
one  would  plant  a  leaf  cutting. 

QUESTION  —  Every  once  in  a  while  I  notice  that 
some  of  my  violets  will  have  2  or  3  crowns.  Is  this 
caused  by  suckers  that  I  have  failed  to  remove?  Will 
a  sucker  grow  into  an  extra  crown?  Are  these  plants 
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less  likely  to  bloom  if  they  have  more  than  one 
crown?  It  seems  that  way  with  mine. 

ANSWER  —  Those  extra  crowns  are  suckers  that 
have  been  permitted  to  remain  on  the  violet.  They 
have  become  another  plant.  It  is  best  to  keep  these 
suckers  removed  as  soon  as  they  are  discovered.  A 
small  nut  pick  or  tweezers  are  handy  instruments  to 
use  for  this.  Suckers  can  become  so  thick  around  the 
stem  of  the  plant  that  light  is  prohibited  from  getting 
into  the  crown;  this  can  cause  a  loss  of  bloom. 

QUESTION  —  I  have  started  to  use  your  soilless 
mix  formula  but  I  find  that  the  soil  dries  out  too  fast 
and  that  I  have  to  water  my  plants  every  day.  This 
does  not  seem  right.  What  am  I  doing  wrong? 

ANSWER  —  I  have  grown  violets  for  so  many 
years  I  have  forgotten  that  there  are  many  who  do 
not  share  this  long  learning  experience.  I  have  taken 
too  much  for  granted  and  I  apologize.  I  should  have 
been  more  specific  with  my  directions  for  mixing  my 
soil  formula.  You  will  notice  that  when  peat  is  pur¬ 
chased  it  is  very  dry;  almost  like  dust  particles. 
Before  it  is  used,  it  must  be  dampened.  After  it  has 
been  measured  into  a  mixing  container,  warm  water 
must  gradually  be  sprinkled  over  it.  Pour  the  water 
over  the  surface,  then  mix  it  with  your  hands.  Repeat 
this  procedure  until  the  peat  feels  damp  and  moist  to 
the  touch.  The  vermiculite  and  perlite  can  then  be 
added  to  it.  A  final  light  watering  will  be  necessary 
after  all  this  is  mixed  together.  The  soil  should  cling 
slightly  together  in  a  soft  ball.  It  is  then  time  to  add 
the  Dolomite  and  Bonemeal,  then  mix  all  this 
thoroughly  together.  If  the  peat  does  not  get  com¬ 
pletely  dampened  the  water  will  not  penetrate 
through  the  pot  and  will  run  off  the  top.  When  pot¬ 
ting,  the  moist  soil  should  be  packed  well  around  the 
roots  and  then  watered  again.  If  not  enough  soil  is 
packed  around  these  roots  the  water  will  run  directly 
through  it  and  not  penetrate.  When  first  the  plant  has 
been  potted,  it  is  important  that  the  soil  be  complete¬ 
ly  saturated.  This  may  take  a  second  or  third  applica¬ 
tion.  After  this  the  plant  should  be  watered  only 
when  the  top  of  the  soil  feels  dry  to  the  touch. 

QUESTION  —  My  plants  are  all  quite  "leggy" 
with  petioles  from  3  to  6  inches  long.  They  also  seem 
to  be  reaching  up  toward  the  light.  I  bum  a  40  watt 
fluorescent  fixture  which  is  about  8  to  12  inches  from 
the  plants.  It  is  on  14  hours  a  day.  There  is  a 
decorative  clear  plastic  shield  between  it  and  my 
plants.  I  have  noticed  that  there  seems  to  be  rather 
poor  root  growth  on  my  plants  also.  What  is  the 
problem? 

ANSWER  —  The  length  of  the  petioles  on  your 
violets  is  a  good  indication  that  they  are  not  getting 
enough  light.  The  decorative  plastic  shield  which  you 
have  between  your  plants  and  the  light  is  cutting 
about  20%  of  your  light  from  reaching  them. 


Greenhouse  growers,  who  have  been  using  plastic  in 
double  layers  for  insulation  purposes,  have  learned 
this  fact  also.  If  possible,  I  think  that  you  will  see  an 
improvement  in  the  growth  of  your  plants  if  you  will 
remove  this  decorative  shield. 

POISON  PEAT  MOSS?

I  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  readers 
of  the  African  Violet  Magazine  what  I  believe  is  an 
error  contained  in  the  article  "Poison  Peatmoss?"  by 
Andy  and  Carol  Anderson  in  the  September,  1980 
issue  of  the  magazine. 

Specifically,  I  would  like  to  address  the  statement 
that  "sphagnum  peat  moss  is  'fungistatic',  meaning 
the  organic  acids  present  are  able  to  hold  down  any 
infection".  Sporotrichum  shenckii  is  a  pathogenic 
fungus  capable  of  producing  human  disease  called 
Sporotrichosis.  Most  cases  of  this  disease  come  about 
by  abrasion.  The  disease  has  been  known  to  be  an 
occupational  hazard  of  florists  and  horticulturists  for 
many  years  and  the  fungus  has  been  isolated  from 
sphagnum  moss.*  It  has  been  well  established  that 
many  human  cases  have  been  directly  related  to 
handling  sphagnum  peat  moss.  This  information  can 
be  verified  by  consulting  standard  medical  texts  in¬ 
cluding  "Manual  of  Clinical  Mycology",  Third  Edi¬ 
tion,  by  Conant,  Smith,  Baker  and  Callaway, 
published  by  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  1971;  or  the 
"Textbook  of  Microbiology",  Twentieth  Edition,  by 
William  Burrows,  Ph.D.,  published  by  the  W.  B. 
Saunders  Company,  1973. 

(ED.  NOTE;  We  did  not  anticipate  any  contro¬ 
versy  over  Andy  and  Carol  Anderson's  article  but  we 
are  glad  to  publish  Dr.  Sledge's  additional  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  sphagnum  peat  moss.)

Or  Population  Control

The  title,  simple  as  it  seems,  is  more  truth  than  fic¬ 
tion,  and  maybe  will  shed  some  light  on  a  few  insect 
problems.  Plant  predators  can  generally  be  categor¬ 
ized  into  one  of  two  classes  under  NORMAL 
environmental  conditions.  We  cannot,  on  a  commer¬ 
cial  basis,  guarantee  a  test  tube  atmosphere  to  grow, 
sell,  and  ship  plants.  Being  located  in  a  temperate 
area,  all  are  fair  game  for  every  predator  that  may  be 
present,  and  abundant  outdoors  during  the  warm 
months,  and  year-round  in  the  southern  states, 
where  frosts  do  not  provide  a  partial  means  of  con¬ 
trol.  Open  ventilators,  doors,  and  windows  provide 
the  entry  points  for  pests  tempted  by  an  abundant 
supply  of  food  and  lodging,  namely,  the  African 
violet.  Friends,  visitors,  and  customers  may  also  pro¬ 
vide  the  free  transportation  from  one  infested  source 
to  a  clean  area.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  a  hobbyist, 
unknowingly,  after  working  with  a  few  mite  infested 
plants,  may  visit  a  neighbor,  who  at  this  point  does 
not  have  mites,  and  then  the  party  of  the  second  part 
is  blessed  with  the  problems  of  the  party  of  the  first 
part.  This  is  an  innocent  transaction,  but  it  does  hap¬ 
pen  quite  frequently.  Communication  of  predatory 
plant  pests  can  be  made  in  many  different  ways:  by 
exposure  at  shows,  from  seller  to  buyer,  and  air  cur¬ 
rents  bringing  the  warm  breezes  up  from  the  south 
during  the  spring  season.  For  our  southern  friends, 
don't  get  mad  at  me  for  this  last  statement,  because 
we  sent  them  down  to  you  last  fall  on  our  cool  north¬ 
ern  breezes.  Migratory  pests  can  travel  several  hun¬ 
dred  miles  a  day  when  airborne  during  seasonal 
changes. 

ERADICATION,  meaning  to  eliminate  almost 
100%  from  a  growing  area  can  be  done  only  with 
pests  that  lack  mobility,  and  are  not  predators  of 
outdoor  flora  native  to  your  area.  We  feel  that  we 
can  eradicate  these  pests  with  careful  cultural  prac¬ 
tices.  Included  in  this  group  would  be  the  Pritchard 
Soil  Mealy  Bug,  foliar  mealy  bug,  and  Root  Knot 
Nematode,  plus  a  few  others. 

POPULATION  CONTROL,  and  not  eradication 
of  such  pests  as  thrips,  aphids,  and  mites,  among 
others  is  the  best  that  we  can  hope  to  accomplish.  In 
other  words  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  or  any 
other  grower  to  say  that  they  will  not  ever  have  ex¬ 
posure  and  resulting  involvement  from  any  of  the 


three  specific  pests  mentioned.  The  mite  that  you  are 
convinced  came  from  a  shipper  probably  is  your  own 
home  grown  strain.  Prevention  is  the  name  of  the 
game,  and  at  best  this  can  never  be  100%  effective. 
There  is  always  the  chance  that  one  or  two  or  maybe 
a  few  hundred  of  them  might  come  in  an  open  door 
or  window,  and  at  this  point  it  is  like  being  a  little  bit 
pregnant,  you  have  a  problem.  All  of  a  sudden  this 
happens  to  NICE  people  like  you,  so  it  is  time  to  do 
something  about  it. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  be  helpful  to  the 
hobbyist  and  the  grower.  I  feel  that  a  communication 
gap  does  exist  between  the  commercial  grower  and 
the  home  grower  or  even  the  small  retailer,  and 
maybe  I  can  shed  some  light  on  what  heretofore  has 
been  a  strained  area,  resulting  in  misunderstandings 
and  unfair  accusations. 

Far  too  many  articles  have  been  written,  and 
authorities  (?)  quoted  regarding  the  control  of  the 
eight-legged  predator,  commonly  called  the 
cyclamen  mite  and  a  few  other  choice  unprintable 
names,  by  well  intended  experts.  Let  me  start  by  say¬ 
ing  that  the  mite  is  the  most  easily  controlled  of  the 
serious  African  violet  pests,  both  by  the  amateur  and 
the  commercial  grower.  The  symptoms  are  visible 
even  though  the  pest  is  undetectable.  The  damage  ap¬ 
pears  quickly,  and  is  above  ground.  The  recovery  is 
fast  and  positive  if  the  correct  measures  are  taken 
properly.  Mite  damage  results  from  the  predator 
sucking  plant  juices  from  the  most  tender  part  of  the 
plant.  The  invasive  feeding  results  in  the  removal  of 
water  and  nutrient  from  the  tissue  with  the  resulting 
distortion.  Damage  is  always  evident  in  the  young 
heart  growth  and  blossom  stems  along  with  mature 
blossom  tissue.  Kill  the  mite  and  the  plant  regains 
normal  growth  patterns.  Kel thane,  if  used  properly, 
is  still  the  best  miticide  for  mite  which  feeds  on  the 
African  violet.  Unfortunately  the  abusive  use  of 
Kelthane,  either  too  strong  or  too  often,  will 
manifest  itself  in  visual  tissue  distortion  not  unlike 
the  mite  damage  itself.  Too  light  an  application  or 
too  infrequent  will  result  in  incomplete  control. 
Please  note  that  I  have  used  the  word  control,  as  I 
stated  earlier  that  eradicative  measures  are  not  possi¬ 
ble  regarding  mites.  There  is  no  way  any  grower  can 
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insure  his  or  her  plants  to  be  forever  free  of  mites 
without  preventive  spray  measures.  When  the 
damage  appears,  a  scapegoat  is  needed,  I  repeat,  and 
it  usually  is  the  person  the  plant  was  obtained  from. 
Assuming  normal  growth  rate,  if  a  plant  is  apparent¬ 
ly  free  of  the  symptoms  for  fourteen  days  after  pur¬ 
chase,  and  then  mite  appears,  it  would  most  likely  be 
of  your  own  home  grown  strain  and  not  that  of  the 
shipper.  I  feel  that  Kelthane,  as  we  apply  it,  has 
about  a  twenty-one  day  residual  effect. 

We  receive  numerous  phone  calls  every  year  re¬ 
garding  mite  damage.  About  one-half  of  the  callers 
use  no  prevent-  or  cure-measures,  the  other  one-half  use 
too  much.  Those  who  do  not  call  regarding  this 
problem  are  the  ones  who  recognize  the  need  of,  and 
do  employ  a  regular  spray  program.  For  those  of  you 
who  use  no  pesticides  and  are  successful,  congratula¬ 
tions.  If  you  do  have  to  throw  a  plant  away  every 
now  and  then  that  has  a  snarled  heart,  it  must  have 
been  something  the  cat  did  to  it  or  maybe  the  florist 
sold  you  a  bum  plant,  but  it  couldn't  have  been 
mites.  The  rare  exception  to  local  outside  contamina¬ 
tion  could  be  the  person  living  in  an  apartment  in  a 
city  where  there  is  little  or  no  plant  material  nearby, 
or  an  Eskimo  living  on  an  ice  flo.  To  recommend  a 
"No  miticide"  program  is  sheer  nonsense.  Sooner  or 
later  you  are  going  to  get  caught,  along  with  all  the 
folks  you  have  coached.  Since  the  8-legged  predator 
group  is  wingless,  travel  inside  a  building  where  no 
strong  drafts  are,  is  very  slow.  Communication  is 
usually  accomplished  by  handling,  suckering  or 
grooming  plants,  one  after  another.  Usually,  if  one 
infested  plant  is  detected,  and  discarded,  the  prob¬ 
ability  of  wide  spread  involvement  is  minimal,  or  at 
least  not  throughout  an  entire  collection  overnight. 
Under  these  conditions,  when  you  throw  the  plant 
away,  the  pest  is  removed.  In  my  opinion,  the  "No 
Chemical"  approach  is  like  the  ostrich  hiding  its  head 
in  the  sand:  something  is  liable  to  kick  it  in  the  rump. 

Now  we  come  to  the  Chemical  Wizard.  This  guy 
can't  wait  to  get  his  hands  on  everything  and 
anything  that  is  offered  and  this  character  provides  a 
real  menace  to  the  world  of  ornamental  horticulture. 
Since  an  overdose  of  Kelthane  has  the  same  visual  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  plant,  he  doubles  up  on  the  strength  and 
hits  them  again,  hard  enough  to  kill  the  pot.  With  the 
damage  further  compounded,  he  is  more  than  ever 
convinced  that  the  so-and-so  who  sold  him  the  plants 
should  be  horse- whipped.  At  this  point,  a  word  of 
caution.  There  are  several  new  systemics  on  the 
market  that  are  murder  on  violets.  By  following  the 
directions,  which  are  for  more  hardy  plants,  the 
phyto  toxic  effects  are  very  pronounced,  and  similar 
to  mite  damage.  The  use  of  any  new  insecticide 
should  be  done  slowly  and  carefully.  Consult  a 
reputable  grower  who  has  experience  with  the  pest 


and  plant  that  you  are  trying  to  raise.  A  few  in¬ 
dividuals  have  sent  plants  to  Universities  for 
diagnosis  and  recommendations.  Since  violets  are  a 
minor  crop  with  most  Hort  schools,  very  little  time 
and  effort  has  been  made  in  research  and  consequent¬ 
ly  your  sample  may  end  up  with  a  first  year  student 
who  could  care  less.  This  is  not  meant  to  be  a  blanket 
condemnation  of  Hort  schools,  but  has  nevertheless 
been  true  in  many  instances  we  have  seen. 

Along  with  the  Chemical  Wizard,  we  have  God's 
gift  to  the  world  of  Entomology.  This  individual, 
armed  with  his  text  books  and  microscope  is  an  in¬ 
stant  expert.  He  can  identify  all  pests,  even  some  that 
have  not  yet  been  invented.  Not  only  can  he  identify 
all  of  the  bug  kindgom,  but  he  has  a  flair  for  jour¬ 
nalism  so  that  he  can  spread  the  word,  further  com¬ 
pounding  an  already  intricate  problem. 

As  far  as  mite  control  on  violets  is  concerned, 
recognize  the  signs  indicating  an  onset,  employ  a 
regular  preventive  spray,  and  curative  treatment  for 
those  infected.  There  is  no  excuse  for  any  collection 
being  wiped  out  if  these  measures  are  followed.  You 
need  not  own  an  expensive  microscope.  In  many 
cases  the  only  thing  that  happens  with  these  is  an  ad¬ 
ditional  case  of  plant  hypochondria.  Pay  attention  to 
the  plant  growth.  This  is  the  true  indicator  of  the 
presence  or  absence  of  a  plant  predator.  Look  for  the 
initial  retarded  center  growth,  the  accompanying 
crossed,  thickened  hairs.  If  blossom  stems  are  present 
look  for  suspicious  twisting  or  spiralling.  Look  for 
ruptured  pigment  in  open  blossom  tissue  resulting  in 
dark  spots  or  streaks  where  they  are  not  supposed  to 
be.  If  you  detect  and  treat  at  this  stage,  your  prob¬ 
lems  will  be  minimal.  On  a  poorly  growing  plant 
with  slow  growth,  the  symptoms  will  be  slower  ap¬ 
pearing  and  the  repair  slower.  Remember,  killing  the 
predator  will  not  repair  the  damage.  It  is  permanent. 
The  repair  will  have  to  be  from  new  growth  to  regain 
normal  plant  configuration.  Not  understanding  this 
is  one  of  the  reasons  that  the  conclusion  is  made  that 
the  mite  is  Kelthane  resistant.  Re-applications  will 
result  in  further  insult  to  plant  tissue.  The  watch¬ 
word  is  patience.  The  generic  name  for  Kelthane  is 
DICOFOL.  Use  the  18%  emulsifiable  concentrate  at 
a  rate  of  one  teaspoon  per  gallon  at  30-day  intervals 
for  prevention.  Repeat  at  10-day  intervals  if  mite  is 
present.  The  Mammalian  Toxicity  of  Kelthane  is 
very  low,  requiring  only  a  caution  label  on  the  con¬ 
tainer.  BEWARE  OF  ANY  ALDICARB  systemics. 
These  are  for  professional  use  only  and  rank  right  up 
with  the  Parathions  as  toxic  to  humans.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly  this  chemical  is  being  mis-used  by  many  in¬ 
dividuals  who  should  know  better. 

For  those  of  you  readers  in  the  post  Geritol  set,  the 
old  method  of  mite  control  was  the  use  of  Sodium 
Selenate,  diluted  one  gram  to  one  gallon  of  water  and 
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used  as  a  soil  drench.  The  danger  to  both  plant  and 
grower  was  extremely  high  since  the  chemical  was  of 
a  very  potent  toxic  nature.  Misuse,  either  in  over¬ 
dosing  or  using  on  plants  with  a  poor  root  system 
resulted  in  severe  plant  damage  or  death.  The 
residual  effect  of  the  Selenate  was  about  the  only  real 
advantage,  plus  the  fact  that  it  was  about  the  only 
thing  available  at  that  time,  before  the  introduction 
of  Kel thane  and  several  other  good  miticides.  This 
chemical  would  not  be  used  or  sold  today,  except  to 
certified  professionals,  if  even  then.  At  any  rate, 
modem  chemistry  has  given  us  many  useful  tools 
that  can  accomplish  worthwhile  results  if  we  under¬ 
stand  them,  and  use  them  properly.  Unfortunately, 
the  dosage  normally  recommended  on  the  container 
is  for  general  crop  usage,  applicable  to  the  major 
floral  crops,  and  not  violets  specifically,  which  as  a 
plant  group  cannot  tolerate  this  amount  of  applica¬ 
tion  without  serious  damage.  When  using  any  new 
pesticide,  make  haste  slowly.  We  spent  two  full  years 
testing  new  insecticides  to  replace  Parathion  vapor 
when  it  was  removed  from  the  market.  We  were  able 
to  use  the  vapor  form  of  Vapona  as  a  useful  and  ex¬ 
cellent  substitute.  Due  either  to  economic  reasons  or 
Federal  restrictions,  Vapona  bombs  are  no  longer 
available  so  we  are  going  through  the  same  situation 
all  over  again. 

Regarding  new  chemicals,  whether  on  a  commer¬ 
cial  or  hobby  basis,  BE  CAREFUL,  primarily  for 
your  own  protection,  and  secondly  for  the  damage 
that  may  be  inflicted  to  the  plant.  Earlier  in  this  arti¬ 
cle,  reference  was  made  to  the  chemical  ALDICARB, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  potent  systemics  now  on  the 
market.  This  warning  is  in  regards  to  the  harmful  ef¬ 
fect  it  may  have  on  you,  the  plant  hobbyist.  But  let's 
talk  a  little  bit  about  ACEPHATE.  Used  as  directed, 
this  is  murder  on  violets,  the  tissue  distortion  taking 
up  to  a  year  to  grow  back  to  normalcy,  if  at  all.  Being 
a  systemic,  usually  too  much  is  absorbed  into  the 
plant  system  with  no  chance  of  removing  it.  The  in¬ 
structions  contained  on  most  containers  are  definite¬ 
ly  not  violet  oriented.  I  don't  mean  to  imply  that  the 
chemical  cannot  be  useful  in  the  future,  but  it  is 
dangerous  from  a  phytotoxic  standpoint  if  general 
directions  are  followed  as  they  appear  on  the  bottle. 
In  all  fairness  to  the  manufacturer,  they  do  not 
recommend  use  on  gloxinias,  and  since  violets  and 
gloxinias  share  the  same  family,  namely,  the 
gesneriad,  it  would  seem  likely  that  the  same  caution 
should  apply  to  the  violet.  A  word  to  the  wise  should 
be  sufficient.  Regarding  Mammalian  toxicity,  even 
though  ACEPHATE  is  sold  only  with  a  caution  label, 
accidental  ingestion  of  the  concentrate  would 
manifest  itself  as  a  Cholinesterase  inhibitor  and  the 
antidote  would  be  similar  to,  if  not  identical  to,  that 
for  an  Organo-phosphate  accident,  requiring  the  use 


of  Atropine  Sulphate  or  2-PAM  as  an  antidote  under 
doctor's  orders. 

Whenever  any  chemicals  are  used,  other  than 
other  ordinary  home-type  poisons,  such  as  lye,  am¬ 
monia,  and  countless  others,  a  list  of  these  should  be 
maintained,  and  in  the  case  of  ingestion,  absorption, 
or  inhalation,  and  given  to  your  attending  physician 
if  illness  occurs  during  their  usage.  Be  sure  to  take  the 
container  with  you  since  most  contain  antidotes 
which  may  be  unfamiliar  to  the  local  emergency 
room  staffs.  DO  NOT  STORE  OR  PURCHASE  any 
pesticide  in  an  unmarked  container.  After  using  the 
contents,  destroy  the  container  so  that  it  will  not  be 
accidentally  re-used  for  food  or  water  for  human 
consumption. 

Due  to  the  lengthy  involvement  regarding  pests  and 
their  treatment,  from  a  commercial  grower's  stand¬ 
point  the  conclusion  of  this  article  will  be  in  the  next 
issue.

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Confessions  Of  A  Hard-Core  Procrastinator

You  can  say  what  you  will  about  over/under- 
watering,  too  much/too  little  sun  or  humidity,  and 
feast/f amine  fertilizing. 

You  can  talk  about  pots,  pH,  and  physiology  until 
you're  blue  in  the  face. 

/  say  the  most  common  cause  of  plant  demise  is 
that  all-too-human  quality  some  of  us  have  in  such 
abundance  —  procrastination. 

Now,  some  might  quibble  that  procrastination  is 
the  same  as  neglect,  which,  as  everyone  knows,  takes 
its  toll  of  plants,  too.  But  there's  an  essential  differ¬ 
ence.  The  neglectful  person  goes  about  his  horticul¬ 
tural  business  knowing  full  well  that  Plant  X  won't 
make  it  unless  such-and-such  is  done.  And  so  he 
doesn't  do  it  (probably  subconsciously  hoping  that 
the  specimen  in  question  will,  in  fact,  die,  so  he  can 
wash  his  hands  of  the  whole  messy  affair). 

The  procrastinator,  on  the  other  hand,  takes  at 
least  a  few  preliminary  steps  toward  rehabilitation. 
He  removes  the  ailing  plant  from  its  customary  spot 
and  places  it  on  the  kitchen  counter.  He  makes  a  note 
to  buy  perlite/fertilizer/insecticide/new  curtains  so 
he  can  repot/feed/debug/shade  his  leafy  friend  at  the 
next  possible  opportunity.  He  waters  it  from  time  to 
time  (usually  with  the  last  few  drops  left  from  dous¬ 
ing  the  Ficus).  And  finally,  when  the  plant  bites  the 
dust,  he  vows  contritely  never  again  to  do  all  the 
above.  So,  you  see,  he  does  care  —  even  if  in  a  hit- 
and-miss  way. 

I  know  all  this  because,  as  any  of  my  friends  can 
attest.  I'm  a  procrastinator  par  excellence. 

Let  me  illustrate  with  a  few  brief  examples. 

A  number  of  years  ago,  in  the  first  throes  of  green 
fever,  I  was  surveying  my  five  or  six  magnificent 
assorted  plants  when  I  noticed  that  one  didn't  look 
quite  right.  Some  of  its  leaves  were  speckled  yellow; 
others  were  growing  distortedly;  still  others  had 
withered  and  dropped  off. 

One  of  my  friends  owned  eight  or  nine  plants  and 
seemed  a  lot  more  knowledgeable  than  I,  so  a  couple 
of  weeks  later  I  called  her  in  as  consultant.  "Spider 
mite,"  she  said  sympathetically.  She  showed  me  the 
backsides  of  the  leaves,  which  by  now  were  teeming 
with  the  wretched  creatures,  and  the  fine  webs 
stretched  between  stem  and  axils. 

"If  I  were  you,"  she  advised,  "I'd  give  this  plant  a 
good  bath  in  warm,  soapy  water.  Or,  better  yet, 
chuck  it  out." 

Chuck  it  out?  Neverl  But  the  bath  routine  sounded 
like  a  good  idea.  So  —  a  month  or  so  later  —  I  filled 


the  sink  as  directed  and  prepared  for  a  scrubdown. 

By  this  time,  though,  the  patient  (a  false  aralia,  I 
think)  had  only  about  sbc  leaves  left.  Worse,  its 
window-sill  companions  were  webby  enough  to  be 
relics  from  Grandma's  attic.  In  another  few  weeks, 
they  were  duly  chucked. 

"What  a  shame,"  my  friend  empathized.  "If  only 
you'd  treated  them  sooner,  you  might've  been  able  to 
save  them." 

It  was  a  bad  experience,  all  right  —  but  nothing 
like  the  great  Mealybug  Massacre  a  couple  of  years 
later.  By  then,  I  was  concentrating  my  horticultural 
efforts  on  begonias,  succulents,  and,  of  course, 
African  violets.  Suffice  to  say  that  all  the  rubbing 
alcohol  in  the  world  couldn't  have  obliterated  the 
white  fuzzies  when  I  finally  got  around  to  them. 

You'd  think  I'd  have  learned  the  dire  consequences 
of  procrastination  by  now.  But  the  worst  was  still  to 
come. 

Refilling  the  wick  reservoirs  of  my  African  violets 
(which  now  numbered  around  60)  one  day,  I  noticed 
something  amiss  with  'Becky.'  The  plant  was  bloom¬ 
ing  profusely,  but  its  centermost  crown  leaves  were 
soft,  dark  gray,  and  unusually  hairy.  I  decided  to 
take  it  to  our  next  AVSA  chapter  meeting  (two  weeks 
hence)  for  some  expert  advice. 

The  members'  reactions  to  'Becky'  were  bewilder¬ 
ing,  to  say  the  least. 

One  woman,  a  most  gracious  and  genteel  soul, 
said,  "I  think  I  won't  sit  with  you  this  month,  if  you 
don't  mind."  She  retreated  to  the  back  of  the  room, 
clutching  her  violets  to  her  bosom. 

Another  just  shrieked,  "Oh,  my  god,"  and  scurried 
to  the  farthest  comer  with  her  plants.  I  felt  like 
Typhoid  Mary. 

The  diagnosis  went  something  like  this. 

Plant  Doctor:  Your  plant  has  botrytis,  a  very  con¬ 
tagious  fungus  disease.  I'd  advise  you  to  throw  it  out 
—  plant,  pot,  reservoir  and  all. 

Me:  But  it's  blooming  so  well!  How  could  it  be 
sick? 

P.D.:  It's  making  a  desperate  attempt  to  survive. 
Do  yourself  a  favor  and  get  rid  of  it. 

Me:  (silently,  looking  at  the  robust  clusters  of  pink 
flowers):  Naaaaah. 

So  I  took  it  home,  waited  a  week,  and  sprayed 
with  Benomyl.  After  six  months,  not  only  'Becky,' 
but  three-fourths  of  my  violets  were  gone.  Nine 
months  later,  when  the  siege  was  finally  over,  I  had 
two  healthy  plants  left. 
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The  moral  of  all  this  devastation,  of  course,  is 
clear:  never  put  off  treating  a  plant  problem.  And  if 
you  don't  know  what  to  do,  find  someone  who  does. 

Trouble  is,  we  hard-core  procrastinators  are 
already  painfully  aware  of  what  we  should  do.  The 
lesson  has  been  demonstrated  as  many  times  as  there 
are  empty  pots  under  our  potting  benches. 

But  now  for  the  good  news  —  I've  found  you  can 
reconcile  off-putting  and  good  (if  not  great)  growing. 
I  base  my  method  on  the  Principle  of  Procrastination 
Priorities,  and,  for  what  it's  worth.  I'd  like  to  pass  it 
along  to  all  you  fellow  not-now-I'll-do-it-later  types. 

Ready? 

Mentally  or  on  paper,  make  three  columns.  Head 
them  "Right  Away /Always,"  "As  Soon  As  Possible," 
and  "When  I  Get  Around  To  It." 

Under  the  first  listing,  write:  "Inspect  all  plants. 
Isolate,  then  treat  or  discard  anything  badly  infested 
with  insects  or  disease."  In  other  words,  contain  con¬ 
tagion.  This  way,  you'll  have  more  plants,  they'll 
look  better,  and  —  glory  be!  —  you'll  have  less 
motivation  to  procrastinate. 

Beneath  the  second  heading,  include  things  like 
watering,  fertilizing,  grooming,  and  repotting.  You 
know,  the  basics.  Please  note  that  these  items  fall  in¬ 
to  the  second  category,  not  the  third.  If  you  take  care 
of  number  two,  number  one  will  be  a  snap,  because  a 
healthy  plant  resists  marauders. 

And  finally,  in  column  three,  put  items  such  as 
"start  propagating  for  1982  ways  and  means  table," 
"check  out  latest  research  on  tissue  culture  in  the 
home,"  and  "buy  pots  to  match  new  kitchen  wall¬ 
paper." 

See?  It's  all  a  simple  matter  of  priorities. 

Well,  that's  it.  I  have  to  go  wash  the  fertilizer  salts 
off  my  plant  trays  now.  But  first,  a  cup  of  coffee.

Penn  State  Publishes 
Energy  Saving  Manual 

"Greenhouse  Energy  Conservation",  published 
May  1980  by  Penn  State's  Office  of  Industrial 
Research  and  Innovation,  reports  the  latest 
developments  in  heat-saving  techniques  and  practical 
applications  of  them. 

Written  for  the  greenhouse  operator,  the  manual 
describes  heat-saving  materials  and  processes  now  in 
research  and  commercial  installations.  Windbreaks, 
siting,  thermal  blankets,  double  poly  coverings,  dou¬ 
ble  panel  houses,  Lapseal,  solar  and  associated  heat 
storage  systems,  power  plant  waste  heat  use,  infrared 
heating,  and  soil  heating  possibilities  are  some  of  the 
conservation  options  explored. 

Each  section  includes  thorough  discussions  of 


payback  times,  expected  fuel  savings,  energy  effi¬ 
ciencies,  and  other  economic  data.  Growers  report 
their  experiences  and  describe  potential  problems  and 
solutions.  Commercial  products  are  listed  in  the  text 
and  suppliers  in  an  appendix. 

The  authors  are  Dr.  John  W.  White,  professor  of 
floriculture  at  Penn  State,  and  Dr.  Robert  A. 
Aldrich,  professor  and  head  of  agricultural  engineer¬ 
ing  at  the  University  of  Connecticut.  They  write 
from  more  than  40  years  of  teaching,  research,  and 
work  experience  with  greenhouse  operators. 

"  'Greenhouse  Energy  Conservation'  is  an  advice 
and  data  book  on  present  fuel  saving  techniques  and 
equipment,"  says  Dr.  White,  "as  well  as  a  primer  on 
promising  experimental  systems  such  as  soil  heating 
and  solar." 

He  feels  that  operators  in  colder  climates  must  in¬ 
novate  and  make  conservation  decisions  on  a  case- 
by-case  basis.  To  help  them,  he  and  Dr.  Aldrich  have 
compiled  eight  tables  such  as  Comparative  Costs  and 
Savings  of  Glazing  Materials  and  Heating  Costs  per 
Acre  for  Various  Flower  Crops. 

They  also  included  sections  on  cold-tolerant  crops, 
cultural  conservation  techniques,  and  tips  to  boost 
efficiency  of  present  equipment  and  operations.  Hob¬ 
byists  have  not  been  forgotten;  a  section  on 
greenhouses  attached  to  homes  was  provided. 

Dr.  Aldrich's  research  specialty  is  greenhouse 
structure;  Dr.  White  is  an  expert  on  thermal  blankets 
and  has  designed  a  commercial  installation  that 
saved  a  Pennsylvania  grower  $20,000  in  one  year.  He 
directs  projects  on  eutectic  salt  and  rock  bed  heat 
storage,  on  air  and  water  solar  heating,  and  double 
panel  plastic  and  glass  houses.  Dr.  White  thinks  soil 
heating  combined  with  individual  bed  blankets  looks 
promising.  "Why  heat  the  entire  house?"  he  says. 

"Greenhouse  Energy  Conservation"  is  printed  in 
an  easy-to-read  32  page,  three-column  format. 
Twenty-seven  illustrations,  many  of  commercial  in¬ 
stallations,  were  reproduced,  and  the  text  written  in 
non- technical  language. 

The  manual  is  priced  at  $2.50;  and  may  be  ordered 
from  Industrial  Research  and  Innovation,  225  Pond 
Laboratory,  Dept.  A,  University  Park,  PA  16802.

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Dora  Baker  has  sent  me  an  article  appearing  in  the 
St.  Paul  (MN)  Dispatch  that  sounds  incredible!  Here 
are  excerpts:  "Dennis  Carlson  claims  he  can  make 
any  plant  grow  to  10  times  its  normal  size  by  'feeding 
it  a  combination  of  hormones  and  high  frequency 
sound.  As  proof  the  37-year-old  University  of  Min¬ 
nesota  graduate  wrote  his  thesis  on  experiments  with 
a  purple  passion  plant  that  grew  from  18  inches  in 
length  to  600  feet  and  is  listed  in  the  Guinness  Book 
of  World  Records.  He  says  he  has  produced  an 
African  violet  with  400  blooms  at  his  home,  708 
119th  Lane  NE,  Blaine,  MN  55433.  The  key  to 
growth  stimulation,  he  says,  is  a  combination  of  gib- 
berellin  and  a  chemical  derivative  of  the  passion 
plant  known  as  GA-3,  and  taped  music  on  which  he 
has  superimposed  high-frequency  sound  in  the  8 
kilohertz  ranges.  Others  have  experimented  with 
hormones  and  with  sound,  he  explains,  but  it  is  the 
combination  that  causes  rapid  growth".  Well,  there 
you  are.  Now  what  will  you  do  with  your  African 
violets?  .  .  .  Have  you  heard  about  Charlyne  and 
Ralph  Reed?  They're  going  into  partnerships  with 
growers  all  over  the  country,  who  will  have  their 
1981  introductions  for  sale.  The  Reeds  closed  their 
retail  business  some  months  ago  and  started  shipping 
only.  Now  they  have  these  new  partners  where 
growers  may  obtain  their  plants  .  .  .  Mary  Reed 
(Mrs.  John  Chase  Reed)  moving  from  Florida  to 
Washington  state  and  learning  the  "hard  way"  that 
violet  growing  in  Washington  is  far  different  from 
that  in  Florida  and  she's  provided  our  magazine  with 
an  article  telling  her  views  .  .  .  According  to  an  arti¬ 
cle  in  The  Avant  Gardener^  Plant  Research 
Laboratories  explains  that  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
house  plant  deterioration  and  demise  is  poor  soil 
aeration  due  to  compacting  and  overwatering.  Plant 
Research  Laboratories  says  that  Oxygen  Plus,  an  in¬ 
door  plant  food,  supplies  oxygen  to  the  roots  as  well 
as  nutrients,  and  points  out  that  in  addition  to 
nitrogen,  phosphorus  and  potash.  Oxygen  Plus  con¬ 
tains  urea  peroxide,  which  releases  oxygen  to  the  soil 
.  .  .  Have  you  tried  hydroponics  lately?  They  tell 
me  this  technique  of  "water-working"  as  opposed  to 
geoponics  or  "earth-working"  is  attracting  a  lot  of  at¬ 
tention  today.  Some  40  centuries  ago  the  Chinese 
suspended  baskets  of  plants  in  streams  so  roots 
would  be  fed  by  the  mineral-rich  water  washing 
down  from  the  land  above  .  .  .  That's  how  African 
violets  are  grown  today  in  fertilizer-enriched  water  in 


a  glass,  plastic,  or  ceramic  container.  (Copper,  brass 
or  galvanized  metal  can't  be  used,  as  the  fertilizer  will 
corrode  these  and  release  plant- toxic  chemicals.) 
.  .  .  Earlier  this  year  I  received  in  the  mail  a  clipping 
from  The  Florist's  Review  relating  the  issuance  of 
plant  patents  to  Reinhold  Holtkamp,  Isselburg, 
Republic  of  Germany,  for  the  following  Optimara 
African  violets:  'Missouri',  'Oregon',  and  'Iowa'. 
How  in  the  world  would  we  have  such  a  wide  variety 
to  enjoy  if  our  American  hybridizers  always  patented 
their  hybrids?  .  .  .  One  reader,  Marshall  Wheeler, 
noting  in  a  plant  catalog  that  some  Rhapsodie  violets 
are  being  called  "Melodie".  "The  varieties  offered 
have  new  names",  he  wrote.  "  'Denise'  is  now  'Rox¬ 
anne',  etc.  Perhaps  a  name  change  spurs  sales  as  well 
as  new  varieties.  Certainly  it  is  less  expensive"  .  .  . 
John  Andersland,  East  Lansing  (MI)  high  school  stu¬ 
dent,  receiving  a  $12,500  scholarship  in  the 
Westinghouse  Science  Talent  Search  and  we've 
learned  he  studied  the  characteristics  of  mutant  cells 
in  African  violets  in  an  attempt  to  determine  what 
causes  them  to  produce  white  leaves.  He  plans  to 
study  botany  at  Michigan  State  University.  We 
learned  about  John,  through  a  newspaper  clipping 
sent  us  by  Mrs.  Thomas  Humble  of  Bloomfield  Hills, 
ML  Thanks  Mrs.  Humble.  I'd  surely  like  to  hear 
from  John  with  whom  I've  tried  to  get  in  touch  but 
failed  .  .  .  Bonita  White  of  Tulsa,  OK  sending  me 
some  color  photos  and  slides  of  'Pink-'N-Ink'  that 
had  sported  and  hoping  that  she  and  her  husband 
were  the  "very  first  persons"  who  had  a  sporting 
'Pink-'N-Ink'.  My  impression  of  Bonita,  too,  was 
that  she's  a  "true"  violet  grower  for  she  wrote  "My 
greatest  pleasure  in  growing  violets  is  to  see  a  friend 
leave  my  house  with  a  box  full  of  lovely  plants  to  add 
to  her  collection  or  share  with  her  friends  .  .  .  ALL 
FREE"  .  .  .  The  After  Dark  AVS  of  Longmont,  CO 
scoring  again  with  their  exhibit  and  educational  show 
at  the  "Mock  AV  Show",  staged  in  conjunction  with 
the  Boulder  County  Fair  —  they  had  everything 
displayed  from  an  educational  exhibit  to  AV  sup¬ 
plies,  a  picture  exhibit  of  AV  personalities  at  the  New 
Orleans  Convention/Show  and  the  1980  Regional 
Show  in  Denver  and  After  Dark  Club  activities,  a 
demonstration  table,  and  lots  and  lots  of  violets  and 
other  gesneriads  .  .  .  Now  a  last-minute  S.O.S.: 
Yolanda  Johnson,  10280  SW  121  St.,  Miami,  FL 
33176  wants  to  swap  leaves  with  you  AV  growers. 
How  about  getting  in  touch  with  her? 
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Success  of  'Tommie  Lou' 
Not  so  Apparent  at  First

When  Mrs.  G.  B.  Oden  of  411  San  Antonio 
Avenue,  Hattiesburg,  MS  29401  started  growing  her 
'White  Pride'  African  violet  back  in  1959,  she  never 
realized  one  of  its  "babies"  would  gain  such  interna¬ 
tional  fame  among  violet  growers  all  over  the  world. 
Mrs.  Oden  was  in  attendance  at  the  A  VS  A  Conven¬ 
tion/Show  in  New  Orleans  to  receive  wide  acclaim 
by  violet  growers  who  learned  from  her  firsthand 
how  the  ever  popular  'Tommie  Lou'  came  into  ex¬ 
istence. 

After  receiving  'White  Pride'  back  in  1959,  Mrs. 
Oden  as  with  all  good  violet  growers  put  down 
leaves  and  more  leaves.  One  day  she  noticed  one 
"baby"  with  most  unusual  markings  since  'White 
Pride'  had  all-green  leaves  and,  of  course,  white 
blossoms.  So  Mrs.  Oden  took  special  care  to  observe 
this  "special  baby".  Instead  of  all  green  leaves,  this 
"baby"  had  white  and  green  leaves.  At  that  time 
variegated  violets  were  few  and  far  between  —  but 
here  was  something  special,  or  so,  Mrs.  Oden 
thought. 

And  because  of  its  unusual  markings,  Mrs.  Oden 
decided  to  experiment  with  it  and  see  if  it  would 
come  true  to  form  with  the  next  generation.  It  did! 
And  from  this  second  generation,  she  went  further  — 
to  the  third  generation!  And  on  to  the  ninth  genera¬ 
tion! 

Each  one  remained  true  to  form  so  Mrs.  Oden 
decided  to  name  it  'Tommie  Lou'  since  her  name  was 
Tommie  Louise. 

And  though  it's  some  20  years  old,  'Tommie  Lou' 
is  even  more  popular  today  than  when  it  was 
"discovered"  .  .  .  and  it's  certainly  been  a  grand¬ 
mother  to  a  mighty  lot  of  African  violet  cultivars 
which  boast  beautiful  variegated  foliage.  But  it  really 
wasn't  registered  until  Oct.  25,  1967  by  Mrs.  Oden 
with  this  description,  "White,  very  light  orchid  in 
center,  double.  Plain  quilted  dark  green  foliage 
feathered  with  a  white  edge.  Grows  large." 

And  another  surprising  thing  about  'Tommie  Lou' 
was  that  in  the  beginning  it  was  considered  a  sterile 
plant  since  it  didn't  produce  a  seed.  It  wasn't  until 
1969  that  Harold  Rienhardt  of  Syracuse,  NY  made  a 
surprising  discovery  about  'Tommie  Lou'.  Attempts 
had  been  made  to  hybridize  the  variegated  violet  but 
none  proved  successful.  But  this  New  York  grower 
decided  to  experiment.  When  he  pulled  a  blossom 
apart  he  found  that  the  pistil,  the  male  part  of  the 
flower,  was  deformed.  But  that  didn't  deter  him.  He 
pulled  the  blossom  apart  so  the  pistil  could  stand  up. 
Then  he  pollinated  the  flower  by  placing  pollen  from 


Granger  Gardens'  'Purple  Gold'  on  the  stigma  at  the 
end  of  the  pistil.  Pollination  was  successful  and 
months  later  there  were  seed  pods  on  'Tommie  Lou'. 

When  the  Rienhardts  were  getting  ready  to  go  on 
vacation,  they  decided  to  let  their  good  friend,  Lyn¬ 
don  Lyon,  take  some  of  the  seed  pods  and  try  his 
luck.  And  lucky  he  was!  The  seedlings  with  plain 
foliage  were  discarded  and  34  variegated  foliage  were 
grown,  all  of  them  with  foliage  like  their  mother, 
'Tommie  Lou'.  Out  of  this  group  have  come  'Happy 
Harold',  'Lindy  Lou'  and  'Top  Dollar'.  Of  course, 
plenty  of  hybrids  have  carried  the  Tommie  Lou 
characteristics,  including  'Miss  Priss',  'Nancy 
Reagan',  'Snowdrift',  'Cordelia'  and  many  others. 

But  much  of  this  variegation  that  we  enjoy  today 
comes  from  'Tommie  Lou'  and  one  violet  growers' 
determination  to  "keep  at  it"  in  spite  of  failing  with 
one  cross  and  trying  another  until  he  succeeded. 

We're  most  grateful  to  Tommie  Louise  Oden  for 
that  first  plant  'Tommie  Lou'  and  certainly  to  Harold 
Rienhardt  and  Lyndon  Lyon  for  their  perserverance 
in  "trying  and  trying  again." 

Our  hats  are  off  to  all  you  hybridizers  who 
persevere  in  spite  of  failure!!

Seasonable  Suggestions

The  chill  wind  whispers  through  the  trees. 

And  winter  snow  in  glistening  white  appears. 

Starry  skies,  bright  moon  full  and  rounded, 

A  New  Year  we  greet  with  faith  unbounded. 


A  sparkling  new  year  often  presents  an  impelling 
challenge  to  start  anew,  add  yet  another  feat  of  in¬ 
teresting  accomplishment  to  your  horticulture  ex¬ 
perience. 

A  pinch  of  African  violet  seed  can  propel  you  into 
a  fascinating  year's  beginning.  Never  mind  the 
glistening  white  snow  piled  high  along  your  window 
ledge  or  the  low  temperatures  that  chill  you  to  the 
bone,  the  excitement  of  this  new  venture  can  help 
you  overcome  the  winter  blues. 

If  you  plan  to  hybridize  and  produce  your  own 
seed,  parent  selection  should  be  very  carefully  done, 
especially  the  parent  plant  chosen  to  hold  the  seed.  It 
is  a  rather  simple  procedure  to  pollinate.  You  must 
transfer  the  pollen  from  the  anther  of  a  chosen  male 
plant  to  the  stigma  of  the  chosen  female  plant.  To 
carry  the  pollen  grains  to  the  stigma  can  be  done  with 
any  sharp  instrument,  the  end  of  a  toothpick,  a  fine 
brush  or  even  your  thumbnail.  Mark  each  cross  in¬ 
dicating  name  of  the  parents  and  date  pollinated,  as 
you  will  refer  often  to  this  important  data.  Waiting 
for  seed  to  ripen  can  be  frustrating;  days  of  keen 
observation  are  required  for  the  seed  pod  to  finally 
ripen  and  shrivel  up.  This  procedure  can  take  from  6 
to  9  months.  The  brown  shriveled  appearance  of  the 
pod  indicates  maturity.  Carefully  remove  ripened 
pod  with  the  flower  stalk  attached  and  place  in  a  dry 
atmosphere  where  proper  air  circulation  and  a  fresh 
bouyant  atmosphere  are  prevalent. 

If  this  entails  too  long  a  vigil  for  you,  then  pur¬ 
chase  a  package  of  good  African  violet  seed  and  pro¬ 
ceed  promptly  with  your  project. 

Prepare  a  mixture  to  sow  the  seed  of  half  sterilized 
sand  and  fine  vermiculite  or  Va  sterilized  peat  moss 
and  Va  vermiculite,  or  any  other  medium  you  have 
experimented  with  successfully.  You  will  find  the 
seed  to  be  as  fine  as  pepper,  so  you  may  want  to 
spread  it  on  a  white  sheet  of  paper  first,  then  very 
carefully  sow  over  the  prepared  medium  which  has 
been  watered  sparingly.  Do  not  cover  the  seed.  You 
will  find  a  terrarium  preferable  for  planting,  a  glass 
jar  with  a  wide  top,  laid  on  its  side  for  easy  access,  or 
any  glass  dish  that  can  be  covered  until  at  least  signs 
of  little  plantlets  are  strong  enough  to  be  removed. 
Signs  of  germination  should  appear  after  three  weeks 


or  longer.  Always  provide  air  circulation  in  the  con¬ 
tainer  so  seedlings  do  not  dampen  off  with  high 
humidity  that  is  created  in  an  enclosed  glass  con¬ 
tainer. 

Please  refer  to  an  excellent  article  in  the  September 
Magazine,  Vol.  33,  No.  4  on  page  8  by  Wayne  Lind- 
strom.  Step  by  step  hybridizing  and  sowing  are  ex¬ 
plained. 

Successful  germination  produces  small  leaves  that 
resemble  tiny  green  dots  and  more  little  leaves  ap¬ 
pear,  a  closer  look  reveals  many  tiny  plantlets.  These 
can  be  removed  when  Vi  inch  across  and  placed  in 
small  2  V4  "  community  pots,  around  the  edge  of  the 
pot  where  more  moisture  can  help  to  keep  them  in 
good  growing  condition.  When  plantlets  are  about  2" 
high  they  can  be  lifted  gently  and  put  in  individual 
pots. 

It  is  pure  delight  when  they  begin  to  blossom  in 
about  9  months  to  a  year.  Then  all  that  is  required  is 
a  bit  of  luck  and  a  good  eye  to  select  that  special  one 
that  has  good  potential  to  become  an  excellent  seed¬ 
ling  to  grow  and  propagate. 

During  the  long  winter  days  plant  and  seed 
catalogs  take  on  a  special  meaning.  They  are  always 
excellent  sources  of  quick  references  for  plant 
descriptions  for  many  new  and  old  cultivars  with  pic¬ 
tures  and  cultural  tips,  so  send  for  them  to  acquaint 
yourself  with  plants  that  are  available  and  those 
plants  you  wish  to  order  when  the  busy  shipping 
season  begins  in  May. 

You  may  also  find  it  of  great  benefit  to  make  a  list 
of  all  the  beautiful  cultivars  that  are  shown  in  our 
magazine  with  every  issue.  Record  the  name  of  the 
plant  shown  in  color;  month,  year  and  page  on 
which  it  appears.  You  will  find  yourself  referring  to 
these  fine  colored  pictures  continually  without  cut¬ 
ting  up  your  cherished  magazine.

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Pros  and  Cons  of  Ceramic  Pots

In  recent  years  there  have  been  several  innovative 
types  of  planters  for  African  violets  on  the  market, 
and  many  of  us  will  not  be  satisfied  until  we've  tried 
all  of  them.  This  pioneering  spirit,  or  eagerness  to  try 
new  and  different  things  is  what  has  brought  about 
the  tremendous  advancements  in  the  ever  increasing 
beauty  of  African  violets  in  this  country.  AVSA 
magazine  gives  us  a  wonderful  forum  to  share  ex¬ 
periences  with  new  methods,  so  this  is  the  perfect 
place  to  share  information  about  the  new  ceramic 
reservoir  pots. 

Some  of  the  planters  available  are  in  the  ex¬ 
perimental  stages  and  when  choosing  which  to  try,  it 
is  advisable  to  follow  the  directions  of  the  manufac¬ 
turer,  and  experiment  on  a  limited  basis  at  first  in 
order  to  get  the  maximum  performance  from  them. 
Those  who  have  grown  on  a  large  scale  of  several 
hundred  or  several  thousand  plants  wouldn't  convert 
every  plant  to  a  new  soil,  for  instance,  for  fear  of 
poor  results  with  the  entire  collection.  First,  we  need 
to  learn  to  use  a  product  which  appeals  to  us.  A 
limited  number  of  plants  are  best  chosen  to  work 
with.  Then  when  our  efforts  yield  good  results  in¬ 
clude  other  plants. 

The  ceramic  reservoir  planter  is  becoming  widely 
used  even  though  few  people  seem  to  know  very 
much  about  them,  and  there  are  no  directions  which 
come  with  them,  nor  information  in  the  African 
violet  literature.  There  is  so  little  information  in  print 
at  the  present  and  therefore  each  grower  must  deter¬ 
mine  its  use  and  experiment  with  it. 

There  are  many  positive  reasons  why  the  ceramic 
reservoirs  are  becoming  so  popular.  The  artistic  ap¬ 
peal  of  unique  beautiful  matt,  crackle,  and  crystal 
glazes  creates  much  conversation  and  brings  many 
compliments.  The  array  of  colors  such  as  green,  blue, 
purple,  pink,  etc.,  help  enhance  the  decor  of  living 
rooms,  kitchens,  bathrooms,  and  almost  any  other 
setting  they  would  be  placed.  All,  of  course,  create 
great  appeal  for  African  violet  lovers. 

The  ceramic  reservoir  planter  consists  of  two 
parts:  a  porous  pot  with  a  glazed  flare  top,  and  a 
completely  glazed  reservoir  container  with  refill 
openings  on  either  side.  The  reservoir  is  particularly 
advantageous  to  the  windowsill  gardener  because  ex¬ 
cess  water  from  the  pot  is  trapped  and  held  in  the  pot 
protecting  the  windowsill  from  water  spots. 
However,  the  very  design  of  the  planter  creates  a 
problem  to  the  exhibitor  since  the  pot  has  a  flare  top.

and  leaves  must  not  rest  on  flare  tops  when  exhibited 
in  shows.  It  becomes  necessary  to  repot  plants  just 
prior  to  show  in  standard  pots. 

Some  growers  have  potted  their  violets  in  the 
ceramic  planters  and  have  developed  rather  serious 
problems.  Perhaps  the  basic  problem  stems  from  the 
fact  that  there  are  no  directions  which  come  with  the 
planters. 

With  an  experience  of  about  80  to  100  ceramic 
planters,  I  feel  compelled  to  share  my  experiences 
and  experiments  with  others  who  may  be  considering 
this  method  of  growing. 

There  are  three  basic  ways  that  the  planters  may 
be  used  and  each  has  particular  peculiarities  which 
one  should  be  aware  of  in  order  to  bring  about  the 
best  results.  The  reservoir  containers  were  originally 
designed  as  a  "no  drainage  hole"  planter.  The  bis¬ 
que  pot  has  a  solid  bottom.  The  "no  drainage  hole" 
method  requires  a  layer  of  gravel,  charcoal,  perlite, 
or  other  drainage  medium.  Only  plants  which  are 
ready  for  a  4-inch  pot  should  be  used.  It  is  easy  to 
develop  root  rot  when  plants  have  been  over-potted 
in  the  planters.  After  potting,  most  users  that  I  know 
fill  the  reservoir  part  just  up  to  the  top  of  the 
drainage  medium  level  and  keep  it  that  way  most  of 
the  time.  I've  heard  of  many  root  rot  problems  with 
this  method.  However,  there  are  those  who  feel  they 
get  good  results.  The  important  point  in  using  the 
"no  drainage  hole"  method  is  the  careful  watering 
needed.  It  may  be  difficult  to  control  watering  if 
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you're  used  to  a  very  different  method. 

The  second  method  involves  watering  from  the 
reservoir  (as  in  regular  bottom  watering)  and  then 
pouring  off  excess  water  from  the  refill  opening.  The 
pot  should  set  in  the  water  only  until  the  top  soil 
becomes  moist.  Violets  seem  to  grow  more  rapidly 
than  the  ones  that  I've  grown  in  plastic  or  clay  pots. 
However,  again  watering  must  be  done  carefully  or 
soil  may  become  too  soggy. 

The  third  method,  and  the  one  I  have  gone  ex¬ 
clusively  to,  is  the  use  of  wick  watering  that  has 
become  so  popular  and  effective.  When  I  make  the 
pots  I  put  holes  in  the  bottom,  and  perhaps  in  the 
sides  for  good  air  circulation.  They  are  glazed  in 
beautiful  colors  and  sometimes  with  a  violet  decal  to 
make  it  more  ornate.  When  the  planter  is  finished,  I 
pot,  using  a  good  wick,  and  fill  the  reservoir  about 
an  inch  so  that  it  stays  below  the  pot  level.  Air  cir¬ 
culation  is  excellent  and  the  water  creates  more 
humidity  which  is  so  hard  to  come  by  for  windowsill 
growing  without  using  unsightly  pebbles  and  trays  of 
water.  I  have  noticed  that  the  method  1  use  is  slower 
growing,  but  my  violets  are  healthier  and  more 
floriferous. 

The  most  positive  advantage  these  beautiful 
planters  offer  is  the  lovely  gift  plants  they  make  for 
hospital  patients  or  the  elderly  in  convalescent  or  rest 
homes.  African  violets  by  themselves  create  a  whole 
aura  of  gaiety  and  cheer,  and  the  lovely  planters 
enhance  their  awesome  beauty.

A  WORLD'S  FAIR  OF  FLOWERS

Montreal,  Quebec,  was  the  site  of  Les  Floralies  In¬ 
ternationales  1980,  the  world's  largest  exhibit  of 
flowers  and  plants.  This  was  the  first  time  a  floral  ex¬ 
hibit  of  this  type  has  been  held  in  North  America. 
AMARC,  Montreal's  recreation  and  cultural  associa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Montreal  Botanical  Gardens  were  in 
charge  of  the  exhibit. 

In  order  to  display  all  types  of  plants  from  approx¬ 
imately  22  countries,  Les  Floralies  was  divided  into 
two  showings.  The  Indoor  Floralies  was  held  in  the 
Velodrome  at  the  Olympic  Park.  More  than  two 
million  flowers  were  displayed  in  magnificent  floral 
arrangements  and  small  garden  settings  in  the  central 
region  of  the  Velodrome.  This  area  was  surrounded 
by  a  walkway  used  by  exhibitors  from  around  the 
world  for  display  and  sale  of  floral  products  ranging 
from  live  blooming  plants  to  horticultural  equip¬ 
ment. 

J.  A.  Peterson,  Sons,  Cincinnati,  OH,  was  one  of 
the  companies  from  the  United  States.  Visitors  to  Les 
Floralies  enjoyed  the  African  violets  displayed  and 
sold  by  Peterson's.  Montrealiers  were  especially  at-

tracted  by  the  miniature  African  violets,  which  are 
hard  to  find  in  Canada. 

He  Notre-Dame,  a  man-made  island  located  in  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  was  the  site  of  the  Outdoor 
Floralies.  Outdoor  Floralies  will  become  a  permanent 
exhibit  of  gardens  from  around  the  world.  Quebec 
has  the  largest  display,  depicting  the  diversity  of  their 
gardens.  A  peat  bog  was  also  transplanted  from 
James  Bay,  Quebec  to  give  visitors  a  chance  to  see  a 
subartic  tundra.  The  United  States'  gardens  were 
conceived  around  the  theme  "Green  Survival,"  an 
ecological  movement  sponsored  by  the  American 
Association  of  Nurserymen.  Plants  were  chosen  for 
their  resistance  to  damaging  city  conditions. 

One  of  the  important  aspects  of  Les  Floralies  inter¬ 
national  is  the  opportunity  it  affords  horticulturists 
from  around  the  world  to  meet  and  exchange  ideas. 
Seminars  will  be  held  throughout  the  summer  cover¬ 
ing  all  types  of  plants  and  flowers.  Ecology  and  a 
respect  for  nature's  beauty  are  also  an  important  part 
of  Les  Floralies.  With  so  many  countries  cooperating 
together  to  construct  this  spectacular  exhibit,  Les 
Floralies  can  truly  be  called  a  World's  Fair  of 
Flowers.

Ken  Wezelis  of  Rochester,  NY  spent  two  years  in  a 
walking  cast  because  of  curvature  of  the  spine.  Dur¬ 
ing  those  two  years  of  being  on  his  back  for  months 
at  a  time,  he  found  "growing  African  violets  helped 
me  a  lot.  It  was  a  hobby  I  could  do  and  was  more  fun 
and  rewarding  than  just  staring  at  the  walls." 

At  one  of  the  Rochester  AVS  shows,  Ken  entered 
12  plants  and  won  17  ribbons,  including  a  Junior  Best 
of  Show,  four  Best  Classes,  $35  in  gift  certificates, 
and  two  sterling  silver  bowls. 

"Evidently,  I  must  have  done  something  right,"  he 
laughs. 

Ken's  interest  in  African  violets,  of  which  there  are 
more  than  30,000  varieties,  began  when  he  was  four 
years  old.  "I  bought  Mom  an  African  violet  at  a  fair," 
he  recalls.  "The  poor  thing  lived,  but  it  just  sat 
there."  Later  Ken  would  take  an  interest  in  plants  and 
"rediscover"  the  violet.  With  care  it  grew.  "They 
need  a  lot  of  TLC  (tender  loving  care),  but  you  don't 
have  to  babysit  them,"  he  advises. 

His  bedroom  is  packed  with  shelves  of  violets. 
"Some  people  collect  stamps  or  pennies.  I  always 
wanted  violets;  I  think  they're  great!"  He  notices 
though,  that  he's  running  out  of  room  for  his  plants, 
which  number  about  70.  He  says  he'll  have  to  reduce 
the  number  as  they  continue  to  grow.  Fortunately, 
Ken's  brother  Kevin  is  not  as  interested  in  plants. 
"We'd  be  fighting  for  window  space,"  says  Ken. 

When  Ken  first  became  ill  in  March,  1977,  his 
mother  said,  "We  tried  to  find  things  for  him  to  do, 
and  so  we  sent  away  for  some  violet  leaves." 

Ken,  a  15-year-old  student  at  Athena,  says  he  en¬ 
joys  the  fun  and  learning  atmosphere  he  finds  at  the 
monthly  society  meetings.  He  was  a  judge's  clerk  at 
the  club's  last  show,  stapling  ribbons  and  answering 
questions.  "It  went  smoothly,"  he  says.  It  got  tiring 
in  the  cast,  "but  it  was  exciting.  I  learned  a  lot  about 
plants  from  listening  to  people  there." 

Ken  knows  his  African  violets,  and  he  equates 
them  with  people.  "They're  just  like  people.  If  you 
give  them  the  right  conditions,  they  live  right.  When 
a  violet  flowers  beautifully,  you  can  tell  it  is  happy." 

He's  not  interested  in  a  future  of  commercial 
violet-growing.  "You  can't  give  the  plants  personal 
attention  in  that  situation,"  he  says.  He  disapproves 
of  sprays  and  other  concoctions,  because  "what  af¬ 
fects  the  plants  affects  people,  too." 

He's  interested  in  hybridizing  too,  but  his  ventures 
may  not  go  too  far.  "My  only  problem,"  he  says,  "is 
no  room!" 

Now  Ken's  mother  has  started  growing  African 
violets.  Hers  are  shelved  in  front  of  the  living  room 
window.  "Mom  loves  the  miniatures,"  he  says.

THERE'S  NO  BUSINESS  LIKE  SHOW  BUSINESS  -  Part  II 
(courtesy  Ye  Bay  Stater) 


In  November,  we  discussed  the  setting  up  of  a  small 
scale  growing  program,  using  a  maximum  of  12  "ex¬ 
perimental"  plants.  In  this  issue,  we  are  going  to  talk 
about  last  minute  physical  preparations  (for  your 
plants),  and  last  minute  mental  preparation  (for  you) 
before  the  show. 

In  this  issue,  we  are  going  to  attempt  to  overcome 
another  common  disease,  "Show  Fright".  Perhaps 
you  are  familiar  with  this  disease  —  prone  to  inflic¬ 
ting  potential  exhibitors  just  prior  to  show  time.  It 
doesn't  last  too  long  —  disappears  right  after  a  show 
—  but  tends  to  reappear  again,  always  prior  to  a 
show. 

Okay  —  you've  brought  your  plants  through 
months  of  preparation.  We  are  counting  the  days  un¬ 
til  show  time.  Now  you've  just  got  to  admit,  after 
gearing  our  previous  recommendations  to  your 
specific  growing  conditions,  don't  those  plants  look 
better  than  they  did?  Don't  they  look  better  than  any 
you've  even  grown  before?  Please  don't  answer  "no". 

Are  you  pleased  with  your  disbudding?  We  don't 
want  discouagement  if  your  plants  don't  seem  to  be 
producing  the  number  of  bloom  stalks  that  you'd 
originally  envisioned.  Not  all  plants  are  as  prolific  as 
others;  not  all  plants  adapt  to  disbudding;  not  all 
plants  accurately  fit  the  general  rule  of  the  disbud¬ 
ding  theory;  some  plants  come  into  bloom  more 
slowly  than  others;  some  come  into  bloom  rather 
quickly  and  all  at  once.  So,  just  because  you  might 
not  be  experiencing  perfection  in  the  bloom  category, 
doesn't  mean  that  you  have  failed.  Learning  to  ac¬ 
curately  gauge  various  plants'  habits  comes  through 
experience,  and  even  then,  the  most  experienced  ex¬ 
hibitors  cannot  always  predict  what  a  plant  will  do 
and  how  it  will  "behave". 

One  factor  that  none  of  us  can  control  is  the 
weather.  If  your  growing  area  became  unseasonably 
warm,  chances  are  bloom  is  being  hurried;  if  your 
growing  area  is  on  the  cool  side,  it  follows  that 
bloom  will  be  slower  in  coming. 

However,  you  must  be  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
floriferousness  (which  is  nothing  more  than  a  big 


word  meaning  "bloom"),  counts  a  great  deal  towards 
the  determination  of  whether  or  not  your  plant  is 
awarded  a  blue,  red,  or  white  ribbon. 

So,  it  is  the  abundance  of  fresh  bloom  that  strikes 
the  eye  of  the  judges.  Be  realistic  as  you  look  over 
your  potential  show  plants.  The  judges  are  looking 
for  a  good  head  of  bloom  on  the  day  that  they  judge 
your  plant.  Buds  don't  count.  In  other  words,  they 
don't  carry  around  a  crystal  ball,  and  look  into  the 
future  concerning  your  plant  —  trying  to  figure  out 
what  it  is  going  to  look  like  in  two  or  three  weeks 
after  those  bud  stalks  have  opened. 

Nor  —  do  they  carry  around  a  time  machine, 
enabling  them  to  look  back  at  what  your  plant  might 
have  looked  like  two  or  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
show.  Faded  beauty  is  definitely  in  the  eyes  of  the 
beholder,  if  you  will  —  in  this  case,  a  panel  of  judges. 
While  your  plant  might  have  looked  great  a  couple  of 
weeks  before  the  show,  if  many  of  the  blooms  have 
gone  by,  experience  (mine),  says  leave  the  plant 
home.  Judges  have  great  eyes!  Bloom  that  is  spent 
(well  past  its  prime)  that  is  left  on  a  plant  for  a  show 
makes  an  impression  all  right  —  but  the  wrong  kind. 
You  know  the  bloom  that  I'm  talking  about,  the  kind 
that  is  turning  brown  in  the  center  and  has  so 
"nicely"  edged  the  bloom  —  like  a  brown  Geneva! 
The  kind  of  bloom  that  in  its  hey-day  was  a  vivid 
purple  and  is  now  faded  lavender;  and  what  I  really 
love  are  the  candidates  for  dried  flower  ar¬ 
rangements.  Right,  those  blooms  whose  stalks  have 
turned  from  green  to  dark  brown  (resembling  wire), 
and  whose  blooms  have  turned  so  fragile  that  they 
almost  crumble  when  touched! 

This  is  a  correctable  fault  —  when  leaving  spent 
bloom  that  can,  should,  and  must  be  removed  prior 
to  a  show.  Remember,  judges  don't  award  ribbons 
based  on  what  they  think  your  plant  is  going  to  look 
like  a  few  weeks  down  the  line.  Nor  do  they  award 
ribbons  based  on  what  their  imagination  tells  them 
that  your  plant  might  have  looked  like  a  few  weeks 
ago.  Judges  award  ribbons  based  on  the  overall  ap¬ 
pearance  and  condition  of  your  plant  on  the  day 
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your  plant  is  judged. 

Don't  be  disheartened  if,  perhaps,  you  might  have 
four  plants  that  fall  into  the  questionable  bloom 
category,  i.e.,  bloom  gone  by  or  bloom  still  off  in  the 
future.  Many  experienced  exhibitors  might  grow  60 
plants  for  a  show,  disbud  their  entire  collection,  and 
perhaps  only  wind  up  bringing  30  plants  to  a  show. 
Many  reasons  —  the  same  as  described  previously, 
some  plants  come  into  bloom  quickly;  others  lag 
behind;  weather  conditions;  many  factors  come  into 
play,  including  the  personality  of  each  plant. 

So  please,  don't  let  yourself  become  discouraged 
or  allow  yourself  to  feel  like  a  failure  if  all  12  of  your 
plants  aren't  what  you  initially  dreamed  they'd  be. 

Another  very  important  criteria  in  determining  a 
blue  ribbon  (notice  the  word  "blue"  not  red  or  white) 
is  symmetry.  You  are  striving  for  a  perfectly  sym¬ 
metrical  plant.  If  you  have  a  plant  that  looks  great 
with  the  exception  of  one  leaf,  the  question  is,  do  you 
remove  that  leaf  or  let  it  remain  on  the  plant?  Good 
question.  I  think  what  I  would  recommend  is  this. 
Take  a  piece  of  tissue  paper,  cover  up  the  leaf  in 
question.  Study  your  plant.  If  the  removal  of  that 
leaf  is  going  to  make  your  plant  appear  as  a  pie  minus 
one  big  slice,  I  think  that  I  would  chance  it  and  leave 
the  leaf  on.  A  gigantic  and  very  noticeable  gap  in 
symmetry  might  prove  more  harmful  to  your  award 
chances  than  one  "questionable"  leaf.  However,  if, 
after  studying  your  plant  with  the  leaf  "obscured"  by 
the  tissue  paper,  if  it  does  not  appear  to  be  harming 
your  symmetry,  remove  it.  Use  common  sense  and 
good  judgment.  Remember  this,  though.  The  tissue 
paper  trick  should  be  tried  first.  Once  a  leaf  is  re¬ 
moved,  even  super  glue  won't  put  it  back. 

Now  you  are  probably  saying  to  yourself,  "all  of 
this  is  so  'iffy'  and  rather  abstract",  especially  if  you 
have  never  exhibited  before.  Well,  it  is  easy  enough 
to  gauge  whether  or  not  your  plant  is  relatively  sym¬ 
metrical.  In  the  floriferousness  category,  a  good  rule 
of  thumb  is  that  a  standard  sized  African  violet  plant 
should  have  a  good  head  of  fresh  bloom  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  size  of  the  plant.  I  really  don't  want  to 
start  throwing  out  figures  because  there  are  too  many 
"ifs",  "ands",  "buts",  etc.,  to  be  contending  with  — 
but,  considering  all  factors,  and  if  your  plant  looks 
good,  appears  to  have  experienced  good  cultural 
techniques  throughout  its  life,  and  if  your  plant  has 
somewhere  between  20-25  fresh  blooms,  you've  got 
yourself  a  good  shot  at  a  blue  ribbon. 

Look  —  don't  run  over  and  start  counting  the 
number  of  flowers  on  your  plants.  Here  again,  use 
your  own  good  judgment,  taking  the  size  of  your 
plant  into  consideration.  Do  you  honestly  feel  that 
the  amount  of  bloom  on  the  plant  right  now  is  suffi¬ 
cient?  If  you  can  answer  yes,  you  are  generally  okay. 

And  speaking  of  size  —  don't  feel  that  your  plants 


have  to  measure  a  certain  number  of  inches  before 
they  are  considered  for  blue  ribbons.  That  is  just  not 
the  case.  A  blue  ribbon  plant  is  a  blue  ribbon  plant 
regardless  of  its  size.  Remember,  it  is  how  well  your 
plant  has  been  grown,  how  beautiful  it  looks  on  the 
day  of  the  show,  not  how  many  inches  it  is  in 
diameter. 

One  very,  very  important  point  to  remember  is 
that  a  judge  isn't  going  to  stand  over  your  plant  and 
deliberately  look  for  what  might  be  wrong,  for 
negative  aspects.  On  the  contrary,  the  judges  are 
looking  for  the  positive  aspects  of  your  plant.  They 
are  human,  you  know.  They  do  grow  African 
violets,  too.  Therefore,  there  is  a  good  chance  that 
not  only  do  they  know  certain  plants,  understand 
certain  plants,  but  are  aware  of  their  traits  and  their 
growing  habits.  This  is  to  your  benefit.  However, 
while  they  understand  growth  patterns  and 
behavioral  patterns  of  certain  cultivars,  what  they 
will  not  tolerate  is  a  correctable  fault. 

Make  sure  that  the  leaves  of  your  plants  are  free 
and  clear  of  dust  and  dirt.  Make  sure  the  petioles  are 
clean.  They  don't  want  to  see  dirt  and  dust  all  over 
the  plant.  That  is  something  that  can  be  easily  cor¬ 
rected;  should  be  corrected;  and  if  it  isn't,  your 
plants  will  be  penalized,  and  rightly  so.  This  is 
something  that  you  can  correct  just  before  the  show. 
So  do  it! 

A  judge  realizes  that  you  might  not  have  been  able 
to  achieve  perfect  symmetry;  that  you  might  have  a 
small  gap  in  your  symmetrical  pattern  of  leaves.  A 
judge  realizes  that  you  might  not  have  as  much 
bloom  as  they  would  like  to  see.  They  realize  that 
these  are  not  correctable  errors  just  prior  to  a  show. 
But  again,  a  dirty  plant  is  something  that  can  and 
should  be  rectified. 

If,  for  some  reason,  you  find  it  necessary  to 
remove  a  number  of  outer  leaves  just  prior  to  a 
show,  make  sure  that  you  repot  that  plant,  hiding 
any  traces  of  an  unsightly  neck.  Even  a  small  neck, 
half  an  inch  or  an  inch.  I  will  never  forget  the  com¬ 
ment  I  received  on  one  of  my  entry  cards  by  a  judge 
who  spied  my  inept  disguise  of  a  neck  on  one  of  my 
plants.  "It  is  better  to  repot  than  hill  up"!  So,  repot 
your  plant,  making  sure  that  the  bottom  of  the 
crown  is  relatively  flush  with  the  rim  of  the  pot. 

What  else  can  be  corrected  a  short  time  prior  to  a 
show?  Well,  three-inch  pots  don't  seem  to  do  justice 
to  18"  specimens;  nor  do  six  inch  pots  well  present  an 
8"  plant.  Make  sure  that  the  pot  you  are  using  is  in 
good  proportion  to  the  size  of  your  plant.  A  good 
rule  of  thumb  —  a  12"  plant  should  potted  in  a  four- 
inch  pot,  i.e.,  approximately  Va  the  diameter  of  the 
plant. 

Now  that  you've  chosen  your  plants,  make  sure 
that  you  pack  them  carefully  so  they  do  not  become 
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damaged  enroute  to  the  show.  There  is  nothing  more 
disheartening  than  improperly  packing  a  beautiful 
specimen  — ■  because  you  will  undoubtedly  arrive  at 
the  show,  and  presto,  improper  packing  has  resulted 
in  many  leaves  being  broken.  If  you  can  form  some 
sort  of  protective  collar  underneath  the  petioles  of 
the  plant,  do  it.  This  will  protect  them.  Further,  use  a 
cereal  box  or  milk  carton,  whatever,  (recycling  is 
"in"  these  days  you  know),  as  an  anchor.  In  other 
words,  cut  a  hole  in  it,  insert  the  base  of  the  pot. 
Then,  put  your  plant,  etc.,  in  your  traveling  carton. 
In  order  to  prevent  the  plant  from  rattling  around 
within  the  larger  carton,  roll  up  newspapers  and  tuck 
them  all  around  your  cereal  carton.  This  should  hold 
your  plant  firm,  in  the  middle  of  the  carton,  prevent¬ 
ing  leaf  damage. 

All  of  this  was  pretty  easy,  wasn't  it?  But  while 
your  plants  look  good,  you  still  aren't  convinced  that 
you  want  to  exhibit?  Are  you  afraid  that  you  might 
be  criticized,  made  fun  of,  humiliated  if  you  don't 
win  a  blue;  and  that  any  criticism  directed  toward 
your  plant  is  really  directed  towards  you. 

If  exhibiting  was  really  that  bad  do  you  honestly 
think  that  the  rest  of  us  would  have  ever  bothered  to 
"show"  (no  pun  intended)  up?  I  mean  really,  this  isn't 
an  encounter  session  where  we  sit  around  and  take 
out  our  hostilities  in  the  form  of  criticism  to  you  and 
your  plants.  NO,  NO  NO!!!  Shows  are  just  the  op¬ 
posite.  Do  you  know  what  they  are?  This  is  where  a 
panel  of  judges  awards  you  for  the  time  and  effort 
that  you've  spent  growing  your  plant.  This  is  where 
constructive  suggestions  help  you  to  improve  from 
show  to  show.  This  is  where  you  learn  what  a  judge 
expects  from  a  blue  ribbon  plant. 

Okay,  envision  yourself  arriving  at  the  show  for 
registration.  You  are  probably  shaking  so  much  that 
you've  been  barely  able  to  carry  the  boxes  into  the 
show  room.  You  are  probably  hoping  that  there  will 
be  so  many  people  ahead  of  you  that  they  won't  have 
time  for  you,  nor  will  they  have  room  for  your 
plants. 

No  one  is  there  to  ridicule  another  member's  ef¬ 
forts.  We  are  there  because  we  enjoy  African  violets. 
We  are  there  because  we  want  to  share  our  ideas  and 
experiences  with  you. 

Look  at  it  this  way,  we  are  trying  to  cure  you  of 
the  "I  want  to  grow  one  of  everything"  syndrome; 
and  the  "show  fright"  syndrome;  but  at  the  same 
time,  we  are  going  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
get  you  addicted  to  a  new  disease:  "SHOW  FEVER". 

Many  of  the  girls  at  the  registration  desk  are 
judges.  If  they  spot  something  that  they  feel  can  be 
easily  corrected  on  the  spot,  they  are  going  to  offer  a 
suggestion  to  you.  We  really  want  to  see  you  do  your 
very  best  at  the  show.  We  want  you  to  exhibit.  We 
don't  want  to  scare  you  away. 


The  registration  desk  is  going  to  have  you  fill  out 
an  entry  card  for  each  plant  giving  the  plant's  name 
and  your  name.  That  plant  will  then  be  inspected  for 
disease;  classified  by  the  Classification  committee 
(insuring  its  entry  into  the  proper  class).  There,  the 
plants  are  now  out  of  your  hands  —  too  late  now  to 
back  out. 

In  fact,  half  the  battle  is  now  over.  You  have  ac¬ 
tually  made  it  to  the  show,  and  have  actually  entered 
your  plants. 

This  is  when  you  begin  to  get  really  "nutso".  It's 
normal.  You  begin  to  think,  and  by  the  time  the 
show  opens  will  probably  have  yourself  convinced 
(and  wrongly  so),  that  you  are  going  to  get  out  to  the 
show  floor  and  find  that  not  one  of  your  plants  has  a 
ribbon  and,  because  your  name  is  on  every  plant, 
you  will  just  be  humiliated.  And  you  are  thinking 
that  you  don't  like  crying  in  public  and  you  are  now 
planning  your  get  away,  hoping  it  will  be  so  graceful 
that  no  one  will  notice  you,  and/or  remember  you. 

But,  by  the  time  you  find  that  the  show  has 
opened,  your  curiosity  gets  the  best  of  you!  You 
want  to  know,  but  you  don't  want  to  know! 

So,  time  to  look.  Off  you  go.  Head  down,  hoping 
no  one  that  you  met  at  the  registration  desk  will  see 
you;  giving  it  the  old  "I'm  really  only  a  shopper 
glancing  at  the  exhibit"  act  —  and  then  you  find  your 
first  entry.  Surprise!  A  ribbon!  The  shakes  (this  time 
from  excitement)  return.  Look  at  the  comment  on  the 
back  of  your  entry  card.  Not  so  bad,  was  it?  On  to 
check  out  the  rest. 

On  the  way  home,  and  for  months  after,  you  are 
asking  yourself,  "Why  haven't  I  done  this  before?" 
And,  you  are  already  making  mental  notes  for  next 
year's  show,  laying  the  ground  work  and  vowing  to 
yourself  that  you'll  make  a  definite  improvement 
from  year  to  year.  We  can  read  your  mind  now, 
never  thought  you'd  live  through  this  "experience" 
did  you?  And,  even  though  you  might  have  had  but 
a  few  entries  this  year,  those  ribbons  have  already 
given  you  the  incentive  to  strive  for  better  results 
next  year,  haven't  they?  From  another  positive  angle 
—  look  how  well  you  did  with  only  3-4  months 
preparation.  Just  think  what  you  can  do  with  an  en¬ 
tire  year!  And  don't  worry  folks,  we  aren't  about  to 
write  an  article  on  curing  the  "Show  Fever"  syn¬ 
drome.  We've  got  it,  you've  got  it  now,  and  that  is 
one  "disease"  that  we  aren't  about  to  let  anyone  be 
cured  of! 


DON'T  EXPERIMENT 
If  growing  African  violets  is  a  new  hobby 
for  you,  then  don't  EXPERIMENT!  Don't  try 
any  new  idea  with  your  plants.  You  may  lose 
all  of  them.  Try  experimenting  with  just  ONE 
plant  and  if  it  works,  then  try  it  on  the  others.

Cure  for  Mites

Have  you  been  fighting  that  losing  battle  of  mites 
for  months,  losing  plants  faster  than  you  can  count, 
and  when  you  think  you  finally  have  the  little  pests 
under  control,  more  crop  up? 

We  had  them  3  years  ago,  lost  an  untold  number 
of  plants,  before  discovering  a  product  called  Mor- 
istan,  a  miticide,  which  kills  both  the  mite  and  the 
larvae,  therefore,  stopping  the  problem  in  its  tracks! 

Since  we  are  unable  to  find  Moristan  in  our  area 
any  longer  we  are  now  using  a  product  called  Pentac 
WP,  also  a  miticide  and  equally  effective,  it  also  kills 
the  mite  and  the  larvae. 

We  really  like  either  of  these  products  as  neither 
has  an  odor,  the  toxidity  is  much  lower  than  some  of 
the  others  and  they  have  a  long  residual  activity,  we 
have  not  found  either  to  harm  buds  or  blossoms,  nor 
spot  foliage  in  any  of  our  plants,  when  used  fresh. 
Neither  has  a  long  shelf  life,  so  we  mix  what  we  will 
use  within  10  days.  Our  plants  are  sprayed  monthly 
as  a  preventive,  with  a  fine  mist  sprayer,  mixing  a 


1/4  tsp.  per  quart  of  water,  each  plant  is  picked  up, 
groomed  and  misted  from  underneath,  directing  the 
mist  at  the  center  of  the  plant. 

Last  fall,  I  had  3  plants  near  a  window  sill  show 
signs  of  mites.  They  were  sprayed  and  isolated  in  a 
plastic  bag  —  they  straightened  right  up  with  one 
spraying!  In  badly  infested  collections,  I  feel  a  2nd 
spraying  would  be  called  for,  altho  not  sure  whether 
or  not  it  is  necessary. 

Since  these  little  pests  come  thru  windows,  can  be 
carried  in  clothing,  garden  vegetables,  and  pets,  we 
prefer  not  to  wait  until  we  have  a  problem  to  act. 

Please,  use  the  usual  precautions  for  dealing  with 
pesticides,  when  using  either  of  these  products. 
Check  your  Garden  Centers  for  Pentac  WP,  since  its 
used  for  roses  and  many  other  outdoor  plants. 

I  for  one  feel  great,  knowing  this  is  one  pest,  I  no 
longer  worry  about.  Good  Luck  and  happy  grow¬ 
ing!!

PROCEDURE  FOR  MAKING  PAPERWEIGHTS 
(WORK  IN  WELL  VENTILATED  AREA) 

1.  Spray  a  light  coat  of  "Pam"  on  inside  of  casting 
mold. 

2.  With  kleenex  tissue,  lightly  wipe  inside  of  mold 
to  remove  excess  "Pam"  and  smooth  spray

3.  Mix  liquid  casting  resin  according  to  directions 
on  can  in  disposable  plastic  drinking  cup,  stirring 
with  wooden  popsicle  stick.

9.  Let  resin  gel  45  minutes  or  until  set.

10.  Third  and  final  layer  of  resin  is  mixed  exact¬ 
ly  the  same  as  the  two  previous  layers  and 
poured  directly  on  top  of  gelled  second 
layer.

11.  Allow  resin  to  once  again  set  up  and  mold  to 
become  "cool  to  the  touch".  (Approximate¬

12.  REMOVAL  OF  CASTED  PAPERWEIGHT

PROCEDURE  FOR  MAKING  KEY  CHAINS 
(WORK  IN  WELL  VENTILATED  AREA) 

Basically  the  same  procecdure  is  followed  in  pro¬ 
ducing  the  key  chains  as  used  to  make  the 
paperweights.  The  three  differences  are  listed  before 
the  basic  steps  are  listed. 


Necessary  Material 


PROCEDURE  DIFFERENCES 

1.  Layers  are  thinner 

First  layer  -  1/8  inch  thick 
Second  layer  -  1/4  inch  thick 
Third  layer  -  1/8  inch  thick 

2.  Soda  straw  is  taped  to  inside  of  mold  to  produce 
a  hole  for  key  ring  to  fit  through. 

3.  A  fourth,  very  thin  finishing  layer  is  added 
AFTER  key  chain  casting  is  removed  from  mold. 

BASIC  PROCEDURE 

1.  Spray  a  light  coat  of  "Pam"  on  inside  of  casting 
mold. 

2.  With  kleenex  tissue,  lightly  wipe  inside  of  mold  to 
remove  excess  "Pam"  and  smooth  spray  evenly 
inside  mold. 

3.  Tape  plastic  soda  straw  inside  one  corner  of 
mold,  being  sure  the  straw  securely  touches  bot¬ 
tom  of  mold.

4.  Mix  liquid  casting  resin  according  to  directions 
on  can  in  disposable  plastic  drinking  cup,  stirring 
with  wooden  popsicle  stick. 

5.  Pour  a  thin  layer,  1/8  inch  thick  into  bottom  of 
mold. 

6.  Let  resin  gel  45  minutes  or  until  set. 

7.  Mix  second  layer  of  resin  same  as  first  layer  and 
pour  on  top  of  first  layer.  Layer  thickness  should 
be  1/4  inch. 

8.  Let  resin  set  approximately  1  minute,  allowing 
air  bubbles  to  rise  to  surface. 

9.  Using  clean  wooden  popsicle  stick,  gently  press 
down  and  arrange  dried  violet  blossoms  and 
weeds  in  liquid  casting  resin.  (Blossoms  must  be 
face  down.) 

10.  Let  resin  gel  45  minutes  or  until  set. 

11.  Third  layer  of  resin  is  mixed  exactly  the  same  as 
the  two  previous  layers  and  poured  directly  on 
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top  of  gelled  second  layer.  This  layer  should  be 
1/8  inch  thick. 

12.  Allow  resin  to  once  again  set  up.  (Approximately 
1  hour.) 

13.  Gently  pull  soda  straw  out  of  casting.  (Casting 
may  also  come  out  of  mold  when  pulling  on 
straw) 

*  If  casting  still  in  mold,  invert  mold  and  rap 

moderately  hard  on  flat,  smooth,  solid  surface. 

14.  Push  out  plug  of  resin  left  by  soda  straw  with  ice 
pick  or  similar  instrument. 

15.  There  will  be  a  sink  area  in  the  casting  with  edges 
a  little  higher  than  the  center. 

*  Mix  a  very  small  amount  of  resin  and  pour  into 

sunken  center  of  casting.  Smooth  out  to  edges 
with  wooden  popsicle  stick. 

16.  Allow  to  dry  1  hour.  DO  NOT  TOUCH  THIS 
FINAL  POUR  UNTIL  CASTING  HAS  CURED 
AT  LEAST  48  HOURS  IN  WARM  AREA, 
otherwise  you  will  leave  finger  prints  in  the 
uncured  solidifed  resin. 

17.  When  casting  has  cured,  insert  key  ring  or  chain 
through  hole  left  by  removal  of  soda  straw.

Rooting  of  Your 
Blossom  Stems 

Marshall  Wheeler

I  would  like  to  discuss  the  rooting  of  blossom 
stems,  as  I  believe  the  practice  has  a  place  in  African 
violet  propagation.  At  one  time  I  have  started  22 
varieties  in  this  manner.  No  variety  failed  to  start. 
The  plants  thus  started  seemed  to  come  into  flower 


faster  than  those  started  from  leaf  cuttings.  'Big 
Chance'  and  'Regina'  blossomed  within  four  months. 

Setting  the  blossom  stem  so  that  the  dirt  level  is 
even  with  the  small  leaflets  promotes  faster  growth, 
as  adventitious  roots  form  at  the  base  of  the  started 
growing  tip  which  nourish  the  plant  more  than  the 
first  roots  at  the  end  of  the  stalk. 

Some  of  the  blossom  stalks  were  stuck  so  that  the 
stem  leaflets  were  1  to  1 1/2  inches  above  soil  level  to 
determine  whether  the  stalk  would  limit  the  flow  of 
nutrients  thereby  forming  a  dwarf  plant.  It  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  curiosity,  as  current  fashion  is  against  stalky 
plants. 

I  stuck  three  'Mirian  Steels'  which  had  two  smaller 
blossoms  growing  from  the  center  of  a  normal  sized 
blossom.  Two  died,  the  third  was  OK.  The  object 
here  was  to  determine  whether  a  blossom  sport  will 
be  propagated.  Of  course,  we  only  recognize  a  sport 
after  it  has  blossomed,  and  the  vitality  of  the  stem  is 
reduced  by  maturing  blossoms.

San  Francisco  is  a  city  of  supreme  and  exotic  beau¬ 
ty,  a  city  of  excitement  and  adventure  when  one  ap¬ 
proaches  San  Francisco,  either  for  the  first  time  or  on 
return  visits.  A  city  of  many  parts,  and  a  cultural  and 
vacation  center  for  those  who  like  to  explore.  A  tour 
of  San  Francisco  is  refreshing  and  filled  with  many 
pleasant  surprises.  The  city's  delightful  setting  amidst 
sparkling  waters  and  high  hills  is  inspiring.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  America's  most  cosmopolitan  city,  is  small  in 
area,  as  great  cities  go,  being  only  seven  miles  across 
in  each  direction.  Its  altitude  ranges  from  sea  level  to 
the  summit  of  Mt.  Davidson,  935  feet  high,  and  its 
population  is  made  up  of  people  from  almost  every 
section  of  the  civilized  world.  Three  of  the  greatest 
bridges  in  the  world  connect  San  Francisco  with  the 
East  Bay  and  Marin  County:  The  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Bay  Bridge,  the  Richmond-San  Rafael 
Bridge,  and  the  Golden  Gate.

NAPA  VALLEY  WINE  COUNTRY  —  Depart 
hotel  at  8:30  AM  and  return  at  approximately  5:30 
PM.  Lunch  included. 

A  trip  to  California  would  not  be  complete 
without  enjoying  the  lush  beauty  of  the  famous  Napa 


Valley  Wine  Country,  and  the  Valley  of  the  Moon 
made  famous  by  the  writings  of  Jack  London.  You 
will  ride  through  the  beautiful  countryside  of 
Sonoma  and  the  lush  acres  of  vineyards.  You  will 
visit  two  of  the  many  well-known  California  wineries 
and  be  given  a  guided  tour  with  the  tasting  of  wines 
concluding  the  tour.  Luncheon  will  be  arranged  at 
one  of  several  charming  restaurants.  You  return  to 
the  "City"  via  the  magnificent  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

B.  Monday,  May  18,  1981

Discover  San  Francisco  from  Bay  Bridge  and 
Treasure  Island  to  the  far  side  of  the  Golden  Gate; 
the  Opera  House  at  Civic  Center;  Old  Mission

At  Roaring  Camp,  celebrated  in  the  writings  of  Bret 
Harte,  we  are  pulled  by  an  original  logging  camp 
steam  locomotive  over  deep  grades,  through 
beautiful  redwood  forests.  At  Corkscrew  Loop  our 
train  climbs  over  itself  on  a  spectacular  double  tres¬ 
tle.

3.  Entries  for  New  Introduction  Awards  shall 
have  been  originated  by  the  exhibitor  or  released 
rights  given  in  writing  and  shall  not  have  been 
previously  shown  at  an  A  VS  A  convention  show  and 
shall  be  labeled  to  designate  whether  they  are  seed¬ 
ling,  sport,  or  mutant. 

4.  All  plants  shall  be  single-crown  plants  except 
species,  trailers,  and  other  gesneriads. 

SPECIMEN  PLANT  SECTION 


name  signs  shall  be  furnished  for  all  exhibitors. 

10.  No  signs,  cards,  or  codes  identifying  the  ex¬ 
hibitor  may  be  displayed  prior  to  judging. 

11.  No  colored  lights  which  distort  or  enhance  the 
color  shall  be  allowed. 

12.  Commercial  silver  trophies  will  be  awarded  as 
merited  to  the  exhibitors  of  the  display  tables  receiv¬ 
ing  the  first,  second,  and  third  highest  number  of 
points.

I  didn't  want  the  plant  in  the  first  place;  it  was  a 
mistake.  Having  become  an  African  violet  aficionado 
a  few  years  ago,  I  had  ordered  some  African  violets 
from  a  reputable  mail-order  plant  company,  and  im¬ 
agine  my  surprise  when  upon  opening  the  box,  I 
found  a  plant  called  'Codonanthe  macradenia  nestl¬ 
ed  comfortably  among  the  violets.  Someone  had 
made  a  mistake  —  and  it  wasn't  me! 

I  definitely  didn't  want  'Codonanthe  macradenia', 
partly,  I  suspect,  because  I  couldn't  pronounce  the 
name  and  partly  because  I  had  never  heard  of  the 
plant  before.  (I  even  speculated  that  the  small  red 
dots  on  the  undersides  of  the  leaves  were  some 
mysterious,  contagious  plant  disease  which  would  go 
through  my  small  African  violet  collection  like  the 
Black  Plaque  went  through  London  in  the  1600's.) 
However,  I  didn't  want  to  waste  the  time  it  would 
take  to  send  it  back  to  the  company,  and  being 
somewhat  of  a  pack-rat  with  a  strong  aversion  to 
throwing  away  anything,  I  couldn't  bring  myself  to 
dump  'C.  macradenia  (for  short)  in  the  garbage.  So, 
I  put  it  in  a  small  "junk"  room  in  my  house,  where  it 
would  be  far  away  from  my  other  plants. 

Since  I  am  a  curious  person,  I  did  some  research  on 
my  strange,  new  plant,  and  I  found  that  'C. 
macradenia'  was  considered  a  "companion  plant"  to 
African  violets.  The  red  dots  on  the  undersides  of  the 
leaves  were  normal.  (Phew!)  According  to  my 
source,  the  plant  needed  higher  temperatures,  more 
humidity  and  more  light  than  an  African  violet. 
Well,  I  never  have  had  the  humidity  and  more  light 
than  an  African  violet.  Well,  I  never  have  had  the 
time  to  baby  my  plants,  and  I  wasn't  about  to  start 
spoon-feeding  a  plant  that  I  didn't  even  like; 
therefore,  'C.  macradenia'  stayed  on  the  windowsill 
of  the  one  window  (facing  north)  in  the  small,  stuffy, 
dark  "junk"  room. 

For  weeks  at  a  time  I  would  forget  the  little  plant 
even  existed,  but  whenever  I  did  remember  it  and  I 
checked  to  see  if  it  had  passed  away,  it  would  still  be 
there,  green  and  glossy.  Begrudgingly,  I  would  give  it 
a  drink  of  water  and  forget  it  again  for  awhile.  Spring 
turned  to  summer,  summer  to  winter  and  the  plant 
was  still  green  and  glossy,  although  it  had  lost  some 
leaves  and  had  never  flowered  —  but  then  I  had  so 
neglected  it,  that  it  was  a  miracle  it  was  still  alive. 

'C.  macradenia'  remained  on  that  cold  windowsill 
throughout  the  winter,  and  in  the  spring,  when  I 
finally  admitted  defeat,  I  removed  the  little  plant 
from  its  dungeon  and  put  it  near  a  window  in 


another  room  where  it  would  receive  diffused  light. 
Trying  to  atone  for  my  sins  against  it,  I  began  to  fer¬ 
tilize  and  water  the  plant  on  a  regular  basis.  It  wasn't 
long  until  the  leaves  that  had  dropped  were  replaced 
with  new  foliage  and  the  small  tubular  flowers  began 
to  appear.  It  was  quite  an  attractive  plant  after  all, 
and  the  perseverance  that  had  saved  it  certainly  had 
made  a  believer  out  of  me. 

Now  'Codonanthe  macradenia'  resides  among  my 
African  violets.  I  still  don't  give  it  any  special  treat¬ 
ment;  it  doesn't  need  it.  And  I  learned  from  this  ex¬ 
perience  that  one  cannot  always  rely  on  a  book  to 
give  accurate  information  about  caring  for  a  plant. 
Sometimes  one  just  has  to  experiment  for  himself  — 
perhaps  not  so  drastically  as  I  did. 

But  I  still  have  trouble  saying  Codonanthe 
macradenia,  so  whenever  someone  asks  me  what 
kind  of  plant  that  pretty  little  glossy-green  plant  it,  I 
just  say  —  it's  Incredible!

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First  Judged  Show  in  Tokyo,  Japan

I  recently  returned  from  one  of  the  most  exciting 
experiences  of  my  African  violet  career;  judging  the 
first  show  "of  the  newly  organized  All  Saintpaulia 
Club  in  ToKyo.  For  many  months  Andy  Anderson, 
of  The  Green  House  in  Bellflower,  had  been  planning 
on  attending  this  show  and  it  was  through  his  recom¬ 
mendation  that  Mr.  George  Hirano,  President  of 
Kamon  Corporation,  invited  me  to  come  to  Tokyo 
to  judge  the  show  with  all  expenses  paid.  I  later 
learned  that  they  were  familiar  with  my  name 
through  The  Council  News  and  had  translated 
several  of  my  articles.  Then  worse  luck;  Andy  called 
the  night  before  we  were  to  leave  with  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  news  that  he  had  severely  hurt  his  back  and 
wouldn't  be  able  to  make  the  trip.  I  felt  guilty  about 
going  without  him  and  so  Andy,  I  hope  you  will 
forgive  me  for  having  such  a  good  time! 

There  are  more  than  100,000  hobby  growers  of 
Saintpaulias  in  Japan  but  there  was  no  organized  club 
so  the  All  Saintpaulia  Club  was  formed  in  July  1980 
with  about  10,000  members.  The  ASC  is  unique  in 
that  they  are  sponsored  and  supported  by  a  commer¬ 
cial  business,  the  Kamon  Corporation.  Kamon  is 
made  up  of  30  franchised  Saintpaulia  shops,  7  in 
Tokyo  and  23  others  throughout  Japan.  Kamon's 
business  headquarters  and  warehouses  are  in  Tokyo 
and  they  have  a  huge  nursery  outside  Tokyo  that 
supplies  all  the  Saintpaulias  for  the  franchised  shops. 
They  grow  mostly  Rhapsodies  and  Ballets  in  the 
nursery  but  Kamon  has  also  imported  many  varieties 
developed  by  American  hybridizers  and  these  were 
the  dominate  varieties  in  the  show  I  judged.  Kamon 
is  also  in  the  plant-lease  business  and  has  contracts 
with  the  City  of  Tokyo,  department  stores, 
restaurants  and  offices.  Kamon  Shops  carry  all  sup¬ 
plies  pertinent  to  the  growing  of  Saintpaulias  such  as 
fluorescent  light  stands,  pots,  leaf  support  rings,  etc., 
many  of  which  were  designed  by  Mr.  Hirano.  In 
Japan,  the  term  Saintpaulia  is  used  exclusively.  Mr. 
Tokugawa  is  President  of  ASC  and  Mrs.  Yamamoto 
and  Mrs.  Maekawa  are  Vice  Presidents.  Mr.  Fuwa, 
Vice  President  of  Kamon,  is  general  manager  and 
consultant  of  ASC. 

I  came  to  know  Mrs.  Yamamoto  and  Mrs. 
Maekawa  as  two  of  the  most  charming  ladies  it  has 
ever  been  my  pleasure  to  meet.  They  teach  cultural 
classes  and  both  are  advanced  in  horticultural  skills. 
Also  Mr.  Tokugawa  went  out  of  his  way  to  extend 
me  every  courtesy  and  we  were  his  guests  for  dinner 
one  evening.

I  left  Los  Angeles  at  1:00  PM  of  Tuesday  and,  after 
a  10  hour  flight,  arrived  in  Tokyo  at  4:00  PM  on 
Wednesday  and  so  my  system  insisted  that  getting  up 
time  in  Tokyo  was  3:30  in  the  morning  for  the  entire 
10  days!  Mr.  Hirano  and  Mrs.  Shino,  the  interpretor, 
met  me  at  Narita  airport.  They  were  looking  for  the 
very  tall  Mr.  Anderson,  whom  they  knew,  and  I  was 
looking  for  someone  who  looked  as  though  they 
were  looking  for  someone!  That  seemed  to  apply  to 
everyone  in  the  airport  so  I  was  feeling  rather  lost 
when  I  heard  Mr.  Anderson  and  Mrs.  Bartholomew 
being  paged  over  the  loudspeaker.  They  were  very 
disappointed  that  Mr.  Anderson  wasn't  able  to 
come.  We  went  to  Mr.  Hirano's  home  where  his  wife 
Yoshiko  had  prepared  an  elegant  full-course  dinner 
and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Fuwa  joined  us.  After  dinner  they 
took  me  to  the  brand  new,  and  very  luxurious.  Cen¬ 
tury  Hyatt  hotel  that  would  be  my  home  for  my  stay 
in  Tokyo.  I  had  heard  that  Tokyo  was  very  crowded 
but  I  didn't  realize  that  it  is  also  very  beautiful.  In 
spite  of  the  congestion,  the  streets  are  immaculately 
clean,  there  are  miniature  parks  of  greenery 
everywhere  and  the  streets  have  planting  areas  full  of 
flowers  and  trees. 

At  this  point  I  will  have  to  tell  you  about  the  per¬ 
son  who  served  as  my  "right  arm",  the  interpretor, 
Mrs.  Nobuko  Shino.  Mrs.  Shino  is  the  sister-in-law 
of  Mr.  Fuwa,  Vice  President  of  Kamon.  She  was  an 
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absolute  doll  and  her  command  of  the  English 
language  was  so  good  that  I  had  to  clean  up  my  act; 
such  as  correcting  sloppy  syntax  and  deleting  slang 
and  colloquialisms.  In  spite  of  the  very  demanding 
and  taxing  job  of  hours  and  days  of  translating,  she 
remained  calm  and  cool.  One  of  the  most  difficult  of 
the  translating  skills  is  simultaneous  translation  and 
she  even  did  that  during  the  speeches  given  at  the 
party  celebrating  the  closing  of  the  show. 

I  had  spent  many  weeks  in  preparation  for  the 
culture  and  judging  lectures.  I  prepared  visual  aids 
which  Mr.  Kenneth  Bowman,  of  Bowman's  African 
Violet  Nursery  in  Malibu,  photographed  for 
development  on  35  mm  slides  and  I  wrote  out  my  lec¬ 
ture,  word  for  word,  so  the  interpreter  could  have  a 
copy  in  advance.  Mrs.  Umeda  of  Oxnard  graciously 
consented  to  translate,  into  Japanese,  my  speech  for 
the  opening  ceremony  and  I  then  translated  it 
phonetically  and  memorized  it.  I  took  along  printed 
material  on  "Texas  Style"  potting  and  on  judging,  to 
pass  out  to  those  attending  the  lectures. 

Mr.  Anderson  had  ordered  the  ribbons  for  the 
show  but  there  wasn't  enough  time  for  me  to  go  to 
Bellflower  and  pick  them  up,  so  the  night  of  my 
arrival  the  Kamon  employees  improvised  blue, 
red  and  white  ribbons  for  the  show.  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  Council  had  donated  their  rosette  award  for 
the  Best  California  Hybrid,  the  AV  Judges  Council 
donated  their  rosette  award  for  sweepstakes  Best  in 
Class  ribbons,  and  I  took  my  own  personal  tricolor 
rosette  from  the  last  Council  show  for  the  Best  in 
Show  award.  Kamon  had  beautiful  certificates  made 
up  for  the  other  top  winners  so  everything  worked 
out  all  right. 

The  next  day  they  picked  me  up  at  the  hotel  and 
we  went  to  judge  the  show.  There  were  170  entries 
and  about  4  hours  was  alloted  for  judging  with  a 
break  for  lunch.  I  knew  beforehand  that  I  was  to  be 
the  only  judge,  which  was  a  little  disconcerting;  at 
least  with  a  panel  of  three  judges,  you  have  the  other 
two  judges  to  blame  the  decisions  on!  However,  the 
pressure  was  even  greater  than  I  imagined  as  I  judged 
outloud,  with  Mrs.  Shino  translating,  and  15  to  20 
people  hanging  on  my  every  word  and  cameras 
flashing!  Since  the  purpose  of  my  trip  was  not  only 
to  judge,  but  also  to  teach,  I  finally  got  into  the  swing 
of  things  and  was  grateful  that  I  didn't  know  if  the 
exhibitor  was  in  the  group  hearing  my  comments 
about  their  plants. 

The  design  division  was  beautiful  and  their  Saint- 
paulias  reflected  tender,  loving  care.  Mrs. 
Yamamoto's  Tommie  Lou'  was  Best  in  Show  in  the 
teacher's  division  and  Mrs.  Maekawa's  'Ms.  Pretty' 
won  the  Council  rosette,  with  the  hybridizer's  award 
going  to  Carol  Anderson  (the  wife  of  Andy  Ander¬ 
son)  of  Bellflower.  I  have  searched  through  my  notes 


and  can't  find  two  pieces  of  information;  the  name  of 
the  exhibitor  who  won  the  Judges  Council  rosette 
(since  there  were  no  classes,  we  awarded  the  rosette 
for  blue  ribbon  sweepstakes)  and  the  name  of  the 
Saintpaulia  that  won  Best  in  Show  in  the  regular  divi¬ 
sion  for  Mrs.  Kawaguchi.  The  names  were  on  the  en¬ 
try  cards  but  were  written  in  Japanese  characters. 
Mrs.  Kawaguchi's  plant  traveled  many  hundreds  of 
miles  from  Northern  Japan  and  she  was  very  excited 
and  thrilled  about  winning.  Miss  Ohashi  of  Kyoto 
won  Best  in  Design  with  a  very  beautiful  arrange¬ 
ment  featuring  a  hogarth  curve  in  peacock  feathers. 

The  show  was  set  up  to  be  judged  in  a  building 
similar  to  our  community  recreation  centers.  After 
judging,  the  entire  show  was  dismantled,  repacked 
and  moved  across  the  city  to  the  Siebu  department 
store  where  the  grand  opening  ceremonies  were  to  be 
held  the  next  day  and  where  the  exhibits  would  be  on 
display  for  8  days.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Juwa, 
this  mind-boggling  procedure  was  done  smoothly, 
rapidly  and  with  good  cheer  by  the  Kamon  em¬ 
ployees  and  members  of  the  ASC.  I  can't  say  enough 
nice  things  about  the  Kamon  people.  For  the  entire  10 
days  they  were  all  over  the  place,  very  quietly  mak¬ 
ing  things  run  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

The  next  day  was  the  grand  opening  ceremony  at 
Siebu,  one  of  the  world's  largest  department  stores.  It 
is  seven  stories  high  and  fills  one  city  block.  You 
need  a  map  to  find  your  way  and  if  I  had  gotten 
separated  from  the  group  I  might  still  be  in  there 
wandering  around.  Mr.  Hirano  and  Mr.  Tokugawa 
gave  their  speeches  and  then  it  was  my  turn.  Little 
did  I  know  that  my  speech  in  Japanese  would  be 
given  under  the  glare  of  spot  lights,  microphones  and 
a  television  camera.  I  was  so  numb  that  I  couldn't 
remember  a  word  of  the  speech  and  had  to  read  the 
whole  thing.  Everyone  was  kind  enough  to  say  that 
my  Japanese  was  perfect  which  I  know  wasn't  true! 
We  staged  some  of  the  judging  procedures  for  the 
benefit  of  television,  and  the  top  awards  were 
presented.  We  were  interviewed  by  newspaper  re¬ 
porters  and  by  Mr.  Masakatu  lida.  Editor  of  Japan's 
leading  garden  magazine,  "Engai"  Guide. 

The  next  day  I  answered  questions  and  gave  pot¬ 
ting  demonstrations  for  the  general  public  at  Siebu. 
As  we  arrived  they  said  there  was  someone  waiting 
to  meet  me  and  led  me  toward  a  Japanese  couple.  I 
couldn't  have  been  more  surprised  when  two  very 
American  voices  greeted  me  with,  "Hi!  We're  Harry 
and  Bernice  Matsukane  from  the  Orange  County 
(California)  African  Violet  Society"!  That  afternoon 
Mr.  Hirano,  Mrs.  Shino  and  myself  were  invited  to 
visit  Mrs.  Yamamoto's  home  in  the  suburbs  of 
Tokyo.  We  had  only  planned  on  staying  a  short  time 
but,  like  typical  AV  enthusiasts,  we  started  talking 
culture  and  couldn't  find  a  stopping  place.  We  re- 
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potted  “Texas  Style"  and  explored  the  theories  of 
fluorescent  light  growing.  Mrs.  Yamamoto  sent  out 
for  dinner  and  we  talked  on  into  the  evening.  She  has 
700  African  violets  in  a  small  apartment  so,  as  many 
of  us  have  been  known  to  do,  she  is  building  a  home 
nearby  to  make  room  for  them. 

Then  came  the  real  test  of  my  preparations,  the 
culture  and  judging  lectures.  Both  of  these  sessions 
were  3  to  4  hours  long  and  thanks  again  to  Mrs. 
Shino's  interpreting,  they  went  extremely  well  and 
the  visual  aids  helped  bridge  the  language  gap.  The 
ASC  members  were  very  enthusiastic  about  “Texas 
Style"  and  Mr.  Hirano  is  already  busy  thinking  up 
designs  for  pots  and  perhaps  a  watering  method  that 
will  make  this  method  more  foolproof.  I  have  been 
accused  of  having  an  almost  evangelistic  zeal  in  my 
promotion  of  “Texas  Style",  but  I  do  know  I  never 
had  top,  award-winning  plants  until  I  ran  across  it. 
Jodi  Davis  of  Austin,  Texas,  originator  of  this 
method,  might  not  be  getting  rich  from  it  but  she  is 
sure  becoming  famous!  At  the  end  of  the  judging  lec¬ 
ture  I  asked  Mr.  Hanatani,  Mrs.  Maekawa  and  Mrs. 
Yamamoto  to  judge  a  plant  and  they  did  a  beautiful 
job.  Their  scores  varied  a  point  or  two  in  some 
categories  from  my  scoring  but  our  total  points  came 
out  exactly  the  same. 

Mr.  Hirano  was  a  gracious,  considerate  and  super¬ 
charged  host.  He  had  enough  energy  for  any  six  peo¬ 
ple  and  he  needed  it  because  he  organized  every 
detail  of  the  10  days  including  me.  In  spite  of  our 
heavy  schedule  he  made  arrangements  for  me  to  have 
two  days  to  make  a  trip  to  Kyoto  and  he  saw  to  it 
that  I  had  almost  every  eating  experience  that  Tokyo 
had  to  offer.  The  food  was  all  delicious  and  I  came 
home  with  a  real  appreciation  for  beer,  sake  and 
sushi!  Mr.  Kumagai  of  the  Japan  Travel  Bureau,  and 
a  personal  friend  of  Mr.  Hirano,  made  all  my  travel 
arrangements  including  a  city  tour  and  the  two  day 
trip  to  Kyoto  and  Nara.  Without  the  super  efficiency 
of  these  two  in  taking  care  of  the  timing  and 
transportation  details,  I  could  never  have  kept  up  the 
pace.  It  was  all  I  could  do  to  keep  track  of  lectures, 
demonstrations,  interviews,  speeches  and  still  get 
from  one  place  to  the  other  with  my  brain  intact.  I 
survived  on  sheer  nervous  energy  and  didn't  fall 
apart  until  I  boarded  the  plane  for  the  return  flight 
home.  I  slept  through  the  entire  flight  including  meals 
and  movies.  I  never  worked  so  hard  or  had  so  much 
fun  doing  it. 

Then  the  fabulous  trip  to  Kyoto  via  the  world- 
famous  Bullet  Train  with  speeds  up  to  130  m.p.h. 
Kyoto  was  unbelieveably  beautiful  with  the  fall 
foliage  in  its  full  glory  and  the  view  from  the 
Kiyomizu  Temple,  high  on  the  side  of  a  mountain, 
was  breathtaking.  In  Nara  we  saw  the  world's  largest 
Buddha  which  the  Japanese  refer  to  as  the  “Texas" 


Buddha  so  that  explained  why  they  immediately 
understood  the  term  “Texas  Style".  ASC  members 
from  Osaka  and  Kyoto  picked  me  up  at  my  hotel  in 
Kyoto  and  took  me  to  dinner  at  a  charming  Japanese 
country  inn  and,  of  course,  we  talked  violets  the 
whole  evening.  After  dinner  we  went  to  the  Gion 
theatre  featuring  puppet  and  comedy  plays,  flower 
arranging,  a  tea  ceremony,  dances,  and  court  music. 
My  hosts  were:  Miss  Ohashi  and  her  mother  Mrs. 
Ohashi  and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Goshima  of  Kyoto,  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  Hanatani  of  Osaka,  and  Mr.  Sakagami  of 
Kobe,  with  Miss  Ohashi  acting  as  interpretor.  After 
the  Nara  trip  the  next  day.  Miss  Ohashi  and  her 
mother  picked  me  up  at  the  hotel  and  escorted  me  to 
the  train  station  for  my  trip  back  to  Tokyo.  Their 
hospitality  and  generosity  was  overwhelming. 

Some  of  the  members  of  Northern  California 
Council  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  Mr.  Hirano  and 
other  members  of  the  Kamon  Saintpaulia  Tour  last 
spring.  Judy  Downing,  Northern  Council  Editor  of 
The  Council  News,  hosted  the  group  in  her  home  and 
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they  attended  the  A  VS  of  San  Francisco  judged 
show.  They  were  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the 
show  plants  they  saw  and  are  anxious  to  learn  the 
cultural  methods  that  produced  them.  About  50  ASC 
members  will  be  attending  the  A  VS  A  Convention  in 
San  Francisco  in  May,  and  Celine  Chase,  A  VS  A 
Convention  Chairman  and  Floy  Lane,  Convention 
Reservations  Chairman,  are  helping  with  some  of  the 
details  that  will  smooth  their  way. 

The  All  Saintpaulia  Club  would  like  to  benefit 
from  the  experiences  of  AVSA  so  Mr.  Harvey  Stone, 
President  of  the  African  Violet  Society  of  America, 
Inc.,  will  be  meeting  with  Mr.  Hirano  and  members 
of  ASC  at  convention  and  Fm  sure  Mr.  Stone  will 
have  some  helpful  advice.  We  in  California  can  also 
do  much  to  encourage  the  ASC  in  the  development 
of  their  organization  and  in  sharing  our  knowledge  of 
cultural  techniques.  ASC  is  at  the  point  now  that 
AVSA  was  over  30  years  ago  and  with  the  Japanese 
talent  for  organization,  and  their  trememdous 
energy,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  they  will 
soon  catch  up  with  us. 

I  will  be  writing  a  series  of  articles  for  the  Saint¬ 
paulia  Magazine,  which  is  published  by  Kamon,  and 
Mr.  Hirano  has  asked  me  to  return  to  Japan  next  fall. 
Meanwhile  we  are  exploring  the  possibilities  of  quali¬ 
fying  ASC  judges  at  that  time.  I  hope  you  were  able 
to  bear  with  me  through  this  narrative  of  superlatives 
because  superlatives  is  what  it  takes  to  describe  this 
fabulous  country  and  the  friendly,  generous,  hospi¬ 
table  people  I  met  there.  And  so  until  next  time  .  .  . 
sayronara.

The  Addictive  Violet

While  I  was  in  high  school,  my  mother  ordered 
three  or  four  African  violets  from  an  advertisement 
in  a  farm  magazine.  The  plants  came,  carefully 
wrapped  in  newspaper  and  packed  to  prevent 
crushing.  They  looked  different,  with  small  hairy 
leaves,  but  dull.  Mother  had  better  foresight, 
however,  and  tenderly  unwrapped  and  placed  them 
on  a  kitchen  windowsill  where  they  received  morn¬ 
ing  sunlight. 

In  a  few  months.  Mother  gleefully  pointed  out  the 
formation  of  bloom  buds  in  one  of  the  plants.  The 
buds  swelled  and  slowly  extended  themselves 
through  and  above  the  leaves.  My  interest  grew  with 
the  buds.  By  the  time  they  began  to  show  tinges  of 
color,  I  was  checking  them  several  times  a  day  to  see 


if  the  blooms  had  opened  yet.  Without  knowing  it,  1 
was  already  hooked  on  African  violets.  We  were 
jubilant  when  the  first  bud  opened,  a  deep  purple, 
almost  black,  with  a  double  ruffle!  The  others 
bloomed  in  their  turn,  but  that  first  plant  has  re¬ 
mained  a  favorite  with  me. 

My  first  violet  was  rooted  from  a  leaf  accidentally 
broken  from  one  of  my  mother's  plants.  The  excite¬ 
ment  of  watching  that  single  leaf  sprouting  tiny 
plantlets  was  terrific.  Only  God  can  make  a  tree  —  or 
an  African  violet  —  but  I  helped! 

When  I  went  away  to  college,  this  first  violet  went 
too.  It  traveled  back  and  forth  on  holidays.  This 
same  plant,  several  prunings  and  re-pottings  later, 
accompanied  me  to  my  own  home.  My  husband 
more  or  less  ignored  the  lone  plant,  and  the  two  or 
three  added  now  and  then,  nodding  with  a  vague 
grin  when  I  would  wave  a  new  blossom  under  his 
nose  and  exclaim  about  it  wildly. 

His  disinterest  came  to  a  halt,  however,  when  the 
African  violets  had  somehow  managed  to  spread 
from  the  living  room  window,  the  study  window,  the 
bedroom  window,  and  started  to  pop  up  on  the 
stereo.  While  he  was  declaring  he  had  never  seen 
anything  multiply  so  fast,  1  tucked  another  broken 
leaf  into  soil,  "so's  not  to  waste  it,"  and  continued  to 
carry  home  "just  one  more"  because  I  didn't  have 
anything  like  it. 

Finally,  when  the  jungle  babies  threatened  to  take 
over  the  dining  room  table,  I  reluctantly  agreed  to 
move  some  of  my  violets  to  the  basement.  Lamenting 
about  not  being  able  to  enjoy  the  blooms  fully,  I  car¬ 
ried  a  dozen  and  placed  them  under  the  fluorescent 
shop  light  my  husband  hung  from  the  ceiling.  A  cou¬ 
ple  of  months  later,  I  realized  that  the  plants  under 
the  light  were  growing,  not  as  well  as  those  in  the 
windows,  but  better!  They  seemed  to  have  better  col¬ 
or,  were  more  symmetrically  shaped,  and  had  more 
blooms.  Well,  one  light  led  to  another  .  .  . 

Today,  I  have  four  grow  lights,  each  four  feet 
long.  My  husband,  in  a  "if  you  can't  lick  'em"  at¬ 
titude,  has  wired  the  four  lights  into  a  timer  relay 
which  turns  the  lights  on  and  off  each  day.  We  are  in 
the  process  of  building  a  plant  room  in  one  end  of  the 
basement,  which  will  keep  my  humidity  inside,  and 
out  of  his  recording  equipment,  and  plan  to  add  a 
ventilation  fan  so  I  will  be  able  to  spray  if  necessary. 

The  African  violet  collection  has  grown  to  include 
about  two  hundred  plants  of  about  seventy  different 
varieties.  I  am  especially  interested  in  variegated 
leaves  and  miniatures  now,  and  am  beginning  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  collection  in  that  direction.  My  co-workers 
and  friends  enjoy  the  beautiful  plants,  and  for  birth¬ 
days  and  special  occasions  an  African  violet  is  the 
perfect  gift  with  a  bonus  —  the  potential  for  a 
wonderful  addiction!

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Indigo  Blues

The  African  violet  is  one  of  the  relatively  few  plant 
genera  that  is  rich  in  potential  for  pure  blue  flower 
tones.  Yet,  despite  almost  forty  years  of  increasingly 
intense  hybridization,  not  a  great  deal  of  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  deep  rich  blues  known  as  indigo. 
Although  the  genetic  relationships  concerned  here 
have  not  been  researched  deeply  with  respect  to  this 
topic,  it  would  seem  apparent  that  lavender  or  purple 
pigment  formation  have  some  dominating  role  that 
genetically  interferes  or  masks  the  expression  of  pure 
blue  pigments.  The  one  exception  occurs  in  the  pale 
blue  shades,  which  over  the  years  have  consistently 
been  the  best  expression  of  pure  blue  tones,  and,  as 
one  would  expect,  this  traces  directly  to  the  original 
species;  several  of  which  exist  in  these  pale  blue 
shades.  Yet,  the  deeper  the  shade  of  blue,  the  more 
freely  the  lavender  or  purple  pigments  blend  in  to 
dilute  the  purity  of  the  blue  tones.  Thus  the  scarcity 
of  good  clear  blues  in  the  medium  tones,  and  the  vir¬ 
tual  non-existence  of  a  true  indigo  blue  violet. 

Let  us  trace  the  history  of  blue  cultivars  in  the 
various  tones  to  the  present  day  hybrids.  Other  than 
the  several  species  which  exist  in  fairly  clear  pale  blue 
tones  (some  with  other  color  forms  as  well),  the  first 
really  good  pale  self  blue  to  come  along  was  prob¬ 
ably  Richter's  "Charm  Song",  introduced  around 
1963,  This  was  one  of  the  best  violets  of  its  day,  and 
can  still  show  quite  favorably  against  the  latest 
hybrids.  Like  many  varieties  from  this  period,  the 
flowers  were  small  and  unimpressive  on  immature 
plants,  other  than  being  a  very  clear  light  sky  blue 
tone.  But  as  the  plant  matures  and  gains  food  in  its 
veins,  it  really  flourishes  and  produces  larger  and 
larger  blooms  that  are  very  double  and  displayed 
beautifully  over  lush  quilted  oval  foliage  which 
reaches  monstrous  size.  Hereabouts  and  prior  to  it. 
Granger  Gardens  hybrids  dominated  the  field.  Their 
releases  often  became  legendary  among  violet 
growers;  to  wit:  "Delft  Imperial'  and  "Lullaby"  are  still 
among  the  most  popular  varieties  decades  after  their 
original  release.  "Lullaby'  was  among  the  first  of  the 
veined  or  striated  blues  with  markings  in  white  which 
led  to  the  very  pale  icy  blues  of  today.  "Brittany'  and 
"Rebecca'  and  also  "Blue  Modiste'  were  other  Granger 
hybrids  with  this  effect.  Another  popular  blue  area 
the  Granger's  worked  in  were  the  blue  bicolors  such 
as  "Seafoam",  "Monaco",  and  "Heart's  Desire'.  One  of 
their  most  recent  popular  blues  was  named  "Millie 
Blair". 


Enter  Irene  Fredette,  who  has  introduced  more 
gorgeous  pale  blues  than  almost  any  other 
hybridizer.  The  big  areas  of  improvement  are  the 
very  fine  clarity  of  the  pastel  tones,  the  dramatically 
large  blooms  even  on  young  plants,  and  their  ex¬ 
cellent  shaping  traits  on  oval  pointed  foliage.  The 
most  famous  of  this  group  is  probably  "Abigail 
Adams',  but  "Winter  Star",  "Icy  Blue',  "Peace  Light', 
"Burma  Blue',  and  "Waterfall'  are  all  characterized  by 
extreme  clarity  of  color,  without  any  interference 
from  the  lavender  pigments.  "Dresden  China' 
represents  almost  a  bicolor  from  this  same  line  of 
breeding,  as  it  is  often  white  with  blue  veins,  that 
seem  to  release  their  pigment  as  the  flower  matures, 
so  that  one  has  a  white  flower  washed  with  pale  blue. 
Some  other  very  fine  blue  and  white  bicolors  are  "Sea 
Breeze'  (Maas),  "Betcha'  (Swift),  "Verna  Lynn' 
(Fredette),  all  white  flowers  with  blue  trim.  Other 
good  light  blue  self  varieties  that  have  been  produced 
would  include  "Dutch  Skies'  (Swift),  "Misty  Lake' 
(Whitaker),  "Hawley's  Comet',  "Azure  Trinket' 
(Champion),  "Cool  Pool'  (Baker)  and  "Blue  Charm' 
(Lyon).  One  miscellaneous  entry  in  this  class  we 
would  call  a  bitone  because  it  carries  two  distinct 
shades  of  blue  is  "Cecilia'  (Hammond).  Last,  but  not 
least  is  our  own  pale  greenish  blue  over  wavy 
variegated  foliage,  "Puccini'  (Barnard  1981)  and  one 
really  unusual  bicolor  called  "Sarava'  (Fredette  1981) 
which  is  described  as  a  white  with  a  rich  blue  star 
shaped  center  and  rays  over  variegated  ruffled 
foliage. 

On  to  the  medium  tones  of  blue,  some  of  which 
can  overlap  to  the  previous  class  of  light  blues  under 
some  growing  conditions.  That  is,  heavy  feeding, 
high  temperatures,  etc.  can  considerably  darken 
some  varieties,  and  young  or  immature  plants  may 
produce  flowers  that  in  no  way  compare  to  the 
flowers  of  the  mature  plant.  That  aside,  let  us  begin 
with  "Ballet  Eva',  a  patented  hybrid  from  Germany 
which  is  a  vivid  shade  of  cornflower  blue  to  almost  a 
navy  blue  on  pampered  plants.  'Celine',  by  Maas  is  a 
quite  consistent  cornflower  blue  double,  and 
"Suzette'  (Fredette)  is  a  frilly  blue  over  ruffled 
variegated  foliage.  "Blue  Reverie',  another  oldie  by 
Granger  is  also  a  frilly  blue  over  ruffled  but  non- 
variegated  foliage.  Two  oldsters  from  Richter  are 
"Mara",  which  is  unusual  for  its  longifolia  leaves,  and 
"Day's  End'  is  a  very  frilly  blue  that  often  has  a  green 
edge.  Swift's  "Duchess  Blue'  is  a  tailored  blue  of  good 
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clarity,  as  is  Champion's  "Shades  of  Blue'  in  a  crown 
variegate.  We  are  proud  of  our  1981  entry,  "Debussy' 
(Barnard)  which  is  a  clear  medium  blue  with  some 
striated  white  markings  on  the  petal  edges  over  wavy 
large  variegated  foliage  and  also  "Kachaturian' 
(Ka  Cha  tur  i  an  Barnard  1981)  which  is  a  prolific 
bloomer  of  clear  medium  blue  over  tailored  Tommie 
Lou  variegated  foliage. 

Finally,  we  approach  the  dark  blues  or  indigo  col¬ 
ored  beauties.  Well,  sad  to  say,  but  there  are  none  to 
date  so  far  as  we  know,  and  thus  the  title  of  this  arti¬ 
cle,  Indigo  Blues.  Here  is  where  the  genetic  influence 
of  the  purple  pigments  overwhelm  the  blue  almost 
uncontrollably,  as  it  were.  Oh,  there  are  blue-purples 
that  are  a  little  more  'blue'  than  some,  but  so  far  no 
mutation  or  tool  has  surfaced  to  completely  block 
the  seepage  of  purple  pigments,  the  most  dominant 
of  all  violet  pigments.  We  shall  mention  "Grand 
Duke'  (Granger  1963)  as  a  good  approach  to  indigo 
and  perhaps  our  "Pachelbel'  (Barnard  1979)  with 
variegated  foliage.  Fredette  released  "Proud  Country" 
this  year  along  with  "Symphony  Atlanta'  and  has 
"Lady  Baltimore',  an  intense  blue  over  variegated 
foliage  coming  in  1981.  "Susan's  Choice'  is  a  brilliant 
white  and  pink  variegate  with  exceptionally  dark 
blue  purple  blooms  by  Foster  of  Dallas.  Also  Maas' 
"Ruth",  Whitaker's  "Texas  Beauty"  and  Swift's  "Texas 
Beacon'  are  rich  deep  blue  purples.  Finally,  there  is 
the  frilly  "David  Cornell'  (Swift)  and  we  have  one 
seedling  which  is  darker  and  blacker  than  "Grand 
Duke'  over  variegated  foliage  that  may  be  released  in 
1981  or  1982,  but  the  bottom  line  is  that  they  all  still 
have  purple  pigment  masks  over  the  blue  tints. 

One  possible  breeding  key  might  be  to  breed  on 
green  edges,  as  green  enhances  the  cool  blue  tones, 
but  it  takes  only  a  little  purple  to  negate  this  effect. 
Finally,  apologies  to  anyone  whose  favorite  blue  was 
not  mentioned.  Due  to  the  sheer  numbers  involved, 
we  have  not  grown  or  seen  by  any  means  'all'  of  the 
blues,  but  the  ones  mentioned  have  shown  some  of 
the  clearest,  least  muddied  tones  of  blue.

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Why  Not  Try  Your  Hand 
at  Cross  Pollinating

For  quite  some  time  I  had  been  avidly  reading  ar¬ 
ticles  about  devoted  African  violet  enthusiasts  who 
had  successfully  cross-pollinated  some  of  their 
plants,  and  produced  a  much-sought-after  seed  pod. 
This  sounded  like  "pie  in  the  sky"  to  me,  until  I 
realized  that  many  of  these  growers  were  simple  hob¬ 
byists  like  myself,  and  if  they  could  do  it  .  .  .! 

The  first  obstacle  one  meets  up  with  when  taking 
the  plunge  into  hybridizing  is  which  two  plants  to 
choose.  It  really  isn't  necessary  to  delve  too  deeply 
into  the  study  of  genetics  in  order  to  decide,  however 
if  you  have  the  inclination  to  do  so,  it's  all  to  the 
best.  For  me,  it  was  enough  to  know  a  few  basics 
about  dominant  and  recessive  characteristics.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  color  blue  is  always  dominant  over  pink, 
and  the  tendancy  for  double  blossoms  predominates 
over  the  single  variety.  When  combining  the  two 
plants  you  will  get  a  pleasant  mixture  of  both  the 
dominant  and  the  recessive  traits,  which  serves  to 
provide  the  mystery  inherent  in  hybridizing. 

The  second  question  posed  was  that  of  which 
method  to  use.  Like  many  of  you,  I  had  read  about 
all  the  various,  and  often  ingenious,  ways  of  ex¬ 
tracting  and  applying  pollen,  each  grower  extolling 
his  or  her  method  as  best.  I  was  confused.  One 


devotee  recommended  snipping  off  the  pollen  sacs 
(anthers)  and  splitting  them  open  with  your  finger¬ 
nail.  I  tried  this  way  first,  only  to  discover  that  one 


had  to  possess  talons  in  order  for  this  method  to 
work  well.  My  stubbs  were  highly  inadequate.  And 
if  you  were  doing  a  number  of  crosses  involving 
more  than  two  plants,  you  took  the  risk  of  mixing  up 
the  pollen  on  your  fingers  unless  you  carefully 
washed  your  hands  after  each  cross.  I  rejected  the 
"paintbrush"  and  the  "Q-Tip"  methods  for  this  same 
reason.  My  second  option  was  to  use  a  small  pair  of 
manicure  scissors  to  clip  open  the  sacs.  I'm  sure  this 
would  have  worked  if  I  could  have  handled  them, 
they  shot  out  of  my  fingers,  off  the  table,  and  onto 
the  floor  (or  someplace),  propelled  by  the  snip  of  the 
scissors.  I  had  only  one  choice  left  —  a  razor  blade.  I 
found  this  method  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

I  chose  to  cross  "Denver  Belle"  (Reed),  a  purply- 
blue  ruffled  single,  with  "Pink  Philly"  (Tinari),  a 
single  pink,  which  although  it  has  the  tendancy  to 
drop  flowers,  it  is  a  good  bloomer.  Using  scissors  I 
clipped  off  the  anthers  from  4  or  5  "Denver  Belle" 
blossoms;  they  had  been  open  for  a  week  and  the 
pollen  was  abundant  and  grainy.  Using  the  razor 
blade,  I  carefully  sliced  off  the  tops  of  the  sacs  and 
applied  the  cut  ends  directly  to  the  stamen  of  "Pink 
Philly",  using  tweezers  to  hold  them  and  making  cer¬ 
tain  the  end  of  the  stamen  was  coated  with  pollen. 
(When  the  stamen  is  ready  for  fertilization,  it  will 
open  a  bit  on  the  end  and  be  sticky.)  I  did  this  to  four 
flowers,  tying  a  piece  of  white  thread  around  each 
bloom  stalk  so  I  wouldn't  inadvertently  nip  off  the 
blooms  during  grooming.  I  then  taped  the  name  of 
the  pollen  donor  to  the  pot  of  "Philly"  and  the  date  of 
the  cross. 
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During  gestation,  I  kept  the  mother  plant  a  bit 
dryer  than  normal,  but  other  than  that,  my  pro¬ 
cedures  for  fertilizing  and  for  lighting  (I  use  artificial 
lights)  remained  the  same.  Three  days  after 
pollinating  I  noticed  the  blossoms  had  wilted  and 
were  falling  off.  My  first  sign  of  success!  During  the 
weeks  that  followed  I  could  see  the  ovary  swelling  in¬ 
to  a  seed  pod.  It  took  six  months  before  the  four  pods 
began  turning  brown,  and  then  I  watched  closely,  ex¬ 
amining  them  each  day.  Two  had  begun  to  dry  and 
split  open  a  little,  so  I  cut  off  the  entire  stem,  with  the 


pods  attached.  A  week  later,  the  other  two  pods  were 
ripe.  I  sowed  the  seeds  immediately,  being  extremely 
careful  not  to  breathe  on  them,  but  the  seed  may  be 
stored  in  a  cool,  dry  place  for  a  few  months. 

The  subject  of  seed  sowing  will  be  left  for  another 
article.  However,  my  seedlings  now  range  in  size 
from  iVz"  to  V/i”  across,  and  variations  in  foliage 
form  and  color  are  already  apparent.  I  kept  only  29 
babies,  space  being  limited,  but  I'll  have  the  ultimate 
satisfaction  in  knowing  that  each  one  of  them  is 
totally  unique,  and  a  good  part  of  myself  is  wrapped 
up  in  them. 

I  strongly  urge  all  of  you  who  love  and  grow 
violets  to  try  your  hand  at  the  fine  art  of  hybridizing 
it's  the  beginning  of  a  fabulous  and  gratifying 
adventure!

A  grouping  of  miniatures  was  also  shown  and  it 
was  explained  that  "miniatures  like  these  are 
popular  among  violet  growers  because  they  take 
little  space  and  yet  are  as  charming  in  color  and 
form  as  their  larger  counterparts.  The  miniature 
selection  was  grown  by  Jimmy  Dates  of  Sugar 
Grove, 

It  was  also  pointed  out  that  all  of  Mrs. 
Miderski's  plants  are  registered  with  the  African 
Violet  Society  of  America,  Inc. 

In  his  article.  Art  Kozelka,  garden  editor 
mentioned  that  "African  violets  have  been  called 
the  most  popular  flowering  plant  in  America. 
Some  say  they  bloom  their  little  hearts  out  easily;

While  deciding  which  clothes  and  plants  to  pack  . 
for  the  trip  to  San  Francisco,  we'd  like  to  remind  you 
that  now  is  the  time  to  check  your  photo  equipment 
as  well.  We  can't  imagine  a  trip  to  the  Land  of  Sun¬ 
shine  without  the  proper  equipment  —  camera  with 
lens  and  filters,  film  and  tripod  —  in  sound,  working 
order. 

If  you  haven't  taken  many  pictures  since  the  last 
convention  in  New  Orleans,  why  not  experiment 
with  a  roll  of  film  now  in  your  own  home?  Why  not 
take  some  special  photos  of  African  violets  using 
flash?  Or  play  with  different  exposures?  You  still 
have  enough  time  to  get  a  roll  of  film  developed 
before  leaving  for  the  convention.  Then,  you'll  be 
able  to  see  your  pictures  and  discover  areas  for  im¬ 
provement.  There  are  many  undiscovered  problems 
which  one  only  learns  first-hand.  For  example,  a 
shadow  is  an  unpleasant  distraction  from  the  ap¬ 
preciation  of  your  beautiful  saintpaulia.  Poor 
lighting  alters  the  true  colors  of  both  blossoms  and 
foliage.  Out-of-focus  pictures  often  result  from  the 
hand-held  camera.  However,  for  as  many  problems 
that  arise,  there  are  likely  to  be  as  many  pleasant  sur¬ 
prises  which  you  might  want  to  use  once  you're  in 
among  the  thousands  of  plants  at  the  Sheraton 
Palace  Hotel.  If  you  have  questions  about  the  proper 
exposure,  correct  filter  for  best  color  in  various  types 
of  lighting,  focusing  your  particular  camera  or  other 
similar  queries,  discuss  them  with  your  photo  dealer. 
His  assistance  might  make  that  amateur  photograph 
of  the  award-winning  violet  look  equally  profes¬ 
sional. 

We're  continuing  to  read  the  comment  sheets  as 
they  are  returned  with  the  slide  shows.  We  ap¬ 
preciate  the  effort  that  you've  shown  in  helping  to 
improve  them  and  most  of  your  suggestions  are  very 
helpful.  Recently,  one  group  recommended  we  in¬ 
clude  slides  of  some  of  the  trips  taken  during  the  con¬ 
vention.  This  is  one  idea  we'd  love  to  use  since  we're 
all  proud  of  our  slides  of  the  Colorado  Rockies,  the 
antiques  of  the  Mark  Twain  home  or  the  delicious 
food  at  the  LBJ  Ranch.

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BUGS:  Eradication 
Or  Population  Control

A  plant  predator  not  too  much  in  the  limelight  at 
this  time  is  the  good  or  bad  old  root  knot  nematode. 
Unless  you  have  met  the  critter  and  tried  to  fight 
him,  you  have  not  seen  anything  yet.  Unlike  the 
damage  from  mite,  this  is  irreversable,  and  the  plant 
must  be  discarded.  The  pest  falls  into  the  general  eel 
worm  class  and  should  not  even  be  considered  with 
Bugs,  but  it  shares  the  same  host  plant,  so  why  not 
introduce  you  to  them?  They  are  too  small  to  be  seen 
by  the  naked  eye  and  are  highly  communicable  from 
plant  to  plant  where  subirrigation  or  community 
watering  methods  are  employed.  The  subirrigating 
watering  system,  on  a  commercial  basis,  is  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  labor  savers  of  the  day,  but  the 
resulting  exposure  of  contamination  of  soil  borne 
pests  are  accelerated  to  a  point  where  the  practice 
could  be  counterproductive.  If  you  thought  you  had 
problems  with  mite,  thrip,  and  mealy  bug,  you  ain't 
seen  nothing  yet.  The  pest  is  of  a  semiaquatic  nature, 
so  you  can  readily  see  where  the  moist  warm  growing 
medium  of  the  violet  provides  an  ideal  habitat.  There 
is  No  Known  chemical  that  will  be  100%  erradicative 
to  this  pest,  speaking  on  a  commercial  basis,  in  a 
living  plant.  This  is  quite  contrary  to  the  claims  of 
several  manufacturers,  their  intent  is  honorable  but 
the  conclusions  are  questionable.  Careful  observa¬ 
tion,  knowing  what  you  should  be  looking  for,  and 
roguing  out  is  the  method  of  stopping  the  spread  of 
the  pest.  Steam  or  dry  heat  sterilization  of  all  soils, 
growing  containers,  and  benches  is  the  best  preven¬ 
tative  and  means  to  avoid  a  problem.  Look  for  the 
tell  tale  nodules  on  the  root  system  on  the  exposed 
portion  of  the  soil  ball,  it  may  even  resemble  dirty 
popcorn  in  appearance.  A  general  dullness  of  the 
plant,  lack  of  luster,  and  retarded  growth  is  an  in¬ 
dicator  that  something  is  wrong.  Advanced  involve¬ 
ment  can  even  result  in  a  split  of  the  main  trunk  with 
an  exposed  wound  with  the  final  result  being  the 
complete  rotting  off  at  the  soil  level.  Unfortunately, 
these  symptoms  can  foretell  other  problems,  but  it  is 
a  hint  that  something  is  wrong.  At  this  point,  the 
only  thing  left  to  do  is  discard  the  plant.  The  variety 
may  be  perpetuated  by  taking  a  few  leaves  if  the 
stems  are  cut  short  to  reduce  the  chance  of  eggs  or 
adults  being  left  on  the  leaves.  Normally  Root  Knot 
Nematodes  are  restricted  a  a  sub  terranian  existence. 
There  are  foliar  nematodes  too  but  are  a  very  minor 


pest.  Since  all  of  the  activity  prior  to  the  plant's 
demise  occurs  below  the  ground  this  can  become 
very  serious  from  a  widespread  involvement  as  the 
population  will  have  built  up  to  serious  proportions 
and  spreading  to  adjacent  plants  on  a  common  grow¬ 
ing  container  such  as  a  bench  or  tray  is  very  possible. 

The  final  stages  of  nematode  infestation  are  so 
similar  to  the  so  called  crown  rot  that  it  might  not  be 
viewed  with  too  much  alarm,  one  main  difference  is 
that  crown  rot  does  not  travel,  and  the  eel  worm 
does.  The  only  means  of  detection  is  by  observation, 
and  while  you  are  at  it  take  a  look  for  the  Pritchard 
Soil  Mealy  bug  at  the  same  time. 

Absolute  control  or  erradication  of  the  Pritchard 
Soil  Mealy  Bug  by  chemical  means  is  about  as  possi¬ 
ble  as  the  smoker  who  quits  smoking  at  least  once  a 
month  remaining  off  tobacco.  From  the  comment 
received  at  my  phone,  there  seems  to  be  as  much  in¬ 
volvement  now  as  there  ever  was.  I  have  no  recom¬ 
mendation  other  than  observing  and  throwing  out 
the  host  plants,  along  with  continual  observation 
and  isolation.  Carefully  check  all  incoming  stock  by 
inspecting  the  soil  ball.  And  here  is  a  good  one,  try 
and  pick  the  PSMB  from  the  perlite,  it  is  quite  a  job. 
The  key  point  is  that  one  has  mobility  and  the  other 
does  not.  You  can  do  the  plant  shipper  or  seller  a 
favor  by  reporting  the  existence  if  you  are  sure  that 
you  are  not  the  responsible  one.  Communication 
from  one  pot  to  another  can  be  done  in  less  than  a  24 
hour  period  if  they  are  placed  in  communal  trays. 
The  one  perplexing  thing  about  the  PSMB  is  that  1 
have  never  seen  a  plant  damaged  from  the  pest. 
They,  like  springtails  seem  to  be  obnoxious  by  their 
presence  only.  I  feel  that  if  the  colony  approaches 
huge  proportions,  over  a  period  of  a  year,  undis¬ 
turbed,  then  it  could  be  a  drain  on  the  plant.  This 
writer  brought  the  PSMB  problem  to  the  attention  of 
the  commercial  growers  at  the  Philadelphia  A  VS  A 
convention  many  years  ago.  Up  until  that  time  it  had 
not  even  been  identified  with  the  Saintpaulia  and 
Frank  Tinari,  chairman  of  the  research  project 
through  the  Boyce  Edens  Fund.  A  100%  chemical 
control  in  an  involved  plant  is  still  being  searched 
for.  The  mobility  of  the  insect  makes  control  on  a 
commercial  basis  difficult  with  chemicals  approved 
for  public  usage.  Many  powerful  insecticides  have 
been  removed  or  placed  on  the  restricted  list  by  the 
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EPA  due  to  their  danger  to  both  animal  and  plant 
life.  With  careful  cultural  methods,  this  insect  can  be 
erradicated  in  a  climate  as  we  have  in  Ohio  as  they 
will  not  winter  over. 

Thrips,  when  Noah  had  the  chance  to  step  on  one 
or  both  while  they  were  on  the  Ark,  I  never  will 
know  why  he  didn't  do  it.  At  times  they  can  be  one 
of  the  most  persistent  pests  conceivable.  They  will 
under  no  conditions  kill  a  plant  or  wipe  out  an  entire 
collection  as  we  have  been  told.  This  would  indicate 
that  the  curative  powers  of  the  pesticide  would  have 
to  be  the  culprit  if  not  something  else,  but  the  next 
plant  that  dies  from  thrip  will  be  the  first  one.  Thrip 
has  to  be  put  in  the  category  of  a  controllable  insect, 
with  no  possibility  of  complete  erradication  in 
temperate  climates.  Damage  is  usually  restricted  to 
the  buds  or  open  blossoms  only.  They  are  indeed 
visible  and  can  be  embarrassing.  Repeated  preven¬ 
tative  or  curative  treatment  with  a  wide  spectrum  in¬ 
secticide  is  a  must.  As  with  mite,  do  not  be  too  ready 
to  blame  the  supplier  for  them  as  you  most  generally 
will  have  an  ample  supply  of  your  own  outside  your 
door,  they  are  free  and  abundant  in  most  of  the  48 
states,  and  maybe  the  other  two  also.  Due  to  the 
complex  life  system  of  the  thrip  we  recommend  at 
least  four  applications  at  three  day  intervals  to  get 
them  completely.  These  things  have  wings  and  can 
jump,  float,  fly  or  hitchhike  to  their  next  free  meal.  A 
Shell  no  pest  strip  will  provide  partial  control  since 
the  active  ingredient  is  Vapona  which  we  find  100% 
effective.  Some  of  the  new  synthetic  pyrethroids  also 
show  much  promise  in  thrip  control. 

By  now,  you  may  have  surmised  that  I  am  a  little 
bit  defensive  on  taking  sides  for  the  commercial 
grower  and  shipper  who  is  trying  to  do  a  decent  job 
and  produce  a  healthy  clean  plant.  Unfortunately  all 
growers  do  not  fall  into  this  category.  First  of  ail,  it 
takes  money  to  produce  a  clean  crop.  Without  steam 
sterilization,  we  would  not  be  in  business.  Strict 
sanitary  measures  must  be  followed  to  avoid  massive 
buildup  of  insects,  mites,  and  eel  worms.  On  a  com¬ 
mercial  basis,  our  problems  and  possibilities  are 
magnified  thousands  of  times  compared  to  the 
hobbyist,  therefore  we  must  constantly  be  on  our 
guard  to  avoid  the  probability  of  widespread  in¬ 
volvement.  As  insects  mutate  in  their  attempt  to  sur¬ 
vive  the  action  of  man,  accepted  control  measures  no 
longer  work.  The  EPA  has  removed  many  of  the  ef¬ 
fective  tools  that  we  have  used  in  the  past  perhaps 
with  justification,  however,  justified  or  not,  we  have 
to  roll  with  the  punches  and  come  up  with  alternate 
chemicals  which  will  kill  specific  pests.  This  is  not 
always  easy,  the  switch  from  Parathion  vapor  to 
Vapona  vapor  took  about  two  years  of  careful 
testing.  Now,  Vapona  in  the  vapor  form  is  not 
available  and  another  replacement  is  needed,  and  so 


it  goes. 

The  main  reason  behind  this  article  is  to  remind  the 
commercial  grower,  retailer,  and  hobbyist,  that  we 
all  have  a  responsibility  to  one  another  to  maintain  a 
healthy  clean  environment  for  the  crop  that  we  are 
growing,  and  to  honestly  appraise  a  situation  and  not 
just  try  and  find  a  scapegoat  for  our  own  short¬ 
comings.  By  trying  to  learn  of  the  complexity  of  in¬ 
sect  life  without  having  a  Ph.D.  in  Entomology,  and 
to  employ  SAFE,  SENSIBLE,  preventive  and  control 
measures  we  can  look  forward  to  a  more  pleasurable 
hobby  for  the  violet  enthusiast.  There  are  simply  too 
many  one  man,  or  one  woman  judges  and  juries  con- 
deming  growers  for  "Sick  Stock".  Plants,  like  us  mor¬ 
tals,  can  succumb  to  injury  or  illness  if  exposed  to 
causitive  factors  often  enough.  The  NO  TREAT¬ 
MENT  method  is  just  about  as  foolish  as  the  double 
dose,  both  being  worthless. 

To  back  up  a  little  on  plant  diseases,  we  can  name 
drop  a  few  and  sound  very  impressive  —  Sclerotina, 
Botrytis,  Pythium,  Phytophthora,  Rhyzoctonia, 
Blights,  Mosaics,  and  finally  a  group  listed  as  rots 
caused  by  all  other  fungi.  I  still  contend  now,  as  I  did 
at  the  Ohio  State  Short  course  at  Columbus  that  any 
plant  tissue,  when  aggravated  by  poor  cultural  prac¬ 
tices,  or  adverse  environmental  conditions,  will 
result  in  injury  or  death  of  the  tissue  from  an  iden¬ 
tifiable  fungus  pathogen,  ranging  from  powdery 
mildew  to  any  of  the  previously  mentioned  diseases. 

For  all  practical  purposes  I  must  negate 
pathological  diseases  as  being  a  serious  threat  to  the 
Saintpualia.  True,  crown  rot,  a  general  misnomer  for 
a  condition  caused  by  mechanical  abuse  of  a  plant  by 
root  oxygen  exclusion,  phytotoxic  effects  of 
chemicals  not  tolerated  by  the  host  plant,  extremes  in 
temperature,  over  fertilization,  and  many  others  will 
result  in  tissue  deterioration  of  the  main  plant  trunk. 
In  other  words,  violets  are  pretty  tough  when  you 
compare  them  to  other  horticultural  specialties.  The 
finality  to  the  plant  is  the  result  usually  of  pro¬ 
gressive  dieback  from  the  feeder  roots  first,  and  pro¬ 
gression  to  the  main  trunk  tissue.  The  end  result 
being  the  customary  dead  plant  that  may  be  picked 
off  the  soil  at  crown  level.  I  would  not  hesitate  to 
speculate  that  this  is  caused  more  by  over  watering 
than  any  other  single  factor.  Frequent  visual  inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  soil  ball  of  a  young  plant  will  allow  for 
inspection  of  good  root  feeders,  and  as  a  useful  side 
effect  the  presence  or  absence  of  other  animal 
predators. 

"Horticultural  Hypochondria"  can  be  a  dangerous 
thing,  especially  if  you  are  a  plant.  Many 
hypothetical  problems  are  not  the  sophisticated 
maladies  that  the  self  proclaimed  experts  would 
diagnose,  but  are  simple  situations  that  have  relative¬ 
ly  simple  solutions  if  only  given  a  chance  to  work. 
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Generalization  of  controls  in  the  field  of  Ornamental 
Horticulture  can  be  dangerous  in  that  what  might  be 
effective  and  safe  for  one  plant  can  be  murder  to 
another,  this  is  a  highly  specific  field.  Your  best 
source  of  information  is  the  specialist  in  any  one  field 
such  as  mums,  orchids,  roses,  and  last  but  not  least, 
violets.  Can  you  receive  logical  answers  to  your 
questions  from  your  retailer  or  source,  or  are  the 
plants  just  dropped  in  a  sack  with  no  more  than  a 
thank  you,  if  even  that.  We  at  Granger  feel  that  we 
are  dealing  in  two  commodities,  a  product  and  the 
service  necessary  to  make  this  product  a  pleasure  to 
the  purchaser.  It  is  with  this  point  in  mind  that  this 
article  was  written,  it  in  essence  is  what  goes  on  over 
our  phone  when  a  grower  has  a  problem,  we  are 
more  than  willing  to  assist  when  time  allows. 

One  final  word.  —  Two  possibilities  of  toxicities 
exist.  One  being  the  phytotoxicity  to  the  plant,  the 
other  of  greater  importance,  to  man,  or  the  Mam¬ 
malian  toxicity.  Many  hobbyists  have  been  seriously 
affected  by  the  improper  use  of  a  restricted  pesticide, 
a  few  that  I  know,  quite  critically,  one  even  being 
fatally.  If  you  are  not  going  to  use  agricultural 
chemicals  sensibly,  give  up  the  hobby.  The  in¬ 
discriminate  use  of  chemicals  by  a  thoughtless 
minority  has  resulted  in  a  vigorous  condemnation  by 
a  well  intended  few.  Read  all  instructions  carefully 
and  consult  reliable  sources  for  your  information 
before  it  is  too  late. 

Many  years  ago,  we,  as  purchasers,  were  told  by  a 
large  midwest  commercial  grower  that  there  was  no 
charge  for  the  pests  received  on  an  order  of  plants 
from  his  operation.  In  fact,  he  said,  expect  them  and 
you  will  not  be  disappointed  if  they  are  not  there.  To 
me,  this  is  a  ridiculous  attitude  to  have  toward  a 
serious  problem,  and  certainly  no  solution.  This  at¬ 
titude  cannot  be  condoned.  However,  when  in¬ 
dividuals  who  have  expertise  in  other  fields  of 
endeavor  see  fit  to  condemn  a  commercial  grower  for 
so  called  Sick  Stock,  this  cannot  be  condoned  either. 
It  is  strange  how  fast  bad  news  travels  as  compared 
with  good  news,  for  example  .  .  .  "Have  you  heard 
about  the  problem  that  Idiotic  Gardens  is  having?  I 
really  don't  want  to  spread  gossip  but  I  have  a  third 
cousin  who  had  first  aid  training  in  grade  school  and 
he  identified  my  problem  as  a  Beta  neuro  micro 
bacterial  contamination,  compounded  by  a  cer- 
cospurum  side  effect,  this  associated  with  a 
cladosporium  coagent,  accelerated  by  TMV". 
Sounds  very  impressive  doesn't  it? 

To  sum  up,  most  problems  are  of  a  simple,  un¬ 
complicated  nature.  Why  not  deal  with  them  that 
way?

I  have  found  a  handy  way  to  root  my  African 
violet  leaves  in  water. 

After  saving  the  green  plastic  containers  in 
which  I  purchase  berries  and  cherries,  I  cut  the  top 
off  down  to  the  cross  line,  as  in  Photo  1.

Then  I  invert  it  in  any  square  plastic  food 
container,  deep  enough  to  hold  water.

Then  I  place  my  leaves  in  the  top  of  the  inverted 
basket  so  that  the  stems  are  covered  with  water. 


And  when  the  roots  form  I  have  no  difficulty  in 
extracting  them  from  the  berry  basket  and 
planting  them  in  my  potting  mix  in  small  pots.

As  glorious  spring  weaves  its  magic  spell. 

We  relate  to  its  mood  and  spirit  as  well. 

Rejoice  with  Mother  Nature  after  winter's  wrath. 

And  acknowledge  she  can  still  do  excellent  math. 


Springtime  to  me  signals  a  new  beginning.  A  fresh 
opportunity,  a  new  season  for  self-renewal,  another 
chance  in  striving  to  accomplish  the  unfinished  grow¬ 
ing  dreams  of  a  previous  year. 

The  summer  of  1980  was  indeed  a  treacherous  one 
with  extreme  high  temperatures  that  continued  over 
most  of  the  summer  accompanied  by  high  humidity 
making  difficult  and  uncontrollable  growing  situa¬ 
tions  for  many  growers  of  our  favorite  plant.  If  you 
came  through  the  summer  of  1980  with  a  large 
percentage  of  your  plants  intact,  consider  yourself  a 
good  grower  and  extremely  fortunate.  My  phone 
was  a  real  hot  line  for  so  many  who  called  in  despera¬ 
tion  for  advise  to  save  their  plants  and  young  stock. 
As  one  little  lady  remarked  with  panic  in  her  voice, 
please  help  I'm  having  a  melt  down  of  violet  leaves 
right  before  my  eyes! 

One  must  be  prepared  to  cope  with  extreme  situa¬ 
tions  of  this  kind.  Begin  with  your  soil.  First  find  out 
the  pH  of  the  soil  you  are  using,  examine  plants 
carefully  to  determine  what  is  lacking  to  produce  the 
lush  growth  everyone  strives  for. 

If  your  leaves  appear  very  yellow  in  color  it  can  be 
an  indication  that  soil  lacks  nitrogen,  chlorophyll  or 
iron  or  plants  could  be  victims  of  extreme,  intense 
light  to  cause  this  problem.  On  the  other  hand  very 
dull,  dark  foliage  may  indicate  there  is  a  phospherous 
imbalance  with  a  disasterous  result  of  poor  shallow 
root  growth  that  retards  flowering.  Plants  that  turn 
yellow  on  the  leaf  edges  can  be  a  telltale  sign  of 
potash  deficiency. 

We  all  depend  on  the  excellent  plant  foods  that  are 
on  the  market  to  supply  the  basic  compounds  and 
trace  elements  which  are  mandatory  in  helping  to 
keep  plants  in  a  good  growing  condition. 

Fluctuating  spring  temperatures  seem  to  encourage 
two  very  common  African  violet  problems;  powdery 
mildew  makes  an  unwelcome  appearance  at  this  time 
of  year.  To  have  a  group  of  plants  being  prepared  for 
show  and  suddenly  discover  this  dreadful  fungial 
disease  can  cause  great  panic  and  irreparable  damage 
to  your  plants.  Mildew  usually  appears  as  a  film  of 
dusting  powder  on  the  backs  of  flower  petals,  on 
buds,  along  the  flower  stalks  and  petioles  and  even 
on  the  foliage.  Mildew  is  always  more  prevalent  on 


plants  that  are  crowded  together  where  proper  air 
circulation  is  lacking.  Tiny  spores  from  this  fungus 
can  travel  in  the  air  currents  aided  by  high  humidity 
and  improper  air  circulation  and  can  infest  plants  in  a 
particular  area  in  a  short  time.  Should  this  occur  it  is 
best  to  isolate  the  plants  which  show  infestation  and 
begin  treatment  to  eradicate  this  problem.  Benolate 
can  be  used  by  diluting  Vz  tsp.  to  a  quart  of  water 
and  spraying  plants  affected.  Karathane  or  Mildex 
can  also  be  used  if  you  prefer  at  the  dilution  of  V4 
tsp.  to  a  quart  of  water.  Spray  these  materials  at  7 
day  intervals,  if  severe  repeat  several  applications, 
then  as  needed.  Try  to  correct  growing  conditions  by 
creating  a  bouyant  atmosphere,  plants  should  be 
placed  where  good  ventilation  is  present  throughout 
your  growing  area. 

Thrips  are  another  pest  that  attack  African  violets 
and  multiply  rapidly  during  the  spring  season.  These 
tiny  insects  can  be  detected  with  a  magnifying  glass 
usually  on  the  blossom  centers.  Insects  attack  the 
pollen  sacs  and  pollen  spills  can  be  seen  especially  on 
the  dark  colored  blossoms.  Streaked  white  coloring 
in  the  blossom  causing  blossoms  to  drop  prematurely 
can  also  be  a  telltale  sign  of  thrip  problems.  Upon 
close  examination  they  appear  like  tiny  aphids  as 
small  as  an  eighth  of  an  inch  but  move  very  rapidly, 
appearing  wingless  but  when  magnified  one  can 
notice  long  fringe  hair  that  makes  them  difficult  to 
identify.  They  possess  piercing  sucking  mouth  parts 
that  suck  sap  from  flower  or  foliage  and  multiply 
very  rapidly,  especially  in  dry  hot  weather. 

When  thrips  are  found  on  blossoms  it  is  wise  to 
remove  the  blossom  and  flower  stems  and  destroy 
them  before  starting  a  spraying  treatment  on  your 
plants.  Treatment  can  be  done  with  50%  Malathion 
or  Orthene  using  the  proportion  of  Va  tsp.  to  a  quart 
of  water  and  spray  thoroughly  repeating  treatment 
every  7  to  10  days,  then  regularly  every  few  weeks  to 
help  eradicate  this  pest. 

Face  the  season  with  determination  to  understand 
your  growing  problems  and  in  doing  so  engage  in  a 
good  preventative  program,  be  alert  to  problems  and 
conditions  that  will  give  your  plants  a  better  chance 
to  grow  into  healthy  mature  plants  and  strive  to 
grow  better  African  violets.

It  is  difficult  to  imagine,  that  just  last  summer 
my  African  violets  were  at  the  mercy  of  a  Gulf 
Coast  summer  without  air  conditioning.

It  was  just  one  small  way  my  violets  and  I 
could  thank  her  for  her  efforts.  I  can  not  think  of  a 
nicer  thank  you  than  the  big  wins  my  plants 
earned  for  both  of  us. 
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Helpful  Hints  and  Gadgets  for 
Growing  Healthy  African  Violets

On  the  “scavenger”  subject,  we  AV  growers  sure 
do  find  inventive  devices  to  help  us.  Here  are  some 
that  I  have  found  to  be  helpful. 

I  wick  water  my  plants  with  constant  feed.  I  used 
to  use  large  plastic  trays,  with  hardware  cloth  on  the 
top,  for  my  reservoirs.  But  on  my  Flora-Cart,  I  found 
it  difficult  stooping,  bending  and  reaching  to  take  a 
plant  out  for  special  care,  such  as  repotting,  groom¬ 
ing,  etc.  Then  it  was  even  worse  getting  the  wick 
back  through  the  hardware  cloth  holes,  when  I  put 
the  plant  back. 

I  now  use  individual  margarine  tubs.  They're  so 
easy  to  move  around  -  take  off  the  Flora-Cart  and 
put  back  -  plant  and  all.  The  tubs  I  use  come  from 
Mrs.  Filbert's  corn  oil  margarine  called  "Com  Oil 
Spread  25"  (meaning  25%  less  fat).  This  is  not  a 
"plug"  for  Mrs.  Filbert's  margarine.  My  family  just 
prefers  it  over  other  brands.  I  especially  prefer  it  now 
because  of  the  tubs.  They  are  green,  pretty,  and  are 
very  sturdy.  They  measure  5  inches  in  diameter  and 
about  two  and  one  half  inches  deep  (holds  16  ozs.).  I 
cut  a  square  hole  in  the  center  of  the  lid  for  the  wick 
to  go  through.  A  single  edge  razor  blade  does  this 
fine.  Then  I  cut  another  hole  on  the  side  -  for  refill¬ 
ing.  Also  helps  supply  humidity,  from  the  water 
evaporating  into  the  air  around  the  plant.  You  can 
peek  thm  this  second  hole  to  see  when  the  tub  has 
become  empty.  I  always  empty  and  wash  the  tubs 
out  good  once  a  month  -  at  the  same  time  I  do  my 
plain  water  flushing.  When  I  put  in  my  constant  feed 
fertilizer  (l/4th  the  recommended  strength),  I  also 
put  in  a  tiny  piece  of  an  anti-algae  tablet,  obtained 
where  acquarium  supplies  are  sold.  Although  I  don't 
think  algae  develops  in  these  small  green  tubs,  in  my 
opinion  -  if  it  wards  off  algae  -  it  just  might  ward  off 
other  "ailments"  (?).  I  also  put  a  little  charcoal  in  my 
reservoir  water,  as  well  as  in  my  soil,  to  keep  it  fresh 
and  clean. 

If  you  ever  get  tall  medicine  bottles,  save  em 
-when  they're  empty,  of  course.  It's  a  perfect  thing  to 
use  when  "de-necking".  That's  a  new  word  for  it!  In 
case  you  aren't  familiar  with  this  terminology,  it  is 
when  those  tall  "swan's  necks"  on  your  plants  get  so 
tall  that  you  have  to  cut  off  the  bottom  part,  together 
with  all  of  the  roots  and  re-root  the  bare  neck  in 
rooting  medium.  New  roots  will  develop  before  too 
long.  After  the  neck  cutting  (and  scraping  it  down  to 


the  green  part)  operation,  you  can  dip  it  in  a  rooting 
hormone  -  if  you  wish  -  or  dust  the  bottom  of  the 
neck  with  sulphur  or  fermate.  Then  let  it  dry  out  for 
an  hour,  more  or  less.  Okay,  you  let  it  "rest"  -  but 
where?  I  don't  like  to  just  lay  it  down  -  on  it's  side 
-somewhere.  Some  of  the  top  remaining  leaves  might 
get  broken.  This  is  where  the  medicine  bottle  comes 
in.  Just  put  it  in  the  medicine  bottle  (I  emphasize  a 
tall  one  so  it  won't  topple  over),  with  the  leaves 
resting  on  the  top  and  the  neck  down  in  the  bottle. 
Then  you  can  leave  it  and  get  your  pot  and  supplies 
ready  to  repot  it. 

Another  so-called  "scavenger"  -  well,  it's  not  ex¬ 
actly  -  unless  you  use  hair  coloring,  but  I  discovered 
empty  containers  that  you  can  buy  (to  mix  the  hair 
coloring)  in  the  drug  stores  where  the  hair  coloring 
supplies  are  sold.  They  are  from  the  Clairol  Com¬ 
pany  -  called  "Tint  &  Toner  Applicator",  and  cost 
less  than  50  cents  (5  oz.  size).  Their  tops  are  pointed 
-with  a  hole  in  the  top  -  sort  of  like  a  ketchup 
dispenser,  except  the  top  is  very  pointed  and  skinny 
and  an  inch  and  a  half  long.  If  you  water  the  plant 
from  the  top,  and  I  do  flush  out  the  fertilizer  salts 
with  plain  water  once  a  month,  I  find  this  gadget  so 
very  handy.  You  squeeze  the  bottle  and  the  water 
comes  out  in  a  very  fine  stream.  You  can  hit  all  of  the 
soil  without  getting  a  drop  on  the  leaves.  Use 
lukewarm  water,  of  course. 

Here's  another  idea  I'd  like  to  pass  along.  I've  read 
suggestions  on  using  Shell  Pest  Strip  in  the  "plant 
room",  giving  protection  against  all  kinds  of  critters 
that  like  African  violets  for  their  diet.  I've  discovered 
"Raid  Solid"  is  very  good!  I  just  take  off  the  cover 
and  sit  it  on  my  plant  stand.  It  even  looks  quite  at¬ 
tractive,  at  that.  It  is  like  those  solid  room 
deodorizers.  You  don't  ever  have  to  touch  the  "stuff" 
-  inside  the  holder,  so  no  chance  of  getting  it  on  your 
hands.  It  gives  off  an  odorless  vapor  for  about  4 
months  before  needing  another  replacement. 

Hope  these  ideas  will  help  others,  as  they  have  for 
me.

Those  of  you  who  have  written  to 
me  have  received  answers  to  your  problems  which 
have  been  sincere  and  as  knowledgeable  as  the  ex¬ 
perience  and  the  education  of  the  Hawley's  could 
give  them.  I  think  of  this  time  as  an  association  of 
good  friends  learning  and  communicating  together 
and  I  consider  it  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  worth¬ 
while  times  of  my  life.  It  will  be  a  memory  to  cherish 
for  many  years  to  come. 

My  most  earnest  wish  is  that  the  rewards  of  our 
relationship  have  been  as  profitable  and  pleasurable 
to  you  as  they  have  been  for  me. 

Circumstances  have  changed  in  my  life,  as  I  am 
sure  that  they  have  in  yours,  and  because  of  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  it  has  become  inadvisable  for  Mr. 
Hawley  and  I  to  continue  to  transport  the  heavy  let¬ 
ter  files,  typewriter,  reference  books  and  magazines, 
that  are  needed  for  this  task,  back  and  forth  between 
Columbus  and  Southport,  Maine  every  six  months. 
So,  beginning  with  this  issue,  March,  1980,  all  ques¬ 
tions  should  be  sent  to  our  newly  appointed  Ques¬ 
tion  Box  Editor:  Mrs.  John  (Nancy)  Hayes  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  CT.  Nancy  is  a  good  friend  of  mine  and  I  know 
her  to  be  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  Question  Box 
tradition  that  was  so  ably  established  by  our  beloved 
Anne  Tinari.  This  was  the  standard  that  I  set  for 
myself  and  Nancy  will  do  the  same. 

However,  because  of  the  deadline  dates  of  the 
magazine  this  will  not  be  my  last  column.  The  final 
chapter  will  appear  in  the  June  issue  and  I  look  for¬ 
ward  to  visiting  with  you  just  once  more. 

Now  —  on  to  the  questions! 

Question  —  I  am  puzzled  by  a  sentence  you  wrote 
on  page  13  in  the  September,  1980  issue  regarding  the 
treatment  of  mites  with  hot  water.  You  wrote 
"Secure  the  root  and  soil  around  the  top  of  the  plant 
with  Saran  Wrap  so  that  the  soil  will  not  escape  from 
the  pot.  Then  dip  each  plant  completely  into  a  bath 
of  hot  water  etc."  Does  this  mean  that  I  will  have  to 
take  the  plant  out  of  the  pot?  If  I  dip  the  plant  into 
the  water,  sans  pot,  do  I  put  the  entire  plant  in  or  do  I 
dip  one  end  in  —  and  which  one? 


Answer  —  In  re-reading  my  column  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  about  the  hot  water  treatment  I  can  understand 
just  why  you  could  become  confused.  The  purpose 
of  the  plastic  wrap  is  to  hold  the  soil  in  the  pot  when 
you  turn  the  plant  up-side-down  to  emerse  it  into  the 
hot  water  bath.  You  do  not  emerse  the  pot  or  the 
soil;  it  is  just  the  plant,  especially  the  center,  which 
you  are  trying  to  treat.  The  plant  remains  in  the  pot 
so  the  roots  are  not  disturbed.  You  wrap  the  plastic 
wrap  around  the  stem  under  the  leaves  and  over  the 
side  of  the  pot.  This  should  hold  the  soil  during  the 
very  brief  time  that  a  plant  is  dipped. 

Question  —  My  son  is  going  to  build  shelves  for 
my  African  violets  and  I  will  have  two  40  watt 
fluorescent  tubes  for  each  shelf.  How  much  space 
should  there  be  from  the  top  of  one  shelf  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  where  the  violets  will  set?  In  other  words,  how 
much  space  between  shelves?  I  have  heard  so  many 
conflicting  opinions  about  distance  of  light  from  the 
top  of  the  plant  that  I  would  like  a  "veteran's"  opin¬ 
ion.  I  should  say,  an  "expert's"  opinion. 

Answer  —  I  think  that  the  term  "veteran"  is  the 
correct  term.  I  have  certainly  been  in  this  violet 
business  for  a  good  many  years.  The  top  shelf  of  my 
violet  room  benches  is  28"  above  the  lower  shelf.  The 
fluorescent  fixtures  that  hang  under  the  upper  shelves 
have  adjustable  chains  so  that  they  can  be  raised  or 
lowered  when  I  find  my  plants  are  getting  either  too 
much  or  too  little  light.  The  fixtures  over  the  upper 
shelves  are  suspended  from  the  ceiling  in  the  room 
and  provide  for  the  same  kind  of  adjustment.  I  think 
that  this  is  wise.  To  begin  with  you  should  adjust 
your  fixtures  so  that  there  is  at  least  10  inchs  of  space 
between  the  top  of  the  plants  and  the  tubes.  You  may 
find  that  you  will  need  to  raise  them  if  your  plants 
show  signs  of  too  much  light  such  as  faded  color  in 
the  foliage  and  short  petioles  that  cause  bunching  in 
the  center.  At  present  most  of  mine  are  about  12 
inches  above  the  plants  and  I  have  them  on  about  12 
hours  per  day.  This,  too,  can  be  adjusted  to  suit  the 
needs  of  your  plants. 

Make  very  sure  that  the  upper  shelves  are  placed  at 
an  easy  workable  height  for  you.  Mine  stand  about 
30"  from  the  floor  but  I  am  a  very  short  person  and 
those  shelves  are  built  for  me.  If  they  can  be  placed 
so  that  you  can  work  from  both  sides  of  the  shelves  it 
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will  be  more  convenient.  I  do  not  recommend  three 
tiered  shelves  unless  you  are  going  to  grow  a  large 
number  of  violets  and  there  is  a  limited  amount  of 
space.  It  is  hard  to  work  over  a  bench  that  is  above 
one's  head.  That  requires  the  use  of  a  step  ladder  and 
there  is  danger  of  a  fall. 

Question  —  I  read  an  article  that  said  that  the 
fluorescent  gro-lites  were  not  any  good  for  growing 
violets  after  seven  months.  Could  you  tell  me  if  this 
true?  I  have  four  carts  with  24  lights  and  it  will  soon 
be  seven  months  since  I  purchased  them. 

Answer  —  It  is  true  that  after  a  year's  time  any 
fluorescent  tube  will  lose  about  half  of  its  effec¬ 
tiveness.  This  not  only  applies  to  the  gro-lites  but 
also  the  cool  white  or  warm  white  tubes.  They  will 
still  give  you  good  service,  however,  but  they  will 
have  to  burn  longer  each  day  and  be  placed  closer  to 
the  plants.  This  makes  them  less  efficient  because  the 
area  they  cover  has  been  reduced  and  the  amount  of 
energy  used  will  be  more. 

Question  —  I  have  been  growing  violets  only  a 
short  time  and  have  two  huge  plants;  one  of  them  has 
a  white  violet  and  a  pink  violet  in  the  pot  and  the 
other  one  has  a  white  violet  and  a  purple  one  in  it. 
They  are  beautiful!  But  —  I  know  nothing  about 
those  things  mentioned  in  your  column  in  the 
September  issue.  My  biggest  problem  (aside  from 
understanding  what  a  sucker  is)  is  too  many  leaves 
which  want  to  grow  "every-which-way" . 

Answer  —  From  your  letter  I  assume  that  you 
have  more  than  one  kind  of  violet  planted  in  each 
pot.  This  is  not  common  practice  for  most  violet 
hobbyists.  We  prefer  to  grow  them  one  to  a  pot  and 
let  them  become  very  flat  and  symmetrical.  The  light 
penetrates  much  easier  into  the  center  of  the  plant 
and  this  promotes  more  bloom.  One  leaf  cutting  will 
usually  produce  more  than  one  plant  and  these  are 
separated  when  they  are  very  small  and  planted  into 
small  pots  (one  in  a  pot).  Violets  are  pretty  grown  as 
you  are  doing  but  for  violet  shows  they  must  have 
only  one  single  plant  in  a  pot.  Suckers  are  those  little 
plants  that  start  to  grow  along  the  main  stem  at  the 
axil  of  the  leaf.  If  they  are  allowed  to  develop  they 
will  become  so  large  that  the  symmetry  of  the  plant  is 
lost.  There  will  also  be  too  many  leaves  forming  and 
this  will  cut  down  on  the  amount  of  light  that  reaches 
the  crown.  Some  of  these  excess  leaves  can  be  cut 
away  to  permit  more  light  into  the  center.  It  will  not 
harm  the  growth  of  the  plant. 

I  know  that  for  the  beginner  some  of  the  terms 
used  seem  foreign  to  them.  Those  of  us  who  are 
"veterans"  sometimes  forget  that  they  can  be  con¬ 
fusing  to  the  neophyte.  So  —  for  you  people  who  are 
beginning  to  grow  violets  seriously  I  offer  these  ex¬ 
planations  for  a  few  of  the  terms  which  were  used  in 
the  above  mentioned  column. 


DOLOMITE  LIME  —  This  is  a  high  grade  of  ground 
limestone  that  contains  a  higher  amount  of  magne¬ 
sium  in  it,  one  of  the  necessary  minor  elements 
needed  for  good  violet  growth. 
pH  —  This  is  the  symbol  used  for  determining  acidity 
and  alkalinity.  On  its  scale  of  0  to  14,  7.0  is  the 
neutral  point.  Any  figure  above  this  is  alkaline  and 
any  below  it  is  acid.  Violets  prefer  a  slightly  acid 
soil  condition  (6.4  to  6.9).  Good  plant  growth  is 
adversely  effected  by  soil  that  is  either  too  acid  or 
too  alkaline. 

LEACH  —  This  is  the  process  of  flushing  away  excess 
fertilizer  salts  from  the  soil.  Clear  water  should  be 
poured  over  the  top  of  the  soil  until  there  is  a  full 
run-off  from  the  bottom  of  the  pot.  Repeating  this 
procedure  two  or  three  times  at  one  hour  intervals 
is  usually  recommended.  This  drained  off  water 
contains  toxic  amounts  of  salts  and  should  be  dis¬ 
carded  AT  ONCE.  A  plant  should  NEVER  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  stand  in  this  water. 

MILDEW  —  This  is  a  parasitic  organism  that  appears 
as  white  or  grayish  powder  which  will  coat  the  fol¬ 
iage  and  flowers  causing  cell  damage.  It  grows  in 
conditions  of  high  humidity  and  poor  air  circula¬ 
tion. 

PETIOLE  -  The  AVSA  Handbook  for  Judges  and 
Exhibitors  defines  a  petiole  as,  "the  part  of  the 
plant  between  the  leaf  and  stalk,  usually  called  the 
stem." 

MITES  —  These  are  small  microscopic  insects  that 
resemble  spiders.  They  cannot  be  seen  with  the 
naked  eye.  They  cause  damage  to  the  small  tender 
leaves  at  the  center  of  the  plant  giving  them  a  dis¬ 
torted  and  stunted  appearance. 

SOILLESS  MIX  —  This  is  a  violet  soil  formula  that 
contains  no  soil  such  as  clay  or  loam.  Its  principal 
ingredients  are  spaghnum  peat,  vermiculite  and 
perlite.  It  is  easy  to  prepare  and  because  of  its  light 
and  humous  consistency  is  an  ideal  growing  me¬ 
dium  in  which  to  grow  violets.  These  ingredients 
are  available  at  most  garden  centers  and  at  some 
supermarkets. 

Question  —  My  violet  problem  is:  The  plant  rots 
off  at  the  soil  level  and  sometimes  you  can  see  a  very 
small  threadlike  worm  in  the  decayed  part  or  else  in 
the  soil;  the  worm  is  not  very  long  and  it  is  clear  in 
color.  I  sterilize  my  soil  at  250  degrees  until  the  center 
of  the  soil  mass  reaches  180  then  I  hold  this 
temperature  at  the  180  degree  level  for  45  minutes.  Is 
this  the  right  way?  My  soil  is  moist  when  I  put  it  into 
the  oven.  My  soil  formula: 

3  parts  peat  moss 
2  parts  Baccto 

1  part  ground  plastic  (like  in  egg  cartons) 

Vi  part  charcoal 

I  fertilize  with  Va  strength  at  every  watering  using 
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Peter  s  violet  fertilizer.  I  am  losing  many  very  nice 
plants;  they  will  die  over  night.  The  roots  are  almost 
a  red  brown.  Also  —  what  is  the  difference  between 
the  looks  of  the  center  of  a  plant  with  mites  and  the 
one  with  fertilizer  burn? 

Answer  —  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  tiny  worms  of 
which  you  write  are  only  a  secondary  problem;  there 
is  a  soil  organism  that  is  working  on  the  roots  of  your 
plant,  the  worms  would  not  destroy  the  plant  so 
quickly.  In  some  way  the  soil  has  become  re¬ 
contaminated  causing  the  stem  to  rot  at  the  soil  level. 
What  this  organism  is  I  would  have  no  way  of 
knowing,  only  a  plant  pathologist  can  tell  you  that. 
My  only  recommendation  that  would  be  of  any 
value  is  to  try  a  wide  spectrum  fungicide  as  a  drench 
on  the  plants  that  are  not  showing  signs  of  expiring. 
It  is  too  late  for  those  already  effected.  If  plants  that 
you  purchased  were,  by  any  chance,  already  con¬ 
taminated  then  even  though  they  are  transplanted 
into  sterilized  soil  it,  too,  will  soon  become  con¬ 
taminated.  Such  organisms  are  very  infectious  and 
can  be  transported  from  one  plant  to  another  on 
one's  hands.  Also,  all  trays  and  saucers  etc.  on  which 
they  are  setting  will  be  contaminated.  They  should 
be  scrubbed  with  a  10%  solution  of  liquid  chlorine 
bleach.  All  pots  should  be  soaked  in  this  solution  for 
at  least  two  or  three  hours;  over  night  would  be  bet¬ 
ter.  I  would  like  to  add  that  your  soil  may  not  be 
porous  enough  for  proper  aeration.  A  heavy  soil 
will,  at  times,  become  too  wet  and  soggy  from  too 
frequent  waterings.  When  this  happens  an  ideal  con¬ 
dition  is  created  for  disease  organisms  to  grow.  As  a 
suggestion,  try  adding  one  more  part  of  perlite  to 
your  soil  mix.  I  know  what  this  ground  plastic  is  and 
I  prefer  the  perlite  especially  if  you  are  cooking  your 
soil.  The  heat  just  might  change  the  consistency  of  it. 
I  believe  that  you  are  cooking  your  soil  too  long;  30 
minutes  should  be  sufficient.  That  should  kill  any 
organism  or  soil  insect  that  might  be  present. 

The  results  of  over  fertilizing  or  of  mite  damage 
will  show  similar  symptoms  at  the  center  of  the 
plant.  But  mite  damage  will  appear  quite  hairy.  On 
careful  observations,  if  it  is  salts,  you  will  see  tiny 
granular  deposits  on  the  hairs  of  the  center  leaves. 

Question  —  I  am  having  a  problem  with  my 
violets;  the  bottom  leaves  turn  brown  and  rot  off;  am 
I  watering  too  much?  I  use  commercially  prepared 
soil  which  I  found  to  be  too  heavy  and  so  I  have 
added  more  perlite  to  it.  I  re-potted  most  of  my 
plants  but  I  am  still  losing  those  bottom  leaves  and  I 
am  stuck  with  those  long  necks.  The  standards  are 
the  ones  mostly  effected;  the  miniatures  do  not  seem 
to  have  that  problem.  My  violets  are  grown  under 
light  with  pebbles  and  water  on  the  trays;  they  are 
covered  with  a  plastic  tent. 

Answer  —  The  only  thing  that  I  can  see  that  you 


are  doing  wrong  is  enclosing  your  violets  inside  that 
tent.  The  rest  of  your  culture  is  good.  Violets  require 
a  certain  amount  of  humidity  but  they  also  need 
good  air  circulation.  Carbon  dioxide  is  essential  to 
good  plant  growth  and  it  is  being  restricted  by  the 
use  of  this  cover.  It  takes  only  a  short  time  for  the 
plants  to  use  up  the  existing  carbon  dioxide  inside 
this  tent.  This  limits  the  growth  of  your  plants  and 
because  they  are  not  in  an  active  stage  of  growth  they 
cannot  sustain  the  outer,  older  leaves  of  your  plants 
in  a  good  growing  condition  and  they  expire.  I  sug¬ 
gest  that  you  remove  the  tent  and  give  your  violets 
better  air  circulation.  I  do  not  think  a  fan  is 
necessary;  just  let  them  grow  normally  in  the  en¬ 
vironment  that  is  surrounding  them.  Your  miniatures 
are  smaller  plants  and  they  grow  much  slower  so  this 
limited  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  may  not  be  ef¬ 
fecting  them  to  the  same  degree  as  it  does  the  larger 
faster  growing  plants.  In  my  opinion,  good  air  cir¬ 
culation  is  more  important  than  extreme  amounts  of 
humidity. 

Question  —  Recently,  I  put  all  of  my  violets  on 
wicks  thinking  that  they  should  do  better.  Now  I 
wonder!  Can  they  stay  too  wet  when  they  are 
wicked?  Mine  seem  to  be  very  wet.  Is  there  a  rule  of 
thumb  for  the  size  of  the  wick  to  use  according  to  the 
size  of  the  pot?  I  do  hope  that  you  will  answer  in  the 
magazine  and  give  any  and  all  information  on  wick- 
ing. 

Answer  —  That  is  a  "tall  order"  for  any  one  who 
does  not  grow  her  plants  on  wicks.  I  am  a  good 
grower  but  also  an  "old  fashioned"  one;  I  water  my 
plants  from  the  top  of  the  soil  when  they  need  it. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  keeps  me  more  attentive  to  my 
violets  and  consequently  I  can  detect  any  change  or 
deviations  in  growth  patterns  before  it  becomes  too 
late.  I  answer  many  letters  during  a  years  time  and  I 
will  not  be  over-stating  the  fact  if  I  tell  you  that  over 
half  of  the  problems  that  are  in  the  letters  are  for 
violets  that  are  being  wick  watered  and  fed.  It  is  not 
the  panacea  that  some  people  think. 

However,  there  are  some  people  who  do  grow 
them  with  great  success  by  this  method  and  one  of 
them  is  Mrs.  Albert  Blouw  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan.  You  will  find  her  excellent  article  in  the 
November  1978  issue  of  the  African  Violet  Magazine 
Vol.  31,  No.  5,  page  47.  If  you  do  not  have  this  issue, 
it  can  be  purchased  from  A  VS  A  Office,

In  this  article  the  writer  says  she  waters  her  plants 
from  the  top  with  clear  water  once  a  month.  I  would 
like  to  add  that  the  plants  should  not  come  into  con¬ 
tact  with  this  water.  The  wick  should  be  lifted  out  of

the  containers  and  when  the  plants  have  finished 
draining  this  water  should  be  thrown  out  and  fresh 
new  fertilizer  solutions  added  before  the  wicks  are 
returned  to  them. 

Question  —  I  grow  my  violets  on  pebble  trays 
with  the  top  of  the  plants  10" -11"  below  two  40-watt 
tubes,  one  warm  —  one  cool  for  ten  hours  a  day.  I 
water  with  distilled  water  with  Va  strength  Peters 
12-36-14  fertilizer.  Some  are  on  wicks,  some  I  water 
from  the  top.  They  are  in  the  bedroom,  so  I  don't 
think  that  they  are  subject  to  gas  fumes.  In  spite  of 
this  almost  textbook  treatment  I  continue  to  have 
one  problem  with  them.  No  matter  what  the  season 
the  outer  leaves  start  to  turn  a  reddish  brown  around 
the  edges;  this  progresses  to  the  center;  sometimes  it 
starts  as  brown  spots.  There  is  some  puckering  on  the 
under  side  of  the  leaf.  The  brown  part,  again  on  the 
underside  appears  almost  oily.  Only  after  the  whole 
leaf  turns  brown  does  it  dry  out.  The  damage  to  a 
leaf  is  never  partial  and  for  this  reason  I  usually  pull 
off  the  leaf  as  soon  as  I  see  the  browning  start.  The 
plants  put  out  new  growth  regularly  and  the  centers 
seem  normal,  so  far.  They  have  a  few  flowers  of 
good  size.  This  has  effected  all  my  plants.  I  cannot 
detect  any  insects  and  I  do  spray  with  a  garden  spray 
every  six  weeks  which  does  not  help.  I  have  tried  to 
do  everything  right  and  all  I  end  up  with  is  plants 
that  look  like  scrawny  chickens  with  long  necks! 

Answer  —  Except  for  the  use  of  distilled  water  I 
cannot  see  anything  wrong  with  your  violet  culture. 
Distilled  water  does  not  contain  any  of  the  minerals 
which  are  usually  found  in  regular  drinking  water. 
Some  of  the  minerals  are  trace  elements  which  are 
needed  for  good  plant  growth.  If  they  are  not  added 
to  your  soil  or  are  not  in  the  fertilizer  which  you  are 
using,  then  you  may  have  a  deficiency.  This  could  be 
a  contributing  factor  to  the  poor  growth  of  your 
plants.  However,  the  real  problem  does  not  fit  into 
any  of  the  usual  categories. 

Although  I  am  not  familiar  with  foliar  nematodes 
and  their  effect  on  African  violets,  the  symptoms 
sound  very  similar  to  what  I  have  read  about  them 
and  have  seen  on  other  kinds  of  plants.  So  I  talked 
with  Dr.  Charles  C.  Powell  of  the  OSU  plant 
pathology  department.  He  has  recently  been  given  a 
grant  from  the  Boyce  Edens  Fund  for  research  on  the 
foliar  nematodes  as  it  effects  African  violets.  (See 
page  31,  A  VS  A  November,  1980  African  Violet 
Magazine  Vol.  33,  No.  5)  He  would  not  give  me  a 
definite  diagnosis  to  your  plant  problem  but  he  is 
suspicious. 

These  microscopic  creatures  are  impossible  to 
eliminate  with  products  available  at  the  present  time 
and  they  spread  quickly.  Dr.  Powell  says  that  there 
are  two  types  which  may  be  infecting  African  violets. 
The  symptoms  are  similar  to  your  description  and 


are  characteristic  of  one  of  the  two  species  that  he  is 
studying.  He  mentioned  these  reddish  brown  colored 
spots  and  noted  that  they  cause  a  sunken  look  at  the 
areas  around  the  veins  and  near  petioles  of  the 
leaves.  The  oily  appearance  is  very  symptomatic  of 
one  type  of  foliar  nematode  the  other  specie  that  he  is 
working  on  will  show  symptoms  similar  to  cyclamen 
mites  with  the  curling  down  of  the  leaves. 

He  has  suggested  to  me  that  you  send  him  one  of 
your  plants.  Pack  it  carefully  in  a  box  that  is  heavily 
insulated  with  newspaper.  Roll  the  plant  tightly  in 
newspaper  and  add  lots  of  crushed  paper  around  it  so 
that  it  will  not  shift  or  become  crushed  in  the  mailing. 
Send  the  plant  to  him.

I  cannot 
guarantee  a  response  from  him  but,  never-the-less,  it 
will  be  very  valuable  to  the  research  that  he  and  his 
colleague  are  doing.)

Ever  have  a  lovely  violet  and  wish  you  could 
frame  it? 

1  have  found  that  African  violet  blooms  stay  very 
well  after  they  have  been  dried  in  silica  gel  preserving 
sand.  Their  size  and  form  are  perfectly  preserved. 
Only  their  delicate  color  is  changed;  but  the  outcome 
is  still  lovely.  It  is  always  nice  when  a  plant  is  resting 
to  see  one  of  its  lovely  productions. 

These  dried  lovelies  can  be  arranged  on  a  piece  of 
paper  to  form  a  bouquet  and  then  framed.  An  oval 
frame  gives  a  certain  old  fashioned  feeling. 

When  I  see  a  flower  that  I  would  hate  to  see  disap¬ 
pear  and  when  it  is  ready  to  fall  from  the  plant,  it  is 
gently  saved  and  put  into  a  silica  gel  or  "Flower  Dri" 


filled  small  plastic  dish  with  a  tight  fitting  lid,  and 
then  nestled  into  and  gently  covered  with  the  silica 
gel. 

Two  or  three  days  later,  I  carefully  shake  the  dish 
until  the  flower  is  visible  and  remove  it. 

These  I  save  and  when  a  'special'  birthday  card  or 
get-well  card  is  in  order,  I  find  that  one  or  two  dried 
blooms  gently  glued  on  the  left  side  of  a  card  with  a 
little  note  lends  a  special  personal  touch.  To  a  shut-in 
it  almost  makes  them  feel  like  they've  paid  you  a  visit 
by  just  seeing  your  violets  again.  On  a  special  birth¬ 
day  card  it  seems  to  say  "I'm  happy  to  share  the  hap¬ 
piness  that  my  violets  bring".

made  sure  that  your  plants  are  sparkling  clean?  A 
teaspoon  of  white  vinegar  in  a  pint  of  warm  water, 
applied  with  a  soft  brush  or  sponge  will  remove 
traces  of  stubborn  dirt  or  fertilizer  residue,  if  they 
have  not  been  on  too  long.  A  spray  or  mist  of  warm 
water  will  then  make  them  shine. 

made  sure  all  nubs  have  been  cut  close  to  the 
peduncle?  All  faded  blossoms  removed? 

removed  all  props  or  picks?  Gently  brought  the 
peduncles  up  through  the  stems  of  the  leaves  so  the 
blossoms  stand  up  and  form  a  bouquet  or  crown? 

made  sure  no  neck  shows  and  the  plant  is  centered 
in  the  pot? 

checked  the  size  of  the  plants  within  6"  and  8"  em¬ 
broidery  rings? 

removed  all  old,  yellowed,  spotted  leaves  and  bare 
stems  from  your  trailers? 

made  sure  you  have  a  minimum  of  three  crowns 
on  the  trailer? 

put  your  name  on  the  pot  and  cover  with 
aluminum  foil,  dull  side  out? 

fixed  boxes  for  transportation?  Discarded  plastic 
cleaner  bags  make  wonderful  nests  for  the  plants  and 
they  won't  shift. 

If  you  have  been  giving  your  plants  continuous 
care  and  have  observed  all  of  the  above,  perhaps  you 
may  be  one  of  the  deserving  winners  heading  this 
column.

Amendment 
To  AVSA  Bylaws 

An  amendment  to  the  AVSA  Bylaws  is  to  be  of¬ 
fered  at  the  AVSA  35th  Convention  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  CA,  on  Saturday  May  23. 

The  amendment  pertains  to  ARTICLE  VL  Terms 
of  Office  and  reads  as  follows: 

"Amend  by  striking  out  Section  2  of  Article  VI  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

The  terms  of  officers  shall  be  one  (1)  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  each  term  shall  begin 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  convention  at  which 
they  are  elected  excepting  that  of  the  directors,  which 
shall  be  governed  by  Section  2  of  Article  V.  No 
elected  officer  shall  serve  more  than  two  (2)  con¬ 
secutive  terms  in  the  same  office  excepting  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  whose  terms  may  be 
unlimited  and  the  directors  who  shall  not  succeed 
themselves."

"Courage  Pays  Off  For  Oxnard  Woman"

"The  sounds  of  the  sideshow  barkers,  mingled  with  Mrs.  Shipley  held  Miss  Callens'  hand  while  speak- 


the  omnipresent  background  music  and  the  voices  of 
thousands  of  people,  all  undeniably  add  to  the  flavor 
of  the  Ventura  County  Fair  —  or  any  other  fair,  for 
that  matter. 

Imagine  for  a  minute  that  same  Fair,  except  there  is 
absolutely  no  sound,  everything  is  dim  and  blurry, 
and  you  can  see  only  a  small  part  of  what's  in  front  of 
you.  Add  to  that  the  inability  to  speak  or  commu¬ 
nicate,  and  the  Fair  just  doesn't  sound  like  much  fun. 

But  for  Aline  Callens  of  Oxnard,  this  year's  Fair  is 
one  she'll  probably  always  remember.  Not  only  is 
Miss  Callens  legally  blind;  but  she  is  also  a  deaf  mute. 
But  more  importantly,  she  was  a  winner  at  the  Fair. 

The  Oxnard  native,  a  descendant  of  the  pioneer 
Callens  family  of  Ventura  County,  was  first-place 
winner  in  the  African  violet  competition  in  the 
Horiculture  section.  And  in  addition  to  winning  a  blue 
ribbon  for  her  pure-white  violet,  she  was  awarded  a 
special  honor  by  the  Ventura  County  Fair  Board  for 
her  participation  and  ability  to  overcome  a  severe  han¬ 
dicap  in  taking  first  place. 

The  plants  are  judged  on  symmetry,  blossoms,  the 
care  put  into  the  plants,  and  the  purity  of  the  color  of 
the  leaves  and  blossoms.  For  a  person  who  is  legally 
blind  to  be  able  to  know  just  which  plants  to  enter  in 
the  Fair  is  amazing,  as  attested  by  the  large  crowd 
gathered  to  congratulate  Miss  Callens. 

Miss  Callens,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Ven¬ 
tura  County  African  Violet  Society  since  April  1971, 
does  all  the  work  in  raising  the  flowers.  She  grows 
them  inside  the  home  she  shares  with  her  brother 
Remie,  painstakingly  watering  and  pruning  the  plants 
and  decorating  them  for  shows  and  sales. 

"She's  a  very  special  lady,"  said  Jean  Shipley,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  society.  "We're  very  proud  of  her.  She's 
very  special  to  all  the  members  of  the  club,"  she  said. 
"She  not  ordy  sells  her  plants  at  shows  and  sales,  but 
she  also  shares  her  plants  with  other  dub  members," 
Mrs.  Shipley  continued.

I  believe  I'm  qualified  to  reply.  I  received  a  degree 
in  Floriculture  while  Alex  Laurie  was  "Prof"  at  Ohio 
State  University.  I  was  also  a  friend  and  fellow  stu¬ 
dent  of  D.  C.  Kiplinger. 

I've  been  acquainted  with  African  violets  since 
Blue  Boy  and  have  grown  them  from  Maryland  to 
New  Mexico  and  in  between  for  thirty-five  years. 

I  think  the  statement  sounds  just  like  Kip  saying 
that  there  are  too  many  African  violet  introductions 
that  are  not  really  new  varieties. 

For  instance  I  have  a  plant  that  is  a  look-alike  of 
"Amazing  Grace"  pictured  in  the  Nov.  A.V. 
Magazine.  My  plant  developed  from  a  leaf  of

Competition  is  keen,  with  plants  being  judged  for 
shape  (they  should  be  completely  round  like  a 
wheel),  leaves  evenly  spaced  and  one  on  top  of  the 
other,  general  appearance  (no  soil  should  be  visible 
on  or  between  the  leaves)  and  bloom  (a  blue  ribbon 
plant  must  have  at  least  20  blossoms). 

Mrs.  Schroeder's  interest  was  sparked  many  years 
ago  when  she  visited  a  relative  whose  kitchen  win¬ 
dow  was  filled  with  African  violets  in  bloom. 

"I  came  home  and  started  buying  a  few  plants.  But 
not  knowing  much  about  them,  they  all  died,"  she 
says.  "So  I  began  studying.  I  learned  about  the  socie¬ 
ty  and  joined  it,  and  little  by  little  built  up  my  collec¬ 
tion.  It's  become  a  fascinating  hobby  for  me," 

While  she  readily  admits  that  her  plants  are  a 
demanding  family  ("You  cannot  neglect  them")  she 
hastens  to  debunk  some  of  the  myths  about  raising 
African  violets. 

"Many  people  think  they  should  not  get  the  leaves 
wet.  That  just  isn't  true.  Violets  love  to  be  washed.  I 
bathe  mine  at  least  once  a  month,"  she  says. 

She  also  recommends  groiwng  them  under  ar¬ 
tificial  light  rather  than  natural  sunlight.  "African 
violets  should  have  at  least  10  to  12  hours  of  light 
each  day.  I  use  a  combination  of  one  warm  and  one 
cool  bulb  for  mine.  They  will  tolerate  direct  sun  but 
not  hot  sun.  One  week  of  cloudy  or  bad  weather  can 


harm  a  plant  that  has  only  natural  light,"  she  advises. 

Mrs.  Schroeder  also  believes  in  fertilizing  every 
time  she  waters  the  plants,  but  "just  a  pinch,  less  than 
is  recommended  on  the  package."  She  alternates  be¬ 
tween  fertilizers  high  in  nitrogen,  phosphate  and 
potash  on  a  regular  schedule. 

African  violets  should  be  watered  whenever  the 
soil  feels  dry  to  the  touch,  she  emphasizes.  Her  plants 
stand  in  trays  of  vermiculite  so  the  excess  water  can 
run  off  easily. 

For  potting,  she  uses  a  combination  of  Black  Magic 
potting  soil,  baccto  peat  and  fermate  (a  preparation 


African  violets  love  moisture  and  frequent 
washing  is  very  beneficial  for  them  says  Mrs. 
Schroeder.  She  bathes  her  plants  in  the  laundry 
tub  at  least  once  a  month.

to  discourage  fungus  growth).  “I  also  add  finely 
crushed  egg  shell  to  make  the  soil  porous  and  give  it 
added  nutrients/'  she  explains.  She  repots  her  plants 
every  six  months  to  give  them  fresh  soil  and  adequate 
room  to  grow.  The  pot  should  be  one-third  the  size 
of  the  plant,  she  recommends. 

She  specializes  in  growing  the  newest  varieties.  As 
a  sideline  to  her  hobby  she  has  developed  an  interest 
in  photographing  the  new  types.  Many  of  her  color 
photographs  have  appeared  in  the  African  Violet 
Magazine. 

She  still  maintains  an  active  role  in  the  national 
society  after  having  served  for  eight  years  as  its 
librarian.  She  is  both  a  judge  and  a  chairman  for 
shows  and  has  won  the  green  rosette,  the  top  award 
given  for  organization  of  an  African  violet  show. 

Mrs.  Shroeder  is  now  serving  A  VS  A  as  Affiliate 
Chairman.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 


Many  of  her  plants  have  been  started  from  cuttings 
taken  from  new  varieties.  Her  violets  are  in  great  de¬ 
mand  by  a  whole  circle  of  acquaintances. 

"I  sell  many  of  the  larger  plants  for  the  summer, 
and  cut  the  rest  back.  It  doesn't  hurt  to  take  the  ex¬ 
cess  leaves  off  at  any  time.  In  fact,  it  does  the  plant 
good,"  she  says. 

She  advises  keeping  new  plants  away  from  those 
already  in  the  home  for  at  least  six  weeks  to  be  sure 
they  are  not  carrying  mites  or  some  other  plant 
disease.  "If  you  have  a  violet  that  becomes  twisted  or 
where  the  center  gets  bad,  throw  it  out.  You  will 
never  cure  it  and  it  can  destroy  all  your  other 
plants,"  she  says. 

The  mother  of  one  son  and  two  daughters,  and  the 
grandmother  of  seven,  she  compares  raising  African 
violets  to  raising  a  family.  "They  don't  just  grow  by 
themselves,"  she  explains,  "They  require  a  regular 
program  of  care."  But  the  joys  far  outweigh  the 
responsibilities. 

"It's  a  gift  of  God  to  have  this  much  color  in  life," 
she  concludes.

HOME  SOIL 

Here's  Sylvia  Duay's  method  of  making  home  soil 
as  related  to  her  fellow  members  of  the  Atchafalaya 
AVS  of  Morgan  City,  LA: 

To  make  home  soil  I  use  about  two  parts 
sphagnum  peat  moss,  one  part  of  perlite  (helps  keep 
soil  from  packing),  one  part  of  vermiculite  (helps 
hold  moisture),  a  small  amount  of  horticulture  char¬ 
coal  (keeps  soil  sweet),  a  small  amount  of  Dolomite 
Lime  (counteracts  acidity  of  peat  moss)  and  Volkman 
Bros.  Constant  feed  (fertilizer). 

Sylvia  said  that  she  is  now  experimenting  with  the 
soil,  and  that  she  makes  it  richer  by  adding  the 
following  ingredients  to  her  homemade  soil:  nine 
cups  Volkman,  three  cups  soil  builder,  one  cup 
perlite,  three  cups  vermiculite,  one  cup  charcoal, 
one-fourth  cup  bonemeal,  one-fourth  cup  egg  shells, 
two  tablespoons  of  Dolomite  lime,  one  tablespoon 
sup^r  phosphate,  one  tablespoon  wood  ashes,  one 
tablespoon  blood  meal,  one  tablespoon  of  100  per 
cent  organic,  one  teaspoon  systemic,  one  teaspoon 
fermate,  one  teaspoon  chlorodane  (mixed  with 
water)  and  two  cups  Volkman's  constant  feed  water. 
This  provides  the  nitrogen,  phosphorus  and  potash 
necessary  for  a  healthy  plant,  she  said.

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Saintpaulia  Species

The  African  violet,  Saintpaulia,  was  discovered  in 
1891  by  Baron  Walter  von  Saint  Paul  in  the  Eastern 
South  Central  Tanganyika  Usambara  Mountains,  a 
small  area  for  an  entire  genus  to  be  discovered.  The 
seeds  were  first  sent  to  Germany;  the  plant  arrived  in 
the  United  States  by  1927,  The  African  violet  fast 
became  a  popular  house  plant  and  fascinated  many. 
The  plant  has  become  so  popular  partially  because  of 
its  suitability  to  our  homes  and  also  because  it  is  so 
easily  hybridized  and  propagated.  The  original  Saint¬ 
paulia  is  so  changed  from  its  natural  state  one  might 
doubt  that  they  are  truly  the  same.  When  a  novice 
sees  'S.  Grotei'  and  Tommie  Lou',  he  may  have  his 
doubts  that  they  are  both  truly  African  violets.  I  find 
the  species  fascinating  and  hope  all  African  violet 
growers  will  try  to  grow  at  least  one. 

The  species  are  primarily  separated  by  the  length 
and  position  of  the  hairs  on  the  surface  of  the  leaves. 
Some  leaves  have  visible  hairs  which  appear  long. 
Some  leaves  are  smooth  and  do  not  even  seem  to 
have  hair  like  S.  Nitida.  The  hairs  account  for  a 
smooth  shiny  look,  or  a  velvety  touch,  or  a  coarse 
hairy  look.  Most  Gesnariads  are  classified  by  fruit 
capsules,  the  Saintpaulia  is  singular  in  definition  by 
the  hairs  on  the  leaves.  The  fruit  capsules  were  not 
different  enough  to  use  in  defining  species;  but,  also 
given  consideration  are  the  fruit  capsules  and  the 
floral  characteristics.  In  my  descriptions  of  the 
following  species,  I  have  tried  to  include  my  personal 
experience  with  each  of  the  species  I  have  grown.  I 
know  very  few  growers  are  as  fascinated  with  our 
violet  species  as  I  am.  I  have  worked  very  hard  since 
1973  gathering  species  from  various  sources  and  it 
has  not  been  an  easy  task  obtaining  them;  I'm  still 
looking  for  a  few.  There  are  Amazon  Varieties  of 
two  species  I  know  of,  S.  Grotei  and  S.  Velutina.  The 
bloom  on  these  varieties  is  larger  than  the  standard 
species.  The  leaves  are  also  somewhat  larger. 

I  fell  in  love  with  my  first  species  S.  Nitida  and  was 
as  hooked  on  the  species  as  I  had  earlier  been  hooked 
on  violets  to  begin  with.  I'm  not  sure  why  I  love  the 
species  so  much;  they  are  entirely  different  from 
standard  show  violets,  yet  this  plant  is  what  nature 
gave  to  us.  In  general,  they  are  more  like  trailer-type 
violets  than  the  standards;  they  have  thinner  leaves 
and  petioles  and  tend  to  be  more  flexible  than  stan¬ 
dards.  (NOTE:  S.  lonantha,  S.  Tongwensis,  S.  Pen- 
dula,  S.  House  of  Amani  and  S.  Sigi  Falk  are  not  as 
thin  or  flexible  as  most  species.) 

I  have  found  it  valuable  to  know  the  type  of 


natural  atmosphere  in  which  a  species  was 
discovered.  This  information  gives  me  an  idea  about 
the  plant's  likes  and  dislikes.  I  have  found  that  the 
species  can  be  hardy  and  yet  fussy  at  the  same  time. 
Some  can  withstand  temperatures  as  low  as  40° ,  yet 
at  80°  some  are  too  hot.  Humidity  and  moisture  are 
very  important  factors  with  the  species;  they  cannot 
be  treated  all  alike.  Some  are  used  to  dryer  condi¬ 
tions,  some  not.  I  have  tried  to  be  specific  in  stating 
their  likes  and  dislikes,  many  of  which  I  have  found 
out  the  hard  way. 

Here  are  the  species  I  have  worked  with: 

S.  brevipilosa  —  Discovered  in  the  Nguru  Moun¬ 
tains,  Ranzania,  this  is  one  of  the  small  growing 
species.  The  older  leaves  twist  both  clockwise  and 
counter-clockwise.  The  leaves  are  supersoft,  thin, 
and  light  green;  the  leaves  truly  feel  like  velvet.  One 
of  my  favorites  —  I  have  grown  this  species  since 
1973  —  I  have  found  it  tempermental  when  repotted. 
The  plant  does  better  in  average  to  cool  temperatures 
with  moderate  to  poor  light.  The  flowers  are  light 
purple  but  not  long  lasting  with  1-4  on  a  peduncle. 
The  hairs  on  the  leaves  of  S.  brevipilosa  are  very 
short  and  dense  which  accounts  for  its  velvet  feeling. 
It  is  somewhat  hard  to  grow. 

S.  confusa  —  Discovered  in  East  Usambaras,  Tan¬ 
zania,  this  species  was  originally  confused  with  S. 
ionantha;  they  were  recognized  separately  1947.  The 
natural  habitat  is  moist,  and  S.  confusa  shows  a  need 
for  more  water.  This  plant  is  best  grown  to  a  multiple 
crown  plant.  It  has  striking  deep  purple  flowers. 
High  humidity,  moisture,  good  drainage,  and  cooler 
temperatures  are  very  important.  This  plant  is  im¬ 
pressive  as  a  large  multi-crown  plant.  I  first  acquired 
S,  confusa  in  1976  and  have  found  an  excellent 
grower.  The  plant  is  another  of  my  favorites;  the 
deep  green  leaves  with  the  deep  purple  flowers  are 
very  striking,  usually  two  per  peduncle. 

S.  difficilis  —  This  species  comes  from  East  Usam¬ 
bara,  Tanzania.  I  found  this  plant  grows  well  to  a 
single  crown  plant.  It  requires  good  light  and  tends  to 
have  over-long  petioles  without  enough  light.  The 
leaves  are  almost  translucent  and  very  light  green, 
sometimes  slightly  spooned,  with  long  hairs  visible. 
The  flowers  on  S.  difficilis  are  medium  blue  and  bom 
freely,  5-7  on  a  peduncle.  This  plant  is  fairly  easy  to 
grow  and  enjoys  cool  temperatures  with  even 
moisture. 
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S.  dipliotricha  —  From  the  Usambara  Mountains, 
Tanzania,  this  species  has  proven  quite  sensitive  for 
me.  This  plant  is  very  easily  overwatered,  enjoys  a 
drier  atmosphere  than  most  and  cooler  temperatures. 
S.  dipliotricha  tends  to  grow  nicely  to  a  single  crown 
and  forms  a  good  rosette  shape.  The  leaves  are 
medium  to  dark  green  and  the  flowers  are  a  pale  lilac. 
The  leaves  are  fairly  thick,  slightly  serrated,  some 
spoonshaped,  and  remain  small.  A  fairly  good 
bloomer. 

S.  goetzeana  ~~  This  hard-to-grow  species  was 
discovered  growing  in  mosses  in  the  forest  of  the 
Lukwangule  plateau  in  Central  Uluguru.  S.  goet¬ 
zeana  has  only  blossomed  twice  since  its  discovery,  a 
California  grower  who  reportedly  placed  the  plant 
on  the  back  of  her  bottom  shelf  and  ignored  it,  and 
even  more  recently  a  Massachusetts  grower.  The 
plant  needs  hot  days  and  cool  nights  which  would  be 
detrimental  to  other  violets.  Shallow  roots  are 
characteristic  of  this  plant.  This  species  is  truly  a 
miniature,  very  small,  medium  green  leaves  with 
long  hairs  for  the  size  of  the  leaves,  multiple  crowned 
with  a  creeping  tendancy,  and  when  it  does  bloom, 
the  flowers  are  almost  white.  I  grow  my  S.  goetzea- 
nain  a  small  jar  to  give  it  the  humidity  it  enjoys.  I 
have  grown  the  species  since  1975  with  little  change; 
it  is  a  very  slow  grower.  My  fear  is  that  one  day  I'll 
look  into  the  jar  and  find  a  wilted  bloom. 

S.  grandifolia  —  This  species  was  discovered  in  the 
West  Usambara  Mountains  growing  in  clay.  The 
plant  is  a  large  grower  and  requires  the  room  of  a 
large  standard  grower  growing  in  a  single  crowned, 
nicely  shaped  rosette.  The  leaves  are  large,  crinkled, 
thin,  and  a  clear  green  color.  The  species  is  a  free 
bloomer,  perhaps  one  of  the  best  of  the  species  with  a 
bright  blue  cluster  of  flowers  on  each  peduncle.  It 
prefers  to  be  evenly  moist,  to  have  cool 
temperatures,  high  humidity,  and  moderate  light. 

S.  grotei  —  Discovered  near  Amani,  Tanzania,  this 
species  grows  naturally  in  dense  shade  with  lots  of 
moisture  and  good  drainage;  it  also  prefers  hotter 
than  normal  temperatures.  S.  grotei  is  truly  unique; 
it  prefers  to  climb  given  some  support  and  gives  a 
very  different  appearance  for  an  African  violet.  The 
leaves  are  round,  slightly  spooned,  medium  green, 
smooth,  deeply  serrated,  and  somewhat  thin.  The 
petioles  are  thin,  dark  brown,  and  flexible.  The 
bloom  is  sparse  with  usually  one  bloom  per  ped¬ 
uncle,  and  a  medium  blue  with  slightly  dark  eye.  S. 
grotei  grows  better  in  natural  light  than  under 
fluorescents,  especially  when  grown  as  a  climber.  S. 
grotei  Amazon  has  larger  bloom  and  leaves.  The 
leaves  are  more  sharply  serrated,  also. 


S.  House  of  Amani  —  This  plant  is  not  yet  properly 
identified  as  a  true  species  but  is  believed  to  be  a 
species.  The  plant  grows  well  in  a  single  crowned 
rosette.  The  plant  has  dark  green  serrated  foliage. 
The  bloom  is  medium  lavender-blue  with  3-5  flowers 
per  stalk;  they  drop  easily.  This  species  tends  to 
bunch  with  normal  light  and  requires  less  light  than 
most  African  violets. 

S.  inconspicua  —  This  species  from  the  Uluguru 
Mountains  is  believed  lost  since  the  bombing  of  Ger¬ 
many  during  World  War  II.  The  plant  is  a  trailer  and 
has  blue-spotted  white  flowers. 

S.  intermedia  —  Growing  in  the  Usambara  Moun¬ 
tains  on  rock,  this  plant  is  very  sensitive  to  over¬ 
watering.  It  requires  good  drainage  but  cannot  stand 
going  dry.  The  plant  grows  multiple  crown 
sometimes  trailing  when  older.  The  leaves  are 
medium  size  with  short  dense  hairs  which  give  a 
velvet  touch  to  round  olive  green  leaves.  They  are 
slightly  serrated,  red  reversed,  and  have  prominent 
veins.  The  flowers  are  blue,  borne  in  modest  quan¬ 
tity  with  5-7  on  a  stalk.  It  prefers  cooler  temperatures 
and  can  be  somewhat  hard  to  grow. 

S.  ionantha  —  This  species  is  the  most  responsible 
for  the  modem  hybrids.  This  first  species  was 
discovered  in  the  Eastern  Usambara  Mountains.  The 
plant  has  given  many  characteristics  to  the  modem 
hybrid,  including  the  flat  round  rosette.  The  plant  is 
more  tolerant  than  other  species  and  is  comfortable 
in  most  modern  homes,  (about  68-75).  The  leaves  are 
slightly  serrated,  pointed,  heart-shaped,  and  are  dark 
green  with  reddish  hue  reverse.  The  flowers  are  a 
lively  blue- violet,  borne  in  clusters  of  about  10.  The 
plant  is  a  large  grower,  averaging  15-20  inches  in 
diameter  as  an  adult. 

S.  magungensis  —  From  the  Usambara  Mountains 
in  Tanzania,  this  is  tmly  a  trailer  in  all  its  varieties. 
This  plant  thrives  on  moisture  and  high  humidity.  S. 
magungensis  is  a  medium-sized  grower  with  round, 
green  leaves  on  long  petioles.  The  medium  blue- 
violet  flowers  are  borne  regularly  with  2  blossoms 
per  peduncle. 

S.  magungensis  var  minima  was  one  of  my  first 
species  and  I  have  grown  it  since  1974  with  good 
results.  This  plant  is  an  excellent  small  trailer  which  I 
treat  like  all  my  trailers  and  encourage  a  bushy  trail¬ 
ing  plant  by  pinching  baby  center  leaves.  This  plant 
requires  a  lot  of  water,  good  drainage,  and  very  high 
humidity.  The  flowers,  usually  sparse,  are  borne  2 
per  stalk  and  are  a  very  tiny  blue- violet.  The  leaves 
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of  this  species  are  tiny,  thin,  round,  and  slightly  ser¬ 
rated. 

S.  magungensis  var  occidentalis  is  a  beautiful  bushy 
trailer  with  shiny  round  leaves  but  a  very  shy 
bloomer.  The  bloom  is  a  medium  blue-violet  with  a 
darker  eye,  usually  2-4  per  peduncle.  This  variety  is 
thought  to  be  extinct  in  Africa  because  the  area  in 
which  it  was  discovered  is  now  under  cultivation.  It 
prefers  cool  temperatures,  below  75°. 

S.  nitida  —  My  first  species,  this  one  comes  from 
Tanganyika  in  the  Nguru  Mountains  found  growing 
on  rocks  under  shade  by  a  forest  stream.  I  have 
grown  S.  nitida  since  spring  1973  when  I  purchased 
the  plant  from  Ruth  Webster  of  Tilton,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  I  have  found  it  to  be  one  of  my  very  favorite 
species,  very  much  worth  growing  and  probably  the 
one  I  would  keep  if  I  could  have  only  one.  Some  say 
S.  nitida  can  be  grown  to  a  single  crown  but  I  feel  it  is 
happiest  as  a  multiple  crown  and  really  at  its  best 
that  way.  S.  nitida  is  really  a  beautiful  specimen  with 
large  clusters  of  dark  purple  blossoms  freely  borne  in 
clusters  of  8-10.  The  leaves  are  very  shiny,  smooth, 
spooned,  round  and  about  the  size  of  a  silver  dollar. 
The  reverse  of  the  leaves  is  red,  the  petioles  are 
brown  and  long.  S.  nitida  prefers  a  cooler 
temperature;  I  have  found  it  happy  between  60-70° , 
modest  light,  and  high  humidity.  The  plant  tends  to 
be  moody;  it  droops  in  heat  and  likes  to  be  evenly 
moist  with  good  drainage  but  never  wet. 

S.  orbicularis  —  Discovered  in  the  Usambara 
Mountains  growing  in  shade  with  high  daytime 
temperatures  up  to  90°  and  nighttime  temperatures 
as  low  as  45°.  This  plant  is  an  upright,  multiple 
crown  grower.  The  leaves  are  round,  thin,  fairly 
small  and  a  pale  green.  The  plant  blooms  regularly 
with  very  pale  blue  to  an  almost  white  blossom  that 
is  tiny,  drops  very  easily,  and  is  usually  in  dusters  of 
5-8  per  peduncle.  This  plant  is  a  hardy  species,  it 
thrives  with  the  big  temperature  change  and  high 
humidity  but  will  do  well  in  more  stable  conditions. 
The  plant  is  not  as  fussy  as  others  if  it  is  a  little  dry 
occasionally,  it  perks  right  up  when  watered.  My  S. 
orbicularis  has  thrived  under  many  varied  condi¬ 
tions.  The  upright  growing  pattern  tends  to  develop 
necks. 


S.  orbicularis  var  purpurea  —  This  plant  is  similar 
to  S.  orbicularis  in  tastes  but  somewhat  different  in 
appearance.  The  leaves  are  similar  in  size  and  shape 
but  a  darker  green  and  somewhat  shiny.  The  bloom 
is  a  dark  purple.  This  plant  can  be  grown  to  a  single 
crown  but  prefers  to  be  multiple  crowned.  Like  the 


species,  it  is  hardy  and  tolerant  of  extreme 
temperatures. 

S.  pendula  ~  This  variety  discovered  in  Tanzania, 
S.  pendula,  has  been  very  temperamental  for  me.  It 
requires  even  moisture;  too  much  or  too  little  will 
upset  this  plant.  Whenever  I  over  or  underwater,  I 
am  sure  to  lose  a  couple  of  leaves.  This  plant  is 
thicker  than  most  species,  with  stems  noticeably 
larger  than  most  species.  The  leaves  are  round,  ser¬ 
rated,  very  hairy  and  a  yellowish  green.  The  bloom  is 
scarce  since  there  is  only  one  blossom  per  peduncle, 
and  it  is  a  pale  blue.  This  plant  also  requires  regular 
and  heavy  feeding.  S.  pendula  is  a  medium-sized 
trailer.  Prefers  average  temperatures,  too  cold  is 
damaging. 

S.  pendula  var  kizarae  —  This  plant  is  much  like  the 
species  in  temperament  although  I  have  not  found  it 
quite  as  bad  as  its  "sister".  This  variety  is  unhappy 
when  overwatered  but  does  like  high  humidity. 
Essentially,  S.  pendula  var  kizarae  is  a  miniature  of 
the  species  S.  pendula;  it  is  more  compact,  thinner, 
darker  leaved,  and  not  as  heavily  textured.  The 
bloom  is  a  medium  blue  with  2-4  per  stalk.  I  like  this 
species  for  its  trailing  appearance. 

S.  puscilla  —  This  plant  was  discovered  in  the 
Uluguru  Mountains  growing  on  rocks  among  moss. 
This  plant  is  the  smallest  of  known  species  but  be¬ 
lieved  lost  in  the  bombings  of  World  War  II.  The  tiny 
plant  had  tiny  bi-colored,  light  blue  and  white 
blossoms  and  small  purple-backed  triangular  leaves. 
The  plant  was  less  difficult  to  grow  than  S.  goet- 
zeana. 

S.  rupicola  —  This  plant  was  discovered  in  Kaloleni 
in  Kenya.  I  have  found  this  species  fairly  easy  to 
grow.  Although  it  dislikes  high  temperatures,  it  is 
otherwise  hardy,  S.  rupicola  has  soft,  medium-green, 
shiny  leaves  and  a  light  blue  bloom,  usually  with  3-4 
per  peduncle.  The  plant  can  grow  to  a  single  crown 
but  tends  to  grow  multiple  crown  and  slanted.  Its  ap¬ 
pearance  is  best  grown  to  a  multiple  crown  and  sort 
of  bushy. 

S.  shumensis  —  This  miniature  species  comes  from 
Shume  in  the  Ulsambara  Mountains  where  it  grows 
in  dry  forests  on  cliff  faces.  This  plant  is  easily  over¬ 
watered,  so  be  careful;  it  likes  to  be  a  little  dry.  This 
species  is  a  true  miniature  and  grows  to  a  multiple 
crown;  it  can  be  grown  to  a  single  crown  but  it  will 
persist  in  trying  to  sucker.  The  leaves  are  small, 
shiny,  bright  green,  and  the  hairs  are  very  noticeable. 
The  bloom  is  a  tiny  but  adorable,  nearly  white,  with 
a  deep  violet  spot  in  the  center.  The  bloom  is  sparce

with  usually  4  per  peduncle.  This  plant  is  fairly  easy 
to  grow  when  kept  slightly  dry,  tolerant  of 
temperatures,  likes  moderate  light. 

S,  Sigi  Fails  —  Another  species  not  properly  iden¬ 
tified  but  believed  to  be  a  separate  species.  The  leaves 
are  long,  narrow,  pointed,  very  hairy  and  thick.  A 
hardy  plant,  grows  to  a  multiple  crown,  somewhat 
like  S.  tongwensis  in  habit.  The  bloom  is  medium 
blue  with  usually  4  per  peduncle. 

S.  teitensis  —  Discovered  in  Kenya,  this  species 
grew  in  forests  near  water.  This  plant  has  slightly 
pointed,  shiny,  red-backed,  and  some  spooned 
shaped  leaves.  The  blossoms  are  a  medium  blue- 
violet  with  a  darker  center  and  are  borne  1-2  per 
peduncle.  S.  teitensis  grows  as  a  single  crown  upright 
and  prefers  medium  light  and  moisture. 

S.  tongwensis  —  Discovered  high  on  Mount 
Tongwe  in  Tanzania  growing  in  humus  with  light 
shade,  this  plant  is  a  large  single  crowned,  naturally 
symmetrical  plant.  It  suckers  very  seldom  and  is  an 
easy  plant  to  grow  under  a  wide  range  of  conditions. 
The  leaves  are  long,  narrow,  pointed,  very  hairy, 
thick,  and  medium  green.  The  flowers  are  a  pale 
blue,  in  clusters  of  10-12  and  fairly  freely  borne.  The 
plant  prefers  moderate  to  good  light,  and  cooler 
temperatures.  Tends  to  have  long  petioles. 

S.  velutina  —  This  species  was  discovered  in  the 
Usambara  Mountains,  Tanzania.  It  is  floriferous, 
medium-violet  with  darker  center  blossoms  and 
usually  with  5  blossoms  per  stalk.  The  leaves  are 
thin,  dark  green,  red-backed,  round,  velvety  tex¬ 
tured,  hairy,  and  scalloped.  The  plant  can  be  grown 
to  a  single  crown  but  does  sucker  occasionally.  S. 
velutina  is  a  good  grower  but  is  sensitive  to  over¬ 
watering  and  heat,  preferring  to  be  slightly  dry  and 
have  a  cooler  temperature  than  some.  S.  velutina 
amazon  has  larger  bloom  than  the  species.

About  3  years  ago,  African  violets  became  a  grip¬ 
ping  and  thrilling  hobby  for  me.  Shortly  afterwards, 
membership  in  the  African  Violet  Society  of  Utah  in¬ 
creased  the  pleasure  of  growing  violets.  At  their 
meetings,  the  interchange  of  information,  leaves  and 
plants  among  members  was  an  enormous  boost  to 


my  enjoyment.  Contact  with  other  members  between 
meetings  further  enhanced  my  contentment  and 
knowledge  in  this  fascinating  hobby. 

My  next  step  was  to  join  the  African  Violet  Cor¬ 
respondence  Club.  Letters  to  and  from  violet  lovers 
across  the  country  provided  additional  insight  and 
pleasure.  In  the  process,  though,  a  widespread  and 
saddening  complaint  began  to  emerge  from  the  letters 
received.  In  too  many  areas  and  communities,  there 
are  no  organized  clubs  for  violet  growers.  How  very 
much  these  people  are  missing!  The  shared 
knowledge,  the  exchange  of  leaves  and  plants,  the 
social  enjoyments,  the  heated  discussions,  the  annual 
showing  of  plants,  are  all  missing  from  their  ex¬ 
periences. 

Our  club,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  was  30  miles  and  a 
long  distance  telephone  call  away.  My  exposure  to 
other  members  was  rather  limited  and  not  altogether 
satisfactory.  We  needed  a  club  in  our  own  local  area 
where  we  could  talk  and  visit  freely  between  formal 
meetings.  This  was  the  very  same  problem  that  a 
number  of  my  correspondents  had  written  about. 

There  seemed  to  be  only  one  thing  to  do — start  a 
club  right  here  in  Layton.  First,  a  list  of  friends  was 
made,  those  who  might  perhaps  be  interested. 
Second,  a  two-day  marathon  of  telephone  calls,  ex¬ 
plaining  the  proposed  club  and  inviting  interested  in¬ 
dividuals  to  a  meeting  at  my  home.  The  meeting  was 
held,  the  advantages  of  a  club  outlined  in  detail,  and 
a  blooming  plant  presented  to  each  attendee.  From 
this  nucleus,,  a  club  was  formed,  officers  elected  and 
an  agenda  set  up  for  future  meetings.  Our  15 
members  have  held  a  number  of  meetings  since  then, 
thoroughly  enjoyable  and  helpful  to  everyone. 

To  all  of  you  violet  enthusiasts  in  this  predicament 
of  having  no  club  to  enjoy,  form  your  own!  Get  a 
friend  or  two  together,  list  possible  members,  and 
establish  a  meeting  place,  time  and  date.  Then,  start 
calling.  Even  if  you  get  only  five  or  six  people 
together,  you  can  build  from  this  into  as  large  a 
group  as  you  wish.  All  it  takes  is  a  few  enthusiasts  to 
spread  the  word  and  recruit  members.  Each  new  con¬ 
tact  will  know  someone  else  and  the  news  spreads 
like  ripples  in  a  pond.  But  you,  yourself,  must  be  the 
pebble  that  plunges  in  to  start  the  ripple.  Try  it, 
you'll  like  it!

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On  Violets  and  Green  Thumbs 

Irene  Fredette 


Rooted  deep  in  the  folklore  of  gardeners  is  the  idea 
that  people  for  whom  plants  perform  well  are  blessed 
with  some  special  sensitivity  to  the  forces  of  nature. 
They  are  said  to  have  "green  thumbs".  This  sensi¬ 
tivity  is  nothing  more  than  the  ability  to  observe  the 
plant  and  to  see  its  needs  and  distress  signals.  The 
"green  thumbs"  come  through  experience  born  of  a 
desire  to  make  plants  grow  and  bloom. 

I  can  think  of  no  house  plant  more  amiable  or  will¬ 
ing  to  please  than  the  African  violet.  The  modern 
descendants  of  the  original  species  are  hardy, 
floriferous,  infinite  in  variety  of  leaf  and  flower  form 
and  color,  and  capable  of  transforming  any  barren 
corner  into  a  beautiful,  ever-blooming  indoor 
garden.  They  enjoy  an  environment  which  is  essen¬ 
tially  perfect  for  people  but  are  able  to  adjust  easily 
to  minor  inconveniences  or  a  little  occasional  neglect. 

The  original  native  home  of  the  Saintpaulia  was  on 
the  somewhat  humid  African  hillsides  where  the 
warm  rains  drained  readily  through  the  porous, 
woodsy  soil  and  the  sun  filtered  down  softly  through 
a  protective,  leafy  canopy  overhead.  It  is  their 
"cultural  heritage"  which  provides  the  best  clues  to 
successful  growing.  They  simply  are  not  happy  in  a 
foreign  environment  which  exposes  them  to  harsh 
sunlight,  cold  drafts,  cold  water,  heavy  soil,  lack  of 
adequate  light,  and  watering  practices  which  vary 
from  desert  to  swamp.  Pay  a  little  attention  to  their 
needs  and  their  gratitude  will  be  expressed  by  con¬ 
stant  bouquets  for  your  pleasure. 

My  love  affair  with  violets  began  with  a  single 
plant  acquired  long  ago.  It  needed  a  companion,  and 
another,  and  another.  Soon,  a  bookcase  in  a  dim  cor¬ 
ner  was  converted,  with  the  addition  of  lights,  into  a 
miniature  garden  aglow  with  color.  It  was  when 
violets  began  to  fill  a  section  of  the  basement  that  I 
experienced  the  disappointment  which  turned  my  at¬ 
tention  to  hybridizing.  The  room  was  too  dry  in 
winter,  too  damp  in  summer,  with  sharply  fluc¬ 
tuating  temperatures  and  lacking  adequate  light.  To 
make  matters  worse,  my  work  in  advertising  left  too 
little  time  to  properly  care  for  several  hundred 
plants.  More  fluorescent  lights  were  added  but  the 
result  was  still  less  than  I  had  hoped  for.  It  seemed 
odd  that  some  plants  in  full  bloom  when  purchased 
at  a  greenhouse,  quickly  became  capricious  and  dif¬ 
ficult  in  their  new  home,  while  others  seemed  to  ad¬ 
just  more  readily.  Perhaps  they  were  pampered  from 
birth,  as  their  parents  and  grandparents  had  been, 
and  were  accustomed  to  the  luxury  of  a  controlled 
greenhouse  environment,  I  thought.  What  if  I 


crossed  the  hardiest  ones  in  an  effort  to  produce 
varieties  which  could  withstand  my  adverse  condi¬ 
tions?  I  began  to  search  avidly  for  information  on 
genetics  and  the  hybridizing  began  in  earnest.  Even¬ 
tually,  I  selected  only  the  best  of  the  new  seedlings 
for  further  crosses  and  discarded  those  which  were 
obviously  not  too  happy.  Because  then,  and  for 
many  subsequent  years,  I  had  no  thought  of 
hybridizing  commercially  or  ever  selling  any  of  my 
hybrids,  I  discarded  seedlings  with  a  very  heavy 
hand,  keeping  only  those  which  really  pleased  me  or 
showed  some  specific  trait  which  I  considered  worth 
preserving.  Eventually,  through  a  great  deal  of  selec¬ 
tive  breeding,  the  basement  was  full  of  sturdy, 
blooming  plants  with  a  wider  tolerance  of  adversity 
than  their  ancestors  had  exhibited. 

Then  came  more  ambitious  dreams  of  larger 
blossoms,  colors  of  greater  clarity,  different  foliage, 
and  even  more  tolerant  and  sturdy  varieties.  To 
hybridize  means  to  dream  and  to  reach  for  that 
which  is  elusive  and  even  seemingly  impossible.  To 
cross  this  one  and  that  one,  at  random,  is  an  easy 
task  which  even  a  child  can  perform.  But  it  was  the 
more  distant  goals  which  appealed  to  me,  offering 
real  challenge  and  anticipation  without  end.  Could  I 
produce  the  violet  I  wanted,  with  ruffled  foliage  and 
a  great  deal  of  pink  variegation  at  edges?  It  took 
years  for  "Alouette"  to  emerge,  but  what  a  lovely 
surprise  when  that  dream  became  a  reality.  Then  a 
huge  pink  single  blossom  which  did  not  drop,  and 
variegated  foliage  which  did  not  change  with  the 
weather,  and  a  brilliant  pink  with  17  to  19  blossoms 
per  stem,  and  the  little  plant  which  bloomed  happily 
in  dim  corners,  and  the  mildew-resistant  strain  which 
stubbornly  refused  to  wilt  even  though  it  was  long 
past  watering  time. 

Many  years  and  many  thousands  of  plants  later, 
the  dreams  still  continue.  Now  that  the  huge  pink 
and  blue  fantasy  blossoms  over  lovely  variegated 
foliage  are  a  blooming  reality,  it  is  time  for  still 
another  vision.  Perhaps  I  can  get  a  green  edge  on  that 
seedling  with  a  bright  red  and  white  striped  blossom? 
What  a  nice  Christmas  present  for  myself!  Or  maybe 
even  a  pale  blue  star  with  a  deep  blue  ruffle?  The  im¬ 
ages  and  possibilities  are  endless. 

Also  infinite  is  the  pleasure  of  growing  these 
lovable  and  exciting  plants.  To  those  who  have  heard 
that  the  African  violet  is  difficult  to  grow,  ignore  the 
admonition!  The  modem  African  violet  is  no  longer 
as  fragile  as  many  have  been  led  to  believe.  It  will 
adapt  and  live  and  flower  in  less  than  perfect  condi- 
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tions  and,  given  a  little  care,  will  perform  miracles  to 
delight  you.  To  really  enjoy  African  violets,  you 
have  to  believe  that  beauty  endures  and  that  your 
hands  are  an  instrument  for  its  preservation.  Look  at 
your  thumbs  and  see  green.

Pasteurize  —  Don't  Sterilize

To  start  with  definitions,  pasteurization  is  a  partial 
sterilization  which  destroys  certain  pathogenic 
organisms  and  undesirable  bacteria;  sterilization  is 
the  killing  of  all  living  cells  including  any  beneficial 
microorganisms;  the  word  soil  refers  to  a  medium  in 
which  plants  take  hold  and  develop. 

A  covered  bake  pan  and  your  kitchen  oven  will  be 
all  the  equipment  you  will  require.  The  moisture  con¬ 
tent  of  the  soil,  prior  to  pasteurization,  is  important, 
because  a  dry  soil  does  not  conduct  the  heat  effi¬ 
ciently.  Heat  combined  with  moisture  does  a  better 
job  of  killing  microorganisms  and  weed  seed,  but,  if 
the  soil  is  overly  wet,  the  applied  heat  can  destroy  its 
structure.  A  moisture  content  which  would  be 
suitable  for  planting,  or  slightly  drier,  is  best. 

120°  nematodes,  water  molds,  pythium,  etc.  are 
destroyed 

130°  botrytis,  gray  mold 

140°  to  160°  most  pathogenic  fungi,  most  patho¬ 
genic  bacteria,  worms,  slugs,  centipedes 

160°  to  180°  most  weed  seed 

200°  to  212°  a  few  resistant  weed  seed  and  resis¬ 
tant  plant  viruses 

These  various  temperatures  need  to  be  maintained 
for  30  minutes  to  control  the  organisms  listed.  An 
average  of  180°  is  considered  efficient.  The  medium 
should  be  held  to  180°  for  30  minutes  or  until  it  first 
reaches  200° .  Be  sure  not  to  overcook  the  medium  as 
this  will  render  it  inert,  and  would  destroy  the 
beneficial  bacteria  along  with  the  harmful  ones. 

After  cooling,  store  the  finished  material  in  a 
clean,  covered  plastic  (not  metal)  container,  so  as  not 
to  recontaminate  it.  Certain  beneficial 
microorganisms  will  be  at  a  low  ebb  and  any  recon¬ 
tamination  by  pathogenic  microorganisms  will  defeat 
the  purpose  of  pasteurization.  After  cooling,  any 
suplements  may  be  added,  and  the  medium  is  ready 
for  planting  immediately.  □

Always  Label  Your  Leaves 

Always  be  sure  that  all  leaves  and  plantlets  are 
properly  named  and  labeled.  A  leaf  may  be  labeled 
by  writing  its  name  on  masking  tape  with  waterproof 
ink.  The  tape  can  be  adhered  to  the  leaf  without 
damage. 


Leaves  should  be  prepared  so  that  they  will  remain 
fresh.  Cut  the  petiole  (stem)  as  long  as  possible. 
Cover  the  cut  end  with  a  bit  of  damp  cotton  or  paper 
toweling  and  wrap  the  damp  cotton/ toweling  with 
aluminum  foil  to  keep  it  moist.  Pack  the  leaves  in  a 
plastic  bag.  Prepared  in  this  manner,  the  leaves  will 
remain  fresh  for  several  days.

Drying  African  Violet 
Blossoms

In  an  issue  of  our  magazine,  Fran  Lane  had  an  arti¬ 
cle  about  her  experience  with  drying  African  violet 
blossoms.  I  was  tempted  to  see  what  I  could  do.  I 
tried  hanging  the  blossoms  up  to  dry,  but  the  color 
faded  and  the  blossoms  were  crumpled.  I  tried  the 
microwave  oven,  as  Fran  did,  but  they  were  mush.  I 
bought  a  flower  preserver,  looks  like  sawdust,  and 
this  worked  fairly  well,  although  it  dries  other 
flowers  better  than  the  delicate  violet  blossoms. 

I  went  to  the  library  and  found  a  book  on  flower 
drying  and  although  the  African  violet  was  not  men¬ 
tioned  the  author  stated  that  plain  beach  sand  was 
the  best  drying  medium.  This  is  the  way  to  do  it: 
First,  sift  the  sand,  also  wash  it.  I  didn't  and  the 
blossoms  were  dusty.  Pick  fresh,  newly  opened 
blossoms  and  as  Fran  said,  the  pinks  and  blues  retain 
their  color  the  best.  Place  about  1"  of  sand  in  a  cake 
pan  or  box.  Take  a  flower  stalk  and  lay  it  flat  on  the 
sand.  Spread  out  the  blossoms  so  they  don't  touch  if 
possible.  Next  and  this  is  important!  Fill  in  below  and 
around  the  blossoms  to  give  support.  If  you  don't 
support  the  underside  of  the  blossoms,  the  heavy 
sand  you  put  on  top  of  them  will  cause  them  to  have 
creases  and  crumple. 

After  you  have  filled  below  and  around  the  edges 
of  the  petals  with  sand,  take  a  handful  of  sand  and 
gently  let  it  sift  through  your  fingers  over  each 
blossom.  Sift  until  each  blossom  is  completely 
covered.  Then  add  an  extra  handful  of  sand  to  be 
sure  each  blossom  is  completely  covered;  it  should 
take  5  to  7  days  for  the  singles  and  10  to  12  days  for 
the  doubles.  Keep  the  container  uncovered  and  in  a 
dry  place.  Check  blossoms  by  shifting  the  sand  to 
one  side  so  a  petal  shows.  Don't  remove  the  petal 
unless  it  looks  and  feels  dry.  The  stem  may  be  soft 
but  they  are  removed  when  you  wire  them. 

Wiring  the  blossoms  can  be  tricky  but  if  you  have 
patience  it  can  be  done  easily.  Take  a  thin  piece  of 
floral  wire  and  make  a  small  hook  on  one  end.  Push 
the  other  end  through  the  center  of  the  blossom  from 
the  front  and  pull  until  the  hook  goes  through.  Then 
taking  tweezers  pinch  the  hook  just  on  the  underside 
of  the  blossom.  Then  wrap  the  wire  with  floral  tape. 

There,  now  that  I  have  given  you  a  step  by  step 
way  to  dry  and  wire  our  precious  blossoms,  go  ahead 
and  try  it  for  the  next  show.

Growing  Show  Plants

When  I  was  asked  to  do  a  workshop  for  the  AVSA 
Convention  in  San  Francisco  I  accepted  the  title, 
"Growing  Show  Plants  California  Style",  without 
giving  it  much  thought.  As  I  started  to  prepare  the 
program  it  dawned  on  me  that  I  would  have  a  lot  of 
nerve  speaking  for  all  the  growers  in  California.  Also 
I  use  peat  moss  from  Canada;  fertilizers  from  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania;  pots  from  Wisconsin; 
and  a  potting  technique  from  Texas.  So  much  for  the 
"California";  the  revised  title  is,  "How  I  Grow 
Show  Plants." 

When  I  read  articles  or  hear  lectures  on  how  to 
grow  show  plants  I  think  to  myself,  "I  would  sure 
like  to  see  your  plants  before  I  take  your  advice!"  I 
can't  show  you  my  plants  so  I  will  establish  my 
credibility  by  reciting  my  records  of  awards.  I  have 
been  growing  African  violets  for  over  10  years  but  it 
took  me  a  long  time  to  achieve  even  modest  success 
in  growing  show-quality  plants.  It  wasn't  until  I 
began  to  perfect  my  grooming  skills  and  happened  to 
run  across  "Texas  Style"  potting  that  I  began  to  take 
the  top  awards  in  judged  shows. 

In  a  five-year  period  I  entered  eight  judged  shows 
and  each  time  won  Best  in  Show  and  the  National 
award  of  the  AVSA  gold  rosette  plus  many  addi¬ 
tional  awards.  Last  November  at  the  Southern 
California  Council  show  I  was  finally  defeated  for 
Best  in  Show  for  the  first  time  in  those  five  years  by 
one  of  my  best  friends;  but  her  joy  in  winning  took 
the  sting  out  of  losing!  She  did  let  me  win  the  AVSA 
gold  rosette  though,  so  I  still  have  one  leg  left  to 
stand  on.  I'm  sure  many  records  better  than  this  exist 
in  the  AV  world  and  probably  by  using  much  dif¬ 
ferent  techniques  than  mine,  but  at  least  you  will  be 
getting  another  viewpoint. 

CONDITIONS 

First  the  proper  conditions  need  to  be  created  in 
which  to  grow  show  plants.  African  violets  are 
happy  in  the  same  atmosphere  that  we  are  comfor¬ 
table  in.  Not  too  hot,  not  too  cold,  fresh  air  but  no 
drafts,  enough  humidity  to  keep  us  comfortable,  and 
enough  sunlight  to  keep  us  cheerful.  However, 
creating  the  maximum  beneficial  conditions  for 
show-quality  plants  requires  a  little  extra  effort. 
RUORESCENT  LIGHTING 

Only  artificial  light  can  provide  the  precise  timing 
required  for  floriferousness  for  a  judged  show.  The 
first  thing  to  consider  is  the  proper  amount  of  light. 
Since  fluorescent  light  can't  be  measured  with 
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photometers  designed  for  photographic  equipment, 
growers  think  in  the  terms  of  watts  per  square  foot. 
For  African  violets  most  experts  recommend  10  to  15 
watts  of  fluorescent  light  per  square  foot. 

I  use  two  40-watt  Gro-lux  regular  (F-40)  tubes 
above  a  shelf  area  20  by  48  inches.  This  provides  a 
little  over  11  watts  per  square  foot.  It  is  important  to 
use  light  fixtures  with  reflectors  to  get  the  maximum 
benefit  from  the  lights.  The  tubes  are  about  10  to  12 
inches  above  the  tops  of  the  plants  and  I  keep  the 
lights  on  12  hours  a  day.  About  10  weeks  before  a 
judged  show  I  increase  the  light  hours  one  hour  per 
week  until  they  are  on  15  hours  a  day.  After  the 
show  is  over  I  decrease  the  light  hours  at  the  same 
rate  until  they  are  again  at  12  hours. 

Dust  and  grime  cut  down  light  output  so  keep  the 
tubes  and  reflectors  wiped  clean.  Replace  the  tubes 
every  24  months  or  when  dark  rings  appear  at  the 
end  of  the  tubes,  which  ever  comes  first.  Arrange  it 
so  only  one  tube  is  replaced  each  year  in  a  double 
tube  fixture  and  make  the  change  2y2  months  before 
a  show.  If  you  change  both  tubes  every  two  years 
then  you  will  not  have  maximum  bloom  in  the  off- 
year.  If  you  decide  to  replace  both  tubes  each  year, 
then  change  only  one  tube  at  a  time,  waiting  a  few 
weeks  to  replace  the  other  tube  to  avoid  burning  the 
foliage  with  the  sudden  burst  of  energy  from  the 
new  tubes. 

SPACING  PLANTS 

In  order  for  the  leaves  to  lie  flat  and  for  foliage  to 
form  symmetrically,  the  plants  must  be  spaced  so  the 
leaves  of  one  plant  never  touch  the  leaves  of  another. 
Also  air  circulation  will  be  better  if  plants  are  not 
crowded  together. 

Since  we  all  need  to  be  award  of  energy  conserva¬ 
tion  and  energy  sources  are  becoming  very  expen¬ 
sive,  we  should  get  the  maximum  use  out  of  the  light 
energy  it  takes  to  grow  plants.  Many  plants  can  be 
grown  under  one  light  fixture  by  elevating  the  plants , 
at  varying  levels  using  different  heights  of  inverted 
pots  or  other  containers. 

TEMPERATURE  —  HUMIDITY 

Keep  the  violet  room  temperature  between  60  and 
80  degrees  and  the  humidity  between  50  and  70  per¬ 
cent.  To  achieve  this  it  may  take  apparatus  such  as 
humidifiers  or  dehumidifiers,  coolers,  vaporizers, 
etc.  but  then  it's  never  been  claimed  that  growing 
show  plants  was  an  inexpensive  hobby! 


WATER 

Use  a  good  quality  of  water  preferably  bottled 
purified  water.  Rainwater  is  no  longer  preferred 
because  of  acidity  and  pollutants  from  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  I  have  a  reverse 
osmosis  purifying  unit  installed  in  my  kitchen  sink 
and  can  draw  up  to  five  gallons  of  water  a  day.  This 
is  ample  for  the  African  violets  and  the  potted  patio 
plants  plus  cooking  and  drinking. 

FERTILIZERS 

Use  a  dilute  fertilizer  solution  each  time  you  water. 

1  alternate  brands  of  fertilizers  using  a  balanced  for¬ 
mula  such  as  20-20-20  or  18-18-18  throughout  most 
of  the  year  and  switching  to  a  high  phosphorus  fer¬ 
tilizer  iVi  months  before  a  show  to  increase 
floriferousness.  The  exception  is  variegated  varieties 
which  get  a  12-36-14  fertilizer  the  year  around.  With 
dry  crystal  fertilizers,  if  the  total  percentage  of 
nitrogen,  phosphorus,  and  potassium  adds  up  to 
about  60  percent,  use  V4  teaspoon  of  fertilizer  to  one 
gallon  of  water.  If  the  total  percentage  is  less  than  60 
percent,  then  adjustment  will  need  to  be  made 
accordingly.  I  use  a  5-50-17  (variegated  special) 
fertilizer  as  a  bloom  booster  or  foliar  feed  with  a 
recommended  inorganic  fertilizer  twice  before  show; 
once  10  weeks  prior  and  once  8  weeks  prior.  Never 
foliar  feed  variegated  foliage  plants.  I  learned  this  the 
hard  way;  within  weeks  all  my  beautiful  variegates 
turned  green. 

POTTING  MIX 

2  quarts  peat  moss  (Canadian  milled  sphagnum) 

2  quarts  #2  grade  perlite 

1  quart  coarse  grade  vermiculite 
1  tbsp.  superphosphate 
dolomite  lime 

Since  peat  moss  is  quite  acid,  enough  dolomite 
lime  is  added  to  raise  the  pH  of  the  mix  to  6.5  or  6.7. 
It  is  difficult  to  tell  exactly  how  much  dolomite  lime 
to  add  to  the  mix  since  batches  of  peat  moss  will  vary 
in  acidity  and  the  grind  (fine  or  coarse)  of  the 
dolomite  lime  will  be  a  factor,  so  it  is  important  that 
an  accurate  pH  test  be  made.  The  only  ingredient  to 
consider  pasteurizing  is  the  peat  moss.  Some  growers 
feel  peat  moss  is  free  from  contaminants  but  I 
pasteurize  it  to  be  safe.  It  is  also  possible  to  buy 
peat  from  a  nursery  that  does  its  own  steam  or 
chemical  pasteurizing. 

PESTICIDES 

I  don't  believe  in  the  use  of  pesticides  by  the 
hobbyist  grower  as  a  preventative  measure.  This 
includes  systemic  granules,  pesticide  sprays,  and 
fungicidal  drenches.  Most  of  us  are  not 
knowledgeable  enough  about  the  dangers  of  these 
chemicals  and  some  are  very  toxic,  readily  absorbed 


through  the  skin,  and  may  be  dangerous  to  our 
health.  Entomologists  warn  us  that  pests  can  build  up 
a  tolerance  to  pesticides  or  can  develop  mutant 
strains  that  are  resistant  to  existing  pesticides. 

When  you  do  get  a  pest  or  disease  in  your  collec¬ 
tion  (and  haven't  we  all?)  then  use  the  proper 
chemical,  carefully  following  directions  and  taking 
all  precautions  such  as  wearing  a  mask  and  rubber 
gloves.  Don't  bring  any  new  plant  into  your  collec¬ 
tion  without  a  45-day  quarantine  at  a  safe  distance! 
One  little  bug  at  the  wrong  time  and  you  are  out  of 
show  business  until  next  year. 

^TEXAS  STYLE"  POTTING 

"Texas  Style"  was  developed  by  Jodi  Davis  of 
Austin,  TX  and  I  think  it  was  very  considerate  of  Jodi 
to  be  living  in  Texas  when  she  came  up  with  this  idea. 
Through  years  of  brainwashing  by  the  Texans,  we 
associate  anything  from  Texas  as  being  bigger  and 
better  and  this  applies  to  everything  from  cows  to 
men  and  now  we  add  African  violets!  It  certainly 
wouldn't  have  had  the  same  impact  if  it  were  called 
"Nebraska  Style"  (forgive  me  Nebraskans!).  Jodi  uses 
a  coarse  granite  gravel  (turkey  grits)  as  the  base  for 
"Texas  Style"  potting  but  I  use  a  coarse  sponge  rock 
(#3  grade)  because  of  weight  and  availability  of 
material.  Check  Jodi's  article  in  the  June  1978 
AV  Magazine. 

Since  man  first  took  plants  out  of  the  ground  and 
started  growing  them  in  containers,  the  search  for 
better  potting  methods,  better  potting  mixes,  and 
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better  watering  procedures,  has  never  ceased.  The 
"T.S."  potting  method  is  so  simple  that  the  question 
is  often  asked,  "Why  wasn't  it  discovered  before?" 
Well  countless  horticulturists  have  been  within  a 
hairsbreadth  of  it  through  one  technique  or  another 
but,  as  far  as  the  hobbyist  grower  is  concerned,  the 
common  failing  of  all  of  these  techniques  has  been 
the  cultural  sophistication  required,  either  by  the 
grower  or  by  the  costly  or  complicated  paraphernalia 
required.  The  simplicity  of  "T.S."  is  what  has  made  it 
so  popular  with  plant  growers.  It  is  easy  to  teach, 
almost  any  pot  can  be  used,  the  materials  are 
available  at  most  nurseries  and,  of  course,  the  results 
are  amazing. 

WHY  "TEXAS  STYLE"  WORKS 

The  roots  grow  down  into  the  sponge  rock  layer  in 
the  bottom  of  the  pot  and  it  is  in  this  area  where  the 
magic  of  "T.S."  potting  takes  place.  There  are  two 
reasons  this  area  provides  extra  growth  advantages 
over  conventional  potting  methods. 

1.  THE  SPONGE  ROCK  LAYER  HAS  AIR 
SPACES  THAT  ALLOW  THE  mEE  EXCHANGE 
OF  GASES  AT  THE  ROOT  TIPS.  Just  like  humans, 
plants  have  to  breathe  to  live.  We  take  in  oxygen  and 
give  off  carbon  dioxide.  Plants  are  just  the  opposite; 
they  give  off  oxygen  and  take  in  carbon  dioxide.  This 
is  referred  to  as  the  "gas  exchange"  and,  whether  in 
plants  or  in  human  beings,  this  gas  exchange  can  only 
take  place  in  air.  Air  spaces  are  present  in  a  good, 
porous  potting  mix  but  to  a  lesser,  more  restricted 
degree,  so  by  providing  the  root  area  with  more 
assured  air  spaces,  plant  growth  is  given  a  big  boost. 

Respiration  in  plants  takes  place  in  two  locations; 
the  leaves  and  the  root  tips.  It  is  essential  to  the 
health  of  the  plant  that  air  is  available  to  both  of 
these  areas.  The  leaves  should  be  kept  free  of  dust 
and  grime  and  the  plant  room  air  should  not  be 
allowed  to  become  stale  and  stagnant. 

2.  THE  ROOTS  HAVE  FREE  ACCESS  TO 
MOISTURE  AND  NUTRIENTS.  Getting  the  proper 
amount  of  watet  and  nourishment  is  a  very  traumatic 
experience  for  the  roots  of  container  grown  plants; 
they  have  a  hard  time  getting  their  fair  share  of  food 
and  water.  With  the  conventional  method  of  potting, 
where  the  pot  contains  nothing  but  the  potting  mix, 
the  roots  are  in  competition  with  the  soil  for  water, 
which  to  some  degree  is  locked  up  physically  such  as 
absorption  by  the  peat  moss,  and  for  nutrients, 
which  to  some  degree  are  locked  up  chemically  by 
the  pH  of  the  soil  mix. 

HOW  "TEXAS  STYLE"  WORKS 

"T.S."  potting  requires  watering  from  the  bottom 
with  a  dilute  fertilizer  solution.  This  nutrient  solution 
is  drawn  up  to  the  root  system  by  capillary  action. 

CAPILLARY;  Having  a  very  small  internal 
diameter,  as  a  tube.  CAPILLARY  ATTRACTION: 


The  force  that  causes  a  liquid  to  be  raised  against  a 
verticle  surface  such  as  water  in  a  small  glass  tube. 
SURFACE  TENSION:  The  molecules  in  water  create 
tension,  such  as  water  beading  on  a  smooth  surface. 
It  is  this  tension  that  starts  capillary  action.  Particles 
such  as  sponge  rock  as  the  base  of  planting  "T.S.",  or 
particles  such  as  peat  moss,  perlite,  charcoal,  etc.  in 
the  potting  mix,  form  a  myriad  of  little  "tubes" 
or  capillaries. 

WATERING  "TEXAS  STYLE" 

You  can  water  on  a  schedule  with  "T.S."  Approx- 
imately  Va  inch  of  water  is  added  to  the  saucer  at 
regular  intervals.  This  interval  is  determined  by  the 
plant  that  needs  water  first,  since  newly  potted  plants 
will  use  water  at  a  slower  rate  than  a  plant  whose 
roots  are  well  established.  The  rest  of  the  plants  are 
watered  at  the  same  time  whether  they  need  it  or  not 
because  with  "T.S."  it  is  safe  to  add  water  when  the 
soil  is  still  quite  moist. 

When  water  is  poured  into  the  saucer  it  will  be 
drawn  up  by  the  sponge  rock  until  the  saturation 
point  is  reached  and  then  capillary  action  will  start.  If 
you  are  using  a  small,  shallow  saucer,  fill  it,  wait  a 
few  seconds  until  some  of  the  water  is  drawn  up, 
then  fill  it  again.  If  you  are  using  large  saucers  or 
common  trays  then  be  sure  the  water  level  only 
comes  up  to  the  top  one  inch  of  the  sponge  rock. 
After  the  solution  is  all  used  up,  wait  2  or  3  days, 
depending  on  conditions,  then  water  again.  The  top 
of  the  soil  should  feel  moist  at  all  times. 

THE  BALANCE  OF  "TEXAS  STYLE"  POTTING 

As  you  start  trying  this  method  of  potting,  keep  in 
mind  the  "balance";  the  sponge  rock  layer  needs  to 
be  deep  enough  so  the  top  one  inch  of  the  sponge 
rock  is  above  the  water  level  and  the  potting  mix 
layer  needs  to  be  deep  enough  to  allow  potting  down 
a  long  neck  and  still  leave  enough  roots  so  the  plant 
doesn't  go  into  shock.  I  have  potted  large  show 
plants  down  with  only  a  one  inch  thick  "saucer"  of 
roots  left  and  have  never  had  a  plant  go  into  shock  or 
even  a  slight  setback.  It  is  possible  to  grow  "T.S."  in 
squatty  pots  with  only  a  one  inch  layer  of  sponge 
rock  but  Fve  had  more  success  using  a  slightly  taller 
pot  with  iVz  inches  of  sponge  rock  and  2y2  inches  of 
potting  mix. 

POTTING  DOWN  A  LONG  NECK 

Since  the  soil  layer  for  "T.S."  is  shallow,  pot  the 
plant  down  before  the  neck  gets  too  long;  usually  no 
more  than  a  Vi  inch.  Using  a  sharp  knife,  slice  away 
the  sponge  rock  mass  then  slice  off  the  bottom  of  the 
soil  Football  equal  to  the  length  of  the  neck.  Scrape 
the  brown  scar  tissue  from  the  neck,  put  new  sponge 
rock  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot,  and  place  the  plant 
back  in  the  same  pot.  Fill  in  around  the  neck  with 
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fresh  potting  mix.  Most  of  my  show  plants  are  in  5 
inch  pots  but  I  allow  5  or  6  of  them  to  reach  18  to  24 
inches  by  potting  them  in  7  inch  bowls. 

POTTING  UP 

Another  advantage  of  "T.S.”  is  that  plantlets  in  2 
inch  pots  may  be  potted  up  into  5  or  even  6  inch  pots 
without  danger  of  root  rot.  The  roots  catch  a  hold 
immediately  and  the  plant  grows  at  a  phenomenal 
rate.  Use  the  "mold"  method  when  potting  up  from  a 
2  or  4  inch  pot  into  a  5  or  6  inch  pot.  Place  an  empty 
pot  on  top  of  the  sponge  rock  in  the  new  pot  and 
tamp  the  mix  down  firmly  around  the  inner  pot  so 
the  density  of  the  mix  equals  the  density  of  the  root- 
ball  of  the  plant.  Remove  the  empty  pot  and  place 
the  rootball  in  the  hole  and  press  it  down  firmly  so 
the  roots  come  into  good  contact  with  the  new  soil. 
When  potting  up  a  plant  that  is  growing  "T.S." 
always  remove  the  old  sponge  rock  layer. 

DISBUDDING 

To  develop  more  perfect  foliage  I  partially  dis¬ 
bud  throughout  the  year.  Use  a  pointed  instrument 
and  completely  stub  out  every  other  forming  bud 
allowing  only  two  or  three  bloom  stems  on  the  plant 
at  one  time.  This  gives  some  color  throughout  the 
year  but  most  of  the  energy  of  the  plant  will  be 
directed  toward  the  growth  of  foliage  and  the  center 
crown  leaves  won't  become  distorted  or  stunted  by 
heavy  bloom. 

About  10  weeks  before  show  completely  disbud 
using  a  sharp  instrument  and  leaving  a  scant  1/8  inch 
stub  so  newly  forming  buds  in  the  same  juncture 
won't  be  damaged.  Disbud  again  about  8  weeks 
before  show.  Each  grower  has  to  determine  their  own 
schedule  for  disbudding  because  timing  for  full 
bloom  will  vary  according  to  the  weather,  cultural 
conditions,  and  variety  characteristics. 

GROOMING  ^  REMOVING  LEAVES 

Don't  take  a  plant  to  show  with  a  "petticoat"  of 
old,  marred,  or  off-sized  leaves.  Removing  immature 
or  off-sized  leaves  is  one  of  the  more  difficult  skills  to 


teach.  The  only  way  to  develop  this  skill  is  through 
observation  and  practice.  It  is  easy  to  recognize  baby 
leaves  on  small  plants  but  after  the  plant  matures  the 
decisions  become  tougher.  I  can  remember  when  I 
first  started  growing  violets  I  would  agonize  for 
hours  over  taking  a  leaf  off.  Now  I  can  spot  them 
clear  across  a  room  and  can  strip  a  plant  down  in 
nothing  flat. 

The  following  tips  may  be  helpful:  1.  An  immature 
leaf  will  be  smaller  than  the  other  leaves  in  the  bot¬ 
tom  row.  The  petioles  will  be  smaller,  weaker  and 
paler  in  color.  2.  The  texture  of  the  leaves  will  not  be 
as  deeply  quilted  or  as  curly  or  wavy,  as  the  case  may 
be.  Suckers  will  often  form  at  the  base  of  an  imma¬ 
ture  leaf,  so  if  a  sucker  appears,  then  examine  the  leaf 
to  see  if  it  should  be  removed. 

It  seems  logical  to  assume  that  if  all  immature 
leaves  are  removed  as  the  plant  is  growing  then  when 
it  reaches  maturity  there  should  be  no  more  to 
remove,  but  that  is  not  always  the  case.  Even  though 
they  appeared  to  be  mature  at  one  time  some  leaves 
won't  keep  up  with  the  development  of  others  and 
must  be  removed. 

The  goal  is  to  have  a  perfect  set  of  matching  leaves 
on  the  outside  row  with  proportionately  smaller 
leaves  for  each  of  the  other  rows  toward  the  center.  If 
you  have  misjudged  and  are  nearing  showtime  with 
an  outer  row  of  off-sized  leaves  then  "T.S."  potting 
has  a  further  advantage.  Remove  the  row  of  leaves, 
take  the  plant  out  of  the  pot,  and  remove  enough 
sponge  rock  so  the  plant  can  be  seated  at  the  proper 
depth.  The  main  rootball  will  be  undisturbed  and  the 
plant  won't  suffer  any  setback. 

OTHER  GROOMING  TIPS 

A  soft  camel's  hair  brush  will  remove  visible  specks 
of  soil  or  lint  but  the  only  thing  that  will  remove 
accumulated  dust  is  a  bath.  I  do  this  two  or  three 
times  a  year  but  particularly  after  the  final  disbud¬ 
ding  before  a  show.  Take  the  plants  to  the  kitchen 
sink,  run  the  tap  in  a  gentle,  tepid  stream,  and  tilt  the 
plant  under  the  flow  of  water  so  water  doesn't  run 
into  the  center  crown  or  the  pot.  Pat  up  the  excess 
drops  of  water  with  tissue  or  a  soft  natural  sponge. 
'  PRE-SHOW  CALENDAR 
12  WEEKS  BEFORE  SHOW:  Strip  the  plants  of  all 
marred  or  off-sized  leaves  and  do  the  final  potting 
down  or  up.  Choose  the  appropriate  size  pot  based 
on  about  an  inch  growth  rate  per  month  for  the  next 
3  months. 

10  WEEKS  BEFORE  SHOW:  Completely  disbud, 
water  with  a  bloom  booster  or  foliar  feed,  put  in 
one  new  tube,  wash  plants,  increase  light  time  to 
13  hours. 

9  WEEKS  BEFORE  SHOW:  Change  to  a  high 
phosphorus  fertilizer  such  as  12-36-14  or  15-30-15, 
increase  light  time  to  14  hours,  disbud  variegated 
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varieties  for  the  last  time  (heavily  variegated  vari¬ 
eties  sometimes  require  9  to  10  weeks  to  come  into 
full  flower). 

8  WEEKS  BEFORE  SHOW:  Again  use  bloom 
booster  or  foliar  feed,  final  disbudding  for  doubles, 
increase  light  time  to  15  hours. 

6  WEEKS  BEFORE  SHOW:  Final  disbudding  for 
singles,  check  for  suckers. 

1  WEEK  BEFORE  SHOW:  Final  check  for  bloom 
stem  stubs,  suckers,  soil  particles  on  leaves,  possible 
leaf  removal  and  potting  down. 

I  would  love  to  hear  about  it  if  this  helps  any  of 
you  new  growers  bring  home  a  winner!

Gesneriads  On  The  Windowsill

Many  of  us  are  forced  to  become  windowsill 
growers  due  to  growing  plant  collections  as  well  as 
high  electrical  costs. 

Windowsill  growing  is  a  greater  challenge.  Light, 
temperature,  humidity  and  air  circulation  are  much 
harder  to  control.  Not  only  are  they  harder  to  con¬ 
trol,  some  are . impossible  to  control.  Just  as  soon 
as  you  have  one  seasons  problems  in  hand  the 
weather  changes. 

Unlike  a  basement  full  of  light  carts  or  out  of  the 
way  rooms  with  light  shelvings,  windowsills  are  pre¬ 
sent  in  the  most  populated  rooms.  This  causes  an 
additional  problem  with  children  touching  plants, 
cooking  grease,  smoke,  fireplace  dryness  etc. 

One  Aeschynanthus  pulcher  grew  to  an  enormous 
size  in  a  bright  south  window.  The  plant  would  have 
taken  up  much  too  large  of  a  portion  on  the  light 
cart.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Nema  tan  thus  family. 
Wettsteinii  grows  much  stronger  in  a  kitchen  win¬ 
dow  supplimented  with  artificial  light. 

Streptocarpus  do  well  in  the  south  window. 
'Massons  White'  grew  2  feet  across  and  almost 
always  had  a  full  head  of  flowers.  Streptocarpus  sax- 
orum  needs  a  longer  night  to  come  into  bloom.  So, 


the  winter  window  light  will  bring  it  into  bloom.  On 
the  windowsill  saxorum  will  grow  to  a  hanging 
basket  size.  In  return  for  fertilizing  and  proper  water¬ 
ing  saxorum  should  bloom  at  nearly  every  leaf  axis. 

Miniature  African  violets  in  their  IVa”  pots  fit 
upon  the  modern  house's  windowsill.  The  mini 
violets  perform  well  in  natural  light.  They  may  need 
a  south  window  during  the  late  fall  and  winter.  Dur¬ 
ing  February  the  suns  rays  become  hotter  and  the 
minis  must  be  moved  or  a  sheer  curtain  used. 

Miniature  sinningias- do  well  in  small  terrariums. 
With  decorative  clear  glass  containers  coming  in 
so  many  shapes  and  sizes  they  easily  fit  on  a  window¬ 
sill.  The  glass  can  hold  one  'Dollbaby'  or  'Pink  Ice' 
or  the  trio  of  the  micro  minis  'Snowflake',  'White 
Sprite'  or  'Wood  Nymph'.  These  sinningias  are  ones  I 
have  found  that  give  me  great  pleasure  on  our  win¬ 
dow  sills. 

The  gesneriad  family  will  not  become  as  culturally 
perfect  on  the  windowsill  as  it  might  under 
fluorescents,  but  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  many 
blooms  can  be  found  on  the  windowsill.

Back  To  The  Basics

In  the  beginning  it  is  just  one  violet;  then  two  or 
three  purchased  compulsively  in  a  super  market  or 
garden  center.  A  broken  leaf  is  placed  in  water  and 
eventually  sprouts  tiny  little  plants.  Then  for  some 
unknown  reason  disaster  strikes;  a  plant  will  become 
limp,  the  leaves  become  smaller  with  longer  petioles 
and  there  is  no  bloom.  Outer  leaves  will  begin  to  die, 
and  when  removed,  a  long  stem  (neck)  develops  with 
a  few  sparse  leaves  at  the  end  resembling  an  ostrich 
more  than  an  African  violet.  Then  comes  the  inevi¬ 
table  comment,  "I  just  do  not  have  a  green  thumb!" 

At  this  point  encouragement  is  needed  and  the 
place  to  begin  is  to  dispel  that  age-old  myth  about 
some  people  having  a  green  thumb  and  others  do 
not.  The  green  thumb  comes  from  a  combination  of 
enjoyment  with  plants  and  acquiring  knowledge  on 
how  to  care  for  them. 

Because  African  violets  are  so  adaptable  to  every 
kind  of  environment  it  is  no  mystery  as  to  why  it  has 
become  the  most  popular  house  plant  to  grow;  but,  a 
certain  amount  of  rudimental  knowledge  is  necessary 
if  success  is  to  be  achieved.  There  are  ten  factors  that 
unite  to  produce  a  beautiful  African  violet.  They  are; 
Proper  Soil,  Water  and  watering  methods.  Fertilizer, 
Light,  Temperature,  Air  circulation  and  spacing. 
Humidity,  Potting  and  Spraying.  Now  let  us  examine 
them  one  at  a  time. 

SOIL 

We  begin  with  soil  which  is  of  the  greatest  impor¬ 
tance.  It  not  only  supports  the  plant  but  supplies  it 
with  the  necessary  moisture  and  nutrients.  If  plants 
are  not  grown  in  the  right  soil  the  other  factors  are  of 
little  use.  For  proper  growth  and  development  soil 
should  have  physical  properties  that  enable  free  root 
development  together  with  passages  for  air  and 
water.  It  should  be  slightly  acid  (6. 4-6. 9  pH)  and 
contain  all  proper  nutrients.  In  order  to  insure  it 
against  disease  organisms  and  soil  insects  all  soil 
mixes  must  be  sterilized  and  stored  in  clean  airtight 
containers  so  there  is  no  danger  of  re-contamination. 
There  are  special  violet  soils  that  are  commercially 
prepared  and  these  are  usually  already  sterilized. 
Some  hobbyists  prefer  to  mix  their  own;  one  of  the 
more  popular  type  of  mixes  is  the  "Soilless  Mix".  The 
following  formula  is  an  example: 

(Unit  of  Measure  —  One  Pound  Coffee  Can) 

3  parts  Canadian 
Sphagnum  Peat 

2  parts  Vermiculite 


1  part  Perlite 
V4  part  Ground 

Charcoal 

2  Tablespoons  Dolomite 
Lime 

1  Tablespoon  Bonemeal 
1  Tablespoon  Super¬ 
phosphate 


This  formula  should 
be  used  with  a  con¬ 
stant  feed  program 
using  a  weak  solu¬ 
tion  of  an  African 
violet  soluble  fertili¬ 
zer  at  each  water¬ 
ing  ( V4  recommended 
strength.) 


WATER  AND  WATERING  METHODS 
Any  good  drinking  water  should  be  suitable  for 
watering  African  violets;  water  softeners  added  to 
this  water  source  would  be  damaging,  however.  The 
preferred  method  of  watering  is  to  thoroughly  water 
over  the  top  of  the  soil.  The  water  should  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  run  through  the  pot  and  drain  off.  Violets 
should  NEVER  set  in  this  water  residue;  it  contains 
toxic  salts  harmful  to  the  roots.  Violets  will  not 
thrive  in  wet,  saturated  soil  and  they  should  be 
watered  only  when  the  top  of  the  soil  feels  dry  to 
the  touch.  Although  violets  do  best  when  watered  in 
this  manner,  the  wick  or  mat  method  of  absorbing 
the  moisture  from  the  bottom  can  be  successfully 
used.  However,  the  soil  should  be  flushed  thor¬ 
oughly  with  clear  water  every  month  or  six  weeks; 
this  reduces  the  possibility  of  any  harmful  salts 
build-up  in  the  soil.  Tepid  water  should  always  be 
used  and  if  it  is  accidentally  dropped  onto  the  leaves 
it  should  be  immediately  absorbed  into  a  soft  paper 
towel.  Sunshine  or  intense  light  shining  on  the  leaves 
where  drops  of  water  are  standing  will  leave 
unsightly  rings. 


FERTILIZER 

A  good  well  balanced  fertilizer  should  always  be 
used.  It  should  contain  nitrogen,  phosphorous  and 
potassium  which  are  the  three  necessary  elements. 
Nitrogen,  promotes  growth;  phosphorous  is 
necessary  for  root  development  and  bloom; 
potassium  is  the  catalyst  that  regulates  the  whole 
process.  There  are  many  fertilizer  formulas  on  the 
market  and  each  label  will  show  them,  (formula 
examples,  12-36-14  or  15-16-17).  These  numbers 
represent  the  proportion  of  nitrogen,  phosphorous 
and  potassium  in  each  formula.  It  is  wise  to  select  fer¬ 
tilizers  that  also  list  the  trace  elements.  For  plants  to 
grow  normally  all  these  ingredients  should  be  in  good 
balance.  Fertilizers  should  be  used  as  they  are  recom¬ 
mended  on  the  label.  The  only  exception  is  when  a 
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“constant  feed”  program  is  being  considered.  Then 
the  amount  is  reduced  to  Va  the  recommended 
strength  and  the  plants  are  watered  with  this  solution 
at  every  watering.  A  plant  that  has  been  permitted, 
for  some  reason,  to  become  dry  and  wilted  should 
never  be  fertilized.  It  must  first  be  watered  with  clear 
water  at  intervals  with  small  applications  until  it  has 
become  completely  turgid  once  again.  Then  the  fer¬ 
tilizer  may  be  applied. 

LIGHT 

Without  good  light  African  violets  will  not  bloom. 
When  leaves  are  small  and  the  petioles  elongated  it  is 
a  good  indication  that  the  plant  is  not  getting  enough 
light.  Adequate  light  will  be  usually  available  in  the 
East  or  South  windows.  But  shade  trees,  porch  roofs 
or  a  heavy  roof  overhand  will  cut  down  the  light 
source.  The  further  a  plant  is  placed  away  from  the 
window  the  less  light  is  available  to  it.  Hot  noon  day 
sunlight  in  the  summer  is  detrimental  because  of  the 
heat  that  is  generated  through  the  window;  it  will 
bum  the  leaves.  During  these  hours  sheer  curtains 
should  be  drawn  across  the  window  for  protection. 
Plants  that  are  window  grown  should  be  rotated  one 
fourth  turn  every  day  to  prevent  crooked  stems.  If  a 
violet  receives  the  correct  amount  of  light,  evenly 
supplied,  it  will  grow  into  a  lovely  symmetrical 
rosette.  If  tiny  little  plants  or  side  shoots  appear 
along  the  stem  or  at  the  axil  of  the  leaf  they  should  be 
removed  before  they  become  too  large.  This  will  help 
to  maintain  this  symmetry. 

Violets  can  be  grown  with  great  success  anywhere 
in  the  house  with  the  use  of  artificial  lighting.  The 
most  popular  type  is  a  48”  fluorescent  light  fixture 
that  contains  two  tubes.  A  combination  of  one  cool 
white  and  one  warm  white  fluorescent  bulb  has 
proven  to  be  the  most  efficient  and  most  effective  by 
hobbyists  over  the  years.  As  a  general  mle  plants  are 
placed  so  that  the  crown  is  about  12  inches  below  the 
light.  The  photoperiod  is  about  14  hours  per  day. 
Distance  from  the  light  and  the  length  of  time  the 
plants  are  exposed  to  it  varies  under  some  conditions. 
This  is  a  place  where  experiment  may  be  necessary. 
When  experimenting  with  any  idea  one  should  try  it 
on  a  few  plants  at  a  time;  never  expose  an  entire 
violet  collection  to  a  new  idea. 

TEMPERATURE 

The  ideal  temperature  for  African  violets  is  from 
65  to  75  degrees  F.  They  will  not  grow  to  their  poten¬ 
tial  in  temperatures  below  60  degrees  but  they  will 
survive.  A  temperature  below  SO  degrees  is  fatal. 
But,  because  of  their  adaptability  they  will  do  well  in 
temperatures  that  range  from  75  to  90  degrees  if  ade¬ 
quate  water,  fertilizer  and  air  circulation  is  provided. 
AIR  CIRCULATION  AND  SPACING 

In  addition  to  fertilizer,  violets  also  require,  in 
abundance,  the  elements  Carbon,  Hydrogen  and 


Oxygen.  These  are  found  in  water  and  also  in  the  air. 
Good  air  circulation  is  therefore  very  important. 
Stale  stagnant  air  will  cause  mildew  to  form  on  the 
leaves  and  blossoms  of  the  plant.  Plants  also  receive 
some  air  through  the  roots;  this  is  one  reason 
why  they  will  not  survive  in  a  heavy  soil  that  is 
water  saturated.  Strong  cold  drafts  must  be 
avoided,  however. 

Allowing  adequate  space  between  violets  on  a 
bench  or  table  permits  good  air  circulation  around 
them.  It  also  has  another  purpose;  when  violets  are 
crowded  together  there  will  be  a  decrease  in  light 
penetration  and  plants  will  grow  unshapely,  and 
there  is  more  chance  of  a  transfer  of  diseases  or 
insects  from  one  plant  to  another  if  these 
undesirables  are  present. 

HUMIDITY 

Ideal  humidity  is  from  40  to  50  percent,  both  for 
violets  and  humans.  This  is  difficult  to  maintain,  at 
times.  One  can  increase  the  humidity  by  elevating 
the  plants  above  pebbles  which  are  constantly  kept 
m.oist.  Care  should  be  taken  to  never  let  the  water 
level  around  these  pebbles  reach  the  bottoms  of  the 
pots.  Placing  the  plants  on  a  grill  or  wire  which 
covers  saucers  or  trays  will  also  increase  the  humi¬ 
dity;  these  containers  should  always  be  kept  filled 
with  water.  Plants  that  are  placed  in  this  manner  will 
also  permit  the  excess  water  to  drain  into  the  recep- 
ticals  when  they  are  watered.  This,  in  turn,  increases 
the  humidity.  Misting  with  a  fine  spray  is  helpful  and 
will  raise  the  humidity  but  it  should  always  be  done 
with  warm  water  and  never  in  bright  sunlight. 

POTTING 

One  important  rule  to  remember  when  potting 
African  violets  is  that  they  grow  and  bloom  better  in 
small  pots.  Small  plantlets  taken  from  rooted  cut¬ 
tings  should  be  planted  into  2”  pots.  They  should 
remain  in  this  pot  until  blooms  begin  to  appear;  this 
is  an  indication  that  good  roots  have  been  estab¬ 
lished.  At  this  time  they  should  be  repotted  into  3” 
pots.  They  should  be  left  in  this  size  pot  until  the 
plant  measures  at  least  nine  inches  in  diameter.  Then 
it  can  be  transplanted  into  a  4”  pot.  Pots  can  be  either 
plastic  or  day.  Plastic  pots  permit  a  longer  time 
between  watering  and  so  your  plants  will  require  less 
attention.  Clay  pots  provide  more  aeration  and  there 
is  less  danger  of  over- watering. 

To  start  new  plants,  remove  a  fresh  le^  from  any 
plant  where  it  will  not  destroy  the  symmetry;  cut  the 
petiole  off  with  a  sharp  knife  about  one  inch  from  the 
leaf.  This  cutting  may  be  placed  in  a  small  container 
of  vermiculite  and  perlite  (2-1  proportion)  and  placed 
near  the  light.  This  must  be  kept  moist  at  all  times. 
When  the  cutting  becomes  rooted,  watering  with  a 
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weak  fertilizer  solution  will  promote  faster  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  plantlets. 

SPRAYING 

Much  controversy  surrounds  this  aspect  of  violet 
growing,  especially  for  the  home  hobbyist.  There  are 
some  disease  organisms  and  insects  that  will  attack 
African  violets;  the  best  method  for  dealing  with 
them  is  prevention.  Where  good  sanitation  practices 
are  observed  where  violets  are  grown  there  will  be 
little  necessity  for  a  spray  program. 

Pests  and  diseases  can  be  brought  into  the  home  on 
hands  and  clothing  from  the  garden,  from  cut 
flowers  or  from  newly  purchased  plants.  Although 
the  area  surrounding  violets  need  not  be  hospital 
sterile,  their  method  of  clean  hands,  clean  clothes 
and  clean  utensils  is  a  good  pattern  to  follow.  New 
plants,  even  if  they  are  gifts  from  friends,  should  be 
isolated  from  other  violets  for  at  least  two  months. 
They  should  be  watched  for  problems  and  treated  if 
something  occurs.  Old  blossoms  and  leaves  must  be 
removed  at  once.  Sometimes  if  a  certain  plant  begins 
to  look  strange  it  would  be  better  to  destroy  it.  This 
will  help  to  prevent  a  disease  or  insect  from  spreading 
to  an  entire  collection.  In  the  long  run  it  is  cheaper. 

There  are  many  chemical  sprays  on  the  market 
today  but  most  of  them  are  not  available  to  the  home 
hobbyist.  But  if  a  spray  program  is  indicated  then  on¬ 
ly  those  chemicals  recommended  for  use  on  African 
violets  should  be  considered  and  all  information  and 
precautions  printed  on  the  package  should  be  follow¬ 
ed  to  the  letter.  This  information  is  there  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  plants  and  the  user.  Spraying  should 
never  be  done  in  areas  where  one  sleeps  or  eats.  The 
room  must  be  well  ventilated  during  the  spraying 
process  and  immediately  following  it.  It  is  preferable 
to  do  it  out  of  doors.  NEVER  remain  in  the  area  after 
the  spraying  is  completed;  leave  it  at  once!  Rubber 
gloves  should  be  worn  as  well  as  protective  clothing 
and  a  mask.  Hands  and  all  exposed  skin  should  be 
washed  with  soap  and  water  immediately  following 
the  use  of  pesticides.  In  storing  these  chemicals  be 
sure  they  are  out  of  the  reach  of  children  and  that 
they  are  marked  "POISON".  Do  not  leave  any  spray 
solution  in  the  sprayer;  empty  it  at  once  and  rinse  it 
well  before  storing  it  away. 

All  of  this  information  is  just  the  beginning.  The 
real  enjoyment  in  this  hobby  is  the  studying,  the 
learning  and  the  experimenting. 

The  African  Violet  Magazine  is  the  best  source 
for  new  knowledge  but  the  Handbook  for  Judges 
and  Exhibitors  which  is  available  at  the  A  VS  A  Office 
in  Knoxville,  TN  is  another  helpful  source 
of  information. 

Nothing  in  this  life  remains  constant  and  without 
change;  there  is  always  the  new,  the  fresh  and  the 
improved  to  ponder  on.  So  it  is  with  violets  and 


all  good  violet  hobbyists  must  stand  as  vanguards 
of  progress.

In  case  I  missed  writing  to  you  personally,  a 
sincere  thank  you  to  all  the  people  who  were  kind 
enough  to  inquire  about  my  bout  with  the  flu. 

The  following  are  my  picks  for  the  10  best  minis  or 
semis  released  in  1980.  There  were  so  many  to  choose 
from  and  not  all  of  them  have  fully  recovered  from 
the  intensive  spraying  they  received  to  get  rid  of  the 
mealies.  They  will  have  to  be  evaluated  later.  These 
top  ten  all  have  something  special  going  for  them. 
They  are  in  no  particular  order  except  for  the  first 
which  I  think  is  the  very  best! 

1.  'ROYAL  HEART  —  a  mini.  Tops,  a  real 
must!  It  is  by  a  new  Canadian  hybridizer,  Hyla  Cor¬ 
bin.  The  blooms  are  a  royal  purple  double  about  the 
size  of  a  fifty  cent  piece  on  symmetrical  Tommie 
Lou'  lightly  variegated  foliage.  It  sends  up  many 
bloom  stalks  with  four  and  five  blooms  on  each. 
People  just  gasp  whenever  I  show  it! 

2.  'SKAGIT  BURGUNDY'  —  a  mini,  by  Wayne 
Lindstrom.  This  is  also  on  Tommie  Lou'  foliage  with 
a  profusion  of  burgundy  double  blooms. 

3.  'MELISSA'  —  a  mini,  by  another  Canadian, 
Sandra  Lex  of  Sanmar  Violets.  It  is  a  double  rosy 
bloom  on  very  variegated  foliage  and  the  color  com¬ 
bination  is  lovely. 

4.  'TASTY  TREAT  -  a  mini  from  Lyon 
Greenhouses.  A  blue  and  white  double  on  small 
tailored  foliage.  It  blooms  early  and  is  very 
eye-appealing. 

5.  'DUMAS'  —  a  mini  by  Martin.  Unusually 
symmetrical  'Clackamus  Rattler'  foliage  with  bright 
light  pink  double  flowers.  Very  different  looking. 

6.  'DREAMS  AND  WISHES'  —  from  Candy 
Russell.  It  is  a  semi  with  a  delicate  two  tone  pink, 
splashed  lavender  single  star  on  tailored  foliage. 
Very  pretty. 

7.  'CARLA  BETH'  —  a  semi  from  Lyon 
Greenhouses  and  one  that  I  am  very  partial  to  as  it 
is  named  for  my  daughter.  It  has  lovely  ice  cream 
pink  double  blooms  with  a  good  geneva  edge  on  nice 
girl  foliage. 

8.  'HEAT  WAVE'  —  a  mini  from  Baker  is  a 
striking  frilly  white  and  red  semidouble  on  nice 
ruffled  foliage. 


9.  'LITTLE  JACK  HORNER'  ~  a  semi  from  Ed 
Stretch  Smith.  It  has  a  two  tone  plum  double  which 
sometimes  looks  like  it  has  a  white  overlay  on  flat, 
symmetrical  scalloped  foliage. 

10.  'MIDGET  RICRAC  —  a  mini  from  Cham¬ 
pion.  It  is  a  single  white  with  each  petal  edge  ruched 
in  red  on  variegated  ruffled  foliage.  Quite  striking. 

It  is  time  again  to  remind  everyone  about  taking 
extra  care  with  their  plants  during  the  summer  heat. 
Nitrogen  has  a  tendency  to  build  up  and  using  lime  at 
least  once  a  month  is  helpful.  If  the  use  of  lime 
dismays  you  because  of  the  stains  it  can  leave  on  the 
foliage,  try  this.  Get  a  small  bottle  of  Calcium 
Hydroxide  from  the  druggist.  It  is  in  powder  form. 
Empty  this  into  a  clean  gallon  jug  and  fill  with  water. 
Let  the  mixture  set  for  at  least  three  days.  Then, 
when  you  water,  use  four  teaspoons  of  this  liquid  to 
a  gallon  of  water.  Do  not  disturb  the  sediment  that 
settles  at  the  bottom  of  the  jug. 

With  the  long  summer  hours,  heat  and  high 
humidity,  lights  can  be  set  back  a  couple  of  hours, 
such  as  from  12  hours  to  10  hours,  etc.  However,  do 
not  stop  your  Va  strength  fertilizing.  Plants  do  a  lot 
of  growing  at  this  time  and  if  feeding  is  discontinued 
over  the  summer  and  started  again  in  the  fall,  your 
plants  will  develop  a  short  row  in  between  the  old 
growth  and  the  new  fall  growth. 

Do  watch  out  for  overwatering.  The  high  humid¬ 
ity  keeps  the  plants  wet  longer.  I  like  to  keep  them 
slightly  on  the  dry  side  during  hot  weather. 

Don't  crowd  your  trays  and  be  scrupulous  about 
taking  off  dead  blooms  and  keeping  your  trays  dean. 
In  the  high  humidity,  decayed  matter  can  cause  all 
kinds  of  problems. 

Don't  go  directly  to  the  violets  after  working  in 
your  outside  garden.  Make  sure  you  wash  your 
hands  and  change  clothes  before.  Don't  put  any  cut 
garden  flowers  or  foliage  near  your  violets. 

Keep  up  a  preventative  spray  program,  alternating 
kel thane  and  malathion  or  a  combination  of  Vz  tsp. 
of  each  to  a  quart  of  water. 

If  you  go  on  vacation  do  not  cover  your  plants 
with  plastic.  The  heat  builds  up  very  quickly,  centers 
can  tighten  and  look  like  the  plants  have  mites. 
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Leaves  can  turn  very  yellow  and  sometimes  to  mush. 
Instead,  wick  them  or  keep  them  on  trays  with  mat- 
ting.  Our  plants  were  left  on  the  matting  for  16  days 
last  year  and  were  fine. 

Observing  all  these  do's  and  don'ts  can  be  done 
once  a  week.  Leave  all  the  repotting  and  fussing 
for  the  fall  and  take  the  time  to  enjoy  your  out¬ 
side  garden.

The  list  comes  in  its 
own  envelope  with  the  1979  and  1980  supplements.  If 
you  only  want  the  supplements,  send  a  self- 
addressed  stamped  envelope. 

Two  dollars  of  the  price  covers  the  printing  cost  of 
the  list  and  subsequent  supplements.  Fifty  cents  is 
allocated  to  cover  postage  which  is  41  cents  at  this 
writing  but  may  have  increased  by  the  time  you 
receive  your  magazine.  Nine  cents  is  left  to  cover  any 
additional  postage  raise.

One  new  hint  to  me  was  demonstrated  by 
Ernestine  St.  Aubin  at  a  local  meeting  on  bringing 
plants  to  show.  She  was  speaking  on  potting  plants 
and  Ernie  demonstrated  using  half  of  a  paper  plate  to 
put  soil  into  the  pot  around  the  plant.  The  paper 
plate  acted  as  a  funnel  to  sift  soil  into  the  pot.  This 
was  lots  neater  than  using  hands.  Also,  the  plate 
gently  lifted  the  leaves,  thus  preventing  breakage 
while  filling  the  pot  with  soil,

Step  by  Step  Explained 


About  two  months  before  the  Heart  of  Texas  AVS 
show,  my  wife,  Peggy,  and  I  were  asked  to  prepare 
an  educational  exhibit  and  promotional  table  for  the 
AVSA.  We  decided  that  she  would  prepare  the  pro¬ 
motional  table  and  I  the  educational  exhibit,  which 
would  be  displayed  side  by  side.  Having  a  small 
space  assigned  and  with  so  much  to  say,  I  decided  the 
best  way  was  a  ladder  system.  I  then  fabricated  a  lad¬ 
der  from  some  scrap  material  and  made  "direction" 
signs  from  poster  board.  On  the  bottom  step  I  had  a 
sign,  "Spring  Into  Action",  On  step  2  I  gave  my 
recipe  along  with  the  "making"  for  any  rooting 
medium.  On  step  3  I  showed  how  to  prepare  a  leaf 
cutting  for  rooting  then  what  to  do  with  it  as  it  pro¬ 
gressed  along.  On  step  4  I  showed  how  to  take 
plantlets  from  leaf  and  plant  them  as  well  as  what  to 
do  and  when  the  plant  needed  repotted.  On  step  5 
was  a  larger  plant  displayed  along  with  more  infor¬ 
mation.  I  also  had  an  arrow  sign  that  told  about  the 
'Nancy  Reagan'  plant  displayed. 

Along  either  side  I  made  holders  from  wire  to  hold 
a  total  of  4  plants.  In  these  I  had  a  standard  plant,  a 
semimini,  a  mini  and  a  mini  trailer.  I  also  made  a  col¬ 
lar  that  told  all  about  each  plant. 

I  believe  this  brought  the  message  in  graphics  that 
was  eye  catching  and  told  the  story.  There  were 
many  compliments  by  the  many  visitors  we  had  the 
honor  of  receiving.

Would  you  believe,  one  of  the  nicest  clubs  we  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  doing  a  program  for  was  the  First 
Monterey  Violet  Club  in  Monterey,  Mexico!  This 
was  one  of  those  dream  trips  that  you  always  hope 
for,  but  it  never  seems  to  happen.  We  received  an 
invitation  to  do  a  program  on  general  culture  and  on 
hybridizing  of  African  violets. 

A  short  time  later,  the  president  of  the  club, 
Myma,  and  her  husband  Ricardo  Viramontes,  paid 
us  a  visit,  driving  up  from  Monterey.  What  a 
delightful  couple!  So  full  of  enthusiasm,  and  so 
friendly.  You  would  have  thought  we  had  been 
friends  for  years.  They  picked  out  some  plants 
for  themselves,  and  the  club  project  plant,  'Laven¬ 
der  Elf'. 

We  discussed  the  program  and  the  arrangements, 
which  went  something  like  this.  "We  want  you  to 
come  down  early  and  enjoy  Monterey,  make  a  long 
weekend  if  you  can".  So  we  decided  to  leave  San 
Antonio  on  Thursday,  via  Mexicana  Airlines  and 
stay  through  Sunday.  And  were  we  in  for  a  most 
pleasant  weekend! 

We  were  met  at  the  airport  by  Myma  and  two 
other  members  of  the  club,  Rosa  Anna  and  Lupino, 
who  brought  us  to  our  hotel.  The  Monterey  Hotel  is 
a  delightful  place  on  the  edge  of  the  Pink  Zone,  (the 
elite  part  of  the  city  for  shopping,  eating,  etc.)  We  no 
sooner  began  to  unpack,  than  a  knock  on  the  door  — 
guess  what  a  bellboy  with  a  basket  full  of  the  best 
goodies,  candy,  cookies,  tarts,  etc.,  compliments  of 
First  Monterey  Violet  Club. 

As  soon  as  we  were  unpacked,  we  met  with  La 
Presidente  and  husband  to  go  over  details  of  our 
visit.

American  dollars  it  was  not  quite  so  much. 

We  started  in  the  regular  section  of  crystal,  then  to 
the  hand  cut  crystal  and  then  to  the  collectors  room. 
It  was  a  fabulous  collection  of  hand  cut  crystal  and  a 
lot  of  originals  and  one  of  a  kind,  (some  for  sale  and 
some  not).  Would  you  believe  we  wanted  four  hand 
cut  dinner  bells  for  gifts  to  our  family,  and  they  were 
out  of  stock?  Our  friend,  Consuela  said  that  she 
would  send  them  to  us  when  they  were  available. 

After  leaving  "Crisa"  we  drive  through  the  city  to 
the  better  residential  area.  I  might  add  here,  if  you 
have  never  been  to  Monterey,  the  traffic  is  something 
else,  but  our  chauffeur  was  excellent.  If  you  think 
traffic  is  bad  in  New  York  or  Chicago,  just  try 
Monterey  or  Mexico  City!  Bless  our  chauffeur. 

I  like  to  take  pictures,  and, of  course^ had  my 
camera  along.

I  would  talk 
for  a  few  minutes,  and  then  she  would  translate, 
never  looking  back,  a  smile  on  her  face  and  a  lovely 
flow  of  Spanish.  It  went  on  for  my  part,  and  then  for 
Hortense's  part. 

As  per  agenda,  17:10  or  perhaps  a  few  minutes 
later  we  recessed  for  refreshments.

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The  Herbicide  2,4-D  And  Its  Potential  Use 
In  The  Genetic  Manipulation  Of  African  Violets

Most  home  owners  who  have  tried  to  rid  their 
lawns  of  noxious  weeds  are  familiar  with  the  her¬ 
bicide  2,4=dichlorophenoxyacetic  add;  2,4-0  for 
short.  Its  excellence  as  a  dandelion  killer  has  made 

2.4- D  one  of  the  most  widely  used  weed  killers  on 
the  market.  Surprisingly,  this  effective  herbicide 
is  proving  to  be  an  important  chemical  hormone 
for  research  on  the  genetic  manipulation  of  Afri¬ 
can  violets. 

The  herbicide  2,4-D  is  a  powerful  growth  pro¬ 
moting  hormone.  When  adequate  doses  are  sprayed 
on  lawns,  it  causes  sensitive  plants,  such  as 
dandelions,  to  literally  grow  themselves  to  death. 
Grasses  are  fairly  insensitive  to  the  concentrations 
used  and  are  therefore  spared.  African  violets,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  extremely  sensitive.  As  personal 
experience  has  revealed,  window-sill  grown  plants 
curled  their  central  leaves  everytime  the  neighbors, 
following  suburban  tradition,  sprayed  their  lawns 
to  rid  dandelions.  The  damage  caused  by  the  herbi¬ 
cide  was  permanent  and  reminiscent  of  cyclamen 
mite  infestation. 

The  growth  promoting  power  of  2,4-D  is  proving 
useful  in  African  violet  tissue  culture  research.  Pieces 
of  petiole  tissue  cultures  on  a  gelatinous  nutrient 
medium,  are  stimulated  to  grow  with  the  addition  of 

2.4- D.  Doses  as  low  as  1  part  per  10  billion  causes 
African  violet  epidermal  cells  to  proliferate.  Besides 
stimulating  divisions,  2,4-D  also  causes  cell  elonga¬ 
tion  and  appears  to  slightly  inhibit  cell  wall  produc¬

tion.  A  friable  callus  containing  numerous,  large, 
thin- walled  cells  results.  Interestingly,  cru^shing  the 
callus  with  a  small  spatula  causes  the  internal  con¬ 
tents  of  the  cells  to  subdivide  and  numerous  mem¬ 
brane  bound  units  result  (Fig.  lA).  These  new 
subcellular  fragments  have  been  named  'micropiasts'. 

Higher  levels  of  2,4-D,  such  as  1  part  per  million, 
also  stimulate  tissue  growth  in  culture,  at  the  same 
time  further  inhibiting  cell  wall  production.  A  very 
slow  growing  slimy  callus  emerges  containing  near 
wall-less  cells.  Gentle  handling  of  the  cells  causes 
their  few  wal  fibers  to  rupture  and  large  numbers  of 
naked  cells,  called  protoplasts,  are  released  (Fig.  IB). 

Micropiasts  and  protoplasts  provide  a  foundation 
for  numerous  projects  involving  plant  genetic 
manipulations.  Their  wall-less  nature  makes  them 
useful  for  cell  fusion  experiments  with  other  plant 
species  in  order  to  create  novel  hybrids.  Hybrid 
plants  have  already  been  produced  by  the  fusion  of 
tomato  and  potato  protoplasts.  As  improved  tissue 
culture  systems  for  African  violet  protoplasts  are 
developed,  it  may  be  possible  to  create  African 
violet/gloxinia  hybrids  or  hybrids  between  African 
violets  and  episdas.  Micropiasts,  because  they  lack 
the  cell's  nucleus,  offers  a  new  dimension  to  genetic 
research.  Having  been  discovered  firstly  in  African 
violets,  micropiasts  appear  to  be  particularly  useful 
for  transferring  foreign  cytoplasms.  It  should 
therefore  be  possible  to  transfer  cytoplasmic  features, 
such  as  certain  types  of  foliage  variegation,  into 


were  isolated  mechanically  from  callus  cells 
induced  with  a  higher  dose  of  2,4-D  (x  640). 
Both  micropiasts  and  protoplasts  provide  a 
foundation  for  research  on  the  genetic 
manipulation  of  plants. 
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distantly  related  species.  Conceivably  in  the  future, 
Tommie  Lou'  foliage  variegation  could  be  easily 
introduced  into  other  gesneriads  such  as  gloxinias  or 
Streptocarpus.  The  rapid  progress  made  in  the 
development  of  genetic  engineering  technology  will 
provide  an  additional  tool  for  African  violet 
improvement.  Genetic  engineering,  involving  the 
genetic  transformation  of  plant  cells  by  the  uptake, 
incorporation  and  expression  of  cloned  foreign 
genes,  will  require  the  use  of  plant  protoplasts. 
Possibly  in  the  future,  genes  for  new  flower 
colors,  such  as  red  or  orange,  could  be  transferred 
into  African  violet  protoplasts  by  genetic  engineer¬ 
ing  technology. 

The  herbicide  2,4-D  conveniently  provides  plant 
scientists  with  a  new  tool  for  the  production  of 
African  violet  protoplasts  and  microplasts.  As  so 
many  plant  genetic  manipulation  techniques  require 
plant  protoplasts  and  microplasts,  it  is  hopeful  that 
the  creation  of  novel  African  violets  will  soon 
be  possible.

Balmy  breezes  in  the  warm  June  air. 

Babbling  brook  with  glistening  blossoms  everywhere. 
Carefree  days  and  birds  that  chirp  and  sing. 

We  thank  thee  God  for  every  blessed  thing. 


The  recognized  fact  that  our  favorite  plant,  the 
African  violet,  has  become  a  world  traveler  is  univer¬ 
sal.  No  destination  seems  too  far  in  this  modern  age 
of  transportation  to  attempt  safe  sure  delivery  of 
seed,  cuttings,  or  plants  which  have  found  their  way 
across  land  and  sea. 

With  the  plant  shipping  season  at  its  height,  I  feel 
an  obligation  to  remind  you  of  some  pointers  that 
may  be  helpful  to  our  many  members  who  receive 
live  flowering  African  violets  ordered  by  mail  from 
great  distances  in  excellent  growing  condition. 

A  letter  I  received  from  the  West  Coast  by  an  indi¬ 
vidual  who  anticipated  placing  an  order,  plus  an 
urgent  phone  call  of  panic  when  plants  arrived, 
helped  me  to  realize  what  an  alien  chore  the  unpack¬ 
ing  of  a  dozen  live  plants  can  be  to  one  who  is  not 
acquainted  with  the  thrill  of  exploring  a  package  of 
this  nature.  A  few  quick  enthusiastic  instructions 
soon  had  the  recipient  shouting  with  glee.  Nothing 
can  compare  with  the  excitement  of  opening  a 
package  of  live  plants  with  buds  and  possibly  even 
blossoms  partially  opened,  especially  if  it  is  a  color 
you  do  not  possess. 

Pouring  over  the  colored  pictures  in  an  African 
violet  catalog  and  going  through  the  difficult  task  of 
choosing  and  then  the  final  decision  of  ordering 
plants  can  be  most  enticing.  One  is  always  wise  in 
requesting  a  second  choice  to  avoid  disappointment. 
Cultivars  unavailable  nearby  or  many  that  capture 
blue  ribbons  at  the  violet  shows  are  usually 
unavailable  except  by  mail,  but  are  as  close  as  an 
order  blank  and  stamp  sent  to  a  saintpaulia  specialist 
or  grower  in  many  parts  of  this  great  country. 

Plants  selected  by  the  growers  to  be  shipped  are 
usually  chosen  from  good  growing  stock.  Growers 
who  have  been  shipping  live  plants  over  the  years 
pride  themselves  in  using  successful  individual  ship¬ 
ping  methods  they  have  developed.  Customer 
cooperation  in  supplying  clearly  written  address, 
including  full  name,  town,  street,  state,  box  numbers 
and  zip  code  can  be  the  first  and  most  important  step 
in  prompt  delivery. 

Live  plants  sent  by  Air  mail.  Blue  Label  UPS 
or  parcel  post  generally  arrive  in  3  days  to  a 
week  depending  on  zone,  etc.  Growers  pack  plants 


with  respect  to  traveling  time  involved  and  are  ever 
aware  of  constant  changing  outdoor  temperatures 
and  pack  accordingly. 

Most  growers  here  in  the  north  find  plant  shipping 
safe  after  May  1st  and  end  the  shipping  season 
by  November  1st,  when  temperatures  drop  and  make 
it  unsafe  for  tender  growing  plants  to  survive  with¬ 
out  damage. 

If  you  must  be  away  from  home  include  a  self- 
addressed  card  with  your  plant  order  requesting 
grower  send  date  that  plants  are  shipped.  This  per¬ 
mits  you  time  for  making  proper  arrangements  to 
anticipate  delivery  or  have  someone  responsible  to 
accept  plants  and  take  them  indoors  to  a  protected 
area.  There  is  nothing  more  devastating  to  live  plants 
than  to  have  them  placed  in  extreme  temperatures. 
The  sun's  heat  or  severe  cold  can  injure  or  damage 
plant  tissue  severely. 

When  plants  arrive  open  the  box  carefully.  Do  not 
use  sharp  instruments  or  slashing  with  a  sharp  knife. 
Avoid  hasty  pulling  apart  of  tape  or  other  material 
intended  to  hold  plants  securely  or  upright  in  the 
packing  box.  Lift  each  plant  carefully  from  the  ship¬ 
ping  box  intact  with  its  outer  wrapping.  Gently 
remove  layers  of  paper  wrapping,  excelsior  or  other 
packing  materials  with  great  caution  until  the  plant  is 
visible.  Lift  the  plant  gently  from  the  wrappings, 
remove  any  flower  stalks  or  leaves  which  may  be 
damaged  and  do  not  in  your  haste  discard  the  name 
tag  usually  enclosed  with  each  plant  or  attached  to 
the  outside  wrapping.  A  new  or  unusual  plant  is  of 
little  value  to  an  avid  plant  lover  or  collector  without 
its  name. 

Attend  to  the  plants  needs,  if  they  arrive  a  bit  dry, 
water  carefully  with  water  of  room  temperature.  Do 
not  overwater  or  hastily  repot  plants,  allow  them  to 
acclimate  to  your  environment.  Do  not  overpot  thus 
retarding  the  plants  growth  by  supplying  pots  that 
are  too  large.  Remember  the  rule  of  good  potting  and 
proportion  of  plants  using  Va  size  pot  for  the 
diameter  of  the  plant.  Close  observation  and  proper 
care  will  in  time  produce  that  beautiful  exhibition 
plant  you  have  envisaged.

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A  Tobacco  Spray  For  Mildew

For  those  who  have  a  mildew  problem  and  dislike 
the  use  of  any  of  the  toxic  chemical  in  their  home 
might  like  to  try  what  I  have  been  using  for  a  mil¬ 
dew  spray. 

On  different  occasions,  mildew  has  been  appearing 
on  rooted  leaves  that  have  been  placed  in  soil.  The 
mildew  has  never  appeared  on  any  of  the  adult 
plants,  and  if  it  did  it  would  be  on  a  blossom.  In  the 
past,  I  have  been  using  Mildex  with  fairly  good 
results  but  have  always  felt  insecure  in  using  any 
toxic  spray  in  a  closed  room  where  the  spray  has 
a  tendency  to  linger  a  long  time.  Also  I  was  not 
about  to  take  the  leaves  outside  in  the  cold  to  spray 
them.  So  I  have  been  seeking  something  that  could 
be  used  in  a  closed  room  and  have  no  harmful  effects 
on  people. 

My  wife  was  having  some  problems  with  her  rose 
garden  late  in  the  spring,  so  she  took  a  few  leaves  to  a 
professional  rose  grower  who  recommended  a 
tobacco  dust  spray.  That  sounded  like  a  likely 
substance  to  use  on  mildew.  The  idea  was  great  but 
not  to  practical  as  the  room  became  full  of  dust  and 
made  breathing  difficult  and  put  a  layer  of  tobacco 
dust  over  everything.  I  then  came  up  with  the  idea  of 
making  a  solution  out  of  the  tobacco  and  spray  this 
on  the  leaves. 

I  have  never  read  any  articles  about  using  a 
tobacco  spray  for  mildew,  so  decided  to  try  it  and  see 
what  happens. 

I  purchased  some  Wm.  Penn  cigars  that  sold  for  5 
to  35(1:  as  being  so  cheap  they  should  have  plenty  of 
nicotine  which  would  be  the  active  ingredient  in 
the  solution. 

Using  an  old  pan,  break  up  three  cigars  into  about 
four  cups  of  water.  Boil  it  for  about  five  minutes  and 
then  simmer  for  about  five  minutes  to  help  concen¬ 
trate  the  liquid.  The  liquid  should  be  a  dark  brown. 
The  boiling  I  felt  was  necessary  to  destroy  any  bug, 
egg  and  especially  tobacco  virus.  Let  cool.  First  run  it 
through  a  kitchen  strainer  and  squeeze  the  tobacco  to 
get  all  of  the  solution  out.  Then  the  liquid  was 
filtered  through  filter  paper  to  remove  any  fine  parti¬ 
cle  so  as  not  to  clog  the  sprayer.  Cotton  or  toweling 
can  be  used  instead  of  filter  paper.  Coffee  filter  paper 
is  an  excellent  paper. 

I  finally  decided  that  the  mix  should  be  4  table¬ 
spoons  to  a  quart  of  warm  water.  To  check  this  con¬ 
centration  and  see  if  it  was  the  right  strength  or  not,  I 
set  up  three  trays  of  leaves. 


Tray  one  was  sprayed  every  day  for  three  days, 
waited  week  and  then  repeated  the  three  day  spray. 

Tray  two  was  sprayed  twice  a  week  for 
three  weeks. 

Tray  three  was  sprayed  once  a  week  for 
three  weeks. 

None  of  the  trays  have  shown  any  damage  to  the 
leaves.  To  my  amazement  some  of  the  pots  that  had 
a  covering  of  mold  on  the  surface  of  the  soil  was 
completely  free  of  any  mold.  So  I  feel  that  the 
tobacco  spray  is  also  good  for  molds. 

At  the  end  of  two  months  all  the  leaves  are  show¬ 
ing  signs  of  plantlet  formation  and  there  has  been 
only  one  recurrance  of  leaf  mildew  and  one  spraying 
seemed  to  be  effective  in  stopping  it.  I  feel  if  we  just 
spray  the  leaf  once  when  putting  it  into  the  soil 
should  be  sufficient. 

Anyone  who  has  tried  this  above,  I  would  appre¬ 
ciate  in  corresponding  with  and  comparing  notes. 
Also  would  be  glad  to  answer  any  questions.

It’s  a  soil  improver,  a  granular  material 
when  dry,  which  swells  into  small  particles  of 
jelled  liquid,  absorbing  20  times  its  weight 
in  water.  Ms.  Brady  says  it  acts  like  a  water 
reservoir,  lengthening  the  time  plants  can 
go  between  waterings.  That’s  why  she  calls  it 
her  babysitter.

Tis  June!  Here  in  Maine,  Spring  and  Summer  have 
met  and  joined  together  in  one  grand  explosion. 
Reluctant  spring  always  emerges  slowly  from  its 
winter's  sleep  in  Northern  New  England  but  summer 
eagerly  arrives  on  time.  The  hills  and  valleys  are 
covered  with  a  soft  green  as  spring  still  persists.  The 
woodlands  continue  to  play  the  gracious  host  to 
myriad  numbers  of  shy  and  bashful  wild  flowers.  But 
summer,  always  aggressive  and  determined,  has 
summoned  her  first  born,  arrayed  them  in  fancy 
clothes  and  begun  to  proudly  display  them.  The  tiny 
bluettes  still  cover  the  fields  and  meadows.  The 
woods  are  still  carpeted  with  the  timid  wild  lily  of  the 
valley,  with  its  heady  fragrance,  from  which  the 
delicate  pink  lady's  slipper  subtly  emerges.  They 
seem  reluctant  to  shrink  away  and  disappear  and  are 
not  intimidated  by  the  elegance  of  the  first  bloom  of 
summer.  With  courtesy,  they  await  the  colorful 
lupine  to  arrive  and  take  its  place.  It  is  as  though  they 
were  telling  the  world  that  there  is  a  time  and  a 
reason  for  all  things;  that  there  can  be  quiet  beauty 
and  dignity  existing  side  by  side  with  showy 
elegance,  each  exhibiting  its  own  special  worth  but 
not  intruding  upon  the  other.  Together  they  portray 
a  picture  of  such  beauty  that  it  warms  the  winter 
weary  soul.  The  winters  may  be  long  and  dreary  here 
but  the  month  of  June  is  something  special  and  there 
are  few  places  exactly  like  it  an5rwhere. 

So  speaks  this  transplanted  "Mainiac". 

The  San  Francisco  Convention  has  come  and  gone 
and  it  was  just  great!  African  Violets  and  the  people 
that  grow  them  are  the  finest!  So  it  is  with  great 
reluctance  that  I  write  this  final  column.  I  have  felt 
your  friendship  during  these  past  three  years  and 
shall  always  enjoy  hearing  from  you  just  as  friends. 

Most  of  the  questions  that  have  come  to  me  this 
time  have  already  been  answered  in  previous  col¬ 
umns  with  the  exception  of  these  very  few  — 

Question  —  I  am  concerned  about  the  edges  of  the 
leaves  curling  under  on  some  of  my  violets.  I  am 
wicking  my  plants,  using  assorted  fertilizers  alter¬ 
nately  at  178  strength.  When  the  reservoirs  become 
dry  I  let  them  remain  dry  for  two  or  three  days 
before  refilling  them.  I  have  not  tried  flushing  my 
plants  as  you  have  recommended. 

Answer  —  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  plants 


could  have  become  too  dry  before  you  added  a  fresh 
solution  to  your  reservoirs.  I  have  noticed  this  same 
result  on  plants  when  they  have  become  dry  and  then 
are  fertilized.  I  think  that  this  method  of  yours  is 
satisfactory;  this  gives  the  plants  time  to  develop 
good  roots  that  are  not  "water  roots".  But  I  suggest 
that  you  water  your  plants  with  clear  water  before 
putting  them  back  into  the  wicking  solution.  If  the 
plants  have  become  too  dry  it  will  help  to  start  the 
capillary  action  once  again.  You  can  do  this  while 
they  are  setting  on  the  tubs  but  you  MUST  empty 
that  drain-off  water  AT  ONCE.  It  will  be  absorbed 
back  into  the  soil  quickly  if  this  is  not  done. 

Question  —  I  am  a  beginner  in  raising  violets  and 
have  a  small  16'  by  18'  greenhouse.  It  would  be 
helpful  to  see  some  articles  on  growing  violets  in  the 
small  greenhouse  at  some  time  in  the  magazine.  I 
have  never  seen  mentioned  that  white  flies  will 
bother  violets;  do  they  attack  them? 

Answer  —  African  violets  are  not  a  host  plant  for 
white  flies.  However,  they  will  attack  violets  if  they 
are  in  proximity  to  plants  which  are  host  plants;  such 
as  tomatoes,  beans,  eggplant,  adgeratum,  lantana, 
pelargoniums  etc.  Prevention  is  the  ideal  means  of 
control  so  do  not  expose  your  violets  to  these  host 
plants.  There  is  one  simple  method  for  controlling 
them  that  I  have  seen  recommended  but,  having 
never  had  the  problem,  I  cannot  recommend  it  from 
my  own  experience.  Paint  a  stick  of  wood  a  bright 
yfellow  then  apply  some  sticky  substance  to  it  such 
as  molasses.  The  flies  are  attracted  by  the  bright 
color  and  tecome  stuck  in  the  sticky  goo;  eventually 
they  expire. 

Growing  violets  in  the  greenhouse  is  an  ideal 
method  but  there  are  a  few  problems  along  the  way 
that  have  to  be  solved.  They  are;  intense  heat  and 
too  much  light  in  the  summer;  powdery  mildew  and 
heating  in  the  winter.  The  heat  and  light  can  partially 
be  controlled  in  the  summer  by  placing  cheese  cloth 
or  other  shading  material  over  the  violets.  Good  air 
circulation  helps  to  control  mildew  and  this  has  to 
be  provided.  Heating  in  the  winter  creates  a  real 
problem  especially  where  cost  is  concerned.  Perhaps 
someone  who  grows  their  violets  in  a  small  hobby 
greenhouse  will  be  willing  to  share  his  or 
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her  experience  with  us  and  write  an  article  for 
the  magazine. 

Question  —  In  the  January  Question  Box  column 
you  listed  the  soil  mix  of  Mr.  Elmer  Lusk.  One  ingre¬ 
dient  I  am  not  familiar  with  nor  have  I  seen  it  in 
catalogues;  is  Banrot.  What  is  it?  Is  it  available? 
Landmark  Plant  Pep  is  not  available  in  our  area. 
What  would  be  a  good  substitute? 

Answer  —  Baru-ot  is  a  systemic  and  very  effective 
as  a  broad  spectrum  soil  fungicide.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  only  for  use  on  nursery  and  ornamental 
crops  but  it  has  been  used  by  some  people  for  potted 
plants.  It  will  control  soil  bom  diseases,  damping  off 
and  stemrot  disease.  Mr.  Lusk  has  previously  used 
fermate  in  the  same  amount  in  place  of  Banrot  but  it 
is  not  as  effective.  It  should  be  available  from 
Nursery  and  Rorists  Supply  Houses.  However,  I  do 
not  believe  that  it  can  be  found  in  small  packages. 
Landmark  Plant  Pep  is  a  garden  fertilizer  with  a  for¬ 
mula  of  6-12-12  plus  trace  elements.  I  am  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  this  ingredient  can  very  easily  be  omitted  if 
fertilizer  is  immediately  applied  to  plants  potted  in 
this  soil. 

Question  —  The  last  time  that  I  transplanted  my 
violets  I  was  overcome  by  an  attack  of  asthma.  Is 
there  anything  in  violet  soils  that  could  cause  an 
allergy  to  flare-up?  I  have  occasionally  been 
bothered  with  such  a  condition. 

Answer  —  Most  violet  soil  contains  peat  and 
perlite;  they  are  both  very  dusty  when  dry.  It  is 
possible  that  this  dust  could  cause  an  irritation  to 
those  sensitive  membranes.  My  advice  is  to  always 
wear  a  surgical  mask  when  doing  any  transplanting 
and  also  when  mixing  your  soil.  Try  to  keep  your  soil 
moist,  between  plantings,  by  storing  it  in  a  sealed 
plastic  bag  or  a  covered  container.  This  will  prevent 
the  soil  becoming  too  dry  when  not  being  used. 
However,  if  this  health  condition  persists  then  it 
would  be  advisable  to  consult  a  doctor  about  it 
before  handling  any  more  soil. 

Question  ~  I  just  had  to  write  and  thank  you  for 
your  help.  Last  year  you  diagnosed  my  problem  as 
cyclamen  mites,  correctly.  I  lost  all  thirty-two  of  my 
violets.  It  was  heart  breaking!  For  a  few  months  I 
couldn't  even  think  about  violets  and  every  time  I 
looked  at  the  five  foot  greenhouse  window  sitting 
empty  I  could  have  cried.  Then  one  day  I  ran  across 
your  letter  and  re-read  your  admonition,  "Don't  be 
discouraged,  this  has  happened  to  all  of  us!"  So  —  I 
ordered  some  new  hybrids  even  a  trailer.  Now 
'Rambling  Blue'  is  rambling  all  over  and  I  am  watch¬ 
ing  expectantly  for  new  blooms  from  my  new  violet 
family,  while  I  make  out  another  list  of  new  violets 
to  acquire.  I  am  wiser  now  and  my  window  is  happy. 
It  would  be  nice  to  see  a  column  for  just  beginners 
like  me. 


Answer  —  There  is  a  column  for  beginners  in  the 
magazine.  It  is  written  by  Ann  Richardson,  our  first 
vice  president.  She  usually  covers  just  one  subject  in 
each  issue  and  pursues  it  in  depth.  Watch  for  it! 

However,  you  have  given  me  an  idea.  I  know  that 
beginners  find  it  difficult  to  sort  out  information  that 
is  written  in  the  magazine  and  some  of  it  must  even 
seem  contradictory.  So  I  will  write  a  "Back  to  the 
Basics"  article  that  will  explain  all  the  necessary 
information  that  a  novice  grower  should  know  to 
start  a  hobby.  It  will  be  sent  along  with  this  column 
to  the  Editor.  Watch  for  it  in  this  or  some  future  issue 
of  the  magazine.  From  the  number  of  letters  I  receive, 
I  know  that  there  are  many  new  violet  hobbyists 
among  our  members. 

Thank  you  for  sharing  your  experience  with  me 
and,  through  this  column,  with  all  AVSA  members. 
It  is  letters  such  as  yours  that  have  made  this  task  so 
enjoyable  and  so  worthwhile.

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The  Environs  And  Origins  Of 
The  African  Violet

The  history  and  locale  of  the  original  African 
violet  is  always  fascinating  for  amateur  and  profes¬ 
sional  growers  alike.  My  personal  pursuit  of  this 
study  led  me  to  many  different  sources.  All  leads 
pretty  much  pointed  to  Eastern  Africa,  the  countries 
of  Kenya  and  Tanzania,  The  latter  being  by  far  the 
more  important. 

Tanzania  is  the  combination  of  what  used  to  be 
Tanganyika  and  Zanzibar,  separated  by  a  channel  22 
miles  wide.  Dar  es  Salaam  is  the  capital;  it  has 
a  population  of  about  15,499,000.  The  country  has 
an  agrarian  economy.  In  the  20th  century,  the 
mainland  has  been  a  German  colony,  a  British 
Administrative  League  of  Nations  mandate,  a  trust 
territory  and  now  an  independent  state  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Nations. 

She  has  a  greater  variety  of  soil  than  any  other 
African  country.  In  her  humid  and  highland  areas, 
brown  volcanic  and  iron-bearing  soils  are  located  on 
crystalline  rock.  These  are  her  most  productive  soils. 
Over  the  central  plateau  and  in  the  south,  podsolic 
soils  (infertile,  acidic  forest  soils)  occur  on  sandstone 
and  crystalline  rock. 

Her  climate  is  tropical  equatorial,  modified  by  her 
altitude  —  resulting  in  a  temperate  climate  in  higher 
altitudes.  The  temperature  range  is  72-90  degrees  in 
general.  The  rainfall  is  moderate  in  the  mountains. 

Woodland  (miombo)  extends  over  30%  of  Tan¬ 
zania.  Much  of  her  land  consists  of  grass  and  acacia 
trees  from  the  pea  family.  It  is  semidesert  on  the 
leeward  side  of  the  Mountains  and  in  other  areas, 
reed  and  grass  swamps  are  prevalent.  Thick 
mangrove  forests  are  found  near  coastal  creeks. 

As  you  know  the  Saintpaulia  are  not  related  to  the 
wood  violets  or  viola  (family  Violacea)  but  belong  to 
the  tropical  plant  family  Gesneriaceae.  The  genus 
Saintpaulia  was  named  for  Baron  Walter  von  Saint 
Paul-Illaire  who  was  the  imperial  district  governor  of 
Usambara  in  Tanzania,  and  also  a  planter  of  vanilla 
vines  and  India  rubber  trees.  He  came  upon  these 
beautiful  plants  and  sent  the  seeds  of  S.  confusa  and 
S.  ionantha  to  his  father  Hofsmarschal  Baron  von 
Saint  Paul,  who  was  president  of  the  Dendrological 
(trees)  Society  of  Germany,  in  1890.  The  father  suc¬ 
cessfully  grew  these  seeds  into  plants  and  showed 
them  in  1893  to  botanist  Herman  Wendland,  director 
of  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens  at  Herrenhausen.  He 


described  the  species  and  gave  it  the  name  Saint¬ 
paulia  ionantha.  In  Greek  this  means  'with  flowers 
like  a  violet'.  In  Europe  it  is  called  the  Usambara 
violet.  East  African  violet  hence  African  violet. 
Wendland  introduced  these  very  interesting  plants  in 
Ghent  at  the  International  Horticultural  Exhibition 
where  they  won  special  acclaim. 

The  first  commercial  plantsman  to  offer  these 
plants  to  the  world  was  Friedrich  Benary  of  the  seed 
house  of  Ernst  Benary  of  Erfurt,  Germany  in  1893. 
Flowering  plants  were  also  developed  in  the  Royal 
Gardens  of  England. 

Now  let's  really  take  a  close  look  at  its  original 
locale.  It  is  grown  principally  east  and  west  in  the 
Usambara  Mts.  and  in  the  Uluguru  Mts.  The  Uluguru 
Mts.  are  located  in  the  central  easterly  part  of  Tan¬ 
zania.  They  are  5,000  feet  high  or  (1,524m)  and  are 
120  miles  (193km)  west  of  Dar  es  Salaam  at  7-10 
degrees  south  and  37=40  degrees  east. 

The  Usambara  Mts.  are  located  in  the  northeast 
Tanga  Province.  The  range  covers  approximately 
1,300  square  miles  and  rises  to  8,400'.  Some  slopes 
are  covered  with  tropical  forests;  others  have  large 
sisal  and  coffee  plantations.  Mica  is  the  chief  mineral 
product.  The  rainy  season  is  bi-seasonal  from  March 
to  May  and  mid  Oct.  to  Dec.  The  mountains  are  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  'wet  areas'.  The  temperature  ranges 
from  55°  to  85°;  the  rainfall  is  about  70". 

Usambara  is  the  choicest  area  for  colonies  in 
climate  and  soil,  but  not  large  enough  for  would-be 
settlers.  All  land  had  been  allocated  to  the  colonists 
—  who  were  an  overflow  from  Tanga.  This  city  is  a 
gateway  with  a  tolerably  good  harbor  and  is  not 
land-locked  as  is  its  capitol.  Tanga  is  just  a  few  hours 
away  for  the  planters  at  Usambara  to  come  down  for 
social  life.  It  is  the  country's  third  largest  city.  It  was 
established  on  the  coast  by  Persian  traders  in  the  14th 
century  but  was  not  important  until  the  Germans 
took  over.  It  became  modernized,  had  a  railway 
northwest  to  southeast  —=  the  'Tanga-Moshi'  which 
opened  the  hinterland  for  development.  Tanga 
became  the  chief  port  for  sisal  and  coffee.  Population 
in  1972  was  77,032.  Some  violets  are  found  here  in  its 
30'  to  150'  above  sea  level  soil. 

The  Saintpaulia  species  grow  on  shaded  cliffs  or 
often  on  rocks  along  rivers  and  in  the  moist  soils  of 
the  forests  from  near  sea  level  to  a  latitude  of  nearly 
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6,500'  (361m).  S.  diplotricha  is  found  around  3,000 
feet  up  the  E.  Usambara  Mts.;  S.  tongwensis  is  found 
at  the  summit  of  Mt.  Tongwe.  The  latter  usually 
rooted  in  humus  in  crevices  of  limestone  and  gneiss 
rock,  always  in  some  light  or  heavy  shade.  Seven 
other  species  are  naturally  grown  in  this  area. 

Violets  were  grown  primarily  by  Europeans  until 
in  1926,  Armacost  and  Royston  of  California  helped 
them  come  into  their  own.  Walter  Armacost  of 
Armacost  and  Royston  ordered  seeds  in  1927  from 
Benery  in  Germany  and  Sutton's  of  London, 
England.  One  thousand  plants  came  out  of  this  but 
only  one  hundred  were  retained  for  study  and  pro¬ 
pagation.  From  these  100  plants,  only  ten  came  up  to 
their  very  high  standards.  They  were  released  for  sale 
from  1932-36  and  progress  was  slow  until  1956. 


The  original  ten  selected  included  two  from  Ger¬ 
many  —  'Blue  Boy'  and  'Sailor  Boy'.  Those  from 
England  were:  'Admiral',  'Amethyst',  'Commodore', 
'Mermaid',  'Neptune',  'Norseman',  'Viking',  and 
'#32'.  From  these  beginnings,  we  now  have  3656 
registered  ('79)  cultivars  and  in  addition,  many 
named  unregistered  ones.  We  have  come  a  long  way 
in  the  last  twenty  years. 

Saintpaulia  is  a  genus  of  20  described  species,  all  of 
which  have  varieties  described  native  to  E.  Africa, 
Kenya  and  Tanzania  specifically.  Some  have  short 
stems,  some  are  more  hairy,  etc.  18  out  of  these  20 
are  grown  in  the  United  States.  Below  are  listed  these 
20  species  with  their  original  locale.  More  details  on 
each  of  these  may  be  found  and  seen  in  the 
Bibliography  attached. 


All  twenty  saintpaulia  species  hall  from  a  tiny  area  of  East  Africa  just  south  of  the  equator.  Each 
species  carves  out  its  own  distinct  geographic  region,  where  small  saintpaulia  patches  can  be  found 
near  the  many  rivers  and  streams  crisscrossing  the  mountainous  terrain.  mustration  by  Lynn  uhde 


1.  S.  hrevipilosa  —  Light  purple  flowers  with 
darker  eye.  Compact  plant,  a  continuous 
bloomer.  Found  in  Nguru  Mts. 

2.  S.  confusa  —  found  at  1000-3000'  on 
gneiss  rock  in  the  region  of  Mt.  Mlinga  — 
15  miles  from  Mt.  Tongwe.  Deep  violet 
flowers.  Does  well  in  a  vertical  position. 

3.  S.  difficilis  —  borderland  of  Kenya  and 
Tanzania,  found  on  damp  rocks.  Char¬ 
treuse  leaves,  deep  blue  flowers. 

4.  S.  diplotricha  —  From  E.  Usambara  Mts.; 
has  thick  deep  green  leaves,  paler,  purplish 
on  reverse  side,  and  very  pale  lilac 
flowers. 


5.  S.  goetzeana  —  creeping  type,  branching 
stems.  Grown  mostly  by  'fanciers'.  From 
primeval  forests  of  central  Uluguru  Mts. 
from  an  altitude  of  4000-6000'  on  the 
southside  of  Lukwangule  Plateau.  Only 
bloomed  once  in  the  U.S.  Shown  at  San 
Francisco  convention,  and  on  cover  of 
African  Violet  Magazine,  March  '72. 

6.  S.  grandifolia  —  blue  violet  flowers,  from 
Usambara  Mts.  Found  on  western  side  in  a 
steep  valley  of  clay. 

7.  S.  grotei  —  found  in  E.  Usambara  Mts. 
near  Amani.  Bright  blue-violet  flowers, 
shading  darker  towards  the  center.  They 
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are  a  hanging  plant,  grown  near  running 
water,  and  dense  shade.  Their  vines  can 
hang  over  3'. 

8.  S.  inconspicua  —  grown  in  moist  soil  of  a 
forest  in  Uluguru  Mts.  of  Morogaro. 
White  flowers  with  a  small  blue  spot. 
Trailing  —  and  not  a  typical  African 
violet. 

9.  S.  intermedia  —  grown  on  rock  at 
Kigongoi,  in  the  eastern  Usambara  Mts. 
Blue  flowers,  spoonlike,  grows  upright. 

10.  S.  ionantha  —  originally  comes  from  near 
Tanga  on  the  coast.  Most  of  our  modern 
cultivars  come  from  this  species.  Blue- 
purplish  flowers. 

11.  S.  magungensis  —  from  Magunga  in  the 
foothills  of  the  Usambara  Mts.  15  miles 
s.e.  of  Amani.  New  species  in  1950.  Now 
the  original  site  is  cultivated  in  the  U.S.  It 
has  also  been  collected  in  Mt.  Milinga  and 
from  the  Kwamkuyer  river  area.  Creep¬ 
ing,  branching  stems,  violet-blue  shading 
to  a  darker  center. 

12.  S.  nitida  —  Nguru  Mts.  near  Twiani  in 
Tanzania.  Grows  on  rocks  in  shade  by  a 
forest  stream.  Has  dark  blue-violet 

centers. 

13.  S.  orbicularis  —  from  region  of  Sakarre 
and  Ambangula,  in  the  W.  Usambara  Mts. 
—  grows  wild,  a  well  adorned  plant.  Light 
lilac  with  dark  centers.  Likes  cold  nights. 

14.  S.  pendula  —  from  Mt.  Mtai  in  eastern 
Usambara  Mts.  Medium  lavender  blue 
flowers,  with  rather  small,  trailing  habit. 

15.  S.  pusilla  —  the  tiniest;  may  be  extinct, 
mauve  and  white  flowers.  From  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Uluguru  Mts.  at  3600-5400'.

16.  S.  rupicola  —  from  Kaloleni,  halfway 
between  Mombasa  and  Nairobi  in  Kenya. 
Heart-shaped  leaves.  Name  means  rock 
dweller  ~  its  habitat  —  crevices  in  the 
base  of  rocks. 

17.  S.  shumensis  —  From  Shume  in  the  West 
Usambara  Mts.  Grows  in  dry  forest  on 
cliff  faces  close  to  5900'  above  sea  level. 
Very  delicate  type.  Whitish  blue  flowers 
with  deep  violet  spot  in  center. 

18.  S.  teitensis  —  from  the  Teita  Hills, 
Mbololo  Hills,  Kenya  in  the  forest,  near 
water.  Most  northerly  species  known. 
Medium  violet  blue  flowers  with  dark 
centers. 

19.  S.  tongwensis  —  its  native  home  is  a  ledge 
of  gneiss  rock,  50  yards  long,  surrounded 


by  a  barrier  of  5'  grass,  near  the  summit  of 
Mt.  Tongwe.  It  grows  in  the  humus  on  the 
rock  under  light  shade.  This  mountain  is 
inland  from  Pangani  in  Tanzania  at  an 
elevation  of  2300-2400'.  Much  like  S. 
ionantha.  Soft  blue  flowers. 

20.  S.  velutina  —  from  western  Usambara 
Mts.  near  Balangai,  5  miles  from  Sakarre. 
Scalloped  leaves,  pale  blue  flowers.

Of  all  the  environmental  factors  that  affect  plant 
life,  none  is  more  important  than  overwatering.  Vir¬ 
tually  all  physiologican  processes  in  plants  take  place 
in  the  presence  ‘of  water,  according  to  a  recent 
newsletter,  “Big  News"  from  Environmental  Con¬ 
cepts.  While  essential  for  such  basic  chemical  actions 
as  digestion,  in  which  it  combines  with  the  minerals 
digested,  water  is  needed  for  photosynthesis,  where 
hydrogen  joins  with  the  carbon  dioxide  to  form 
sugar.  The  materials  in  the  soil  and  the  foods 
manufactured  by  the  leaves  move  in  solution  from 
the  regions  of  absorption  to  other  parts  of  the  plant. 

In  spite  of  the  importance  of  water,  the  quantity 
actually  used  by  the  plant  is  a  small  fraction  of  the 
amount  absorbed  by  the  soil.  Most  of  the  water 
entering  the  plant  escapes  from  the  leaves  as 
water  vapor. 

Another  overlooked  factor  of  overwatering  is  that 
water  contributes  to  the  rigidity  of  the  plant  in  the 
soil.  This  factor  alone  contributes  to  the  death  of 
plants  in  many  cases. 
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Overwatering  causes  fungus  to  abound  at  root 
level.  Fungi  will  thrive  in  any  warm,  dark  and  wet 
area.  This  is  called  root  and  stem  rot.

We  of  the  Lincoln  African  Violet  Society  are 
always  working  to  make  our  annual  show  better.  We 
wanted  to  display  our  show  plants  on  an  angle  so 
they  could  be  looked  at  from  a  better  point  of  view. 
Of  course  money  always  is  a  problem.  Although  we 
usually  have  some  funds  at  our  disposal  we  could 
not  afford  around  200  of  the  stands  that  are  avail¬ 
able  commercially. 

One  of  our  members  came  up  with  this  stand  and 
we  were  very  pleased  with  it.  As  we  have  a  number 
of  very  able  men  in  our  club  they  put  their  heads  and 
talents  together  and  came  up  with  an  inexpensive, 
easily  stored,  simple  device  that  puts  our  plants  at 
a  30  degree  angle  for  viewing.  We  used  them  last 
year  and  received  many  nice  comments  about  the 
improvement  to  our  show.

We  have  just  under  200  stands  at  a  cost  of  well 
under  a  dollar  each.  Cost  of  materials  varies  from 
place  to  place  so  fast  you  will  have  to  do  your  own 
pricing.  We  used  5  sheets  of  Va'"  masonite  to  make 
our  holders.  A  special  saw  blade  to  saw  the  nice 
round  holes  was  also  purchased  and  figured  in  the 
cost  of  the  stands.  The  piece  of  angle  board  was  used 
as  a  nailing  and  bracing  support  in  the  angle.  One  of 
our  members  had  a  stapling  gun,  the  pieces  were 
glued  then  stapled.  These  slide  into  each  other  for 
storage.  We  did  not  paint  ours  because  of  time  last 
year  but  we  liked  the  looks  of  the  dull  brown  so 
much  we  are  not  planning  to  paint  them. 

Any  one  with  a  handy  man's  shop  can  easily 
make  these  for  their  show,  and  they  add  so  much  to 
your  display.

What  Happens  to 
Research  Recipients? 

We  thought  that  perhaps  you  might  sometimes 
wonder  what  happens  to  Boyce  Edens  Research  Fund 
recipients.  Here  is  a  little  insight  into  one. 

Barr  Ticknor,  had  two  grants  to  help  him  get  some 
equipment  while  he  was  in  high  school.  He  graduated 
from  Cornell  University  with  honors  in  1979.  New 
York  State  jobs  were  "frozen"  at  that  time,  so  he 
could  not  get  a  job  at  Cornell.  For  one  year  he  served 
as  Language  Lab.  Director  at  Ithaca  College.  In  Octo¬ 
ber  1980  the  "freeze"  was  lifted  and  he  was  hired  by 
Cornell  University  College  of  Life  Sciences  as  a 
research  technician  specifically  in  the  field  of  kidney 
bean  research.  On  his  own  time  he  is  still  interested 
in  violet  hybridizing  and  has  some  seed  set  now, 
ready  to  go  on  with  his  work.  He  was  able  to  attend 
New  York  State  AVS  Convention  in  Rochester  last 
October  for  one  day  and  gave  a  talk  on  Saint¬ 
paulia  Species. 

So  you  see,  they  don't  forget  about  violets.  Barr  is 
still  looking  for  S.  goetzeana.  So  far  no  replies.  Can 
any  of  our  violet  people  help  him? 
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What  For  and  How  to  Use  Insecticides

Unpleasant  but  a  fact  of  life  sooner  or  later 
nearly  eveiyone  comes  in  contact  with  some 
unwelcome  insect  of  African  violets.  In  reviewing  the 
history  of  insects  in  past  years  as  soon  as  a  problem 
arose  a  cure  was  found,  and  then  another  problem 
arose.  WeVe  been  through  root  nematode,  soil 
mealybug;  we've  had  cyclamen  mite  and  now  foliar 
and  blossom  thrip.  There  are  cures  for  insects  but 
they  are  extremely  persistent.  Months  after  you  think 
you've  won  and  your  flowers  are  big  and  beautiful 
again  problems  arise. 

Only  a  few  insects  attack  African  violets  seriously. 
They  are  divided  into  chewing  and  sucking  insects. 
Sucking  insects  are  Mealybug,  Thrip,  Aphid  and 
Mite  which  attack  foliage  and  bloom.  The  chewing 
insects  are  springtails,  symphilide.  Black  Flies 
and  Nematodes. 

Mealybugs  are  easily  seen.  They  are  oval  shaped,  6 
legged  crawling  bugs  about  Va”  long.  They  are 
covered  with  hairs  which  have  a  wax-like  coating. 
The  eggs  are  laid  in  cottony  sacks  in  crevices  near  the 
crown  of  violet  plants.  The  eggs  hatch  in  about  10 
days  spreading  700-800  insects.  For  this  reason  it  is 
necessary  to  repeat  spraying  and  drenching  to  clean 
up  infestations.  Mealybugs  suck  sap  from  violets 
which  develop  a  dusty  look. 

Thrip  are  gray  or  brown  and  are  1/8"  long.  They 
have  4  narrow  wings  and  rasping,  sucking  mouth 
parts.  Eggs  hatch  in  a  week.  They  feed  by  rasping  the 
leaf  and  then  sucking  the  sap.  This  produces  the 
injured  areas  which  appear  as  pit-like  scars  or  brown 
marks  on  the  back  of  leaves.  In  attacking  blossoms 
they  cause  a  mottled  gray  white  streak  and  cause 
blossoms  to  fall  prematurely. 

Aphids  are  small,  dark,  soft  bodied  insects.  They 
are  easily  seen.  They  feed  by  thrusting  a  sharp  nosed 
stylet  into  the  plant  cells  and  sucking  out  the  sap. 
Infected  plants  lose  vitality.  Foliage  is  discolored, 
leaves  curl,  and  buds  may  be  blighted. 

Mites  are  tiny  1/64"  insects  and  usually  cannot  be 
seen  without  a  microscope.  They  belong  to  the  spider 
family,  have  4  pair  of  legs.  Mites  affecting  African 
violets  are  usually  cyclamen  mite.  Mites  suck  juices 
from  young  leaves  and  flower  buds.  They  have 
tender  jaws  and  do  not  feed  on  adult  leaves.  A  plant 
damaged  by  mite  does  not  grow  properly.  The  center 
leaf  appears  stunted,  gnarled,  sometimes  turning 
gray  with  young  leaves  dying.  Flower  stems  are 
thickened  and  short,  sometimes  not  getting  above  the 


leaves.  Flowers  are  distorted,  blotched,  off  color, 
small  and  sometimes  do  not  open.  Mites  work  deep 
in  the  growing  center  of  plants,  so  it  is  difficult  to 
clean  up  infestations  without  repeated  sprayings. 
Dipping  a  plant  in  a  Miticide  solution  is  a  much 
better  way  of  controlling  these  insects. 

Symphitids,  Springtails  and  Fungus  Gnats  are 
relatively  harmless.  The  most  harmful  is  the  symph- 
lid.  They  appear  in  the  saucer  of  newly  watered 
plants.  They  are  creamy  white,  tiny  insects  which 
move  and  wiggle  on  the  surface  of  the  water.  They 
chew  tiny  roots  and  if  they  are  abundant,  your  plant 
will  appear  limp.  Springtails  resemble  the  symphilids 
but  are  very  active  and  jump  quite  a  distance.  No 
need  to  distinguish  between  these  two  as  the  same 
treatment  will  exterminate  both.  Then  there  are  the 
Fungus  gnats,  little  black  flies.  They  are  harmless. 

Nematode  infestation  is  not  easily  detected.  They 
are  about  1/60"  eel  shaped  worms.  They  puncture 
the  tissue  and  suck  the  juices.  They  reproduce  from 
eggs.  After  fertilization  the  female  becomes  large 
enough  to  be  seen.  She  lays  several  hundred  eggs 
at  a  time  which  hatch  in  5  days.  They  eat  off  the 
roots.  Nematodes  move  through,  or  over  moist  sur¬ 
faces.  They  migrate  through  the  soil  until  they 
find  a  root  to  burrow  where  they  live,  secreting  a 
fluid,  causing  the  root  to  form  lumps  or  knots 
around  the  Nematode. 

Pests  are  luxuries  we  cannot  afford  sooner  or  later 
we  realize  we  must  start  a  spray  program  as  a  preven¬ 
tative  if  possible  or  using  a  pest  strip. 

These  are  three  types  of  pesticides.  Repellants 
which  repel  pests,  fungicides  which  control  fungi  and 
miticides  which  control  Mites.  Fungicides  will  not 
control  insects  and  insecticides  will  not  control  fungi. 
Too  many  people  are  trying  to  use  these  controls 
only  to  find  their  problems  getting  worse  and  even¬ 
tually  losing  their  plants.  Before  selecting  a  pesticide 
determine  your  specific  problem. 

Insecticides  are  divided  into  three  categories,  con¬ 
trol  poisons,  stomach  poisons  and  systemics.  Con¬ 
tact  poisons  kill  insects  on  contact.  Stomach  poisons 
are  ingested  by  the  pest  and  the  pests  are  killed. 
Systemics  are  chemicals  which  are  taken  up  by  the 
plant  and  the  plant  juices  actually  contain  the  poison 
which  kill  the  insect  as  it  feeds  on  the  plant. 

Selecting  a  pesticide  needs  to  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  active  ingredients  rather  than  the  brand  name  as 
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most  companies  market  all  materials  under  the  same 
brand  name. 

Specific  insecticides  are  effective  on  specific  pests. 
If  pesticides  are  selected  and  used  in  accordance  to 
the  label,  they  will  effectively  control  pests  and  will 
not  cause  harm  to  the  plants. 

All  insecticides  are  toxic  to  some  degree  and 
must  be  handled  properly.  Always  check  recom¬ 
mendations  on  labels  and  never  use  higher  rates  than 
recommended.  Read  and  follow  all  precautions  on 
labels.  Use  only  insecticides  recommended  for 
African  violets. 

As  a  spray  Malathion,  Kelthane,  Cygon  2E, 
Orthene,  V4  tsp.  per  quart;  As  a  drench  Cygon  2E, 
V2  tsp.  per  gallon.  Malathion  1  tsp.  per  gallon. 

New  products  are  always  coming  out,  here  are 
a  few: 

Pentac  W.P.  no  odor  —  toxidity  very  low  V4  tsp. 
per  quart  for  Mites. 

Premium  grade  Malathion  called  Cythion 
extremely  low  hazard  while  controlling  more  pests 
than  any  other  insecticide.  Systemic  insecticides  are 
selective  and  pose  no  residual  problems  some  of  these 
are:  Meta-Systox  and  Cygon  2E;  a  new  one  called 
Dasinit  is  also  a  Nematocidal.  Benlate  systemic  has 
low  toxicity  conrols  mildew  and  some  fungus  growth 
and  also  appears  to  kill  eggs  of  spider  mites. 

Because  of  pressure  against  pesticides  on  humans 
and  the  environment  a  great  deal  of  research  is  going 
on  in  regard  to  Micro  organisms.  Many  Micro 
organisms  are  effective  as  insecticides.  Inorganic 
insecticides  are  those  made  from  minerals,  they 
include  sulfur  and  diatomaceous  Earth. 

Diatomaceous  Earth  is  being  marketed  as  Diato- 
mite  and  is  available  at  pet  shops.  It  can  be  used  as  a 
dust  by  dampening  the  foliage  and  then  brushing  on 
the  foliage  or  it  can  be  sprayed.  Mix  a  little  Eels 
Naptha  soap  to  a  gallon  of  warm  water  add  2  table¬ 
spoons  diatomite  powder,  stir  well  and  keep  agitated 
as  you  spray.  Cover  all  parts  of  the  plant  including 
the  undersides.  The  residual  is  also  beneficial  to  the 
plant  as  it  contains  14  minerals.  As  with  any  pest 
control,  repetition  is  the  key  to  controlling  any 
newly  hatched  insects.  Diatomite  kills  Mealy  bug. 
Aphid,  white  fly  and  Mites. 

Plant  Juices  for  Mites  are  made  by  mixing  a 
handful  of  poplar  tree  leaves  chopping  and  blend¬ 
ing  in  a  blender  with  water;  let  stand  24  hours,  strain 
and  spray. 

Hot  water  method  also  has  been  used  successfully. 
First  secure  the  roots  and  soil  around  the  top  of  the 
plant  with  Saran  wrap  so  the  soil  will  not  escape 
from  the  pot.  Then  dip  each  (not  the  pot)  completely 
into  a  bath  of  hot  water  which  has  been  heated  to  120 
degrees;  hold  there  until  the  count  of  four,  then 
remove  immediately.  The  temperature  must  be  kept 


at  120  constantly  as  you  dip  other  plants.  If  water  is 
too  hot  they  will  cook. 

Elder  leaves  can  be  used  for  thrip  control.  3  oz. 
Garlic  chopped,  soak  in  2  tsp.  of  Mineral  oil  24 
hours,  add  1  pink  of  water,  y4  ounce  of  pure  soap 
(not  detergent),  soap  must  be  disolved,  stir  well, 
strain  through  gauze.  Store  in  glass  container.  Dilute 
1  part  to  20  parts  water  and  spray. 

Shaklee's  Basic  H  is  one  of  the  best  new  products. 
It  is  listed  as  a  surfactant.  Has  a  pH  6.5,  no  alkalis  — 
no  acid  —  no  kerosene  —  no  solvent  —  non-toxic 
and  Bio-degradable.  It  is  an  excellent  fertilizer 
stretcher.  Healthy  soil  releases  all  nutrients  needed 
for  plant  growth  and  development.  For  general  use, 
use  2  drops  Basic  H  per  quart  every  other  week.  As 
an  insecticide  and  fertiizer  use  1  teaspoon  per  gallon. 

In  trying  any  new  procedure  on  your  African 
violets  be  cautious.  Try  anything  new  on  only  a  few 
plants.  We  have  all  learned  the  hard  way  and  lost 
many  plants.  Several  friends  have  become  very  ill 
from  spraying  material  not  being  used  correctly.  Let 
us  all  be  more  aware  in  our  violet  culture.

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1980  Was  Another  Year  To  Remember

Having  overcome  thrips  and  mildew  in  the  year 
1979,  the  summer  of  1980  was  almost  at  a  close  and  I 
was  happy  to  have  survived  without  any  major 
problems  with  my  100  standard  African  violet 
plants,  2  trays  of  2“month  old  seedlings,  and  27  mail 
order  sprouting  leaves,  when  something  struck.  A 
widespread  illness  appeared  almost  overnight  about 
the  beginning  of  August.  The  tips  of  the  leaves  of  an 
occasional  plant,  here  and  there,  developed  brown 
brittle  edges  which  seemed  to  spread  through  the 
whole  leaf  in  about  a  week.  The  brittleness  became 
leathery  and  the  entire  leaf  became  mushy  toward 
the  petiole.  At  first  glance  it  seemed  to  be  petiole  rot. 
However,  as  more  and  more  plants  became  affected, 
I  realized  I  had  a  problem.  But  what?  Looking  back 
on  the  year  of  1980  my  entire  collection  of  African 
violets  had  been  sadly  neglected  because  of  family 
obligations.  So  1  suspected  the  culprit  was  poor 
culture.  But  I  could  not  give  my  plants  attention  for 
approximately  a  month  after  the  first  symptoms  ap¬ 
peared.  Then  where  should  1  begin? 

On  retirement  I  determined  to  pursue  an  interest  in 
African  violets  by  joining  a  local  violet  club  so  I 
could  better  grow  a  few  violets.  My  hobby  was  not 
to  become  a  vocation  or  an  overburdening  job,  but 
rather  a  pleasure.  My  family,  consisting  of  5  grown 
children,  4  married  and  all  living  out  of  town,  has 
always  come  first.  Three  new  grandchildren  bom  in 
the  spring  of  1980  made  it  an  absolute  necessity  that 
my  husband  and  I  travel  to  see  them.  So  we  were 
visiting  in  Virginia  for  2  weeks  in  April  and  then 
home  for  2  weeks  and  gone  again  to  Los  Angeles  for 
3  weeks  to  visit  the  new  twins.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  a  neighbor  to  water  my  plants  while  I  was 
away  but  the  schedule  for  watering  was  cut  to  once  a 
week  instead  of  when  needed.  My  lights,  on  timers, 
were  reduced  to  8  hours  a  day,  from  12  hours,  and  a 
fan,  also  on  a  timer,  circulated  the  air  for  8  hours  a 
day.  Our  home  is  air  conditioned  and  the  thermostat 
remained  at  80  degrees.  The  very  small  new  plants 
were  placed  in  plastic  covered  small  hot  houses  and 
managed  to  maintain  their  moisture  without  being 
disturbed.  The  older  plants  are  top  watered  and  sit  in 
trays  with  gravel  which  I  moistened  initially  each 
time  1  departed  on  a  trip.  Since  I  was  afraid  of 
mildew  I  did  not  ask  my  kind  neighbor  to  moisten 
the  gravel  for  humidity.  On  my  return  from  the  sec¬ 
ond  3  week  trip  all  of  the  plants  needed  pruning  as 
they  had  developed  many  spent  flowers  and  leaves. 


This  taught  me  one  lesson.  Before  departing  on 
another  trip,  I  will  remove  all  blooms.  This  should 
make  it  a  much  easier  job  on  my  return  to  get  my 
plants  in  better  growing  condition  and  also  the  plants 
should  be  happier  not  having  to  expend  energy  in 
blossoming.  My  first  job  on  returning  was  to  water 
thoroughly  as  once  a  week  was  not  enough  for  3 
weeks.  My  second  job  was  to  put  down  into  growing 
mixture  27  leaves,  previously  mail-ordered,  which 
had  been  delivered  in  my  absence.  Since  I  halfway 
expected  my  request  for  a  delay  in  delivery  would  be 
lost  in  the  mails,  I  had  prepared  some  water  beds  for 
the  leaves  and  instructed  my  good  neighbor  how  to 
care  for  the  leaves  should  the  order  be  delivered.  The 
leaves  arrived,  my  neighbor  was  not  aware  when, 
since  they  were  placed  between  the  doors  at  my  emp¬ 
ty  house.  She  found  them  when  she  came  to  care  for 
my  other  plants  and  very  conscientiously  tagged 
each  one  and  set  it  in  the  water  bed.  On  my  return 
then,  instead  of  giving  all  of  my  attention  to  my 
neglected  plants  I  had  to  pot  all  of  the  new  leaves, 
which  incidentally  have  all  managed  to  survive  and 
have  produced  healthy  little  babies. 

Six  weeks  after  our  return  from  Los  Angeles  in 
June  we  had  our  daughter,  son-in-law  and  5  month 
old  grandson  visiting  for  3  weeks  from  Virginia. 
Needless  to  say  I  spent  very  little  time  with  my 
violets.  And  one  week  after  their  departure  another 
daughter,  son-in-law  and  2  grandchildren  arrived 
from  Mexico  for  a  3  weeks  stay.  More  violet  neglect. 
This  would  have  been  enough,  however  Mother 
Nature  was  giving  us  an  unprecedented  heat  wave  all 
summer.  My  violets  were  beginning  to  react.  Now 
add  more  complications  which  may  be  the  culprit  for 
all  of  the  violet  troubles  which  I  soon  encountered. 
We  developed  a  leaking  soil  pipe  in  the  basement 
where  my  flowers  are  located.  And  because  of  the 
guests  in  the  house  it  was  necessary  to  delay 
plumbing  repairs  for  3  weeks.  As  a  result  my  plants 
were  living  in  contaminated  stale  air  for  that  length 
of  time  and  because  of  the  extreme  heat,  105  degree 
temperature,  outdoors  it  was  impossible  to  open 
windows  to  permit  fresh  air  into  the  growing  area.  At 
this  time  I  began  to  notice  the  browning  crisp  leaves. 

As  soon  as  our  guests  departed  we  had  the 
plumbing  repaired.  I  began  immediately  to  work 
with  my  flowers.  The  weather  cooled  so  it  was  possi¬ 
ble  to  open  the  windows  in  the  basement  and  allow 
some  fresh  air  to  enter,  I  deducted  erratic  attention 
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all  of  my  violets  had  received  for  the  past  6  months 
plus  the  gas  fumes  from  the  plumbing  problem  were 
responsible  for  the  browning  leaves.  So  I  began 
reading  in  my  A.V.  Magazines  and  books  and  notes 
from  our  culture  programs  at  our  club  meetings  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  I  would  do  everything  these 
articles  suggested.  I  repotted  some  of  the  plants, 
removed  all  the  browning  leaves,  applied  a  systemic 
insecticide  Cygon  2,  washed  all  the  trays  and  the 
gravel  in  them  with  hot  water  and  a  strong  detergent 
Tide  and  Clorox,  and  stopped  fertilizing  so  the  plants 
could  reserve  energy.  I  cut  the  lights  down  to  10 
hours  from  12,  and  washed  the  floors  with  lysol  solu¬ 
tion,  opened  the  windows  24  hours  a  day  and  even 
scraped  a  few  spots  of  mildew  from  a  nearby  base¬ 
ment  wall  and  repainted  those  areas.  Then  I  waited 
hopefully.  However  the  leaves  continued  to  brown. 

Then  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  host  our  monthly 
violet  club  meeting  at  my  home  and  I  was  able  to  get 
the  expert  opinion  of  Neva  Anderson,  whom  our 
club,  THE  PIED  PIPERS,  has  the  distinct  honor  of  in¬ 
cluding  as  a  member.  Neva,  without  hesitation, 
diagnosed  my  problem  as  a  fungus.  On  the  spot  our 
club  had  a  well  documented  culture  program  on 
fungus  problems  and  treatment.  As  soon  as  my 
guests  departed  I  began  the  treatment.  I  removed  all 
the  brown  leaves,  washing  my  hands  between  han¬ 
dling  each  plant.  Then  I  sprayed  the  plants  with 
Benomyl  solution.  I  also  set  small  cups  of  sulfur  over 
the  hot  spot  of  each  of  the  overhead  48  inch  lights. 
Then  for  a  week  every  night  after  the  lights  were  off  I 
sprayed  in  the  air  over  the  growing  area  with  a  lysol 
aerosol  spray.  I've  also  sprayed  the  lysol  spray  into 
the  cold  air  return  ducts  of  the  air  conditioning.  Ten 
days  after  the  first  Benomyl  spray  I  repeated  the 
spraying. 

And  my  problem  has  vanished.  Nineteen  Eighty,  a 
year  to  remember  and  another  lesson  learned  the 
hard  way.  Take  good  care  of  your  violets  and  they 
will  gladly  respond  by  staying  healthy.  If  neglected 
they'll  respond  like  we  humans  with  health  prob¬ 
lems.  Personally,  I'd  rather  read  about  it  than  ex¬ 
perience  the  difficulty.  But  thank  heaven  for  Neva 
Anderson,  she  saved  my  day  and  my  violets.  She  will 
always  be  "Doctor'  Neva  Anderson  to  me  and  my 
violets.

African  Violets 
In  West  Texas

I  have  read  all  sorts  of  articles  in  the  AVM  from 
other  parts  of  the  country  but  now  I  want  you  to 


read  the  topper  of  them  all.  First  of  all.  West  Texas  is 
a  part  of  the  forbidden  wilderness.  Everyone  has  read 
about  the  pioneers  who  crossed  when  the  country 
was  first  settled.  How  we  got  here  amazes  me.  I  think 
if  it  were  not  for  oil  I  might  be  in  a  place  with  green 
trees,  plenty  of  water,  no  sand  and  enough  humidity 
and  moisture  to  curl  my  hair  and  keep  it  that  way. 
Don't  get  me  wrong!  I  love  West  Texas  and  the 
African  violets.  I  struggle  to  have  the  best  plants 
there  are  by  lots  of  hard  work  and  love. 

West  Texas  humidity  on  the  average  per  year  is 
around  30%;  however,  when  it  manages  to  rain  the 
humidity  may  range  to  80%  for  the  small  amount  of 
time  it  is  actually  raining.  Rainfall  for  this  year  sits  at 
about  15  inches.  This  has  been  a  good  year  for  rain  as 
we  usually  do  not  get  this  much.  Most  growers  use 
the  rain  water  on  their  plants  but  not  in  West  Texas. 
You  see  we  would  have  to  bail  out  a  bucket  of  sand 
first  from  the  rain  barrel  and  then  maybe  get  that  tea 
cup  of  water  left  at  the  bottom  of  the  barrel.  Or  if 
you  let  it  rain  awhile  to  wash  down  your  roof  top 
and  think  "oh  boy"  now  for  the  rain,  it  is  too  late,  the 
rain  has  stopped  long  before  you  get  the  words  "oh 
boy"  out  of  your  mouth. 

City  water  is  another  thing,  too.  Our  water  is 
highly  treated  with  Chlorine  to  kill  all  the  bad  germs. 
Now  if  this  was  just  the  only  thing  to  consider  we 
might  work  that  out,  but  to  add  insult  to  misery  we 
have  bad  minerals  in  the  water  that  will  not  only  eat 
up  the  plants  but  love  to  eat  up  the  sink  fixtures  the 
water  comes  from. 

When  it  comes  to  summer  the  sun  is  great,  if  you 
are  not  an  African  violet!  Sunshine  is  so  severe  here 
you  do  not  dare  turn  your  back  on  the  plant  you  left 
on  the  windowsill  long  enough  to  tell  the  plant  on  the 
shelf  next  to  it  that  it  looks  great  today,  before  a  big 
huge  sunspot  comes  up  on  the  leaf  of  that  particular 
plant  —  like  a  sore  thumb  turns  blue-black  when  you 
hit  it  with  a  hammer. 

Although  we  lack  all  the  good  things  essential  to 
the  African  violet,  I  am  still  at  work  to  create  all  the 
artificial  conditions  I  can  possibly  bring  about  to 
raise  beautiful  violets.  I  use  a  humidifier  in  my  violet 
room,  a  fan  to  keep  air  circulation  good,  artificial 
lighting,  buy  bottle  water,  brush  leaves  to  remove 
sand  and  keep  windows  covered  with  sunscreen  pro¬ 
ducts.  West  Texas  may  not  be  the  Garden  of  Eden  for 
growing  African  violets  but  by  far  we  do  our  best  to 
have  plants  that  we  and  everyone  in  this  part  of  the 
country  can  be  proud  of. 


REPOTTING 

If  you're  repotting,  don't  put  your  plants  in 
too  large  a  pot.  Overpotting  is  bad  for  African 
violets.  They  like  their  roots  to  be  root-bound.

Have  you  seen  the  lovely  Bubble  Bowl  entries  in 
judged  shows?  You  can  make  one!  They  are  not  hard 
to  do. 

There  are  rules,  just  as  there  are  in  design  entries. 
No  foliage  should  be  above  the  water.  Foliage  should 
not  touch  the  side  of  the  bowl.  A  card  should  be 
placed  with  the  entry,  telling  the  blossoms  and 
foliage  used. 

Now  go  to  work!  The  bowl  should  be  sparkling 
clean.  Choose  a  pin  holder  with  fine  needles.  Make  a 
circle  with  floral  clay  or  Moratite.  Press  this  on  the 
bottom  of  the  pin  holder,  place  in  the  middle  of  the 
bowl.  Press  firmly  all  around.  No  water  should  be 
able  to  get  under  this.  The  bowl  may  be  done  days 
before  using. 

Choose  your  foliage  carefully,  evergreens  and  ivy 
are  good.  Many  varieties  are  available.  Use  small 
leafed  varieties.  Wash  foliage. 

Your  blossoms  should  be  fresh.  Cut  the  stem  long 
and  place  in  a  container  of  water.  Recut  the  stem 
under  water.  I  use  a  razor  blade  for  this.  The  cells 
close  quickly,  by  cutting  under  water,  the  stem  can 


absorb  as  much  as  it  needs.  Handle  your  blossoms 
carefully,  if  you  crush  them,  the  color  may  bleed  in 
the  water. 

Place  your  tallest  piece  of  foliage  in  the  pin  holder, 
leaving  about  1"  below  the  top  of  the  bowl.  Remove, 
then  cut  pieces  to  form  your  line  and  in  your  mind's 
eye,  choose  your  blossoms  accordingly.  Light 
blossoms  should  be  at  the  top  and  darker  ones  at 
the  bottom.  Wind  thread  around  foliage  and  blos¬ 
som  stems  to  hold  in  place.  Tuck  blossom  stem 
behind  foliage. 

When  using  a  closed  bowl,  keep  your  design  sim¬ 
ple.  Do  not  use  too  much  foliage.  Here  you  are  work¬ 
ing  with  the  base.  There  is  always  a  bubble  at  the  top 
of  a  closed  bowl.  Be  sure  to  allow  space  at  the  top. 
Thread  may  be  used  at  the  bottom  to  hold  foliage 
and  blossom  stem  together.  The  blossom  will  be 
suspended  in  the  water.  Be  sure  it  is  well  anchored. 
This  must  be  turned  up  side  down  into  the  water, 
tighten  base  firmly.  Water  magnifies,  do  not  use  too 
large  a  blossom.  Even  one  well  placed  blossom  makes 
a  pretty  picture. 

I  like  an  open  bowl  for  a  crescent  design.  Use  a 
piece  of  wire  that  you  can  bend  easily,  it  should  be 
about  the  depth  of  the  bowl.  Use  matching  thread  to 
wrap  thread  and  foliage  together.  Start  at  one  end 
and  have  foliage  slightly  beyond  the  wire,  wrap 
tightly.  Go  about  two-thirds  of  the  way,  then  work 
from  the  other  end.  Have  the  wire  straight  when  you 
do  this.  Submerge  in  water  until  you  are  ready  to 
use.  Recut  blossom  stems.  Start  at  the  end  and  work 
toward  the  joint.  Wind  thread  around  blossom  stem 
and  foliage.  The  largest  blossom  should  be  at  the 
joint.  Do  not  crowd,  when  you  form  the  crescent, 
the  blossoms  will  be  brought  together.  Form  crescent 
and  press  firmly  into  pin  holder. 

Boil  1  tsp.  of  Borax  and  1  qt.  water.  Allow  to  cool 
to  room  temperature.  This  avoids  air  bubbles.  Warm 
water  softens  the  bloom.  Fill  bowl  with  water. 

Have  you  seen  colored  water  in  a  Bubble  Bowl?  It's 
pretty.  The  only  color  I  would  use  would  be  blue. 
Since  the  sky  reflects  on  water,  the  water  then  looks 
blue.  Then  you  would  be  using  blue  and/or  white 
blossoms.  Other  colors  would  look  distorted.  This 
needs  testing.  Add  one  drop  of  food  coloring  at  a 
time  until  you  get  the  right  shade.  Try  one  some 
time.  Practice  makes  perfect.  You  may  receive  a  Blue 
Ribbon  at  Show  Time.

Elizabeth  S.  Behnke,  Old  Post  Farm,  RD  2, 
Newark,  DE  19711  says  the  following  mixture 
"recipe"  was  given  to  her  by  her  father-in-law,  after 
he  had  used  it  and  adds  that  "this  mixture,  along 
with  proper  lighting,  watering  and  fertilization  (plus 
many  helpful  hints  gleaned  from  other  violet  enthu¬ 
siasts)  has  contributed  to  very  successful  violet 
culture  for  me"; 

SOIL  MIXTURE 

4  parts  peat  moss 

5  parts  Michigan  peat 

3  parts  vermiculite 

1  part  charcoal 

1  part  cow  manure 

Vz  part  bone  meal 

V4  part  ground  limestone 

"Part"  may  be  any  size  measure,  depending  on  the 
quantity  you  wish  to  prepare.  When  you  have 
thoroughly  mixed  the  ingredients,  it  should  be  put  in 
the  oven,  slightly  moistened,  covered  and  heated 
to  180°  for  one  hour.  This  mixture  was  fine  using 
clay  pots,  but  as  my  collection  of  violets  increased, 
I  switched  to  plastic  pots  to  avoid  watering  so 
often.  Even  watering  less  often  I  began  to  develop 
rotting  roots.  A  horticulturist  advised  me  to  use  an 
equal  amount  of  perlite  and  soil  in  my  plantings.  I 
have  had  lovely  violets  for  12  years  now  using 
this  combination.

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Light-Garden  Pays  Its  Own  Way

There  must  be  hundreds  of  indoor  light-gardens 
across  the  country  that  delight  their  owners  with 
African  violet  blooms  all  year  round.  But  how  many 
of  those  can  boast  that  they  pay  their  own  way?  My 
light  garden  does  just  that.  I  no  longer  have  to  dip  in¬ 
to  my  own  pocket  to  buy  potting  supplies  and  all  the 
sundry  extras  to  continue  my  indoor  gardening  hob- 
by. 

How  did  this  come  about?  Well,  it  all  began  two 
years  ago  when  I  first  brought  home  a  large,  three¬ 
tiered  light  garden. 

I  had  always  enjoyed  flowering  violets  on  my  win¬ 
dowsills  during  the  warm  sunny  months  of  the  year, 
but  as  the  weather  grew  colder,  I  was  forced  to  move 
them  into  the  warmth  of  the  room  and  away  from 
the  bright  day  light.  The  outside  temperatures  here  in 
Fort  McMurray,  Alberta,  where  I  live,  can  drop  to 
-30'  to  -50 'C  for  days  at  a  time  during  the  winter,  so 
the  windowsills  are  just  too  chilly  for  my  violets. 

Besides,  the  daylight  hours  dwindle  to  the  hours 
between  9  and  3  o'clock,  leaving  little  time  for  the 
sun  to  reach  in  my  window.  So  during  the  long 
winters,  I  would  get  the  occasional  bloom,  but  for 
the  most  part  had  to  be  content  with  greenery  for  five 
or  six  months  of  the  year. 

When  I  brought  my  light-garden  home  and  set  it 
up  in  the  basement,  this  all  changed.  To  my  absolute 
delight,  I  found  that  I  could  have  a  profusion  of 
bloom  all  winter  long.  I  would  bring  the  plants 
upstairs  into  the  living  area  to  enjoy  while  flowering, 
and  return  them  to  the  lights  when  the  blooms 
started  to  fade. 

The  lights  provided  an  additional  bonus.  Though  I 
love  to  live  surrounded  by  mature  flowering  plants, 
my  real  pleasure  is  in  propagating  the  violets  from 
leaf  cuttings.  I  always  had  several  started  in  ver- 
miculite,  so  that  when  it  came  time  for  pre-Christmas 
bazaars  and  such,  I  would  have  a  supply  fo  extra 
plants  to  donate. 

Since  everything  grew  so  well  under  the  lights,  I 
cleared  half  of  one  shelf  for  my  propagating  trays. 
From  each  of  my  best  violets  I  took  two  or  three 
healthy  leaves  and  poked  the  cut  ends  into  the  trays 
of  moist  vermiculite.  Using  strips  of  cut-up  plastic 
bottles  for  label  sticks,  I  carefully  indicated  different 
varieties,  along  with  the  date  of  cutting. 

Within  two  weeks  every  one  of  the  leaves  had  set 
roots.  I  checked  by  gently  tugging  on  each  one,  they 
held  on.  I  didn't  worry  that  the  roots  would  be 
damaged,  as  the  planting  medium  was  so  light. 


In  another  few  weeks,  small  new  leaves  began  pok¬ 
ing  through  the  vermiculite.  The  'babies'  were  begin¬ 
ning  to  grow.  Under  the  lights  they  grew  like  spring 
weeds.  I  started  adding  one-quarter  strength  violet 
food  to  the  water  each  time  I  moistened  the  rooting 
medium,  reasoning  that  if  they  were  growing  so  fast, 
they  would  need  the  extra  nourishment  to  keep  them 
from  becoming  spindly. 

Soon  it  was  time  to  pot  up  the  'babies'  into  their 
own  individual  containers,  and  I  realized  that  I 
would  have  to  buy  almost  52  2V4  "  pots,  plus  several 
bags  of  vermiculite,  sterilized  soil  and  the  peatmoss 
that  I  use  in  my  potting  mix.  This  indoor  gardening 
was  fun,  but  it  was  getting  expensive. 

As  I  went  about  potting  up  all  the  little  violets,  I 
was  surprised  to  find  that  many  of  the  leaves  had 
several,  sometimes  as  many  as  six  small  plants 
sprouting  from  the  rooted  stem.  By  the  time  I  had 
potted  and  wicked  the  whole  brood,  I  had  to  clear  off 
the  other  side  of  the  shelf  to  make  room  for  them  all. 

Except  for  a  brief  period  while  the  plantlets  ad¬ 
justed  to  their  new  circumstances  and  sent  out  new 
roots  into  the  enriched  soil,  they  continued  to  grow 
as  before.  In  the  course  of  the  next  few  months  I  had 
to  rearrange  things  in  the  light-garden  several  times 
to  accomodate  the  growing  violets.  By  Fall,  all  three 
shelves  were  glowing  masses  of  blooming  plants  .  .  . 
there  was  room  for  nothing  else. 

As  I  brought  some  of  the  most  colorful  ones 
upstairs  into  the  livingroom,  already  crowded  with 
plants,  I  thought  it  a  shame  that  so  many  more  had 
to  remain  in  the  basement.  It  was  too  bad  others 
couldn't  enjoy  all  those  lovely  flowers,  especially 
since  winter  was  coming  on  and  the  world  outside 
was  gray  and  barren.  But  it  was  still  some  time  before 
the  Christmas  bazaars  .  .  .  what  was  I  going  to  do 
with  all  those  violets? 

Then  an  idea  occurred  to  me.  My  husband 
and  I  own  a  small  convenience  store  nearby.  Every 
Fall  we  bring  in  houseplants,  from  the  greenhouse 
nursery  "down  South",  to  sell  in  our  store.  We 
always  receive  a  good  variety  of  foliage  plants,  but 
rarely  any  with  flowers.  The  nurser5rman  told  me 
that  they  rarely  ship  flowering  plants  at  this  time  of 
year,  except  particularly  hardy  seasonal  flowers  such 
as  poinsettias  and  mums.  Evidently  the  abrupt 
climate  change  from  the  warm,  moist  greenhouse  to 
the  dry,  forced  air  heated  store  or  home  was  too 
much  of  a  shock  to  the  plants.  Blooms  invariably 
dropped  and  buds  shrivelled. 
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Well,  I  thought  .  .  .  that  might  be  true  of 
greenhouse  plants,  but  here  I  had  a  light-garden  full 
to  bursting  with  flowering  violets  that  had  grown  up 
in  normal  home  conditions.  They  wouldn't  have  to 
adjust  to  a  new  climate.  And  there  were  probably 
lots  of  our  customers  who  might  enjoy  a  change  from 
the  regular  foliage  plants  in  their  homes.  1  could  sell 
my  extra  violets. 

Now  I  knew  that  some  specially  propagated  plants 
are  not  to  be  cultivated  for  resale  except  by  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  particular  nursery  that  developed 
them,  so  I  contacted  the  nursery  where  I  had  bought 
my  original  African  violets  by  mail-order.  The 
owners  assured  me  that  there  were  no  such  restric¬ 
tions  on  the  plants  that  I  had  grown. 

As  for  pricing  my  violets,  1  remembered  that  some 
of  the  local  flower  shops  do  carry  a  limited  selection, 
mostly  standard  varieties,  and  certainly  nothing  like 
the  ones  I  was  able  to  grow  at  home  under  lights.  1 
called  a  local  shop  and  asked  what  they  charged  for 
similar-sized  plants,  then  marked  mine  a  little  lower. 
After  all,  I  was  not  out  to  make  a  large  profit,  but  to 
find  good  homes  for  my  extra  plants. 

Since  I  had  already  labeled  all  the  plants  with  their 
Latin  names  on  the  plastic  markersticks,  I  just  added 
some  cultural  information,  including  directions  to 
keep  evenly  moist  and  give  abundant  light.  1  find 
that  people  who  buy  plants  like  to  know  something 
about  the  care  needed  for  their  purchase,  as  well  as 
the  proper  name  so  that  they  can  easily  find  it  in  any 
reference  book. 

I  set  a  dozen  of  the  plants  on  an  inverted 
styrofoam  cooler  lid  that  served  as  a  waterproof 
tray,  watered  them  well,  and  placed  them,  tray  and 
all,  in  a  cardboard  carton  so  that  1  could  carry  them 
easily. 

At  the  store,  I  set  the  whole  tray  next  to  the 
checkout  counter,  away  from  drafts,  yet  where 
everyone  would  see  them. 

Happily,  my  violets  sold  like  hot  cakes  .  .  .  the 
dozen  plants  were  gone  by  closing  time  that  same 
day. 

I  had  instructed  the  checkout  girls  to  wrap  each 
plant  carefully  in  newspaper  before  putting  it  into  a 
bag,  so  that  it  wouldn't  get  chilled  on  the  way  home. 
The  girls  told  me  that  many  customers  had  exclaimed 
over  the  lovely  flowers  and  asked  when  we  would  be 
getting  more.  My  little  venture  was  a  'blooming'  suc¬ 
cess. 

During  the  next  few  weeks  I  took  all  the  remaining 
extra  plants  to  the  store  to  be  sold.  And  to  be  sure,  I 
set  about  starting  new  plants  right  away  so  as  to  have 
another  batch  ready  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  is  our  policy  with  consignment  sales  from  other 
suppliers,  30  percent  of  the  proceeds  went  to  the 
store,  and  the  remainder  to  me.  With  this  arrange¬ 


ment,  1  am  able  to  buy  most  of  my  potting  materials, 
including  discounted  case-lots  of  plastic  pots,  from 
the  returns  on  plant  sales. 

Not  only  do  I  get  the  continuing  enjoyment  of 
growing  African  violets  by  the  bunch,  I  also  feel  that 
I  am  sharing  that  enjoyment  with  everyone  who  buys 
one  of  them.  My  light-garden  certainly  is  paying  its 
own  way! 


Plastic  Lace  Collars

Have  you  ever  thought  of  using  a  plastic  nosegay 
holder  as  a  collar  for  your  African  violets?  I  found 
some  in  a  craft  shop  in  two  sizes  —  six-inch  and 
8-inch.  They  are  fairly  stiff  and  come  in  packets  of 

12. 

First,  I  cut  the  center  of  the  nosegay  holder,  then 
cut  from  the  outer  edge  to  the  center,  in  one  place 
only.  This  makes  it  easy  to  fit  the  collar  around  the 
plant.  It  really  makes  the  plant  look  very  elegant. 

I  have  been  a  violet  enthusiast  for  three  years  when 
my  daughter  gave  me  a  plant  for  Christmas.  My  hus¬ 
band  and  I  do  quite  a  bit  of  gardening,  successfully  in 
the  summer.  The  gift  of  the  plant  started  a  new 
winter  hobby  for  me.  Now  I  have  some  150  plants 
under  lights  in  my  cellar.  I  wanted  to  enjoy  them 
while  they  bloomed  so  I  bought  brass  plant  brackets 
from  a  greenhouse  and  installed  them  on  the  inside  of 
my  windows.  On  the  brackets  I  placed  8-inch  plate 
glass  shelves,  where  my  violets  get  plenty  of  light  and 
can  be  admired.

We  are  the  biggest  cause  of  plant  damage.  We  do  it 
in  many  ways  when  we  are  not  careful.  We  over  or 
under  water.  We  ignore  their  needs  for  light,  humidi¬ 
ty  and  fertilizer.  Then  we  feed  them  too  much,  burn¬ 
ing  the  fine  feeder  roots,  sometimes  to  the  extent  that 
we  cause  the  centers  to  knot  in  almost  the  same  way 
as  mite  damage.  Be  careful  that  the  culprit  is  not  you! 

Mealy  bugs  are  white,  waxy  oval  insects  that  suck 
the  juices  from  the  plant.  These  insects  are  very 
prevalent  in  this  area  of  the  country,  and  are  difficult 
to  eradicate.  Pritchard  mealy  bugs  are  the  type  found 
in  the  root  ball  when  you  unpot  a  plant.  So  far,  the 
best  cure  for  them  is  a  chemical  known  as  Di-syston, 
which  I  buy  under  the  brand  name  of  "Pro-tex"  by 
GrowelL  These  can  be  mistaken  for  perlite  in  the  soil, 
and  require  a  good  look  at  the  root  system.  If  you 
wick  your  plants,  you  may  see  them  in  the  reservoir. 
If  the  infestation  is  severe,  and  you  really  want  to 
salvage  the  plant,  cut  off  as  much  of  the  root  system, 
as  possible,  repot  in  fresh  sterile  soil  which  has  a 
systemic  mixed  into  it.  Mealy  bugs  also  can  be  found 
in  the  axils  of  leaves.  If  your  collection  is  small,  you 
can  clean  up  this  pest  by  using  a  cotton  swab  dipped 
in  alcohol  and  wipe  each  mass  as  you  see  it.  This  is 
very  time  consuming  and  you  might  miss  a  few,  so 
you  really  have  to  double  check  this  method.  If  you 
have  a  large  number  of  plants,  add  a  systemic  to  the 
soil  and  scratch  it  in,  or  water  with  Pro-tex  liquid 
and  spray  with  malathion  being  sure  to  cover  the  en¬ 
tire  surface  of  the  leaves,  especially  the  undersides. 
Some  of  the  symptoms  of  mealy  bugs  are:  yellowing 
outer  leaves  even  though  the  plant  has  been  fed,  a 
wilting  plant  that  has  been  watered  properly,  cot¬ 
tony  masses  on  the  roots  or  in  leaf  axils.  Mealy  bugs 
can  be  prevented  by  using  sterile  soil  mixes,  and  by 
adding  a  systemic  to  soil.  Isolate  all  new  plant 
material. 

Thrips  are  small  long  insects  with  wings  that  move 
very  fast.  Symptoms  of  thrips  are  spilled.,  pollen, 
scraped  petals  on  the  flowers  and  sometimes  on  the 
leaves  of  the  plant.  If  you  suspect  thrips,  remove  all 
blossoms  from  the  plant  and  any  other  blossoms  near 
the  infected  plant,  as  flowers  are  the  favorite  hiding 
place  of  thrips.  Then  spray  the  entire  collection  with 
isotox  or  Pro-tex.  Thrips  have  a  rasping  or  sucking 
mouth  and  they  scrape  away  plant  tissue  to  feed  on 
the  plant  juices.  Isolate  all  new  plant  material. 

Mites  are  microscopic  pests  that  can  come  in  with 


you  from  the  garden  or  home  from  a  show.  They 
spread  very  rapidly,  and  really  leave  you  with  a 
disaster.  They  attack  new  growth  in  the  center  of  the 
plant  causing  it  to  knot  and  turn  grey.  They  are  best 
prevented  by  isolating  new  plants  or  plants  brought 
home  from  a  show  and  spraying  with  Kel thane.  They 
are  more  prevalent  in  warm  weather,  therefore,  it  is 
advisable  to  spray  with  Kelthane  during  the  summer 
months.  If  possible,  spray  your  plants  with  Kelthane 
before  the  show  being  very  careful  not  to  spray  the 
blooms.  Mites  also  distort  the  blooms.  Keep  in  mind 
that  overfertilizing  can  cause  similar  symptoms,  but 
the  greyness  will  not  be  present  in  the  young  center 
leaves.  You  can  counter  over  feeding  by  flushing  the 
plant  several  times  with  plain  water,  and  with¬ 
holding  fertilizer  for  a  time. 

Nematodes  are  tiny  worm-like  insects  that  cause 
the  root  system  to  have  galls  or  knots,  sap  the 
strength  from  the  plant  and  make  it  look  limp.  There 
is  no  cure  presently  known  so  prevention  is  the  best 
answer.  Nematodes  can  be  prevented  by  using  a 
sterile  soil  mix  and  watering  it  with  a  general 
systemic.  A  plant  that  has  nematodes  should  be 
thrown  out.  Don't  even  save  a  leaf  if  you  suspect 
nematodes  because  these  insects  burrow  into  the 
stems,  leaves  and  roots. 

White  flies  are  very  tiny  white  flying  insects  that 
congregate  on  the  underside  of  leaves  and  fly  readily 
when  the  plant  is  moved.  I  haven't  seen  them  on 
African  violets,  but  they  do  attack  other  gesneriads. 
Fm  sure  you  have  seen  them  on  tomato  plants.  They 
usually  respond  to  malathion.  If  not,  there  is  a  pro¬ 
duct  called  Pratt  White  Fly  Spray  available  at  garden 
centers.  Pyrethmm  will  also  rid  you  of  white  fly,  but 
it  is  very  expensive  and  must  be  used  with  extreme 
caution. 

Springtails  are  minute  insects,  golden  colored, 
abundant  in  most  soils  that  have  a  forked  appendage 
attached  to  the  abdomen  which  enables  them  to 
jump.  They  feed  on  algae,  fungi,  and  decaying  mat¬ 
ter  in  the  soil.  They  are  unsightly  and  annoying.  I  rid 
my  plants  of  these  by  watering  with  a  mild  bleach 
solution  -  1  teaspoon  bleach  to  a  quart  of  water 
through  the  pot  until  it  runs  off.  Adding  a  systemic 
to  the  soil  helps  prevent  springtails. 

Black  flies  or  fungus  gnats  are  tiny  flies  (bigger 
than  white  flies)  that  swarm  around  the  plants  and 
live  on  decaying  matter  in  the  soil.  You  usually  see 
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them  during  warm  weather.  Again,  a  general 
systemic  prevents  them,  but  if  you  have  them  Raid 
House  and  Garden  Spray  works  well  to  rid  you  of 
these. 

Crown  rot  is  caused  by  a  fungus  and  YOU.  The 
plant  looks  wilted  even  though  it  has  been  watered. 
More  water  does  not  help,  it  only  aggravates  this 
condition.  This  is  usually  caused  by  irregular  care 
such  as  leaving  the  plant  to  become  bone  dry  then 
flooding  it.  The  plant  can  be  salvaged  by  repotting  it 
after  removing  any  limp  or  dead  leaves  and  dead 
roots,  then  dusting  with  Fermate  and  proper  water¬ 
ing. 

Petiole  rot  or  efflorescence  disease  is  caused  by 
chemical  injury  by  contact  between  the  leaves  and 
rim  of  the  pot  that  is  incrusted  with  an  accumulation 
of  fertilizer  salts.  The  outer  leaves  become  droopy 
and  jelly  like  and  wilt  over  the  sides  of  the  pot.  This 
is  different  from  leaves  that  just  become  yellow  from 
old  age.  Remove  damaged  leaves  and  repot  plant  in  a 
pot  with  a  rolled  top,  or  dip  sharp  edged  pots  in 
melted  paraffin.  Check  occasionally  for  an  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  salts  on  the  sides  or  rim  of  the  pot. 

Ring  spot  is  caused  by  you.  It  results  from  water 
on  the  foliage  when  the  plant  is  left  in  the  sun,  and 
under  fluorescent  lights  by  watering  with  water  that 
is  too  hot  or  too  cold. 

Powdery  mildew  is  a  chlorophyl-less  plant  that 
grows  only  when  the  conditions  are  perfect  for  it. 
The  conditions  it  favors  are  high  humidity  and  cool 
temperatures  with  little  air  circulation.  Mildew  can 
be  prevented  by  having  adequate  air  circulation,  (but 
not  direct  drafts  on  the  plants).  The  fresh  air  is  good 
for  you  too.  Who  wants  to  breathe  stale  air?  If  your 
plants  develop  mildew,  you  can  cure  it  with  Benomyl 
mixed  with  water  and  sprayed  on  the  plants  every 
seven  to  ten  days  as  necessary.  This  is  especially 
prevalant  in  the  northeast  during  the  spring. 

Isolate  all  new  plant  material.  If  you  don't  have  a 
separate  growing  area,  place  each  plant  in  a  food 
storage  bag  for  a  few  weeks  and  seal  it  up.  Sometimes 
a  plant  looks  clean,  but  there  can  be  insect  larvae  in 
the  soil,  and  they  take  about  six  weeks  to  hatch. 
Sterilize  your  soil  mix.  Get  a  large  roasting  pan  (for 
this  purpose  only)  and  place  the  moist  soil  in  the 
oven  at  about  200  degrees  for  35  to  45  minutes.  This 
will  kill  the  eggs  or  larvae  that  might  be  in  the  soil. 
When  shopping  for  ingredients  for  soil  mix  take  only 
closed  bags.  Open  or  ripped  bags  might  have  unex¬ 
pected  company  in  them.  After  your  soil  is 
pasteurized,  mix  in  the  systemic,  in  either  granular 
form  or  water  it  in.  I  have  mentioned  Isotox, 
Malathion  and  Pro-Tex  but  Cygon  2E  is  also  an  ex¬ 
cellent  product. 

YOU  are  responsible  for  the  safe  use  of  these 
potent  chemicals.  Read  the  label  carefully  and  follow 


all  directions.  Use  only  the  safer  chemicals.  I  feel  that 
protective  rubber  gloves  and  a  mask  should  always 
be  used  when  working  with  any  pesticide,  and  also 
that  a  separate  set  of  utensils  be  purchased  just  for 
this  purpose.  I'd  hate  to  get  any  of  these  poisons  in 
any  of  my  regular  utensils,  as  they  are  meant  to  kill. 
Measure  accurately  and  don't  overdose.  An  overdose 
will  not  kill  more  insects.  Don't  mix  these  chemicals 
with  each  other.  Keep  them  in  a  locked  cabinet  in 
their  original  container,  as  far  away  from  children 
and  pets  as  possible.  Wash  yourself  carefully  after 
use,  and  especially  if  it  is  in  contact  with  your  skin. 
Avoid  inhailing  vapors  or  dust  from  these  chemicals. 
Do  not  dump  any  treated  soil  into  the  garden,  unless 
the  label  says  it  is  safe  for  use  in  the  vegetable  garden. 
Systemic  poisons  are  substances  that  when  absorbed 
by  a  plant,  make  it  poisonous  to  certain  pests  and 
diseases. 

If  you  experience  blurred  vision,  severe  headache, 
nausea  or  accidently  swallow  any  pesticide  call  your 
doctor,  poison  control  center  or  hospital  immediate¬ 
ly.  Pesticides  are  tools,  not  playthings.  Dispose  of 
empty  containers  in  the  garbage,  not  the  garden. 
Above  all  —  handle  with  care!

Syracuse,  the  Cradle  of  the  Iroquois  confederacy 
and  the  land  of  Hiawatha,  still  bears  the  name  of  one 
of  the  members  in  that  confederacy  in  its  county, 
Onondaga,  and  in  the  name  of  the  onetime  beautiful 
Onondaga  Lake,  now  in  the  process  of  being 
restored,  hopefully  to  its  original  condition.  It  was 
on  the  banks  of  the  Lake  Onondaga  that  Hiawatha 
formed  the  great  Iroguois  confederacy  whose  might 
was  respected  by  all  for  more  than  two  centuries. 
Other  members  of  the  confederacy  were  the 
Mohawks  (Mohawk  Valley  bears  this  name),  Sene¬ 
cas  ( Seneca  Lake  our  largest  finger  lake  is  named  for 
this  tribe),  Oneidas  (a  town  and  lake  take  this  name) 
and  Cayugas  (a  beautiful  finger  lake  and  county 
claim  the  name  of  Cayuga). 

Verrazano's  discovery  of  New  York  Harbor  in 
1524  was  followed  seventy  five  years  later  by  Hud¬ 
son  and  Champlain's  exploration  of  the  eastern  cor¬ 
ridor,  which  was  the  Hudson  River  and  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain.  Fort  Niagara  was  built  on  our  western  border 
in  1679.  Just  a  hundred  years  after  that  in  1779,  the 
Sullivan-Clinton  Campaign  freed  the  Susquehanna

Light,  Light  Meters, 
And  Plant  Growth 

Light  is  the  most  important  factor  in  plant  growth. 
It  is  also  one  of  the  least  understood. 

When  we  look  at  light  we  think  of  it  as  being 
white.  Actually  it  is  made  up  of  the  whole  spectrum 
of  colors.  It  ranges  from  ultra-violet  to  violet,  blue, 
green,  yellow,  orange,  red,  and  infrared.  The  first 
part  of  this  band  gives  you  the  "visual  light".  The 
balance  of  the  band,  starting  with  the  green  is  the 
area  important  to  plant  growth.  This  area  of  the 
band  is  known  as  "radiant  light". 

Up  to  this  time,  people  measuring  the  foot  candles 
of  sunlight  or  artificial  light  have  used  photometers 
designed  for  the  photographic  industry.  These,  and 
other  meters  using  selenium  cells  and  photocells, 
have  their  peak  response  in  the  "visual  light"  range. 
Although  this  is  important  in  photography,  it  is  of 
little  or  no  use  in  growing  plants.  Some  photometers 
are  color  corrected,  but  even  these  are  not  accurate 
for  measuring  the  light  required  for  good  plant 
growth  and  good  color. 

There  is  a  new  product  on  the  market  called  the 
LIGHT  INTENSITY  METER.  It  incorporates  a  spe¬ 
cial  silicon  voltaic  cell  that  responds  to  the  colors  in 
the  "radiant  li^ht"  band.  In  this  manner  it  is  an  accu¬ 
rate  measure  of  the  foot  candles  of  sunlight  or  arti¬ 
ficial  light  needed  to  grow  healthy  plants. 

The  Light  Intensity  Meter  comes  with  a  book 
which  takes  the  importance  of  light  beyond  the  first 
step  of  foot  candles  into  photoperiodism.  Photo- 
periodism  which  is  the  time  period  of  exposure,  com¬ 
bined  with  foot  candles  gives  foot  candle  hours.  And 
it  is  this  which  is  the  essential  criteria  for  maximum 
plant  growth.  The  whole  subject  of  light  as  it  applies 
to  seed  germination,  plant  growth  and  development, 
and  plant  color  is  discussed,  and  tables  give  the  foot 
candle  hour  requirements  of  more  than  250  plants 
and  shrubs. 

The  diffeence  between  the  Light  Intensity  Meter 
and  the  standard  photometer  can  readily  be  seen  in 
comparative  readings  with  a  standard  fluorescent 
and  an  incandescent  light.  With  the  standard  fluores¬ 
cent  light,  the  Light  Intensity  Meter  will  have  a  low 
reading  (and  these  should  not  be  used  alone  for 
indoor  gardening),  and  with  an  incandescent  bulb 
you  will  get  a  high  reading.  These  reactions  are  due 
to  the  lack  of  "radiant  light"  in  a  fluorescent,  and  a 
great  amount  in  the  incandescent  light.  The 
photometer,  reading  "visual  light"  will  react  in  the 
opposite  manner.

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Research  Continues  at  Penn  State 

Dr.  Richard  Craig 

Associate  Professor  of  Plant  Breeding 
Penn  State  University 


During  this  past  year  research  on  African  violets  has 
progressed  in  four  areas.  We  feel  that  the  program, 
currently  being  supervised  by  Judi  McDowell,  has 
progressed  to  the  point  where  significant  breeding  and 
genetic  studies  are  now  possible. 

The  first  area  of  interest  was  the  final  preparation  of 
the  Master  of  Science  thesis  by  Victor  Amoah.  Victor 
is  currently  preparing  a  series  of  technical  articles  for 
publication.  These  will  be  followed  by  popular  articles 
in  the  African  Violet  Magazine.  Victor's  results  are 
based  on  a  definitive  reproductive  study  of  the  gamma 
induced  mutants  produced  by  Steve  Hampson.  Victor 
studied  all  characteristics  related  to  sexual  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  these  mutants.  A  significant  finding  was  that 
23%,  of  the  mutants  are  capable  of  further  seed 
production,  while  77%  were  both  egg  and  pollen 
sterile.  Reasons  for  sterility  include  floral  abnor¬ 
malities,  low  pollen  and  egg  viability  and  associated 
low  seed  production. 

The  second  area  involves  the  evaluation  of  seedlings 
from  self  and  cross  pollinations  of  both  controls  and 
mutants.  The  first  group  of  seedlings jncluded  650  pro¬ 
geny  and  the  second  group  (sown  in  1980)  involves 
over  1200  progeny.  Some  of  the  most  interesting  pro¬ 
genies  have  resulted  form  crosses  of  Saintpaulia 
diplotricha  and  various  cultivars  of  S.  ionantha.  These 
progenies  have  been  or  are  being  evaluated  for 
earliness  to  flower,  flower  color,  flower  type,  leaf 
color,  leaf  form  and  plant  form.  Of  particular  interest 
is  the  combination  of  the  plant  form,  leaf  color,  and 
flower  production  of  S.  diplotricha  with  the  flower 
color  and  flower  size  of  S.  ionantha. 

The  third  area  involves  the  continuation  of  our 
crosses  of  Saintpaulia  and  Streptocarpus.  No 
definitive  results  have  yet  been  observed.  If  the  cross  is 
possible  the  combination  of  the  two  floral  pigment 
systems  might  be  possible.  This  could  possibly  extend 
the  flower  color  range  of  Saintpaulia. 

The  fourth  area  includes  the  distribution  of  germ- 
plasm  to  commercial  African  violet  breeders.  We 
would  be  interested  in  having  plant  breeders  contact 
us  about  their  interest  in  this  germplasm.  We  feel  that 
we  could  arrange  visits  to  Penn  State,  at  a  later  date, 
for  distribution  of  our  materials.  All  germplasm  will 
be  officially  released  from  The  Pennsylvania 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  Formal  agreements 
between  the  Experiment  Station  and  the  breeders  will 
be  developed.  It  is  important  that  the  products  of  this 


research  be  used  in  future  cultivar  development  and 
we  encourage  this  use. 

During  the  next  year  we  plan  to  continue  breeding 
progeny  from  selected  mutants  and  controls.  We  also 
hope  to  study  the  inheritance  of  several  characteristics. 
The  intergeneric  cross  of  Saintpaulia  and  Strepto¬ 
carpus  will  receive  much  attention. 

It  is  important  that  the  African  Violet  Society 
recognizes  the  important  contribution  that  they  have 
made  to  our  research  program  over  the  past  five  years. 
Without  this  financial  support,  the  research  would  not 
have  been  possible.  Almost  all  of  the  funds  have  been 
used  to  support  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 
During  this  period  of  time,  three  theses  have  been 
completed  by  graduate  students.  Over  ten  reports  of 
undergraduate  research  have  been  prepared.  Thus  in 
addition  to  the  research,  this  project  has  served  as  an 
educational  experience  for  many  other  students. 

We  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Research  Com¬ 
mittee  and  to  the  Society  for  their  support.

Put  the 
lid  on  to  hold  the  bag  in  place  and  fill  with  water, 
when  the  bag  becomes  soiled,  replace  with  a  new  one. 

So  that  ends  all  your  washing  of  the  reservoirs.

There  is  something  truly  exciting  about  any  new 
book  or  literature  that  appears  on  the  market  pertain¬ 
ing  to  African  violets. 

1  recently  received  a  new  autographed  book  by 
its  very  knowledgable  author,  Melvin  J.  Robey,  enti¬ 
tled  “African  Violets,  Queens  Of  The  Indoor  Garden¬ 
ing  Kingdom!" 

This  attractive  hard-back,  full  length  text  book  once 
again  embellished  my  enthusiasm  to  the  phenomenal 
interest  this  favorite  plant,  the  African  violet,  has 
aroused  in  hobby  and  commercial  growers  alike. 

The  book  begins  with  a  brief  realism  and  maps  of 
the  plants  origin,  its  botany  and  anatomy  carefully 
explained  in  an  easy  factual  manner. 

Twenty  nine  species  are  listed  and  familiar  charac¬ 
teristics  are  revealed  for  quick  identification;  potting 
and  repotting  are  explained  with  particular  guidelines 
for  this  necessary  chore.  Feeding,  watering  and  proper 
nutrients  are  given  prominent  consideration. 

A  chapter  is  devoted  to  propagation,  taking  one 
through  the  growing  stages  from  leaf  cutting  to  full 
grown  plant.  The  author  lists  many  valuable  facts  on 
hybridizing,  the  importance  of  selective  parentage,  the 
miracle  of  seed,  how  to  label,  germinate  and  care  for 
it.  This  valuable  book  has  over  100  illustrations,  8 
color  plates  and  charts  for  easy  interpretation.  I  find 
delightful  the  many  pitfalls  Mr.  Robey  explains  that 
one  may  encounter  and  his  helpful  suggestions  on  how 
to  avoid  them. 

A  chapter  on  insects  and  pests  where  each  is  care¬ 
fully  explained  as  to  damage  it  can  cause,  its  habits, 
telltale  signs  of  infestation  and  suggested  controls  for 
eradication  which  is  most  enlightening. 

Phytoillumination  is  described  and  compared  to 
other  forms  of  light  benefits.  Three  chapters  are 
devoted  to  this  important  subject,  charts  and  mock 
set-ups  describe  in  detail  many  aspects  of  this  modem 
successful  facet  of  growing  African  violets. 

The  twelfth  and  last  chapter  gives  descriptions  on 
many  favorite  cultivars  with  a  glossary  of  African  violet 


terminology  and  a  complete  Index  for  quick  and  easy 
reference.  This  book  is  not  one  that  will  gather  dust  on 
your  shelf,  once  you  possess  it  you  will  discover  it  to  be 
a  daily  reference  and  help  in  the  mainy  problems  grow¬ 
ing  plants  can  present.  You  will  delight  in  its  storehouse 
of  knowledge  on  African  violets  especially  for  those  of 
us  who  constantly  seek  to  up  date  information  on  all 
phases  of  growing  our  favorite  plant.

Similar  interests  and  experiences  create  bridges  to 
review.  Our  interest  and  intense  search  of  knowledge 
is  the  theme  we  pursue. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  our  AVSA  is  to  provide 
information,  education  and  available  ideas  that 
can  be  used  in  growing  African  violets  for  our 
vast  membership. 

The  excellent  attendance  and  display  of  genuine 
enthusiasm  at  the  Workshops  held  at  the  recent  35th 
Annual  Convention  in  San  Francisco  certainly  leaves 
no  doubt  that  our  members  are  logic  thinkers  who  are 
hungry  for  factual  knowledge  and  anxious  to  hear  the 
personal  experience  of  those  who  lecture  on  subjects 
familiar  to  them.  Members  are  attentive  to  new 
methods  and  alert  to  the  constant  review  of  the  old 
tested  and  tried  ones  which  have  proven  satisfactory. 

All  members  agree  we  desire  to  give  our  violets 
what  they  need  resulting  in  better  growth,  more  pro¬ 
fuse  cultivars.  Let  us  review  only  a  few  pointers  that 
can  determine  favorable  results.  A  constant  flow  of  air 
in  the  soil  after  drainage  is  an  important  factor  to  con¬ 
sider.  Plants  deprived  of  air  that  forms  formation  of 
fibrous  roots  result  in  suffocation.  Soil  should  be 
loose,  friable  and  permits  good  drainage. 

One  must  supply  a  continuous  and  uniform  supply 
of  water,  never  too  much  or  too  little.  Excessive  water 
can  drown  fibrous  roots,  particularly  if  the  soil  is 
heavy.  Too  little  water  can  retard  proper  growth. 

A  sufficient  supply  of  nutrients  can  be  achieved 
with  constant  use  of  plant  food,  properly  diluted, 
never  to  be  overdone  or  abused. 

Good  sufficient  light  is  mandatory  to  flowering 
plants.  Light  provides  the  energy  for  phytosynthe¬ 
sis  converting  the  raw  materials  into  usable  natural 
plant  food. 

Pests  that  attack  our  favorite  plant  should  be 
studied  and  knowledge  of  available  pesticides  to  use 
and  proper  dilution  of  same  can  avoid  the  frustration 
one  encounters  when  insect  infestation  occurs. 

Temperature  and  humidity  are  also  determining  fac¬ 
tors  one  must  deal  with,  A  daytime  temperature  of  70 
to  75  seems  ideal  and  about  10°  F  between  daytime  and 
night  temperatures  will  greatly  enhance  the  quality  of 
growth.  On  very  hot  days  remove  plants  to  cooler 
areas  or  provide  protection  from  extreme  heat.  On 


cool  days  and  very  cold  nights,  protect  plants  that  are 
exposed  from  drafty  areas. 

Plants  require  well -ventilated  areas  but  never 
should  be  exposed  to  direct  air  currents  that  will  cause  < 
great  harm  and  retard  growth.  Humidity  is  another  -v 
requirement  but  must  never  be  excessive.  Strive  for  a 
fresh  bouyant  atmosphere  by  maintaining  a  good  ^ 
indoor  humidity  level.  1 

Make  it  a  standard  practice  to  turn  plants  gradually  | 
for  good  symmetrical  growth  and  remove  small 
suckers  before  they  become  real  problems  in  forming  a 
multi-crown  plant.  Remove  spent  blossoms  from  their  j 
pedicel  as  they  are  spent  and  the  whole  flower  stalk 
when  all  the  blossoms  are  gone.  ;; 

Foliage  can  be  kept  dean  and  shiny  by  using  a 
fine  camels  hair  brush  or  misting  can  be  done  occa-  ; 
sionally  while  plants  are  out  of  the  sun  and  light  with 
warm  water. 

If  many  of  these  hints  sound  repetitious  please  ; 
remember  that  our  new  members,  of  which  there  are 
many,  read  these  timely  reminders.  We  welcome  them  * 
to  our  midst  and  want  them  to  be  ever  aware  of  the  ; 
good  growing  practices  we  all  enjoy.

It  makes  no  difference  what  you  call  them,  tiny 
black  flies,  soil  gnats  or  fungus  gnats,  THEY  ARE 
HARMRJL  to  African  violets  and  other  potted  plants. 

Fungus  gnats  love  dampness,  i.e.  those  gravel  trays 
kept  moist  to  raise  the  humidity,  mats  or  blankets  used 
for  capillary  watering  and  potting  soil  that  retains 
excessive  amounts  of  water.  If  you  use  the  "wick 
watering"  method,  beware!  Seen  any  tiny  white 
worms  in  your  reservoirs  lately? 

You  be  the  judge! 

Life  Cycle 

1.  The  female  lays  her  eggs. 

2.  In  about  six  days  the  eggs  hatch  —  we  now  have 
"worms  or  maggots".  They  are  very  tiny,  white, 
threadlike  critters. 

3.  These  worms  roam  about  the  soil  for  a  couple  of 
weeks  until  full  grown. 

4.  Upon  reaching  maturity  these  worms  form  a 
cocoon,  in  about  six  days  adult  flies  or  gnats 
emerge.  They  live  for  about  a  week,  mate  again 
and  the  cycle  continues.  Unless  they  can  be  stopped 
dead  in  their  tracks! 

Symptom  of  a  sick  plant 

1  .  Plant  will  turn  a  pale  yellow  color  ( especially  the 
older  leaves). 

2.  Plant  may  become  very  limp,  as  if  it's  too  dry. 

3.  Blooms  may  become  very  small,  blooming  may  cease. 

4.  Plant  may  rot  completely  off  at  the  base  near  the 
soil.  This  resembles  root  rot. 

5.  Plant  may  become  very  wobbl^  in  its  container. 

6.  Although  this  doesn't  pertain  to  a  sick  plant,  I 
thought  I  might  mention  the  following.  If  you've 
ever  planted  leaves  and  waited  for  months  on  the 
new  "babies"  to  appear  without  success,  the  prob¬ 
lem  could  well  be  fungus  gnats  also!  It's  quite  possi¬ 
ble  they  are  eating  the  roots  off  the  leaves. 

Damage 

1.  The  tiny  "feeder  roots"  will  be  eaten  away.  There 
will  be  some  scarring  to  the  older  roots,  (if  you 
have  any  roots  left  by  the  time  you  discover 
the  problem! ) 

2.  Look  for  small  worms  working  their  way  through 
the  soil,  they  resemble  pieces  of  white  thread, 
as  mentioned  above.  You  may  need  a  magnify¬ 
ing  glass. 

3.  If  you  don't  see  any  worms,  look  for  tiny  silvery 
gray  bugs  moving  very  quickly  through  the  soil. 
You  can  "bet  your  boots"  they'll  be  flying  about 
before  long! 


Control  Measures 

1.  Allowing  a  plant  to  dry  out  completely  may  be 
helpful,  I  don't  think  it's  a  total  cure. 

2.  The  following  chemicals  are  recommended  for  con¬ 
trol  of  fungus  gnats. 

Malathion,  Chlordane,  Lindane,  Dieldrin,  Trithion 
and  Diazinon. 

3.  I  have  used  Diazinon  as  a  precautionary  measure  ( 1 
teaspoon  per  gallon  of  water,  as  a  soil  drench)  this 
treatment  did  not  harm  my  plants.  Use  caution 
when  applying  chemicals  you've  never  tried  before. 

4.  Chlordane  is  no  longer  available. 

5.  Contact  your  local  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
information  concerning  the  use  of  other  chemicals 
mentioned  above.  The  other  chemicals  may  be 
equally  effective,  but  I  have  not  experimented  with 
them.  They  may  be  highly  toxic.

How  does  one  adjust  to  being  the  "new  kid  on  the 
block"?  When  I  was  voicing  out  loud  my  feelings 
about  being  the  new  editor  of  this  column,  one  of  my 
children  began  to  giggle.  Upon  inquiring  as  to  what 
was  so  funny,  I  didn't  see  anything  humorous,  she 
found  the  thought  of  her  mom  being  referred  to  as  a 
"kid"  a  real  joke!  Undertaking  this  column  from  the 
previous  editors  is  an  honor,  and  I  thank  Adeline 
Krogman  for  her  confidence  in  my  abilities  to  assume 
such  a  place.  No  one  person  can  "know-it-all"  and  I 
am  pleased  to  have  the  assurance  of  aid  from  Anne 
Tinari  and  Catherine  Hawley  in  this  endeavor. 

Many  of  the  letters  being  answered  have  been  for¬ 
warded  to  me  from  Mrs.  Hawley.  My  manner  of 
working  with  you  will  be  a  bit  different,  we  are  all 
individuals.  I  was  encouraged  by  how  many  of  you 
took  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  me  at  the  recent  con¬ 
vention  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  get  to 
meet  you  first  hand.  Some  of  you  really  made  me  feel 
good,  warm  like  the  love  of  a  new  puppy,  especially 
some  nameless  gal  who  quickly  said,  "you  are  so 
young"!!  Now,  you  know  that  that  lady  is  immedi¬ 
ately  a  friend! 

The  response  to  the  column  is  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  this  spring  was  no  exception.  You  are  all 
using  your  resources  so  well,  but  remember,  I  am  only 
one  person.  Perhaps  many  of  you  do  not  know  that 
this  editor  does  not  simply  answer  the  letters  published 
in  this  column,  but  each  and  every  letter  received.  In 
the  first  six  weeks  after  the  magazine  came  out  in 
March,  I  received  over  120  letters  and  many  of  you 
have  not  all  received  an  answer.  Be  patient,  I  WILL 
get  to  each  of  you  as  quickly  as  possible.  Some  of 
your  letters  require  a  quick  and  short  answer,  others 
require  some  research  before  answers  can  be  sent  on 
their  way. 

Those  of  us  growing  African  violets  are  afflicted 
with  a  disease!  Not  the  horrifying  type  of  disease  we 
think  of  in  relation  to  our  plants  but  the  disease  of 
growing  violets,  forever!  My  husband  many  years  ago 
said  that  for  this  malady  there  was  certainly  no  cure. 
The  only  remedy  he  could  come  up  with  was  death, 
and  not  death  of  the  plant,  but  demise  of  the  grower! 


I  look  forward  with  great  delight  to  working  with 
you  and  finding  out  as  many  solutions  to  your 
problems  as  I  can.  Your  use  of  this  column  is  a  tribute 
to  AVSA  and  all  it  has  to  offer  its  members,  it  is  here 
to  serve  you. 

QUESTION:  The  bottom  row  of  leaves  on  many  of 
my  plants  tend  to  turn  brown  and  soft  and  eventually 
rot.  What  can  I  do  to  prevent  this  from  happening? 

ANSWER:  Most  frequently  the  reason  for  this 
deteriorating  condition  of  outer  leaves  is  overwater¬ 
ing.  One  good  basic  rule  with  regard  to  watering 
plants  is  to  allow  the  top  soil  to  become  dry  to  the 
touch  before  watering  your  plant.  This  means  that 
plants  cannot  be  on  a  rigid  time  schedule  for  watering. 
They  are  just  as  individual  as  you  are  in  your  needs  for 
moisture.  Larger  plants  with  more  soil  in  the  pot  will 
retain  more  water  than  those  that  are  smaller  and 
perhaps  in  need  of  repotting  soon.  At  this  point  you 
are  only  losing  outer  leaves,  but  one  of  the  biggest 
causes  of  loss  of  plants  is  watering  plants  before  they 
have  a  real  need. 

QUESTION:  I  purchased  several  African  violets 
from  a  local  florist  this  winter  and  they  bloomed  for 
me  for  several  weeks  and  were  a  constant  source  of  joy 
to  me  and  comments  from  visitors  to  my  home.  They 
have  not  bloomed  for  some  time  now  and  I  wonder 
what  I  can  do  to  bring  back  the  beautiful  bouquets  of 
bloom  I  once  had? 

ANSWER:  Upon  receiving  this  question  just  exactly 
as  stated  I  sent  off  a  note  to  the  sender  and  inquired  a 
few  questions  of  my  own  as  to  light,  soil,  humidity 
and  fertilizer.  I  would  like  to  address  the  answer  to  the 
last  element  of  growing.  The  response  I  received  was, 

"I  don't  fertilize  my  other  house  plants  and  didn't 
know  that  my  violets  would  be  any  different."  This  is 
a  comment  that  I  hear  more  frequently  than  you  can 
imagine.  My  pet  answer  of  many  years  duration  is, 
"you  like  to  eat  every  day,  and  so  do  your  violets!" 
African  violets  need  a  constant  source  of  nutrition  like 
any  living  material.  Most  fertilizers  available  in 
grocery  stores  and  hardware  stores  will  suffice.  Those  | 
of  us  really  "into"  violets  of  course  have  our  favorites.  | 
There  are  several  precautions  to  be  taken  with  the 
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introduction  of  a  scheduled  application  of  fertilizer  to 
your  plant  routine  care.  Most  commercially  sold  fer¬ 
tilizers  will  state  on  the  package  that  the  soil  should  be 
moist  before  giving  full  strength  fertilizer,  I  personally 
feel  that  any  fertilization  should  not  be  attempted  on  a 
parched,  completely  dried  out  plant.  The  fine  feeder 
roots  of  your  plants  can  be  burned  if  they  are  too  dry 
when  watered  with  a  fertilizer  solution.  Many  African 
violet  growers  are  going  to  a  constant  feed  method  of 
caring  for  their  plants  with  a  very  dilute  solution,  -  V4 
teaspoon  to  one  gallon  of  water  and  use  every  time 
you  water  your  plants.  You  should  see  a  difference  in 
your  plants  within  a  month  or  so  and  buds  should 
appear  not  long  after  that.  The  numerical  analysis  of 
fertilizers  could  be  the  subject  for  a  whole  column 
alone  but  let  it  suffice  to  say  that  those  people  who  are 
really  looking  for  a  blossom  ''pusher"  will  tend  to  use  a 
fertilizer  whose  middle  number  is  the  highest,  for 
instance  12~36"14.  That  number  represents  phosphorus 
which  assists  the  plant  in  blooming.  The  first  number 
is  nitrogen  which  promotes  healthy  and  green  leaves 
and  the  last  number  is  potassium  which  is  important  to 
the  good  growth  and  health  of  the  plant. 

QUESTION^  I  have  just  been  given  a  two  foot  orna¬ 
mental  fluorescent  table  fixture.  I  have  four  African 
violets  and  do  not  know  where  to  start  to  take  care  of 
my  plants  in  this  fashion?  I  have  just  joined  the  AVSA 
and  my  first  magazine  did  not  give  me  the  information 
I  am  seeking. 

ANSWER:  Growing  under  fluorescent  light  is  the 
way  preferred  by  most  violet  growers.  We  certainly  do 
not  have  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  Mr.  Sun  and  his 
sometimes  long  days  of  absence!  There  are  a  few 
basics  which  I  think  can  be  put  forth  in  a  non-techni- 
cal  fashion  to  get  you  started  on  the  right  tract!  Cool 
white  and  warm  white  bulbs  are  good  and  should  give 
you  a  good  result  with  your  plants,  preferably  one  of 
each.  If  you  have  difficulty  in  finding  warm  white,  a 
pinkish  cast  bulb,  then  two  cool  whites  should  be  suf¬ 
ficient.  The  lights  should  be  left  on  from  10-12  hours  a 
day.  The  distance  from  top  of  plant  to  light  bulb 
should  be  approximately  10-12",  slightly  closer  for 
smaller,  younger  plants.  Your  plants  will  tell  you  as 
they  grow  what  their  light  needs  are.  If  their  leaves 
crowd  in  the  center,  hug  the  pots  or  bleach  out,  they 
may  be  getting  too  much  light.  The  reverse  symptoms 
such  as  long  petioles  (leaf  stems)  and  open  growing, 
growing  straight  up,  will  indicate  a  lack  of  sufficient 
light.  Good  luck  with  your  new  gift! 

QUESTION:  I  receive  many  compliments  on  my 
violets  and  am  quite  proud  of  them.  They  do  bloom 
continuously  for  me,  but  I  have  two  problems  that  I 
hope  you  can  help  me  with.  I  grow  my  plants  in  my 
kitchen  bay  window  which  is  a  northeast  exposure. 
They  seem  to  get  lopsided.  The  back  of  the  plant  away 
from  the  window  reaches  to  the  light.  These  plants  are 


not  young  and  I  do  from  time  to  time  have  to  take  off 
old  leaves.  I  now  have  stalks  on  some  of  my  plants 
that  are  unsightly  and  brown. 

Answer;  I  congratulate  you  on  your  good  growing 
plants  and  the  conditions  you  have  and  have  created 
to  have  good  blooming  plants.  Your  care  program  and 
light  exposure  obviously  agree  well  with  your  plants. 
It  is  possible  that  a  very  simple  remedy  will  assist  your 
plants  to  stop  standing  on  their  backsides!  If  you  will 
adjust  your  care  schedule  to  turn  your  plants  once  a 
week,  a  quarter  turn,  you  should  see  surprising  results 
in  a  few  weeks.  That  will  balance  the  light  to  all  the 
leaves  and  produce  a  more  symmetrical  plant.  The 
unsightly  neck  you  refer  to  can  be  cared  for  by  a 
method  of  repotting.  Take  a  knife  and  very  gently 
scrape  off  the  brown  scale  on  your  plant.  Some  people 
allow  this  to  "heal"  for  an  hour  or  so  before  repotting, 
others  will  dust  this  freshly  scraped  stalk  with 
"Rootone".  I  have  used  the  former  method  for  years 
and  never  had  a  problem.  Repot  the  plant,  placing  it 
further  into  the  pot  by  taking  off  a  small  amount  of 
the  root  ball  gently,  preferably  by  cutting  it  off  with 
shears.  Fill  the  pot  up  with  fresh  soil  around  the  stalk. 
Fine  feeder  roots  will  be  produced  where  you  scraped 
off  the  brown  scale  and  your  plant  will  continue  to 
thrive  and  look  more  attractive. 

QUESTION:  Since  returning  from  a  fall  1980  show, 
I  have  developed  a  different  sort  of  problem.  I  had 
only  occasionally  grown  African  violets,  but  loved 
those  plants  dearly.  I  had  taken  time  to  talk  with 
several  of  the  owners  of  the  winning  show  plants  and 
took  many  notes  on  what  I  could  do  to  achieve  the 
same  results.  Now  after  several  months  I  am  finding 
that  I  have  many  crowns  of  suckers  developing  on  my 
plants  and  have  a  running  battle  to  keep  them  off.  I 
had  heard  that  the  smaller  miniature  plants  were  prone 
to  sucker  but  my  plants  are  all  standards.  Help! 

ANSWER:  Upon  "talking"  with  you  by  mail,  I  have 
found  that  you  have  followed  advice  you  received 
very  well  but  one  thing  we  must  all  be  wary  of,  is  that 
our  own  home  conditions  may  not  be  always  similar 
and  our  plants  may  not  always  respond  in  a  like 
fashion.  It  is  difficult  to  look  at  the  beauty  of  one  of 
your  first  judged  African  violet  shows  and  not  fall 
prey  to  the  inner  desires  of  having  plants  "like  those"! 
When  you  make  a  change  in  your  conditions  at  home 
it  should  be  gradual  and  taken  with  care.  When  we 
take  a  group  of  plants  and  all  of  a  sudden  increase  the 
amount  of  light  and  the  distance  from  the  plants  to 
light  bulbs,  add  a  more  frequent  fertilizer  and  a  larger 
percentage  solution,  and  in  addition  increase  the 
humidity,  plants  cry  out,  just  as  you  do  —  help!  The 
production  of  so  many  suckers  is  telling  you  that  they 
are  being  forced  out  of  their  minds  to  produce  by  this 
tremendous  increase  in  culture.  Slow  down  in  all 
areas.  Most  particularly  do  cut  back  on  the  amount  of 
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fertilizer  because  your  new  soil  mix  has  so  many  added 
nutrients  in  it.  Reduce  the  light  from  the  14  hours 
gradually  back  to  10  hours.  You  will  see  good  results  I 
am  sure,  very  soon.  One  final  suggestion  is  that  you 
cease  any  fertilization  for  several  weeks  and  water 
from  the  top  of  pot  with  just  water  to  leach  out  any 
accumulated  salts  left  in  the  soil.  Don't  feel  badly.  You 
have  succumbed  to  the  disease  that  I  mentioned  in  my 
introduction  to  this  column.  We  all  fall  prey  at  one 
time  or  another. 

QUESTION:  I  would  like  to. know  where  I  could 
purchase  the  lovely  plant  'Little  Pammy'  pictured  in 
the  January,  1981  magazine. 

ANSWER:  This  type  of  question  is  often  received 
and  I  thought  this  might  be  the  place  to  inform  many 
of  you  looking  for  that  very  "special"  plant,  how  you 
might  go  about  finding  it.  If  you  have  a  commercial 
grower  in  your  locality,  they  are  a  very  good  resource 
for  you  in  many  areas.  A  Master  List  of  violets  can  be 
purchased  from  the  Knoxville  office.  It  was  published 
in  1976.  Each  September  your  magazine  contains  a 
supplement  to  that  list.  I  found  'Little  Pammy'  listed  in 
the  1977  supplement.  The  hybridizer  is  listed  in  the 
supplement.  Rev.  Blades,  known  now  for  his  Parson's 
series,  is  the  hybridizer.  Your  November  magazine  lists 
all  commercial  members,  many  of  whom  are  known 
hybridizers.  This  is  another  source  of  information. 
Many  of  your  show  winners  are  also  judges  and  again 
your  magazine  publishes  a  list  of  all  accredited  AVSA 
judges  in  the  September  magazine.  You  may  on 
occasion  find  the  owner  of  a  prize  winning  plant  there 
and  could  write  and  ask  if  she  or  he  are  aware  of  a 
source  you  could  purchase  a  specific  variety  from. 
Good  luck  on  finding  'Little  Pammy',  indeed  a  very 
attractive  plant. 

QUESTION:  I  am  enclosing  in  my  letter  a  few 
leaves  from  several  of  my  plants  which  are  not  looking 
good.  Could  you  please  tell  me  what  is  wrong  with 
my  plant? 

ANSWER:  In  my  short  tenure  as  editor  of  this 
column,  the  above  question  is  a  frequent  occurrence. 
On  most  occasions  there  is  little  or  nothing  left  of  the 
leaf  for  me  to  identify  any  problem.  If  leaves  are  sent 
in  envelopes  they  must  be  marked  clearly  hand  cancel. 
Most  post  offices  will  run  envelopes  through  a 
machine  that  very  efficiently  CRUSHES  all  the 
contents.  The  ideal  fashion  in  which  to  mail  leaves  to 
me  is  with  placement  in  a  small  box.  Even  this  is  not 
fool  proof  if  mailed  at  the  wrong  time  of  the  year.  1 
received  several  leaves  in  late  March  which  obviously 
had  been  frozen;  mail  storage  in  many  areas  is  not 
heated!  Please  describe  the  problems  with  leaf  struc¬ 
ture  that  have  caused  you  to  seek  the  advice  of  AVSA. 
If  possible  it  would  be  very  beneficial  to  us  both  if  you 
were  to  briefly  let  me  know  what  source  of  light,  if 
fluorescent  how  close  the  plants  are  and  how  many 


hours  they  are  on,  what  kind  of  fertilizer,  amount  used 
in  water  and  how  frequently,  humidity  (if  possible) 
and  a  brief  description  of  soil  composition.  I  am  not 
able  to  guarantee  that  this  will  make  an  answer  correct 
and  immediate,  but  it  sure  will  help  us  both.  Thanks!' 

QUESTION:  Recently  I  had  the  opportunity  to  pur¬ 
chase  several  leaves  of  newer  varieties.  They  were 
simply  placed  in  a  plastic  bag.  When  I  got  home  I 
forgot  about  them  until  the  next  morning  and  they 
were  limp  beyond  description.  What  could  I  have 
done  to  prevent  this  from  happening? 

ANSWER:  The  African  violet  is  a  much  more  hardy 
individual  than  anyone  can  possibly  imagine.  I  am 
never  surprised  at  what  we  can  do  to  and  for  these 
plants  and  still  have  them  survive  and  stay  our  friends! 
Instead  of  throwing  out  limp  leaves,  you  might  be  sur¬ 
prised  how  easily  they  will  revive.  Take  your  limp 
leaves  and  cut  a  small  amount  off  the  bottom  of  the 
stalk  with  a  very  sharp  knife  or  razor  blade,  make  the 
cut  at  the  angle  you  would  for  planting  for  propaga¬ 
tion.  Take  the  leaves  and  immerse  them  in  tepid  water 
for  several  hours.  Many  leaves  will  crisp  up  and  go  on 
to  produce  a  welcome  crop  of  babies  for  you. 

QUESTION:  I  have  been  told  that  you  must  cut  a 
leaf  at  an  angle  to  get  new  plantlets  when  potting  for 
propagation.  Is  there  any  truth  to  this? 

ANSWER:  Your  information  is  partly  correct.  Yes, 
you  must  cut  your  leaf  at  an  angle  from  the  front  of 
the  leaf  downward.  You  will  get  plantlets  from  a  leaf 
just  potted.  However,  the  angle  produces  two  effects. 
You  will  have  a  larger  surface  to  produce  roots  from 
the  leaf  petiole  (stalk)  and  by  cutting  off  at  that  angle 
your  new  baby  plants  will  come  up  in  front  of  the 
mother  and  receive  more  light  than  they  would  if  they 
came  up  at  the  back  and  were  shaded  by  the  large 
mature  leaf.

Sports  and  Hybrids 
Are  Not  The  Same 

Are  "sports"  and  "hybrids"  the  same? 

Answer:  No.  In  simple  terms  a  "sport"  develops 
from  a  leaf  and  is  different  from  the  parent  plant, 
while  a  "hybrid"  results  from  a  cross  between 
two  parents  which  are  noticeably  different  from 
each  other. 

In  "The  Complete  Book  of  African  Violets"  by 
Helen  Van  Pelt  Wilson  a  Sport,  Mutant  or  Variant  is 
defined  as  "An  organism  that  has  transmissible  genetic 
differences  from  the  parent,  and  these  differences  are 
not  due  to  crossing,  but  are  changes  brought  about  by 
nature."  Hybrid  is  "Any  product  of  a  cross  where  the 
parents  were  noticeably  different  from  each  other, 
whether  the  parents  belong  to  different  clones,  races  or 
species . "  .  —  Ohld  State  African  Violet  Society.

Soil  Sterilizing 

I  use  an  aluminum  foil  turkey  roasting  pan  pur¬ 
chased  specifically  for  this  purpose.  It  holds  a  large 
amount  of  soil  and  is  a  good  size  when  mixing  your 
ingredients.  After  your  mixture  is  thoroughly  blended, 
cover  securely  with  heavy  duty  aluminum  foil  and  seal 
tightly.  When  soil  is  "cooking"  there  are  no  odors  and 
no  one  will  ever  know  that  it  is  in  the  oven.  The  soil 
then  can  be  stored  in  the  same  pan  until  it  is  used.

The  law  of  the  International  Nomenclature  Com¬ 
mittee  allows  for  only  one  person  to  be  a  registrar. 
Janet  Nichols,  the  new  AVSA  registrar  and  I  had  a 
long  discussion  and  we  will  work  together  to  avoid  the 
problems  that  have  cropped  up  in  the  past  few  years.

It  is  time  to  start  selecting  your  plants  for  next  year's 
show.  Plants  that  did  well  over  the  summer,  plants 
that  you've  seen  perform  well  at  other  shows,  are  all 
good  bets.  The  TLC  you  start  giving  them  now  will 
reward  you  later  on.  Remember,  if  others  can  do  it 
with  those  plants,  so  can  you. 

A  show  plant  rarely  just  happens.  It  needs  attention 
and  all  ten  proper  environmental  factors  to  bring  it  to 
show  quality.

REPOTTING: 

A  violet  that  has  been  in  the  same  soil  for  a  year  or 
longer  has  used  up  most  of  the  humus  in  the  soil  and 
the  soil  becomes  packed  and  of  poor  structure  and 
poor  aeration.  The  improper  additions  of  fertilizers, 
use  of  softened  water,  chemicals  in  the  water,  and 
using  various  secret  potions  on  your  plants,  often 
causes  the  soil  to  become  unbalanced  and  unfit  for 
good  plant  growth.  Give  your  plant  a  new  lease  on  life 
by  changing  the  soil  once  a  year.  This  can  be  done  at 
any  time  of  the  year,  but  many  people  like  changing 
the  soil  in  the  fall  so  that  the  plant  is  at  its  best  during 
the  winter  and  spring  months.

his  violets.  He  also  has  a  collection  of  several  years  of 
the  African  Violet  Magazine,  which  he  wants  to  give 
to  a  new  club  or  similar  group  interested  in  African 
violets.  If  you're  interested,  write  him  .  .  .  Mrs. 
Eugene  DeRisi,  53  Cranbrook  Road,  Trenton,  NJ

Dora  Baker  of  St.  Paul,  MN,  knowing 
how  delighted  I  am  when  our  African  violet  receives 
publicity  in  newspapers  or  magazines,  recently  sent 
me  a  UPI  article  which  appeared  in  a  Minneapolis 
newspaper  under  a  Greenwood,  SC  dateline  and 
headed  "New  Bicolor  African  Violets  Can  Be  Grown 
From  Seed."

I  overheard  this  at  one  of 
my  own  shows  from  a  fairly  new  judge,  and  I  couldn't 
believe  it.  How  is  that  for  inexperience  and  unfairness? 

"As  long  as  I  am  a  judge  and  have  something  to  say, 
that  plant  will  never  be  queen.  It  reminds  me  of 
death."  Would  you  call  that  tactful  or  kind? 

Comments  on  a  card  for  a  semitrailer  which 
received  a  white,  stated  "Does  not  have  symmetry  and 
does  not  trail  around  the  pot."  Where  is  the  experience 
and  knowledge  there? 

"I  will  be  a  great  plant  when  I  grow  up."  This  was 
written  about  a  young  plant.  Can  you  imagine  any 
judge  being  so  condescending  to  write  that?  Where  is 
the  constructive  criticism? 

If  you  recognize  from  the  above  that  you  have  been 
guilty  of  such  tactlessness,  unkindness,  lack  of 
knowledge  etc.,  don't  you  think  it  is  time  to  get  out 
your  judge's  handbook  and  reread  it  to  get  the  true 
meaning  of  being  a  fair  and  objective  judge?!!!

These  include  a  $1,500  grant  for  1981  to  Ohio  State 
University  for  a  Foliar  Nematode  Project,  under  the 
direction  of  Associate  Professor  Richard  M.  Riedel, 
Department  of  Plant  Pathology,  Ohio  State  University. 

A  $1,000  grant  for  1981  to  the  University  of  Georgia 
College  of  Agriculture  Project  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Richard  T.  Hanlin.  Project  on  Pythium  and 
Phytophthora  rots  on  Saintpaulias. 

A  $1,000  grant  for  1981  to  Peter  C.  Bilkey,  The 
University,  Department  of  Botany,  University  Park, 
Nottingham,  England  Study  of  Saintpaulias,  micro 


culture,  cell  fusion  and  inter  species  research.  AVSA 
previous  grant  was  $1,000  in  1979. 

A  $1,000  grant  for  1981  to  Texas  A&M  University 
for  a  soil  mealy  bug  project,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Charles  L.  Cole.  Project  is  at  a  very  critical  stage, 
work  is  continuing  for  various  chemicals  in  treating 
affected  plants,  particularly  Saintpaulias. 

A  $3,000  grant  for  1981  to  Penn  State  University  for 
the  Saintpaulia  project  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 

Multi -pronged  research  on  species, 
isotope  treated  seeds  and  plants,  micro  and  photoplant 
study,  Hoploid,  modem  cultivars,  etc. 

Assisting  Mr.  Tinari  on  the  Research  Committee  are 
Hugh  Eyerdom,  Lyndon  Lyon,  Henry  Peterson, 
Harold  Rienhardt  and  Jack  Swift.

Let  George  Do  It! 

Let  George  do  it!  That  seemed  to  be  the  concensus 
voiced  at  the  Commercials  Breakfast  at  the  AVSA  San 
Francisco  convention.  George  Hightower  of  Tulsa, 
OK  is  the  AVSA  Sales  and  Exhibits  Chairman  and  is 
responsible  for  the  commercial  displays,  the  sales 
room  and  whatever  convention  business  the  commer¬ 
cials  are  engaged  in. 

Whenever  a  problem  arose  —  and  there  seemed  to 
be  many  —  it  was  turned  over  to  George  to  take  it  up 
with  the  AVSA  Board. 

Albert  Buell  of  Eastford,  CT,  commercial  activities 
chairman,  presided  at  the  breakfast  and  urged  com¬ 
mercials  from  all  over  the  country  to  enter  displays  or 
to  have  sales  tables  at  each  convention.  It's  at  AVSA 
conventions  that  growers  from  every  area  of  the 
United  States  obtain  the  very  newest  plants  even 
maybe  those  they've  been  looking  for  for  some  time. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Ruth  Meek,  Syracuse  conven¬ 
tion  chairman,  that  more  recognition  will  be  afforded 
Commercials  at  the  1982  convention  since  a  commer¬ 
cial  court  of  honor  will  be  set  up  in  the  commercial 
display  section  to  allow  the  public  to  see  the  new 
introductions,  specimen  plants  and  other  winners  of 
commercial  awards. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  small  growers  are  able  to 
display  their  plants  in  the  commercial  section  without 
having  to  set  up  a  display  table  and  it  was  suggested 
that  more  small  growers  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  showing  off  one  or  two  or  more  plants. 

Mrs.  Harold  Rienhardt  explained  to  the  new  com¬ 
mercials  the  method  of  judging  the  display  tables  by 
the  merit  system  and  the  point  system  and  how  the 
rosette  is  awarded  for  horticultural  perfection. 

The  question  of  why  commercials  enter  shows  as 
amateurs  was  raised  and  the  only  conclusion  was  that 
more  amateur  awards  are  offered  than  commercials 
and  it's  human  nature  to  want  to  take  an  award. 

June  Swift  of  Dallas  was  of  the  opinion  that  it 
was  well  worth  the  effort  to  have  a  display  table  at 
AVSA  conventions.

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Flower  Color  Sports  And  Variations  In 
Saintpaulia  Hybrids

This  article  is  about  experiments  in  breeding,  and 
the  behavior  of  asexually  propagated  plants  of  some 
of  our  most  unstable  Saintpaulia  hybrids.  We,  at 
Granger  Gardens,  have  been  carrying  on  a  Saint¬ 
paulia  breeding  program  for  many  years.  When  the 
pedigrees  of  the  crosses  are  accurately  recorded,  it 
brings  to  light  many  interesting  problems.  Some 
plants  are  unpredictable,  and  my  experiences  with 
some  particular  types  have  created  problems  for 
years.  These  plants  could  be,  or  may  be,  classed  as 
“Chimeras".  After  growing  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  plants,  a  few  of  these  will  eventually 
mutate  with  a  specific  phenotypic  pattern.  We  have 
many  Chimeras  in  species  of  other  plants,  and  in  the 
genus  Saintpaulia  the  hybrids  which  are  extremely 
heterozygous,  many  color  types  are  being  produced. 


WHAT  IS  A  CHIMERA? 

The  definition  of  a  Chimera  color  plant  is  an  indi¬ 
vidual  or  organ  or  part  consisting  of  tissues  of  diverse 
genetic  constitutions  and  occuring  especially  in 
plants  and  most  frequently  in  graft  unions. 

In  Saintpaulias,  a  Chimera  is  a  plant  that  mor¬ 
phologically  will  vary  from  its  homologous  character 
when  vegetatively  propagated.  The  phenotype  will 
show  color  variations  in  the  flower  and  the  foliage. 
Some  parts  of  the  leaves  and  flowers  may  show  part 
one  color,  and  part  another,  or  lack  of  color  pigmen¬ 
tation  in  both  flowers  and  leaves.  Variegated  plants, 
as  we  know  them,  have  a  partial  or  total  lack  of 
chlorophyll  in  the  leaves  and  are  in  no  way  similar  to 
this  type  of  Chimera.  I  am  speaking  of  the  Antho- 
cyanin  color  range  in  the  flower  and  the  foliage  of 
this  Chimera. 

The  Anthocyanins  control  the  scarlet,  blue,  and 
red,  and  a  composite  mixture  of  all  three  and  white. 


“THE  TRUE  ANALYSIS  OF  A  CHIMERA" 

A  Chimera  is  a  mixture  of  tissues  of  genetically  dif¬ 
ferent  constitutions  in  the  same  part  of  an  organism, 
namely  that  of  the  Somatic  cell.  It  may  result  from 
mutation,  irregular  mitosis,  somatic  crossing  over,  or 
produce  the  effect  as  in  artificial  grafting  as  is  noted 
in  other  types  of  plants.

"ARTIFICIAL  GRAFTS" 

In  artificial  grafts,  there  are  three  main  types  of  cell 
tissues,  namely,  (1)  periclinal,  with  parallel  layers, 
(2)  mericlinal,  which  is  only  partly  periclinal  and  sec¬ 
toral.  As  in  Saintpaulias,  the  behavior  of  this  type 
plant  when  crossed  on  other  cultivars  will  also  show 
this  trait  in  the  first  filial  generation  and  successive 
generations  infrequently,  and  is  definately  carried  in 
the  genes.  This  is  similar  to  an  ever  sporting  gene,  but 
this  ever  sporting  is  confined  only  to  the  flower  as 
shown  in  plate  one.  Very  unstable  color  variation  is 
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Hugh  Eyerdom  with  crown  removed  and  ‘Valen¬ 
cia’  in  bloom. 

its  greatest  detriment  and  is  the  reason  why  several 
vegatative  generations  must  be  grown  from  a  new 
sport  for  genotypic  trueness  to  establish  its  right 
to  be  called  a  true  specific  variety,  the  odds  are 
greatly  against  this.  Some  may  mutate  naturally, 
either  from  propagated  cuttings  or  by  cross  pollina¬ 
tion,  or  selfing. 

"ANALYSIS  OF  A  GRAFT  CHIMERA  AS 
PRACTICED  WITH  OTHER  PLANTS" 

It  has  been  well  demonstrated  that  when  stem 
grafts  are  made,  as  with  many  other  plants,  and 
when  the  grafts  have  united  and  the  plants  were  cut 
across  the  point  of  union,  the  callous  tissue  differen¬ 
tiated.  The  Periclinal  layer,  which  has  the  skin  of  one 
type,  may  be  one  or  several  cell  layers  thick,  and  will 
completely  cover  the  interior  part  which  carries  the 
other  cell  type  compliment.  The  Mericlinal  type  of 
Chimera  has  only  part  of  the  complete  layer  and  is 
considered  an  incomplete  Periclinal.  These  two  fac¬ 
tors  are  what  we  are  concerned  with  when  Saint- 
paulia  leaf  cuttings  are  being  propagated. 

"AUTOGENUS  CHIMERAS" 

Since  we  do  not  make  bud  and  stem  grafts,  Saint- 
paulia  Chimeras  originate  autogenously  in  the 
somatic  cell  as  a  result  of  some  natural  process  by 
which  diverse  cells  arise  and  give  rise  in  turn  to 
diverse  tissues.  This  happens  in  the  callous  at  the 
base  of  the  petiole  as  new  plantlets  originate,  each 
from  an  individual  somatic  cell,  thus  autogenus  cell 
tissue  both  exogenus  and  endogenus  mix  together 
and  give  rise  to  variance  in  the  flower  color  as  well  as 
foliar  structure.  Naturally  it  is  the  color  of  the  flower 
that  is  most  easily  observed. 


"GERM  CELL  ABERATION" 

The  reproductive  germ  cells  of  flowering  plants  are 
generally  formed  from  sub  epidermal  cells  and  conse¬ 
quently  when  periclinal  plants  are  fertile,  their  pro¬ 
geny  reproduce  only  the  characters  of  the  specie  or 
varieties  of  which  the  sub  epidermal  layer  is  com¬ 
posed.  This  flower  designated  as  pink  and  white  and 
the  symbol  P  and  W  will  be  used  to  identify  the 
flower  color  of  this  type  as  shown  in  plate  number 
one  hereafter.  This  type  of  flower  can  have  all  the 
shades  of  color  as  a  background,  with  a  five  or  six 
point  star  super  imposed  on  its  face  and  being  100% 
single.  This  plant  itself  may  have  several  of  this  type 
of  flowers  and  any  other  colors  of  solid  pigmentation 
on  the  same  plant  at  the  same  time.  The  point  was  to 
get  this  type  P  and  W  to  propagate  true. 

"PHENOTYPIC  VARIATIONS  OF  P  AND  W 
WHEN  VEGETATIVELY  PROPAGATED" 

We  shall  see  how  color  segregation  of  plants  with 
all  P  and  W  flowers  takes  place  when  leaf  cuttings  are 
taken,  and  the  specific  ratio  of  flower  color  as  shown 
in  figure  number  one  in  tables  one  to  nine.  Many  leaf 
cuttings  were  taken  from  all  of  these  to  get  a  better 
average.  Segregation  has  also  proven  to  run  in  this 
pattern  after  taking  leaf  cuttings  of  other  color  plants 
of  this  type,  P  and  W. 

"SEXUALLY  PRODUCED  PLANTS, 
CULTIVAR,  VALENCIA" 

Gene  expression  when  sexually  produced  plants  as 
shown  in  Figure  #1,  tables  one  to  nine  which  are  all 
Fi  and  Fj.  Many  have  been  carried  to  second,  third, 
and  fourth  filial  generations.  The  experiments  of 
these  crosses  were  started  January  15th,  1958  and  I 
have  discarded  most,  but  kept  some  of  the  newer 
mutations  until  1972,  when  one  very  good  selection  of  a 
blue  and  white  mutated,  as  shown  in  table  one,  number 
eight.  This  I  kept  for  several  years  for  breeding  because 
of  its  dominant  quality.  This  plant,  simply  designated  as 
0-5,  and  later  'Valencia',  retained  its  good  growing 
potential,  flowering  in  profusion,  in  blue  and  white 
blooms  for  years. 

"CULTIVAR  DESERT  DAWN" 

In  figure  number  one,  cross  number  nine,  another 
plant  is  designated  Q-20,  which  also  retained  its  very 
good  phenotypic  character,  without  color  change, 
named  "Desert  Dawn",  with  pink  background 
superimposed  by  a  dark  pink  star.  Since  hybrids  0-5, 
and  Q-20,  I  have  produced  N-3,  Q-29,  Q-31,  and 
Q-85.  These  are  all  blue  and  white,  B  and  W. 

"BASIC  THEORIES  IN  GENETIC  PROGRESSION" 

To  illustrate,  we  at  Granger  Gardens  also  are  com¬ 
mercial  greenhouse  tomato  growers. 
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The  type  we  grow  are  resistant  to  Fusarium  and 
Vertidllium  Wilt,  also  Tobacco  Mosaic  virus.  Simply 
named,  Ohio  WR-7  and  Ohio  MR-9  and  MR-12.  By 
permission  of  Dr.  L.  J.  Alexander,  I  was  given  the 
right  to  show  three  pedigrees  of  his  work  showing 
how  he  has  incorporated  the  genes  into  the  plants  we 
grow.  Dr.  Alexander  is  Plant  Pathologist  and  tomato 
plant  breeder  at  Ohio  Agriculture  Experiment  Sta¬ 
tion.  Without  the  help  of  this  research  center,  our 
tomato  industry  could  not  exist.  Many  new  problems 
originate  each  year.  Study  these  three  pedigrees  of 
his  work.  Each  has  twenty  four  years  or  more  spent 
on  them,  see  figures  two,  three  and  four.  I  am  show¬ 
ing  his  pedigrees  to  impress  and  show  some  of  our 
violet  hybridizers  what  must  be  done  to  produce  new 
improvements  in  the  Saintpaulia  if  our  problems  are 
to  be  solved.  Dr.  Alexander's  back  cross  method 
shows  the  degree  to  which  the  old  genes  are  retained, 
and  the  new  incorporated.  I  have  found  that  by 
backcrossing  a  violet  plant  too  often,  I  brought  on 
regression  and  miserableness.  Here  we  have 
"GALTON'S  LAW  OF  REGRESSION",  at  work. 
Periodically,  a  dominant  one  must  be  incorporated. 
Cultivar  Q-29,  and  Q-31,  were  tissue  cultured  by  one 
of  the  largest  plant  breeders  in  the  world,  using 
meristem  tissue.  After  two  years  the  project  was 
abandoned.  Tissue  culture  is  rapid  multiplication  of 
the  Somatic  cell  and  does  not  change  the  genetic 
makeup  of  the  cell  itself. 

Each  year,  many  crosses  are  made,  some  to  try  and 
prove  a  point,  and  others  to  stabilize  good  growing 
performance  and  elimination  of  those  that  show  signs 
of  undesirable  growth  habits.  There  is  a  great  dif¬ 
ference  between  working  with  hybrids  when  the 
main  goal  is  to  propagate  them  assexually,  that  is 
from  cloning,  as  compared  to  the  work  done  on 
tomatoes  by  Dr.  Alexander,  when  trueness  must  be 
initiated  by  sexually  produced  plants  from  seed. 

Now,  going  back  to  the  subject  of  how  to  get  this 
plant,  P  and  W  to  reproduce  with  the  highest  degree 
of  trueness  and  to  increase  plant  production. 

*  Note  to  the  reader,  go  back  and  read  "Artificial 
Grafts",  "Analysis  of  a  Graft  Chimera",  and  "Germ 
Cell  Aberation". 

Here  we  have  a  mass  of  plant  tissue  composed  of 
somatic  cells  controlling  the  general  phenotype  of 
plants,  and  the  germ  cells,  controlling  the  reproduc¬ 
tive  cells,  which  in  turn  control  the  pollen  and 
overies,  each  having  one  half  the  chromosomes.  All 
these  cells  originate  at  the  base  or  trunk  of  the  plant. 
At  a  fairly  high  temperature,  75  to  80  degrees  F,  I 
grew  these  plants  to  a  very  large  size,  about  12  inches 
in  diameter,  retaining  all  the  outer  leaves  in  good 
health,  then  carefully  cutting  the  crown  out,  having 


about  four  leaves  or  more  retained  in  the  heart.  The 
crown  is  easily  rerooted  in  vermiculite,  the  plant  will 
not  be  lost.  Take  good  care  of  the  crownless  plant,  as 
this  has  all  of  the  cells  exposed  and  as  each  new  plant 
arises  from  individual  cells  most  of  the  plantlets  will 
be  the  exact  phenotype  of  the  crown  which  was 
removed.  Some  have  produced  as  many  as  twenty 
plantlets,  others,  only  ten  or  more.  If  the  uncrowned 
plant  has  suckers,  they  will  also  produce  a  fair 
number  of  plants  that  will  be  true.  Since  the  sub- 
epidermal  cells  have  been  exposed,  which  are  the 
germ  cells  in  "GERM  CELL  ABERATION"  as  pre¬ 
viously  stated,  and  are  the  reproductive  cells,  they 
may  be  dominant  over  the  rest  in  a  fair  ratio.  A  well 
grown  plant  grown  in  a  five  inch  pot,  with  a  twelve 
inch  spread  or  more  will  have  approximately  15  large 
leaves.  This  crownless  plant  will  produce  a  very  large 
amount  of  carbohydrates  through  the  process  of 
photosynthesis  with  no  other  place  to  put  this  energy 
but  to  the  place  where  the  crown  was  removed,  at 
this  point  a  plantlet  group  will  be  formed.  This  was 
the  "Carbohydrate  buildup  principle"  we  use  in  the 
greenhouse  tomato  growing  industry. 

For  example,  the  tomato  plants  are  grown,  starting 
in  November,  thru  December  and  February  when 
light  intensity  is  at  its  lowest.  Without  carbohydrate 
buildup,  the  first,  second  and  third  blossom  dusters 
would  fail.  That  is  when  we  use  the  most  energy  for 
heating.  This  would  be  disastrous,  financially. 
Violets  also  need  good  light  at  this  time. 

I  have  also  produced  a  complete  plant  that  came 
true  from  a  flower  stalk,  which  proves  that  the 
flower  stalk  itself  carries  the  full  complement  of  30 
Chromosomes  up  to  the  flower  and  as  usual,  the 
flower  is  where  MEIOSIS  and  NUCLEAR  REDUC¬ 
TION  cell  division  takes  place,  in  the  flower  giving 
fifteen  chromosomes  in  the  pollen  and  ovary  indi¬ 
vidually.  This  plant  has  true  flowers,  but,  as  usual, 
leaf  cuttings  of  this  plant  DID  NOT  produce  flowers 
like  the  parent.  Removal  of  the  crown  to  induce 
suckering  or  by  utilization  of  spontaneous  suckering 
is  the  only  way  the  plant  can  be  perpetuated. 

'TN  CONCLUSION"' 

We  do  not  patent  any  of  our  plants,  as  you  can  see 
by  the  information  given  in  this  article,  we  are  will¬ 
ing  to  share  the  results  of  our  experiments  to  promote 
the  betterment  of  the  Saintpaulia  for  all  concerned 
with  a  resulting  product  to  be  enjoyed  by  many,  pro¬ 
pagation  rights  have  always  been  given  freely  since 
1945  when  we  first  began  our  hybridizing  program  at 
Granger.  Our  National  and  State  Violet  Society 
Magazines  have  published  countless  constructive 
propagation  articles,  mostly  contributed  by  the 
members  for  the  pleasure  of  all  interested.  This 
alone,  is  what  has  contributed  immensely  to  the 
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popularity  of  the  plant  called  the  African  violet.  customers  from  doing  the  same.  I  need  not  remind 
Also,  we  do  not  restrict  any  of  our  commercial  you  that  patented  plants  do  not  give  you  these  rights.

This  is  my  favorite  place  —  this  cramped,  cluttered 
room  seldom  entered  by  anyone  but  me.  Serene  white 
light  streams  through  the  rickety  screen  door  which 
separates  the  room  from  the  rest  of  the  dark,  damp 
basement.  The  grimy  gray  doorframe  clutches 
desperately  at  the  tom  flopping  screen  which  had 
withstood  years  of  rigorous  use  before  it  found  its  way 
to  my  basement.  It  does  not  fit  the  opening  into  the 
room;  it  hangs  slightly  crooked  with  extra  inches  here 
and  there.  But  it  serves  its  purpose,  which  is  to  keep 
Fatcat  out  of  the  room.  Even  its  blunt  "slam",  and  the 
dull  rattle  of  the  useless  hook  serve  to  discourage  him. 
I  love  that  slam!  Partly  because  it  reminds  me  of  my 
childhood,  when  all  screen  doors  slammed,  and  all 
adults  chomsed  in  automatic  unison,  "Don't  let  the 
door  slam  ..."  But  the  real  reason  my  heart  beats 
faster  at  that  quick,  dull  slam  is  because  it  takes  me 
into  the  room. 

It  is  a  room  of  startling  brightness.  The  huge  fluores¬ 
cent  fixtures  pour  exactly  14  hours  of  precious,  life- 
giving  rays  into  the  room,  where  the  stark  white  walls, 
ceiling,  and  floor  reflect  the  effect.  The  lights  generate 
their  own  slight  heat,  so  that  the  damp  atmosphere  in 
the  room  envelops  my  skin  like  the  warm  arms  of  a 
loving  child  —  moist,  gently  clinging,  fragrant. 

The  smell  is  of  rich,  fertile  soil.  It  is  the  same 
primeval  odor  that  hangs  over  swamps  and  lush 
woodlands  where  growth  is  insistent  and  pulsing.  The 
soothing  air  of  a  ceiling  ventilating  fan  keeps  the  moist 
air  stirring  just  enough  to  add  movement  and  life  to 
the  heavy  vapors. 

But  light,  warmth,  movement  are  not  noticed  after 
the  initial  step  past  the  slamming  gray  door.  It  is  the 
African  violets  which  command  and  deserve  full 
attention!  This  is  their  stage.  They  are  the  actors  and 
everything  else  is  simply  backdrop  and  stage  props. 
Here  are  masses  and  myriads  of  violets  — -  their  thick, 
hair-covered  leaves  lifted  to  the  light  as  if  praising 
God.  Their  blossoms  are  breathtaking  —  a  rainbow 
hue  of  colors  floating  amidst  the  dark  green  sea  of 
leaves.  Violet,  purple,  pink,  cerise,  white,  variegated! 
Ruffled,  tinted,  edged,  double,  star-shape,  clustered 
blooms  of  every  shape  and  hue.  These  are  my  friends, 
my  companions,  my  prayer  partners.  Here  I  lift  my 
pleas  to  their  Maker,  and  we  both  know  we  are  heard. 

I  slip  into  the  room  just  for  a  quick  breath  to  renew 
my  drooping  energies.  I  plan  to  stay  a  moment  and 


stay  an  hour.  What  I  see  I  have  to  fondle,  just  as  to  see 
my  grandson  is  to  have  to  hold  and  caress  him.  I  touch 
each  one  —  picking  off  a  faded  blossom  from  'Erica',  a 
yellowing  leaf  on  'Marta',  a  sucker  developing  deep  on 
the  stem  of  lively,  lovely  'Jingle  Bells'.  Each  plant  is 
crisp,  vibrant,  shining  with  health,  and  stretching  to 
grow  perfectly  symmetrical  and  bloom-laden. 

As  my  fingers  stroke,  I  feel  a  softly  listless  'Cameo 
Lace',  hidden  in  the  back.  Heavy  with  the  delicate 
pink  blossoms,  she  is  drooping  with  thirst.  She  will 
revive  quickly  after  watering.  But  here,  on  the  lower 
shelf,  my  fingers  find  several  plants  whose  leaves  feel 
mushy  and  hopelessly  ill.  Even  the  new,  fresh  leaves  in 
the  rosette  center  are  lifeless.  My  fingers  search  into 
the  tray  and  find  an  inch  of  slimy,  unwanted  water. 
They  are  drowning. 

Quickly  I  set  them  on  the  work  shelf  to  dry  and 
recuperate  if  possible.  They  will  require  loving  care  in 
big  doses.  1  wish  I  could  coldly  pitch  them  into  the  gar¬ 
bage  can  as  I  do  spent  leaves  and  faded  blossoms,  but  I 
know  my  weakness.  With  500  healthy  plants,  all 
tenderly  nourished  along  from  parent  leaves,  I  still  am 
compelled  to  treat  each  one  as  our  Good  Shepherd 
treats  me  —  each  is  worth  leaving  the  others  to  seek 
and  save.  Indeed,  the  challenge  and  never-ending 
fascination  of  the  room  lies  with  the  sick  ones,  the  tiny 
new  plantlets,  and  the  needy.  My  fingers  stray  over  to 
the  infirmary  and  touch  the  brittle,  warped  gray 
centers  of  my  own  personal  "cancer"  victims. 
Cyclamen  Mites!  I  grasp  the  Kelthane  bottle  and  spray 
angrily,  wrinkling  my  nose  at  the  acrid  fumes  which 
jar  the  perfect  harmony  of  the  room.  Mites  have  been 
the  "invading  enemy"  of  this  room  for  several  months. 
We  are  united  in  our  fight  —  these  violets  and  I. 

The  lights  on  the  first  timer  snap  off  suddenly,  the 
whirring  fans  slowly  rustling  to  silence.  I  must  go 
before  I  am  plunged  into  windowless  darkness  when 
the  second  timer  switches  its  lights  off.  "Thank  you. 
Father,"  I  whisper.  I  don't  talk  to  'Marta'  or  'Erica'  or 
'Cameo  Queen'.  Only  to  their  Maker.  And  my  heart 
sings  as  I  let  the  door  slam  behind  me. 

"And  He  walks  with  me,  and  He  talks  with  me. 

And  He  tells  me  I  am  His  own. 

And  the  joy  we  share  as  we  tarry  there. 

None  other  has  ever  known."

I'd  like  to  share  a  little  "Behind  the 
Scenes"  information  about  one  of  the  many  excellent 
commercial  dealers  we  have  available  to  us. 

"Jeanne  Bohn's  AV  Leaves",  Hygiene,  CO  is  one  of 
the  ever  growing  number  of  commercial  dealers 
available  to  all  of  us  'Hopeless  Violet  Fanatics'  who 
wait  each  year  with  bated  breath  for  the  new  spring 
releases.  Where  would  we  be  without  these  hard 
working  commercial  dealers?  Digging  through  the 
bedraggled  vegetation  at  the  local  supermarket, 
most  likely.

Jeanne  is  just  one  of  the  many  commercial  dealers 
who  takes  special  care  in  filling  every  order.  All  leaves 
are  fresh-cut  from  plants  that  have  bloomed  true  to 
variety  and  have  proven  to  Jeanne  to  be  varieties 
worth  propagating  and  promoting.  She  conditions  all 
leaves  in  Allegro  24  hours  before  packing  to  assure 
healthy  leaves  on  arrival  to  the  customer.  The  stems 
are  individually  wrapped  in  Allegro -soaked  paper 
towel  strips  and  secured  with  a  foil  wrapper.  Indi¬ 
vidual  leaves  are  placed  in  labelled  plastic  bags, 
carefully  packed  in  insulated  boxes  and  mailed  to  the 
customer  from  Hygiene,  CO  on  a  Monday,  Tuesday 
or  Wednesday  —  to  assure  that  orders  will  arrive  at 


their  destination  by  Saturday  and  avoid  sitting  in  a 
post  office  over  the  weekend. 

I  sincerely  hope  you  give  our  many  commercial 
dealers  your  support  by  placing  orders  with  them. 
They  work  many  hard  hours  to  provide  a  wonderful 
service  to  all  of  us  —  the  availability  of  thousands  of 
violet  varieties  regardless  of  where  we  might  live.

ARTICLE  I 

Name  and  Object 

Section  1 

NAME:  This  society  shall  be  known  as  the  African  Violet  Society 
of  America. 

Section  2 

SEAL:  The  corporate  seal  of  the  society  shall  be  kept  at  the  business 
office  of  the  society. 

Section  3 

NON-PROFIT:  This  society  shall  be  and  exist  as  a  non-pro¬ 
fit  organization. 

Section  4 

OBJECT:  The  object  of  the  society  shall  be  to  afford  a  convenient 
and  beneficial  association  of  persons  interested  in  the  African  violet 
(Saintpaulia);  to  stimulate  a  widespread  interest  in  the  propagation 
and  culture  of  African  violets;  to  promote  ways  and  means  for  the 
distribution  of  all  varieties  and  species  among  the  members  and 
others  interested  in  growing  them  and  to  gather  and  publish  reliable, 
practical  information  concerning  this  organization,  the  culture  and 
propagation  of  the  African  violet,  and  other  articles  of  interest  to 
the  members. 

ARTICLE  II 

Membership  and  Dues 

Section  1 

ELIGIBILITY:  Any  person  interested  in  the  growing  of  African 
violets  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  society. 

Section  2 

CLASSES:  There  shall  be  six  (6)  classes  of  membership  in  the 
society,  namely: 

a.  INDIVIDUAL:  which  shall  be  any  one  person. 

b.  ASSOCIATE:  which  shall  be  any  person  living  at  the  same 
address  as  a  person  having  any  other  class  of  membership.  An 
associate  member  shall  not  receive  the  society  magazine  or 
notices  of  meetings  and  bylaws  amendments  carried  therein 
but  shall  have  all  other  privileges  of  an  individual  member  by 
paying  half  the  dues  required  for  individual  membership. 

c.  COMMERCIAL;  which  shall  be  all  persons  or  firms  who 
advertise  consistently  and/or  sell  one  thousand  (1,000)  or 
more  African  violet  plants  or  leaf  cuttings  annually  or  who 
manufacture  or  advertise  for  sale,  fertilizer,  disease  and  insect 
control  materials,  equipment,  tools  or  any  other  merchandise 
pertaining  to  or  applicable  to  growing  African  violets. 

d.  SUSTAINING:  which  shall  be  those  individuals  or  organiza¬ 
tions  interested  in  the  object  of  this  Society  and  paying  the 
Sustaining  Membership  fee. 

e.  LIFE:  which  shall  exempt  such  members  from  annual  dues 
upon  payment  of  the  life  membership  fee. 

f.  HONORARY  LIFE:  which  shall  be  persons  given  a  life 
membership  by  the  society  for  outstanding  services.  They 
shall  have  all  of  the  privileges  of  membership  but  shall  be 
exempt  from  future  payment  of  dues. 


Section  3 

AWARD  MEMBERSHIPS:  may  be  given  by  the  Awards  Committee 
with  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee  provided  not  more 
than  one  (1)  honorary  life  membership  nor  more  than  ten  (10)  yearly 
memberships  may  be  awarded  during  any  one  (1)  term. 

Section  4 

REVOKE:  The  Board  of  Directors  may  revoke  any  membership  for 
just  cause  provided  that  refund  shall  be  made  to  life  members  in  the 
amount  paid  by  them  minus  the  accumulative  sum  for  individual 
membership  to  date  of  revocation. 

Section  5 

DUES:  The  amount  of  dues  for  each  membership  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  provided  that  no  increase 
shall  exceed  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  amount  puid  in  the  current 
year,  or  be  effective  within  twelve  (12)  months  of  any  previous 
increase.  Dues  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
society  and  shall  cover  the  twelve  (12)  month  period  from  the  first 
day  of  March  through  the  last  day  of  February. 

Section  6 

MEMBERSHIP  VOTE:  Each  paid  to  date  membership  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  voice  and  vote  in  the  business  meetings  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  III 

Affiliations  and  Charters 
Section  1 

AFFILIATED  CHAFTERS;  Any  group  of  persons  interested  in 
African  violets  may  form  a  chapter  and  affiliate  with  the  society 
upon  payment  of  the  fee  set  for  such  affiliation  and  in  return  they 
shall  receive  copies  of  publications  which  may  be  sent  to  any 
member  of  their  choice:  the  AVSA  Collection  Award,  first  and 
second  place;  AVSA  Standard  Show  Award,  and  AVSA  Standard 
Show  Achievement  Award  and  other  awards  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  future,  and  library  service  if  desired. 

Section  2 

Groups  of  members  and/or  societies  in  one  or  more  states  or 
countries  may  affiliate  as  Councils,  State  Societies  or  Regional 
Group  Societies  upon  payment  of  the  fee  set  for  such  affiliation  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  AVSA  Collection  Award,  first  and 
second  place,  AVSA  Standard  Show  Award,  and  AVSA  Standard 
Show  Achievement  Award,  library  service,  and  the  AVSA  Sweep- 
stakes  Award. 

Section  3 

JUDGES  COUNCILS;  Groups  of  judges  from  one  or  more  states, 
districts,  or  areas  may  affiliate  as  Judges  Councils  upon  payment  of 
the  fee  set  for  such  affiliation  and  in  return  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  AVSA  Collection  Award,  first  and  second  place;  AVSA  Stan¬ 
dard  Show  Award  and  AVSA  Standard  Show  Achievement  Award, 
library  service,  and  the  AVSA  Sweepstakes  Award. 

Section  4 

CHARTERS:  shall  be  issued  to  all  affiliated  groups  upon  registering 
the  name  of  the  group  with  the  Affiliate  Chairman.  A  president's 
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card  is  available  to  those  groups  who  supply  the  name  and  address 
of  the  group  president. 

Section  5 

VOTING  STATUS:  Affiliated  groups  as  such  shall  have  no  voice  or 
vote  in  the  society  business  meetings  and  no  member  of  a  group  may 
use  the  group's  affiliation  for  individual  membership  privileges. 

Section  6 

REVOKE:  The  Board  of  Directors  may  revoke  any  charter  for  just 
cause,  but  no  individual  member  shall  lose  membership  because  of 
the  loss  of  the  group  charter. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Meetings  and  Quorum 

Section  1 

ANNUAL  MEETINGS:  shall  be  held  at  the  convention  which  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  each  year  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  determine. 

Section  2 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS:  may  be  called  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or 
the  president  and  two  (2)  other  elected  officers. 

Section  3 

QUORUM:  at  any  of  the  society  meetings  shall  be  fifty  (50)  indi¬ 
vidual  members  each  of  whom  must  be  able  to  produce  a  paid  to 
date  membership  card. 

Section  4 

QUORUM:  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  ten  (10) 
members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1 

ELECTIVE  OFFICERS:  The  elected  officers  of  this  society  shall  be: 

a.  PRESIDENT:  who  shall  have  general  superintendency  of  the 
affairs  of  the  society;  preside  at  meetings  of  the  society.  Board 
of  Directors,  and  executive  committee;  keep  informed  on  all 
work  of  the  society  and  make  reports  thereon  as  may  be 
required;  appoint  committee  chairmen;  fill  all  vacancies  in 
offices  and  committees  during  the  term;  countersign  checks 
drawn  on  the  treasury;  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  commit¬ 
tees  except  the  nominating;  and  assume  other  duties  necessary 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  society. 

b.  FIRST  VICE  PRESIDENT:  who  shall  preside  at  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  president  or  when  called  upon;  countersign 
checks  when  the  president  or  treasurer  cannot  sign;  and  per¬ 
form  other  duties  as  assigned. 

c.  SECOND  VICE  PRESIDENT:  who  shall  preside  at  meetings  in 
the  absence  of  the  president  and  first  vice  president  or  when 
called  upon;  and  perform  other  duties  as  assigned. 

d.  THIRD  VICE  PRESIDENT:  who  shall  preside  at  meetings  in 
the  absence  of  the  president,  first  and  second  vice  presidents 
or  when  called  upon,  and  perform  other  duties  as  assigned. 

e.  SECRETARY:  who  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  accurate 
records  of  the  meetings  of  the  society,  Board  of  Directors,  and 
executive  committee;  and  assume  other  duties  relative  to  the 
office  or  that  may  be  assigned. 

f.  TREASURER:  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
the  society  funds  and  payment  of  bills  by  checks  signed  by 
two  (2)  of  the  three  officers  recognized  by  the  banks  to  sign 
checks;  keep  an  accurate  book  record  of  all  monies  received 
and  disbursed;  render  financial  reports  as  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  require;  and  help  prepare  the  annual  budget  in 
detail.  He  shall  be  bonded  in  an  amount  set  by  the  Board  of 


Directors  and  shall  submit  all  records  related  to  the  treasury 
for  audit  annually  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  selected 
by  the  executive  committee.  The  cost  of  both  audit  and  bond 
shall  be  included  in  the  budget  and  shall  be  paid  by  the 
society.  The  Certified  Public  Accountant's  report  shall 
be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Board  in  advance  of  each 
annual  meeting. 

Section  2 

DIRECTORS:  There  shall  be  sixteen  (16)  directors  elected  from  the 
membership-at-large,  one  (1)  of  which  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada.  They  shall  be  elected  to  serve  terms  of  three 
(3)  years  each,  five  (5)  being  elected  each  year. 

Section  3 

PARLIAMENTARIAN:  A  parliamentarian  may  be  appointed  by  the 
president  to  serve  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  for  the  entire  term, 
remuneration  to  be  decided  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1 

ELIGIBILITY:  To  be  eligible  to  hold  office  in  this  society  a  nominee 
must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  and  have  served  at  least  one  (1) 
year  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2 

TERMS  OF  OFFICE:  The  terms  of  officers  shall  be  one  (1)  year  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  each  term  shall  begin  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  annual  convention  at  which  they  are  elected 
excepting  that  of  the  directors,  which  shall  be  governed  by  Section  2, 
of  Article  V.  No  elected  officer  shall  serve  more  than  two  (2)  con¬ 
secutive  terms  in  the  same  office  excepting  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  whose  terms  may  be  unlimited  and  the  directors  who  shall 
not  succeed  themselves. 

Section  3 

NOMINATIONS:  shall  be  offered  as  follows: 

a.  By  a  nominating  committee. 

b.  From  the  floor,  the  nominees  being  present. 

Section  4 

ELECTIONS:  shall  be  by  ballot  excepting  when  there  is  only  one 
(1)  name  in  nomination  for  an  office,  in  which  case  the  secretary 
may  cast  the  ballot  or  it  may  be  dispensed  with  in  favor  of  viva 
voce  voting. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Administration  and  Management 

Section  1 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  elected  officers,  the  sixteen 
(16)  directors,  the  immediate  past  president,  and  the  chairmen  of 
standing  committees.  This  Board  shall: 

a.  Manage  the  society  affairs  between  annual  meetings. 

b.  Have  the  same  officers  as  those  elected  by  the  society. 

c.  Meet  regularly  immediately  before  and  after  the  annual  con¬ 
vention  of  the  society.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
president  or  upon  request  of  the  executive  committee. 

d.  Set  the  policies  of  the  society  and  make  their  own  standing 
rules  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  the  bylaws  of 
the  society. 

e.  Appoint  an  editor  of  publications,  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  preparation  and  issuance  of  all  publications  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

f.  Submit  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  publication  in  one  of  the  first  two  African  Violet  Magazine 
issues  following  the  convention. 
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Section  2 

THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE:  shall  consist  of  the  elected  officers 
and  they  shall  have  the  authority  to  conduct  any  necessary  business 
of  the  society  during  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  3 

EXECUTIVE  PERSONNEL:  An  executive  director  may  be  selected 
and  appointed  by  such  procedure  as  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board 
of  Directors.  The  salary  of  such  person  and  any  additional 
employees  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  society  shall  be  set 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  who  shall  also  have  the  power  to  remove 
any  salaried  employee.  The  authority  to  employ  and  the  power  to 
remove  subordinate  personnel  may  be  delegated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  the  executive  committee  or  executive  director. 

Section  4 

INDEBTEDNESS:  The  officers,  executive  committee,  Board  of 
Directors,  or  anyone  delegated  by  them  shall  not  incur  any  debt  or 
liability  in  the  name  of  the  society  beyond  the  available  or  maturing 
funds  in  the  treasury,  excluding  any  monies  or  securities  held  for 
specific  purposes. 

Section  5 

INVESTMENTS:  All  monies  received  for  life  membership  dues  shall 
be  invested  by  the  treasurer  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  interest  in  part  accruing  therefrom  shall  be  used  to  provide  for 
subscriptions  each  year  at  the  rate  of  one-half  the  regular 
subscription  price,  for  each  Life  member  and  for  each  Honorary 
Life  member. 

Section  6 

BONDS:  All  society  officers,  committee  chairmen,  members  and 
employees  handling  society  funds,  shall  be  bonded  in  a  blanket 
bond,  the  cost  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Committees 

Section  1 

STANDING  COMMITTEES:  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  (16)  in 
number,  including  Affiliates,  Awards,  Boyce  Edens  Research  Fund, 
Commercial  Activities,  Commercial  Sales  and  Exhibits,  Convention 
Program,  Convention  Show,  Convention  Time  and  Place,  Finance, 
Judges,  Teachers  and  Judging  Schools,  Library,  Membership  and 
Promotion,  Nominating,  Plant  Registration,  Publications  and 
Research.  These  committees  shall  perform  duties  as  specified  in  the 
bylaws,  standing  rules,  and  as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

a.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE:  shall  prepare  a  budget  in 
detail  for  guidance  during  the  ensuing  year.  A  sum  shall  be 
included  in  the  budget  to  cover  reasonable  traveling  expenses 
of  officers  and  committee  chairmen  while  engaged  in  travel  on 
essential  business  of  the  society  when  authorized  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  To  be  effective  the  budget  must  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

b.  BOYCE  EDENS  RESEARCH  FUND  COMMITTEE:  shall 
collect  the  Boyce  Edens  Research  Fund  contributions  and 
remit  same  to  treasurer,  who  shall  maintain  this  fund  in  a 
separate  account  to  be  used  for  research  funds. 

c.  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE:  shall  consist  of  five  (5) 
members  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Three  (3)  members  of  this 
committee  shall  serve  terms  of  three  (3)  years  each,  one  (1) 
being  appointed  each  year  and  the  remaining  two  (2)  shall  be 
past  presidents  of  the  society  who  may  serve  an  unlimited 
number  of  years  but  the  appointment  of  which  shall  be 
annually.  This  committee  shall  select  one  (1)  nominee  from  a 
list  of  those  having  served  at  least  one  (1)  year  on  the  Board  of 
Directors)  for  each  office  to  be  filled;  and  the  names  selected 


shall  be  submitted  to  the  president  (after  confirming  that  they 
will  serve  if  elected)  in  ample  time  to  notify  the  membership 
by  mail  or  through  the  magazine  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  in 
advance  of  the  annual  convention  date. 

Section  2 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEES:  may  be  appointed  by  the  president 
during  the  term,  with  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee, 
which  may  be  obtained  by  mail. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Parlaimentary  Authority 

Section  1 

ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  REVISED  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
authority  on  all  questions  not  covered  in  these  bylaws. 

ARTICLE  X 

Section  1 

AMEND:  These  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  this 
society  provided:  the  amendments  have  been  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  society  except  associate  members  at  least  thirty  ( 30)  days  prior  to 
the  meeting  date;  and  they  have  been  approved  by  at  least  a  two- 
thirds  (Va)  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2 

REVISED:  These  bylaws  may  be  revised  in  the  same  manner  as 
amended  excepting  that  a  revision  must  be  ordered  by  a  two-thirds 
(Va)  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  the  assembly  at  a  regular 
convention  meeting  of  the  society.

I  recently  overheard  a  conversation  at  my  AVS 
meeting  that  went  something  like  this:  “When  I  would 
rather  be  working  in  my  soil  planting  my  new  starters 
which  seem  to  run  on  for  days,  here's  what  I  do.  I  put 
my  vacuum  sweeper  in  the  middle  of  the  family  room, 
the  furniture  polish  and  dust  cloth  close  to  the  front 
door,  the  broom  and  dust  pan  in  the  kitchen,  close  to 
the  dish  detergent  that's  on  the  counter  by  the  morning 
dishes.  I'm  now  ready  to  start  potting  plants.'' 

Her  explanation  for  those  items  was  all  very  impor¬ 
tant.  If  anyone  rang  the  front  door  bell,  she'd  pick  up 
the  polish  and  cloth  on  the  way  to  answer  the  door. 
After  several  days  of  her  family  walking  around  the 
vacuum  sweeper,  someone  would  finally  ask  why  it 
was  sitting  there.  She  would  tell  them  she  had  meant 
to  run  it,  but  she  had  been  so  busy  she  thought  they 
would  do  it  for  her.  At  this  point  she  either  got  their 
help  or  they  thought  the  carpet  was  not  dirty  enough 
to  need  it.  If  they  thought  it  looked  OK,  she  didn't 
worry  because  she  hadn't  done  it. 

She  went  on  to  explain  only  friends  and  neighbors 
came  to  her  back  door  where  her  kitchen  was.  They 
were  used  to  her  going  to  her  plants  instead  of  the 
sink.  They  also  could  see  she  was  getting  ready  to  start 
anyway.

CHECK  pH 

Check  the  pH  of  your  plants  every  5  to  6  months.  If 
necessary  to  raise  the  pH  one  can  use  1  teaspoon  of 
epsom  salts  to  1  gallon  of  water.  Or  use  a  little 
dolomite  lime  on  top  of  the  soil  or  carbonated  soda  to 
bring  the  pH  back  to  6.8-7.

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Why  Not  Try  Detergent? 


Afraid  of  poisonous  sprays?  Then  try  soap  to  kill 
those  African  violet  pests. 

According  to  researchers  at  the  University  of 
California,  soap-and-water  and  detergent-and-water 
can  keep  insects  at  non-damaging  level. 

Soap  sprays  primarily  are  known  for  their  ability 
to  dislodge  insects  from  plants  when  applied  at 
high  pressure.  In  addition,  other  researchers  have 
suggested  that  insects  might  be  asphyxiated  by 
soap  sprays. 

The  aphid  population  crashed  several  days  after 
the  soap  treatment,  but,  in  the  other  trials,  insect 
counts  were  made  both  one  and  seven  days 
after  treatment. 

The  soap  and  detergent  solutions  achieved  a 
substantial  reduction  of  the  three  insects  tested. 
Some  of  the  solutions  provided  a  level  of  control 
similar  to  that  of  the  pesticide  standard. 

In  general,  the  more  concentrated  solutions 
provided  more  satisfactory  control  than  those 
less  concentrated. 

Of  the  liquids.  Ivory  Liquid  dishwashing  detergent 
provided  the  most  consistent  control,  especially 
when  used  at  1  to  2  percent.  Preliminary  trials  not 


included  here  suggest  that  many  other  liquid 
dishwashing  detergents  may  be  as  effective  as  Ivory. 

More  concentrated  solutions  provided  more  effec¬ 
tive  control  but  increased  the  potential  for  plant 
damage.  Burned  leaves  was  the  most  common  symp¬ 
tom,  and  some  solutions  left  unsightly  white  residues 
on  certain  plants.  The  dry  formulations  left  even 
more  unsightly  deposits. 

The  leaf-damage  potential  of  these  sprays,  and  the 
possibility  that  rinsing  plants  with  water  several 
hours  after  spraying  may  reduce  damage,  should  be 
studied  further,  according  to  the  researchers. 

Moreover,  it  has  not  yet  been  determined  whether 
there  is  a  harmful  buildup  of  soap  and  detergent 
materials  in  the  soil  when  applications  are  repeated 
over  a  long  period. 

In  a  total  of  eight  experiments  conducted,  the  soap 
and  detergent  sprays  produced  high  mortality  of  all 
arthropods  tested  except  spittlebugs.  The  mites, 
aphids,  psyllids  and  thrips  used  in  these  experiments 
are  all  soft-bodied,  sucking  arthropods  —  the  kind 
known  to  be  particularly  susceptible  to  soap  sprays. 
Soap  sprays  also  had  been  advocated,  before  the 
advent  of  synthetic  organic  insecticides,  for  control 
of  whiteflies  and  scale  insects.

Mealybug  Control  on  African  Violets 


Dr.  Charles  L.  Cole 
Texas  A&M  University 


1.  During  the  past  year  four  chemicals  have  been 
evaluated  as  to  their  effectiveness  in  controlling  soil 
mealybugs.  These  are:  Orthene  2G,  Encapsulated 
Diazinon  (Knox -Out),  Thiodan  and  Dymet.  Date 
concerning  these  tests  are  attached. 

IL  As  a  r«ult  of  this  study  one  of  th^  compounds 
has  now  been  registered  for  use  on  ornamentals. 
This  is  Dymet  which  looks  very  promising  on 
cyclamen  mites,  foliar  mealybugs,  thrips  and 
soil  mealybugs. 

III.  Investigating  the  methods  of  treatment,  it  has  been 
established  that  a  drench  of  the  soO  ball,  when  it  is 
relatively  dry  (but  not  in  the  hydrophobic  state) 
results  in  the  best  control. 

IV.  At  present  three  other  compounds  have  been 
obtained  for  treatment;  however,  infested  plants 
have  been  hard  to  find  and  testing  is  pending  upon 
procurement  of  infested  plants. 

V.  A  great  deal  of  library  searching  has  yielded  very 
little  on  the  biology  and  habits  of  this  pest. 
However,  things  are  beginning  to  shape  up  for  a 
manuscript  to  be  submitted  to  the  African  Violet 
Magazine  entitled,  "Mealybugs  on  African  Violets 
and  Their  Control." 


Plants  were  observed  for  phytotoxicity.  None  was 
observed.  One  should  note  that  this  compound  has 
been  shown  to  spot  and  bum  blossoms. 

Thiodan  Used  as  a  Drench  For  Soil  Mealybug  Control 

Thiodan  was  applied  to  infested  African  violet  plants. 
Observations  were  made  one  week,  two  weeks  and  four 
weeks  after  treatment.  The  r^ults  are  as  follows:

I  just  had  to  write  and  tell  you  of  how  1  fight  soil 
mealy  bugs. 

In  1974,  I  had  an  infestation  of  these  PESTS.  Even¬ 
tually  I  gave  up  in  despair,  took  leaves  with  short  stems 
and  destroyed  hundreds  of  plants.  I  kept  out  my 
favorite  of  that  time,  'Joker'.  This  was  banished  to  the 
loo  as  I  expected  it  to  die  from  the  treatment  I  was  to 
give  it.  However,  it  survived  and  became  free  of  all 
SMB.  You'll  never  guess  what  I  used  —  !!!  It  is  a  pro¬ 
duct  used  in  the  USA  for  the  treatment  of  mange,  ticks, 
fleas,  etc.,  on  dogs.  The  secret?  DEMADETH  made  by 
your  Dow  Chemical  Company  and  contains  40%  m/v 
Fenchlorphos.  To  a  cupful  of  warm  water  I  added  two 
drops  and  'Joker'  was  watered  with  this  each  time. 

I  recently  found  this  pest  again  in  a  few  plants  —  I 
hate  to  even  admit  to  this  as  to  my  way  of  thinking  it's 
one  of  the  "unmentionable  dirties".  I  soak  all  my  used 
plastic  pots  in  a  strong  solution  of  this  for  20  minutes 
prior  to  re-using.  I  hope  this  will  be  of  help  to  any 
reader  who  has  reached  the  depths  of  despair  as  I  have 
over  these  darned  pests.

Cutting  the  leaf  stem  (Petiole)  on  an  angle  does 
two  things: 

1.  It  increases  the  surface  of  the  cut  end,  thus  increaS" 
ing  the  number  of  plantlets  you  will  probably  get. 

2.  It  insures  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  new  plants  will 
emerge  in  front  of  the  parent  leaf.  This  is  important  —  if 
they  come  up  behind  the  leaf,  they  are  apt  to  be  too 
crowded  and  too  shaded  for  good  growth.

I  received  a  letter  from  a  member  describing  a  prob¬ 
lem  she  had  with  a  plant  and  what  she  did  with  it.  It 
made  my  hair  stand  on  end.  She  had  d^ribed  a  plant 
with  root  knot  nematodes!  Since  the  plant  was  not 
doing  so  well  she  cut  it  down  and  put  down  all 
the  leaves. 

Root  nematodes  are  the  most  destructive  and  are  not 
visable  to  the  naked  eye  but  their  appearance  and  roots 
are  positive  signs  of  the  condition.  The  nematodes  lay 
their  eggs  inside  the  roots  and  stems,  multiplying 


rapidly  and  causing  swollen  knots.  Plants  have  a  dull 
appearance,  leaves  look  limp  as  though  in  need  of  water 
and  the  plant  will  sucker  profusely.  That  is  nature's  way 
of  trying  to  propagate  a  dying  plant. 

Preventative  methods  entail  keeping  all  working  sur¬ 
faces,  tools,  pots,  etc.  scrupulously  clean.  Soil  must  be 
sterilized.  Never  propagate  leaves  from  a  nematode 
infected  plant.  Plant,  pot  and  all  should  be  thrown 
away.  All  others  that  still  have  not  yet  shown  signs 
should  be  drenched  with  a  good  systemic. 

After  reading  that  letter,  I  realized  that  we  old  timers 
take  all  this  information  for  granted  as  most  of  us  have 
gone  through  the  gamut. 

The  best  source  of  information  on  all  phases  of 
African  violets,  the  other  gesneriads  and  up  to  date 
information  on  diseases,  pests  and  insects  is  the  Judge's 
Handbook  for  Judges  and  EXHIBUTORS.  I  have  under¬ 
lined  exhibitors.  It  is  a  must  for  all  novices  and  even 
experienced  growers!  You  do  not  have  to  be  a  judge  or 
be  interested  in  being  one.  It  can  be  obtained  from  the 
AVS  A  business  office  in  Knoxville.  Knowing  the  pests, 
insects,  diseases,  their  prevention  and  remedies  will  put 
you  ahead  of  the  game.

Greenhouse  continue. 

In  1964,  Carol  Green  started  a  part-time  business 
growing  African  violets  in  a  14-foot  by  14-foot 
glasshouse  in  Norwalk. 

An  accounting  machine  supervisor  for  a  large  steel 
company,  she  grew  tired  of  the  freeway  struggle  and 
decided  to  see  if  she  could  convert  her  hobby  to 
a  livelihood. 

There's  a  sign  at  The  Green  House  that  reads,  "Never 
under^timate  the  power  of  a  flower"  —  but  it  could 
well  say  in  Carol's  case,  "Never  underestimate  the 
power  of  a  flower  lover  who  wants  to  rid  herself 
of  freeways." 

By  1975,  Carol  had  acquired  a  husband,  Andy 
Anderson,  and  their  present  location  in  Bellflower  with 
greenhouse  and  propagation  facilities  for  40,000  plants. 
Today,  the  Green  House  is  the  largest  retail  grower  of 
unusual  African  violets  in  Southern  California. 

Carol,  as  shy  as  the  reputation  of  the  flowers  she  nur¬ 
tures,  is  happiest  working  with  her  plants,  leaving  con¬ 
versation  to  her  more  expansive  husband. 

"Carol's  the  worker.  I'm  the  talker,"  says  Andy  as  he 
conducts  you  on  a  tour  through  the  facilities,  readily 
admitting  everything  he  knows  about  African  violets  he 
learned  from  his  wdfe. 

The  Green  House  (it  really  is  green,  inside  and  out) 
is  home  for  100  different  varieties  of  African  violets 
in  various  stages  of  growth.  More  than  50  varieties 
are  displayed  among  the  3,000  plants  on  view  in  the 
sales  greenhouse. 

And  violets  aren't  only  violet.  They  bloom  in  a  pro¬ 
fusion  of  pinks,  reds,  whites,  greens,  blues,  multi-colors 
and,  of  course,  purple.  No  yellows,  oranges  or  bright 
reds  yet,  says  Andy,  but  hybridizers  —  Carol  among 
them  —  are  working  on  those  hues. 

The  Green  House  is  visited  often  by  garden  club 
members  who  arrive  by  charter  bus  to  hold  their 
meetings  on  the  shaded  patio  before  touring  the  exten¬ 
sive  greenhouses. 

According  to  the  Andersons,  who  ship  violets 
throughout  the  United  States  as  well  as  to  the  Far  East, 
North  and  South  America,  Europe  and  Africa,  there  are 


really  no  secrets  to  successful  growing  of  African  violets 
in  the  home. 

Among  their  suggestions: 

Plenty  of  light  ( the  Green  House  uses  Plant-Growth 
lights  and  constantly  tests  new  entries  into  the  light¬ 
ing  market). 

—  Regular  feeding  with  a  high  phosphorus  fertilizer 
such  as  15-30-15  (nitrogen,  phosphorus,  potash). 

—  Not  too  large  a  pot.  Plants  can  be  three  to  four  times 
the  pot's  diameter. 

—  Sufficient  humidity.  Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
African  violets  can  be  sprayed  or  misted. 

—  Use  tepid  water  and  DO  NOT  overwater. 

African  violets  were  discovered  by  Baron  von  St. 

Paul  in  German  East  Africa  in  the  1880's,  according  to 
Andy.  At  that  time,  all  were  purple.  Andy's  sorry  the 
baron  can't  see  what  Carol  has  done  with  them.  She 
must  talk  to  them,  too.

Lack  of  Space  and  Living  Alone

Speaking  of  coping  with  lack  of  space  and  being 
economical,  I  am  elderly,  living  alone  in  a  "Studio 
Apartment".  With  a  3  window  "bay"  facing  North, 
looking  across  backyards  to  apartment  houses  on  a 
street  higher  than  mine  and  a  tall  hotel  to  the  West, 
most  of  my  light  is  reflected. 

Before  African  violets  I  was  a  fish  fancier,  but 
stopped  during  the  drought  and  because  of  arthritis.  My 
37  gallon  plexiglass  tank  had  a  grow  Lux  tube,  so  I  over¬ 
turned  the  tank  (to  have  maximum  flat  surface), 
covered  the  tank  with  some  avacado  green  vinyl, 
bought  2  inexpensive  wooden  wine  racks,  and  upended 
them  at  either  end  of  the  tank,  laid  the  light,  in  its  cover, 
from  one  to  the  other  and  viola!  Much  new  space  for 
my  MANY  African  violets  and  less  crowding  for  all. 

I  turn  on  the  light  when  I  get  up  and  turn  it  off  when  I 
go  to  bed  —  about  15  hours  and  the  light  is  15"  above 
my  plant  tops.  None  of  these  plants  have  yet  bloomed 
but  this  arrangement  is  only  a  few  months  old.  So  we 
shall  see.  I  retired  from  the  Sheraton-Palace  switch¬ 
board  1  year  ago  so  I  have  more  time  to  spend  working 
with  my  African  violets.

Here  we  are,  in  full  swing  with  winter  activities  in  our 
various  African  violet  groups.  Perhaps  this  would  be  a 
good  time  to  review  some  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
connected  with  the  AVSA  Library  and  the  use  of  the 
materials  available.  Unless  you  have  actually  worked 
on  the  Library  Committee,  you'd  have  difficulty  in 
realizing  the  amount  of  effort  put  into  the  preparation 
of  a  slide  program.  Not  only  is  there  the  photography 
itself,  but  the  sorting  and  deciding  what  to  include  in  the 
show,  identifying,  labelling  as  well  as  duplicating  those 
slides  in  order  to  make  up  the  necessary  number  of 
shows.  Besides  that,  there  is  the  commentary  to  be  writ¬ 
ten,  all  of  which  takes  many  hours.  This  is  why  we 
want  you  to  be  aware  of  the  care  required  of  the  pro¬ 
grams  so  that  others  will  be  able  to  enjoy  them  long 
after  you've  shown  them  to  your  group. 

1.  When  you  receive  your  program,  please  unpack  it 
carefully  so  that  you'll  be  able  to  return  it  in  the  same 
type  of  wrapper  in  which  you  received  it.  It  must  be 
returned  by  HRST  CLASS  MAIL! 

2.  To  the  projectionist  —  First  of  all,  check  your  pro¬ 
jector  to  make  sure  it's  in  tip-top  shape  so  that  no  slide 
mounts  get  bent.  Never  leave  the  slide  projected  for 
more  than  a  few  seconds  because  there  is  danger  of 
overheating  the  slide  itself.  Glance  at  the  commentary. 
There  might  well  be  bits  of  information  you,  yourself, 
would  like  to  include  and  perhaps  delete  material  we've 
included.  Time  yourself,  if  desired,  so  that  you'll  have 
some  idea  of  how  long  the  slide  show  will  take. 

3.  Make  sure  the  slides  coincide  with  the  commen¬ 
tary  before  you  present  the  program.  This  will  assure 
you  that  all  the  slides  are  there,  all  are  in  proper  posi¬ 
tion,  etc.  The  ladies  in  Knoxville,  who  do  such  a  good 
job  in  keeping  the  shows  in  excellent  condition, 
sometimes  find  it  necessary  to  have  slide  programs  sent 
directly  from  one  showing  to  the  next  without  having  a 
chance  to  check  them. 

4.  One  of  the  most  important  points  we  want  to 
emphasize  is  the  prompt  return  of  the  slide  program  to 
Knoxville,  or  wherever  directed,  so  that  the  next  club 
can  view  it.  Sometimes,  reservations  are  so  tight  that 
the  shows  are  barely  in  long  enough  for  servicing. 

5.  When  and  if  you  do  find  damaged  slides,  please 
make  note  of  it  on  the  comment  sheet  which  accom¬ 
panies  every  program.  Use  of  that  comment  sheet  is 
most  important  to  us  for  it  acts  as  a  direct  line  of  com¬ 


munication.  If  an  answer  is  indicated,  we  try  hard  to 
write  a  note  in  answer  to  your  comment.  Reading 
through  the  comment  sheets  tends  to  bring  about  a 
better  understanding  and  also  is  a  means  of  your  telling 
us  when  you  think  a  program  is  becoming  obsolete  or  in 
need  of  updating.  Besides,  we  welcome  letters  with  sug¬ 
gestions  for  new  programs.  There  are  times  when  it's 
not  possible  to  get  right  at  a  suggested  show  for  any 
number  of  reasons,  one  which  might  well  be  lack  of 
slides  on  the  subject.  This  is  why  we  occasionally  put 
out  a  plea  for  certain  types  of  slides  so  that  we  can  build 
up  a  collection,  write  a  commentary  to  accompany  it 
and  presto  —  a  new  program  is  bom!  We  have  had  a 
number  of  slide  donations  recently  for  which  we're 
most  grateful. 

Another  one  of  our  pet  subjects  is  taking  pictures  of 
your  own  special  plants.  Now  that  Christmas  is  near¬ 
ing,  certainly  some  of  you  are  planning  ways  to  use 
your  loveliest  Saintpaulias  in  decorating  your  homes. 
Please  take  some  slides  of  those  arrangements  and  send 
them  along  to  us.  Wouldn't  it  be  fun  to  have  a  program 
of  seasonal  decorations  using  African  violets?  The 
possibilities  are  endless  —  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  set 
aside  a  few  minutes  to  take  those  slides,  taking  a 
number  of  views  using  different  exposures,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  you'll  come  out  with  a  few  usable  slides  that 
could  be  shared  with  all  your  AVSA  friends.

Grower  Says  Violets  Are  Much  Like  Babies

Mrs.  Earl  Looper  finds  that  her  African  violet  plants 
are  as  much  trouble  as  a  baby.  From  the  amount  of 
tender,  loving  care  that  she  gives  them,  it  is  easy  to  see 
that  they  give  her  great  pleasure. 

'They  don't  cry,  but  you  have  to  get  up  early  and 
take  care  of  them,"  Mrs.  Looper  says.  "The  main  thing 
is  not  to  let  them  get  dry."  she  says.  'They  are  a  lot  of 
fun  to  fool  with.  My  husband  used  to  say  that  if  they 
put  a  flower  on  anything.  I'd  buy  it."  From  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  teacups  and  plates,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  violets 
are  her  favorites. 

Mrs.  Looper  lives  in  Port  Arthur,  TX  and  is  an 
active  member  of  the  African  Violet  Culture  Club  of 
Port  Arthur. 

Mrs.  Looper  says  that  she  gets  her  love  of  flowers 
from  her  father,  who  would  even  stop  by  the  road¬ 
side  to  gather  flowers.  Although  the  African  violets 
respond  best  to  indoor  growing  conditions  with  con¬ 
trolled  light  and  humidity,  she  also  has  a  yard  full  of 
blooming  things. 

Visiting  the  stands  filled  with  plants  that  overflow 
into  several  rooms  of  her  house  in  Port  Arthur,  it  is  easy 
to  see  what  she  means  when  she  says,  "When  you  get 
where  you  have  no  place  to  eat,  you  have  a  little  too 
much."  With  more  than  100  plants,  she  has  found  that 
growing  African  violets  is  a  hobby  that  makes  friends. 


"Right  off  you're  friends  because  you  have  a  common 
bond,"  she  says. 

With  most  plants  grown  under  lights,  the  principal 
thing  is  to  give  the  show  plants  the  proper  humidity. 
Start  with  a  good  soil  and  good  drainage.  Mrs,  Looper 
grows  her  show  plants  in  pots  which  are  fed  a  con¬ 
tinuous  mbcture  of  water  and  fertilizer.  She  uses  dif¬ 
ferent  fertilizers  for  different  stages  of  growth. 

The  plants  appear  to  be  delicate  with  frilly  flowers 
and  curly  leaves  on  some  varieties,  but  Mrs.  Looper 
dusts  them  with  a  soft  brush,  and  gives  them  a  bath 
under  the  hydrant.  To  get  the  plants  ready  for  a  show, 
Mrs.  Looper  will  bathe  them  and  trim  them.  One  of 
her  plants  had  200  blooms  when  she  entered  it  in  a 
past  show. 

Mites,  thrip  and  mealy  bugs  are  the  dreaded  enemies 
of  the  African  violets,  and  collectors  must  keep  new 
plants  away  from  others  until  it  can  be  seen  that  they 
are  free  of  insects.  "If  I  buy  a  new  one,  I  isolate  it 
for  six  weeks,"  Mrs.  Looper  says.  Her  plants  started 
with  eight  hours  of  light,  but  are  now  getting  14  hours 
of  light  each  day. 

'Baby  Tears',  'Laughing  Eyes'  and  'Torngirl'  are  a  few 
of  the  catchy  names  for  the  beautiful  plants.  Mrs. 
Looper  says  she  would  rather  win  a  rosette  than  be 
named  "Queen  of  the  Show".

with  all  the  rushing  about 
getting  ready  for  the  "turkey"  day  and  then  the  shop¬ 
ping  for  gift  time!  Our  precious  African  violets  do  not 
like  to  be  neglected  in  favor  of  the  fetivities  and  other 
holiday  plants.  In  the  time  you  are  preparing  for 
Thanksgiving  and  all  the  decorating  for  the  December 
holidays,  do  set  aside  the  time  to  continue  the  necessary 
care  for  all  your  plants,  whether  or  not  you  are  showing 
in  the  spring.  IF  you  are  showing  in  the  spring,  a  few 
weeks  of  neglect  at  holiday  time  may  weD  show  as  a 
culture  change  and  cost  you  ^verely  when  judging  time 
comes  around.  Plants  can  be  harmed  if  you  let  them  get 
^dry  too  many  tim«  or  if  the  timer  is  used  elsewhere  and 
you  forget  to  either  turn  on  the  lights  or  leave  them  on 
for  an  exc^ively  long  period  of  time.  This  is  a  time  of 
the  year  that  you  might  want  to  consider  the  need  to 
weed  out  a  few  of  the  many  extra  plants  you  have  or 
just  share  some  of  your  beauty  with  others.  If  you  are 
the  giver  of  plant  gifts  from  your  collection,  be  sure  that 
the  receiver  knows  some  of  the  basics  in  caring  for  that 
plant.  Why  not  give  her  a  culture  leaflet  from  AVSA  to 
get  her  started  on  the  right  track.  As  a  supervisor  in  a 
convalescent  home,  I  can  say  that  violets  are  loved  by 
patients  and  staff  alike,  but  care  can  be  limited  there,  if 
there  is  not  a  loving  family  or  friend  that  visits  regularly. 
I  have  found  that  setting  up  a  plant  on  a  wickwatering 
regime  or  potting  the  plant  in  one  of  the  attractive  com¬ 
mercially  made  wicking  systems  does  a  lot  to  benefit  the 
plant  —  and  the  patient!  I  have  given  several  plants  in 
the  Swift's  Moist-Rite  planters  and  it  is  amazing  how 
well  they  do  even  in  the  not  so  good  light  exposure. 
Patients  not  only  enjoy  the  plants,  but  fairly  beam 
when  someone  else  compliments  them  on  their  fine 
greenery.  Enjoy  the  holidays  with  your  families  and 
friends  as  they  come  home  together  and  remember  that 
your  plant  friends  will  need  a  bit  of  remembering  amidst 
all  the  celebrations.  Happy  Holidays  to  you  all. 

QUESTION:  I  constantly  hear  people  refer  to  pro¬ 
per  grooming.  I  do  not  want  to  show  my  ignorance  in 
front  of  these  knowledgeable  people.  Can  you  give  me 
any  tips  on  grooming  that  will  assist  me  in  improving 
my  plants? 

ANSWER:  It  is  very  likely  that  your  hearing  the 
word  grooming  from  those  people  was  in  reference  to 


Holiday  time  is  upon 


looking  at  someone's  plants  as  you  referred  to  a  show 
you  were  viewing.  Often  I  have  referred  to  the  fact  that 
so  many  plants  that  I  have  judged  had  what  I  call  cor¬ 
rectable  errors  and  I  can  tend  to  be  a  little  heavy  on  the 
comments  in  these  areas.  There  are  several  general  areas 
that  will  improve  a  plant  and  in  many  would  have  sub¬ 
stantially  improved  that  plant  to  a  higher  ribbon.  A 
plant  that  is  under  or  over  potted  could  have  teen  cor¬ 
rected  prior  to  show  time.  That  is  an  error  we  see 
altogether  too  often.  At  home  there  are  several  areas 
that  you  can  "groom"  your  plants  to  assist  in  their  eye 
appeal.  Removing  yellowed  outer  leaves  and  spent 
blossoms  will  do  a  lot  for  improving  a  plant.  Let  your 
plants  have  a  bath  once  in  a  while  by  holding  the  plant 
sidewise  under  gently  running  tepid  water  and  letting 
the  water  run  over  the  leaves.  Keep  out  of  direct  sun¬ 
light  until  it  is  dry.  When  not  washing,  use  a  soft  brush 
to  remove  dust  and  particles  of  soil  that  may  have  fallen 
on  the  leaves.  Remove  suckers,  those  four-leaved 
plantlets  that  grow  on  the  stalk  right  next  to  the  stem. 
When  you  remove  a  leaf,  remove  the  stalk  entirely, 
right  next  to  the  stem.  Repot  a  plant  that  has  an 
unsightly  neck  from  removing  outer  rows  of  older 
leaves.  These  hints  will  go  a  long  way  to  making  your 
plants  more  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  incidentally,  teach 
you  how  to  get  a  plant  ready  for  a  show  if  you  decide  to 
go  that  route  in  the  future. 

QUESTION:  A  friend  of  mine  had  good  luck  with  an 
aerosol  spray  for  thrips  on  her  plants.  I  decided  to  try  it 
on  mine,  but  much  to  my  surprise  I  have  appeared  to 
contact  another  problem.  The  very  next  day  I  could  see 
no  tracK  of  thrips,  within  a  few  days  the  leav«  on  my 
plants  were  turning  dark,  eventuaEy  brown  and  limp. 
What  kind  of  disease  could  I  have  caught? 

ANSWER:  The  cause  of  your  problem  may  be  one 
that  I  have  heard  on  several  occasions  and  the  one  that 
cautions  me  that  aerosol  can  sprays  are  b«t  not  used  by 
most  people.  The  can  usually  has  directions  stating  how 
FAR  from  the  foliage  the  can  is  to  be  held.  The  contents 
of  aerosol  cans  will  literally  freeze  your  plants  just  as 
surely  as  if  you  had  placed  them  in  your  freezer  or  out¬ 
side  during  the  winter.  \Afhen  held  at  the  proper  distance 
many  of  these  "canned"  sprays  will  do  the  task  that  they 
were  intended  for. 
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QUESTION:  At  a  recent  local  show,  a  plant  that  I 
had  grown  as  a  semiminiature  was  not  judged.  When  I 
asked  I  was  told  that  it  was  too  large.  I  thought  I  had 
measured  with  my  ruler  and  was  very  disappointed  that 
I  had  not  had  my  plant  judged.  Wliy  does  this  happen? 

ANSWER:  This  has  happened  to  the  best  of  us, 
plants  do  not  grow  overnight,  although  it  looks  that 
way!  The  best  way  I  have  found  to  measure  semis  and 
minis  is  to  purchase  a  6"  and  8"  embroidery  hoop  and 
place  your  plant  in  the  middle  of  the  hoop  and  bring  it 
up  around  the  plant.  You  can  also  make  your  own  6" 
and  8"  circle  out  of  cardboard.  A  real  must  that 
prevents  a  plant  from  being  considered  at  a  show. 

QUESTION:  I  have  noticed  that  the  stalks  of  my 
blossoms  have  a  white  appearance  that  will  mb  off  in 
my  hands.  The  flowers  do  not  seem  affected  by  this  but 
it  is  especially  obvious  on  the  darker  blossoms  that  seem 
to  have  white  patches  on  some  of  the  blossom  petals. 
What  causes  this?  Can  I  wash  it  off  or  should  I  continue 
mbbing  it  off  with  my  fingers? 

ANSWER:  From  the  very  detailed  d^ription  your 
letter  gave  me,  I  feel  quite  sure  that  you  have  a  case  of 
mildew.  With  the  high  humidity  that  you  describe  and 
the  heat  at  this  time  of  the  year,  you  have  a  problem 
that  can  be  remedied.  You  may  need  to  increase  the  air 
circulation  around  your  plants  and  cut  back  a  little  on 
the  watering.  Air  circulation  can  be  the  biggest  cause  of 
mildew,  the  lack  of  it,  that  is.  You  may  find  that  the  use 
of  a  fan  on  a  low  speed  not  directed  right  at  your  plants 
will  help  along  with  the  spraying,  according  to  direc- 
tions,  of  either  Benomyl  or  Benia te.  Some  people  have 
recommended  placing  small  saucers  of  sulfur  in  and 
around  trays  as  a  preventative.  Any  of  you  that  have 
acc^  to  the  Dixie  News  would  be  very  interested  in  an 
article  in  their  summer  issue  this  year.  It  is  a  very 
thorough  presentation  of  pests  and  disease,  symptoms, 
source  and  treatment, 

QUESTION:  There  are  so  many  questions  that  I 
have  about  grovring  violets  that  I  hardly  know  where  to 
start.  I  would  suppose  that  this  column  must  get  ques¬ 
tions  from  lots  of  people  like  me.  If  possible,  would 
there  be  any  place  I  could  get  a  basic  "do-it-yourself"  list 
of  cares  for  my  lovely  new  plants.  I  joined  AVSA  a  year 
ago  and  it  seems  like  there  is  so  much  to  be  learned, 

ANSWER:  You  certainly  are  on  the  right  path  as  a 
new  member  of  AVSA,  This  organization  which  nur- 
tured  me  many  years  ago,  still  teaches  me  something 
new  with  each  and  every  edition  of  the  magazine.  The 
secret  is  to  save  them  and  go  back  over  them.  There  has 
been  a  recent  article  which  you  have  no  doubt  read  by 
now.  Your  question  gives  me  the  opportunity  to  thank 
the  author  in  print  and  emphasize  the  tremendous 
resource  that  article  wiU  be  for  us  all.  In  your  recent 
June,  1981  magazine  there  is  a  very  enlightening  piece 
called  "Back  To  The  Basics"  on  page  15.  Catherine 
Hawley,  as  usual,  has  done  a  thorough  job,  but  in  doing 


so  has  put  together  a  basic  piece  that  helps  us  all,  new 
and  old.  Read  it  again,  you  will  be  surprised  how  much 
you  missed  the  first  time,  there  is  soooooo  much  there! 
Thanks  Catherine! 

QUESTION:  I  have  purchased  some  new  plants 
for  the  spring  shows  and  want  to  try  my  hand  at 
the  art  of  disbudding!  What  would  you  recommend  for 
a  beginner? 

ANSWER:  Many  people  seem  to  use  the  6-8  weeks 
rule  of  thumb.  Most  feeling  that  singles  will  come  in  in 
six  weeks  and  doubles  in  8  weeks.  If  all  conditions  are 
perfect  that  may  be  the  case.  I  would  try  now  to  stop 
disbudding  6-8  weeks  before  a  specific  date  and  see 
what  happens  with  your  plants,  some  plants  behave  dif¬ 
ferently  and  what  the  plant  does  under  your  conditions 
may  not  be  the  same  as  at  a  friends  home.  If  the 
weather  warms  up  and  your  temperature  increases  tKat 
can  significantly  shorten  the  time  for  coming  into  fuO 
bloom,  say  in  comparison  to  a  March  show  in  the 
northeast  where  house  temperatures  will  not  be  as 
warm  as  in  the  south.  There  are  variables  that  you  have 
to  deal  with  and  they  are  basically  your  environment 
and  the  part  of  the  country  you  live  in.  Many  people 
will  disbud  for  many  months  prior  to  a  show  letting  the 
plant's  growing  strength  go  to  the  foliage  and  then 
allowing  to  bloom,  others  will  disbud  only  a  few  weeks 
before  the  prescribed  6-8  weeks. 

QUESTION:  I  have  heard  so  many  comments  on 
when  to  repot,  can  you  give  me  any  short  and  simple 
rules  to  foUow? 

ANSWER:  Upon  reading  your  question,  a  friend 
commented,  that  there  could  never  be  any  short  and 
simple  ways  to  grow  violets,  obviously  I  have  not  won 
her  over  yet!  There  are  several  rules  of  thumb  that 
should  be  able  to  be  understood  enough  to  stand  out 
and  assist  you  in  a  choice  of  determining  which  you 
want  to  follow.  When  the  roots  are  coming  out  the 
bottom  hofe  in  your  pot,  you  can  be  assured  that  it  is 
root  bound  and  can  be  safely  repotted.  The  generally 
accepted  proportions  have  been  used  as  the  size  of  the 
pot  being  one-third  the  size  of  the  plant.  Usually  you 
can  look  at  a  plant  and  see  that  it  really  overwhelms 
the  size  of  the  pot.  Miniatures  should  be  repotted  at 
least  once  a  year  and  never  placed  in  a  pot  larger  than 
272".  You  must  avoid  overpotting  when  repotting, 
usually  you  should  not  go  up  more  than  one  size  larger. 
Using  clay  or  plastic  is  a  matter  of  choice,  it  should  be 
scrubbed  clean  and  sterilized. 

QUESTION:  What  is  the  best  way  to  clean  up  my 
plastic  pots  for  reuse? 

ANSWER:  All  used  pots  and  labels  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  before  reusing.  They  will  be  much 
easier  to  clean  if  you  have  a  large  tub  or  pail  that  you 
can  to^  them  in  to  sit  until  you  are  ready  to  clean. 
Some  years  ago  I  remember  reading  somewhere  about 
using  a  solution  of  Clorox  and  water  to  soak  them  in 
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until  you  are  ready  to  really  scrub!  The  fertilizer  salts 
will  disappear  and  very  little  elbow  grease  will  be 
needed  to  clean  them  up.  I  occasionally  use  a  Brillo  pad 
if  there  are  traces  of  stubborn  residue.  Then  you  may 
use  one  of  two  methods.  You  may  place  them  back  in 
the  Clorox  and  water  solution  to  soak  for  several  days 
or  you  can  use  your  dishwasher!  The  high  temperature 
cycle  is  an  excellent  method  for  sterilizing  pots.  It  will 
not  melt  your  pots,  your  plastic  pots  are  more  durable 
than  your  Tupperware! 

QUESTION:  I  have  been  rooting  leaves  in  water,  but 
the  plantlets  that  I  get  seem  blanched  out  and  weak. 

ANSWER:  Water  is  a  very  effective  method  of  get¬ 
ting  roots  started  and  especially  to  hold  that  leaf  that 
you  have  brought  home  and  don't  want  to  take  time  to 
pot  up  right  now.  Stronger  plant  roots  and  plantlets  will 
be  obtained  by  using  a  rooting  medium  for  starting  new 
plants.  There  are  many  very  good  commercial  rooting 
media  available  on  the  market  or  you  may  mix  your 
own.  We  could  do  a  whole  column  on  just  rooting 
media!  A  very  simple  media  can  be  just  vermiculite,  I 
personally  have  good  success  with  two  different  recipes, 
one  is  one  part  soil,  one  part  vermiculite,  and  one  part 
sponge  rok;  the  other  is  using  a  media  produced  by  the 
Buell's  Greenhouses.  The  media  must  be  kept  damp  at 
all  times  but  not  soggy.  Bright  light  but  not  direct 
sun  should  be  used  or  your  fluorescent  lights.  Most 
leaves  will  produce  plantlets  in  a  few  weeks,  usually  in 
about  8. 

QUESTION:  While  visiting  a  friend  who  specializes 
in  "other"  g«neriads,  I  admired  several  of  her  hanging 
baskets.  When  I  left  her  home  she  presented  me  with 
many  cuttings  from  these  plants.  Since  I  have  grown 
African  violets  for  many  years,  she  assumed  I  knew 
what  to  do.  Help,  how  do  I  transplant,  grow,  or  what 
do  I  do?  I  have  them  in  water  now. 

ANSWER:  Cutting  of  columneas  are  the  usual  way 
of  expanding  your  collection  or  renewing  an  old  plant. 
If  your  conditions  are  right  for  bloom,  your  bloom  is 
likely  to  occur  on  the  new  growth,  so  trimming  of  older 
plants  is  nec^sary.  When  taking  short  pieces  off  an 
established  plant  you  will  promote  branching  which 
will  make  your  plant  more  symmetrical  and  attractive. 
The  length  of  the  cutting  is  usually  from  2-4  inches.  If 
your  friend  gave  you  longer  pieces,  you  may  have 
yourself  several  starts  for  plants  or  you  may  want  to 
share  them  with  others.  Cuttings  should  be  taken  from 
the  plant  as  close  to  the  leaf  node  as  possible,  include 
several  nodes  for  the  cutting.  Use  a  sharp  instrument 
such  as  a  sharp  knife  or  razor  blade.  Remove  the  lower 
set  of  leaves  so  that  when  you  place  your  cutting  in 
medium  the  leav^  will  not  rot.  The  rooting  medium 
should  be  moist,  you  can  make  a  hole  with  a  label  or  a 
pencil  and  place  the  cutting  in,  firmly  tapping  the  soil 
around  the  cutting.  Keep  them  under  fluorescent  lights. 
In  the  warmer  weather  rooting  should  occur  within  a 


few  weeks,  longer  during  colder  weather.  Generally 
speaking  the  rooting  medium  you  use  for  violets  will 
work  effectively  for  cuttings  or  you  may  wish  to 
place  them  directly  into  a  soilless  growing  medium. 
Good  luck! 

QUESTION:  I  have  recently  purchased  a  beautiful 
plant  with  dark  green  leaves  and  the  back  side  of  the 
leaves  is  red  in  color.  Is  this  a  special  variety  and  should 
I  do  anything  different  to  care  for  this  plant?  I  use 
Peter's  African  Violet  fertilizer  20-20-20  at  the  rate  of  X 
tsp.  per  gallon  and  have  my  plants  under  cool  white 
fluorescent  tubes  on  a  2x4  foot  tray.  The  lights  are  on 
10-12  hours  a  day. 

ANSWER:  The  plants  that  have  darker  leaves  and  in 
particular  the  ones  with  what  we  call  a  red-reverse  leaf 
can  stand  more  light.  They  may  be  placed  at  the  center 
of  your  trays  so  that  they  may  absorb  more  light  and  in 
doing  so  should  retain  their  bright  red  color. 

QUESTION:  I  have  recently  been  the  recipient  of 
an  air  conditioner.  Will  the  use  of  it  do  any  damage  to 
my  plants? 

ANSWER:  I  realize  that  you  will  be  reading  this 
column  near  the  holiday  season,  but  those  of  you  in  the 
"cold"  belt,  remember  we  have  many  members  "way 
down  south"  for  whom  using  an  air  conditioner  may  be 
reality  at  the  time  you  read  this.  Air  conditioners  can  be 
a  real  boon  to  your  plants  if  you  have  excessive  heat 
and  humidity  in  your  climate.  Remember,  even  though 
our  lovely  little  plants  have  come  from  the  so-called 
tropics,  they  really  do  not  like  long  periods  of  exces¬ 
sively  high  humidity.  There  are  two  cautions  to  be 
taken  most  seriously  with  the  use  of  an  air  conditioner. 
First  and  foremost,  be  sure  that  the  cold  air  is  not  blow¬ 
ing  directly  on  your  plants  and  that  the  temperatures 
are  not  too  low,  and  second,  don't  expect  your  plants  to 
continue  on  the  same  regime  of  watering.  Remember, 
with  the  cooler  temperature  and  more  evenly  adjusted 
humidity  environment,  they  will  not  need  as  much 
water,  as  frequently!  It  seems  to  me  that  I  remember 
EUie  Bogin,  our  'mini -mam",  discovering  that  after  Sid 
gave  her  an  air  conditioner  for  her  plant  room,  that  all 
of  a  sudden  she  had  some  cases  of  root  rot! 

POSTSCRIPT:  The  response  to  this  column  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  most  unbelievable.  Please  bear  with  me  as 
the  back  log  of  letters  slowly  but  steadily  gets  answered. 
I  mentioned  in  the  September  issue  that  I  had  received 
over  120  letters  in  March,  since  then  the  count  is  an 
additional  200.  Hopefully  summer  schedule  will  allow 
me  to  get  caught  up  and  hopefully  keep  abreast.  I  am 
pleased  to  see  you  using  the  services  of  this  column  and 
AVSA.  Keep  that  up,  it  is  a  healthy  sign.

In  the  March,  1981  issue  of  the  African  Violet 
Magazine  there  is  an  article  titled  "Indigo  Blues"  by 
Jerry  A.  Barnard,  Orchid  Gardens  of  Boswell  and  Bar¬ 
nard,  Dallas,  TX.  In  the  article  Mr.  Barnard  mentions 
Richter's  'Charm  Song'  as  the  first  good  pale  blue  of  that 
time,  1963  or  thereabouts.  With  the  thought  that  it 
might  be  helpful  to  present  hybridizers  to  know  the 
parentage  of  'Charm  Song',  we  give  a  "family  tree"  of 
this  variety.  We  grew  between  three  to  ten  thousand 
seedlings  a  year,  always  selecting  and  re-selecting  for  the 


better  cultivars.  My  records  for  1954  and  earlier  were 
damaged  by  water,  so  this  is  not  as  complete  as  it  might 
be  for  the  earlier  crosses.  You  will  note  that  this  goes 
back  to  'Blue  Boy'  and  'lonantha'.  'lonantha'  especially 
was  a  good  clear  blue  color,  without  the  purple  cast  of 
many  of  the  blues  of  that  era. 

We  were  still  growing  'Charm  Song'  at  the  time  we 
retired  in  June,  1973,  With  the  experience  of  31  years  of 
hybridizing  and  growing  African  violets,  we  still  con¬ 
sidered  it  the  best  of  its  color  class  at  that  time.

Growing  Miniatures

What  do  you  do  to  grow  such  lovely  minis? 

I've  been  asked  this  question  again  and  again  at 
our  African  violet  shows  when  I've  received  awards 
for  my  plants.  So  I  started  to  evaluate  my  system. 
This  is  what  I  came  up  with. 

I  find  myself  checking  the  miniatures  much  more 
often  for  dryness.  Due  to  the  small  size  of  the  pots, 
they  cannot  store  as  much  water.  They  need  to  be 
watered  as  they  need  it,  which  turns  out  to  be  much 
more  frequently  than  the  standards. 

When  checked  for  dryness,  they  are  also  observed 
for  appearance  of  any  suckers,  which  appear  seem¬ 


ingly  overnight  on  some  varieties.  Then,  according 
to  size  of  the  sucker,  it  is  either  discarded  or  put  into 
a  bed  of  wet  vermiculite  for  sharing  with  friends. 

My  mini  s  are  under  a  fluorescent  light  on  a  stand 
that  was  built  for  seed  starting  and  are  therefore 
closer  to  the  light  source.  I  suggest  for  a  regular  stand 
that  they  be  put  on  up-tumed  pots  to  bring  them  up 
to,  or  possibly  a  little  above,  the  level  of  their  larger 
friends.  And  when  you  are  caring  for  them  keep  in 
mind  how  really  lovely  they  can  be,  and  be  thankful 
they  won't  be  crowding  you  out  of  living  space. 

DO  NOT  over  pot. 
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Biological  Control  of  Insects

Interior  plantscape  companies  have  been  success¬ 
fully  using  predator  mites  over  the  past  few  years  as  a 
means  of  eliminating  or  controlling  the  spread  of 
several  pest  spider  mites  including  Tetranychus  urticae 
(the  two  spotted  spider  mite).  The  predators  are  sup¬ 
plied  in  plastic  vials  SVa  inches  long  and  3/8  inch  in 
diameter.  They  are  applied  to  the  infested  plant  by 
cutting  the  end  off  the  vial  and  resting  it  on  the  portion 
of  the  plant  which  is  severely  infested.  Occasionally 
with  specimen  plants,  application  of  multiple  vials  are 
required.  The  predator  mites  applied  will  consume  a 
large  number  of  pest  mites.  They  overcome  the  pest 
mites  generally  by  piercing  the  body  cavity  of  the  pest 
mites  and  feeding  on  their  body  fluids.  They  control 
the  pest  mites  only  as  quickly  as  they  can  consume  the 
pests  and  reproduce  their  own  eggs.  They  are  not  an 
instant  cure  so  it  is  necessary  to  introduce  them  before 
the  pests  have  caused  irreparable  damage  to  your 
plants.  It  is  often  necessary  to  repeat  applications  at 
weekly  intervals,  two  or  three  times,  in  order  to  bring 
mite  infestation  under  control. 

They  have  found  that  by  minimizing  the  use  of  pes¬ 
ticides,  both  client  and  the  E.P.A.  are  kept  happy. 

The  predator  mites  attack  only  plant  feeding  spider 
mites.  They  do  not  attack  white  flies  or  aphids.  They 
do  not  injure  the  plant  and  will  not  reproduce  once 
they  have  exhausted  the  supply  of  pest  mites.  They  are 
easy  to  differentiate  from  the  pest  mites  in  that  they 
are  approximately  25%  larger.  In  the  application  of 
the  predators,  it  is  important  that  the  plant  has  not 
had  an  application  of  pesticide  for  at  least  two  weeks. 
The  predators  will  die  if  they  contact  pesticide  residue 
from  previous  applications,  including  some  fungicides. 
The  client  can  be  assured  that  the  predators  have  no 
capability  to  move  from  plant  to  plant  and  will  not 
bite  people. 

The  interior  foliage  industry  uses  two  types  of 
predator  mites,  the  Phytoseliulus  persimilis  and  the 
Amblyesius  Calif omicus.  The  former  is  used  in 
greenhouses  or  holding  areas  where  the  infestation  is 
very  heavy.  They  will  not  survive  in  a  non-humid 
environment,  or  if  they  only  have  a  small  amount  of 
food  (pests)  available  to  them.  The  latter  can  with¬ 
stand  a  warmer  and  drier  environment,  therefore,  they 
are  applicable  for  interior  plantscape  maintenance  use. 

The  predators  are  shipped  from  their  development 
houses  twice  weekly  via  standard  United  Parcel  Ser¬ 
vice  delivery.  When  received  they  are  stored  in  a  mini 
refrigerator  at  a  temperature  of  50  degrees.  All 


predators  are  used  by  the  plant  care  personnel  within  3 
days  of  receipt. 

Needless  to  say,  this  form  of  pest  control  can  be 
very  successful  as  well  as  acceptable  to  the  client. 

Another  new  product  being  used  is  Enstar  5E.  It  is  an 
insect  growth  regulator,  a  unique  product  that  is  very 
effective  for  use  in  control  of  aphid,  white  fly,  mealybug 
and  scale.  Kinoprene  is  the  active  ingredient.  It  is  a 
chemical  analog  of  natural  insect  hormones.  It  doesn't 
kill  insects  immediately.  Rather  it  interferes  with  the 
normal  process  of  insect  development. 

Enstar  5E  gradually  reduces  insect  population.  It 
produces  morphogenic,  ovicidal  and  sterilizing  effects 
on  mealy  bug,  aphid,  white  fly,  and  scale.  Enstar  5E 
inhibits  insect  development,  reduces  egg  laying 
capabilities,  kills  eggs  already  laid  and  sterilizes  mature 
white  fly  and  aphid. 

Although  Enstar  5E  is  a  chemical  and  provides  the 
selectivity  of  chemical  treatment,  it  neither  interferes 
with  predators  or  parasites  which  sometimes  provide 
control  without  the  use  of  chemicals,  nor  does  it  affect 
humans  or  animals.  Unlike  conventional  pesticides 
most  of  which  are  nerve  or  stomach  poisons  and  are 
harmful  to  animals,  Enstar  5E  represents  a  new  con¬ 
cept  in  insect  control.  It  specifically  interferes  with 
the  normal  development  process  of  insects. 

Enstar  5E  should  be  used  in  a  regular  spray  pro¬ 
gram,  treating  every  14  days,  using  1/8  teaspoon  per 
quart.  For  soil  mealybug  use  as  a  drench  V4  teaspoon 
per  quart,  submersion  should  continue  until  no  more 
air  bubbles  are  escaping  from  the  fluid  surface.

“Recently  I  came  across  a  useful  purpose  of  a 
discarded  two  (2)  liter  plastic  soda  pop  bottle,  which 
I  would  like  to  share  with  other  AVM  readers. 

“The  bottom  part,  which  is  usually  blkck,  twists 
off.  This  section  already  has  vent  holes.  I  cut  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  bottle  four  to  five  inches  long  and  invert  it 
in  the  separated  portion.  It  makes  a  very  nice  ter¬ 
rarium  for  miniature  African  violets  and  also  a  very 
nice  gift."

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Cultivar  Versus  Variety  —  A  Commentary

The  word  "variety"  has  long  been  used  in  the  horti¬ 
cultural  trade  to  refer  to  the  myriads  of  new  vegetables, 
shrubs  and  flowers  that  are  introduced  to  the  public 
each  year  by  various  hybridizers  and  growers.  In  recent 
years  another  term,  "cultivar",  has  appeared  in  the 
literature  and  there  is  often  confusion  over  the  exact 
meaning  and  usage  of  the  two  terms.  This  article  will 
define  both  terms  and  will  explain  how  they  are  to 
be  used. 

Before  explaining  these  terms,  perhaps  some  back¬ 
ground  on  how  plants  are  named  would  be  helpful.  The 
area  of  botany  that  deals  with  the  naming  and  classifica¬ 
tion  of  plants  is  termed  taxonomy  and  one  who 
specializes  in  this  area  is  a  taxonomist.  Whenever  a  new 
species  of  plant  is  discovered,  a  taxonomist  will  describe 
it  in  Latin  and  give  it  a  name  consisting  of  two  words, 
the  genus  and  the  species.  This  "scientific  name",  or 
binomial  as  it  is  called,  must  be  formulated  according  to 
a  prescribed  set  of  rules  published  in  a  book  called  "The 
International  Code  of  Botanical  Nomenclature" 
(Stafleu,  1978).  (Nomenclature  is  the  area  of  taxonomy 
that  deals  with  the  names  of  plants).  The  rules 
themselves  are  developed  by  botanists  from  all  over  the 
world  who  meet  every  five  years  at  an  International 
Botanical  Congress.  Any  necessary  changes  in  the  rules 
are  made  by  the  Congress,  and  an  updated  Code  is 
published  at  the  conclusion  of  each  Congress. 

One  of  the  rules  followed  in  naming  new  species  of 
plants  is  that  the  binomial  must  be  composed  of  either 
Latin  or  latinized  words.  Latin  is  used  because  it  is  no 
longer  an  active  language  and  it  is  recognized  by  botan¬ 
ists  all  around  the  world,  regardless  of  their  native  lan¬ 
guage.  In  the  case  of  the  African  violet,  the  genus  Saint- 
paulia  is  the  latinized  name  of  the  discoverer,  Baron 
Walter  Von  Saint  Paul.  The  species  name  ionantha,  is  a 
Greek  word  meaning  "with  violet-like  flowers".  Certain 
conventions  are  followed  in  writing  these  words.  The 
genus  name  is  always  capitalized,  whereas  the  species 
name  is  never  capitalized.  (Formerly,  specific  names 
derived  from  proper  names  were  capitalized;  this  is  still 
permissible  but  is  not  recommended).  Both  words  are 
always  placed  in  italics  or  underlined  when  written.  It  is 
also  common  practice  to  place  the  name  of  the  person 
who  created  the  name  after  the  species;  this  helps  one 
who  might  later  wish  to  look  up  the  original  description 
of  the  plant.  Since  the  African  violet  was  originally 
described  by  Herman  Wendland,  the  binomial  is  written 
Saintpaulia  ionantha  Wendland.  It  is  also  the  usual 


practice  to  use  only  the  first  letter  of  the  genus  if  the 

word  is  repeated. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  classifying  plants  is  to  show 
how  they  are  related  to  each  other  botanically.  This  is 
done  by  grouping  them  into  categories  such  as  families, 
genera  and  species.  A  species  is  usually  defined  as  a 
group  of  plants  that  are  so  similar  that  they  cannot  be 
readily  separated  from  one  another.  Related  species  are 
placed  in  the  same  genus,  and  relate  genera  in  the  same 
family.  Thus  all  cultivated  African  violets  are  placed  in 
the  same  species,  ionantha,  and  this  species,  along 
with  about  26  others,  is  placed  in  the  genus  Saint¬ 
paulia.  The  genus  Saintpaulia,  in  turn,  is  placed  in  the 
family  Gesneriaceae,  along  with  a  number  of  other 
genera  such  as  Aeschynanthus  (lipstick  plant),  Episcia 
(flame  violet),  Columnea  (goldfish  plant),  and  Sin- 
ningia  (gloxinia). 

But,  you  might  ask,  if  plants  are  placed  in  the  same 
species  because  they  are  so  similar,  why  are  all  African 
violets  in  the  same  species?  One  can  easOy  tell  a  single 
flower  from  a  double,  a  boy  leaf  from  a  girl  leaf,  and  a 
pink  flower  from  a  blue  or  white  one.  There  is  almost 
infinite  variation  in  all  of  these  characteristics. 

This  brings  us  to  what  criteria  botanists  use  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  plants  are  related.  It  would  be  impractical 
to  define  a  new  species  on  the  basis  of  a  character  that 
varied  easily.  If  one  used  leaf  variegation  as  a  species 
character,  for  example,  what  happens  when  the  plant 
loses  its  variegation  during  hot  summer  weather?  Does 
it  become  another  species?  To  avoid  situations  like  this, 
the  botanist  looks  for  characters  that  rarely  vary, 
regardless  of  the  conditions  that  surround  the  plant. 
Botanists  long  ago  discovered  that  the  structures  that 
vary  the  least  are  those  associated  with  seed  production, 
i.e.,  the  flower.  All  plants  in  the  same  species  will  have 
the  same  basic  internal  flower  structure,  because  it  has 
been  shown  that  this  structure  will  remain  the  same 
regardless  of  changes  in  leaf  shape,  size,  color,  or 
margins  or  of  changes  in  the  color,  number,  and  shape 
of  the  flower  petals.  All  genera  with  a  similar  basic 
flower  structure  are  placed  in  the  same  family,  even 
though  the  plant  may  look  very  different.  This  explains 
why  honey  locust  (a  tree),  wisteria  (a  vine),  and  the 
common  garden  peas  and  beans  are  all  placed  in  the 
same  family,  even  though  they  have  very  different 
shapes  and  sizes;  they  all  have  the  same  kind  of  flower. 

Now,  what  does  all  of  this  have  to  do  with  the  terms 
"variety"  and  "cultivar"?  Because  nature  produces 
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infinite  variations,  botanists  sometimes  discover  a  new 
plant  that  seems  to  belong  to  a  particular  species,  yet 
which  has  certain  differences  that  set  it  apart.  These  dif¬ 
ferences  may  not  be  great  enough  to  make  it  a  new 
species,  yet  the  botanist  wants  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  differs  in  certain  respects  from  most  of  the 
other  plants  in  that  particular  species.  Botanists  resolve 
this  problem  by  making  the  new  plant  a  "variety" 
("varietas"  in  Latin)  of  the  older  species.  As  an  example, 
Burtt  described  and  named  Saintpaulia  orbicularis 
which  has  small  pale  blue  to  lilac  flowers.  Later  he 
discovered  other  plants  that  were  identical  to  S.  orbi¬ 
cularis  except  that  the  flowers  were  always  deep  purple. 
He  did  not  feel  that  this  was  a  great  enough  difference  to 
name  a  new  species,  so  he  named  it  as  a  new  variety, 
purpurea,  as  S.  orbicularis  var.  purpurea  B.  L.  Burtt. 
Since  "variety"  in  the  botanical  sense  is  an  official 
category,  or  taxon,  Burtt  had  to  give  this  plant  a  Latin 
name  and  describe  it  in  Latin.  Taken  in  this  sense, 
"variety"  refers  to  a  naturally  occurring  plant  with  some 
feature  that  does  not  change  readily  and  which 
distinguishes  it  from  other  members  of  a  given  species. 

In  the  horticultural  profession,  however,  "variety" 
refers  to  the  man-made  products  of  hybridizers,  plants 
which  frequently  differ  only  slightly  and  which  may 
vary  themselves  and  which  usually  do  not  occur 
naturally.  As  the  number  of  horticultural  varieties  has 
increased,  considerable  confusion  has  resulted  over  the 
correct  naming  of  these  plants.  To  help  solve  this  prob¬ 
lem,  a  special  commission  was  established  to  write  an 
"International  Code  of  Nomenclature  of  Cultivated 
Plants"  (Gilmour,  1969),  to  govern  the  naming  of  these 
plants.  One  provision  of  the  Code  is  that  the  term 
"variety"  is  recognized  as  an  official  category  in 


botanical  taxonomy  used  to  subdivide  species;  the 
variety  name  must  be  formed  and  described  according 
to  the  rules  in  the  Botanical  Code.  For  the  horticultural 
varieties  created  by  hybridization  or  mutation  the  Con¬ 
gress  proposed  the  term  "cultivar'  (from  cultivated 
variety),  and  the  naming  of  cultivars  is  governed  by  the 
Cultivated  Plant  Code.  The  hybridizer  names  and 
describes  new  cultivars  however  he  or  she  wishes,  but 
the  rules  state  that  no  name  can  be  used  for  more  than 
one  cultivar  within  a  given  species.  Cultivar  names  are 
capitalized  but  they  are  not  italicized.  When  written 
they  are  either  preceeded  by  cv.  or  placed  in  single 
quotes,  as  S.  ionantha  cv.  Serenity,  or  S.  ionantha 
'Serenity'.  If  the  cultivar  name  is  used  alone  in  text  the 
use  of  single  quotes  is  recommended  to  set  it  off. 

To  summarize,  the  term  "variety"  is  restricted  to 
botanical  taxonomy  as  part  of  a  scientific  name  of  a 
plant.  The  term  "cultivar"  is  to  be  used  for  all  man¬ 
made  varieties  that  are  produced  for  the  commercial 
trade.  Technically,  therefore,  our  next  listing  of  new 
African  violet  introductions  (Tretter,  1976)  should  be 
called  the  Master  Cultivar  List,  or  perhaps,  the  Master 
List  of  Cultivars.

A  New  Use  For  Cat  Litter  —  Drying  African  Violets

There  are  many  methods  of  drying  flowers.  The 
most  popular  one  seems  to  be  silica  jel. 

Several  years  ago  while  in  the  mountains  on  vaca¬ 
tion  I  tried  a  method  of  drying  some  blooms  and 
would  like  to  share  it. 

First  take  a  cake  tin  with  a  lid  —  one  like  a  fruit 
cake  comes  in  —  and  place  1"  of  CLAY  cat  litter  in 
the  bottom  of  pan.  Next  take  a  selection  of  different 
violet  blooms  cut  with  only  V4  "  stem  and  place  face 
up  in  the  cat  litter.  Take  more  litter  and  very  care¬ 
fully  cover  the  blooms  about  another  inch.  Don't 
pour  the  litter  all  at  once  because  you  will  crush  the 
blooms.  Make  sure  that  you  get  the  litter  down 
between  the  petals  so  that  the  drying  process  can  take 
place.  Cover  the  cake  tin  and  place  aside  for  4  to  5 


days.  Check  after  3  days  as  some  single  blooms  dry 
rather  fast.  Take  a  spoon  and  carefully  remove  the 
litter  until  you  can  see  the  bloom.  If  they  need  more 
drying  time  replace  the  litter  again  and  leave  until  the 
fifth  day. 

After  reading  your  article  in  January  1981  African 
Violet  Magazine  on  making  paperweights  and  key 
chains  I  tried  the  "cat  litter"  drying  method  on  some 
violets.  It  was  amazing  how  well  the  dark,  purplish 
red  ones  held  their  color.  One  of  the  prettiest  ones 
was  a  blue  with  a  white  edge.  These  blooms  can  be 
used  in  all  types  of  crafts. 

This  is  a  very  economical  and  an  easy  drying 
material  to  obtain.

For  weeks  these  blossoms  will  adorn  the  plants,  pro¬ 
viding  you  with  a  source  of  pride  as  all  your  friends 
proclaim  you  to  be  a  "Master  African  Violet  Grower" 
as  they  admire  your  ability  to  produce  such  outstand¬ 
ing  plants. 

If  one  of  your  friends  were  to  ask  you  what  the 
yellow  "knobbies"  in  the  center  of  the  blossoms  were, 
would  you  know  the  answer?  Or  if  they  wanted  to 
know  what  the  thread-like  appendage  sticking  out 
from  the  center  of  the  blossom  was,  would  you  be  able

to  answer,  "It  is  part  of  the  female  portion  of  the 
flower  known  as  the  style." 

To  maintain  your  image  as  a  "Master  Grower"  of 
African  violets  the  answers  to  these  types  of  questions 
should  be  on  the  tip  of  your  tongue!  Let  us  examine  an 
African  violet  blossom  and  associated  structures  in 
detail  so  that  whenever  you  are  asked  a  question 
about  the  blossoms  you  will  be  able  to  answer  quickly 
and  accurately. 

The  blossoms  of  an  African  violet  plant  develop 
from  the  leaf  axis  (the  point  at  which  the  leaf  is 
attached  to  the  main  stalk  of  the  African  violet  plant). 
In  early  stages  of  growth  a  blossom  and  a  leaf  bud  are 
difficult  to  distinguish;  so  if  you  are  disbudding 
flowers  or  removing  suckers  be  sure  to  wait  until  you 
are  positive  of  the  identification  of  the  developing 
structures.  The  flower  stalk  will  be  curled  up,  and  as  it 
grows  it  unwinds  and  reaches  through  the  rosette  of 
leaves  towards  the  light. 


The  stalk  bearing  the  blossoms  is  called  a  peduncle. 
Anywhere  from  two  to  ten  blossoms  will  be  borne  on 
individual  pedicels  which  arise  from  the  peduncle.

The  unique  blossom  of  the  African  violet  has 
created  a  worldwide  interest  in  this  majestic 
plant.  The  “African  Queen”  displays  a  variety  of 
blossom  colors  that  makes  it  difficult  to  own 
only  one  plant. 

The  blossom  formed  by  five  to  ten  individual  petals 
is  beautiful  and  unique.  Outside  the  African  violet 
family  no  other  plant  species  on  earth  has  a  blossom 
exactly  like  it.  The  petals  are  divided  into  two  separate 
parts  called  lips.  Using  a  single  blossom  as  an  example, 
the  upper  lip  consists  of  two  petals.  The  upper  lip's 
petals  are  smaller;  the  three  petals  of  the  lower  lip  are 
much  larger  and  are  more  readily  identified  because 
they  stand  out  as  individual  petals.  The  upper  lip's 
petals  appear  almost  as  a  single  unit  to  anyone  who  is 
not  familiar  with  the  blossoms  of  an  African  violet. 
The  petals  all  fuse  together  around  the  stamens  and 
pistil,  forming  a  tubular  collar  which  then  extends 
down  to  the  base  of  the  blossom  where  the  petals  are 
attached  to  the  pedicel.  The  flower  petals  (collectively 
called  the  corolla)  come  in  a  variety  of  colors. 

Each  flower  contains  both  male  and  female 
reproductive  organs.  The  bright-yellow  appendages 
seen  in  the  center  of  each  blossom  are  the  male  parts 
called  the  stamens.  Inside  these  structures  is  where  the 
pollen  is  produced.  The  female  part  of  the  flower, 
known  as  the  pistil,  is  located  alongside  the  stamens. 
The  pistil  extends  above  the  stamens  and  looks  like  a 
thread  sticking  up  from  the  center  of  the  blossom. 

To  become  more  familiar  with  the  African  violet 
blossom  remove  one  from  your  plant  and  dissect  it.  To

called  the  pistil,  which  is  composed  of  three 
parts:  the  stigma,  a  style  and  the  ovary. 
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do  this,  fold  all  five  petals  together  so  the  tips  of  each 
are  touching  and  gently  pull  until  they  come  free  as  a 
single  unit.  This  will  leave  the  pistil  exposed  so  you 
can  readily  see  the  various  parts.  The  green  appen¬ 
dages  which  surround  the  pistil  are  the  sepals  (collec¬ 
tively  known  as  the  calyx).  Next,  use  a  sharp  razor 
blade  and  slice  through  the  center  of  the  yellow 
stamens  which  remained  attached  to  the  petals.  Tap 
the  stamens  on  your  thumb,  and  you  will  see  a  small 
cloud  of  dustlike  pollen  escaping. 

If  any  of  this  pollen  were  to  land  on  the  pistil  of 
another  African  violet  flower  fertilization  could  occur, 
and  the  new  seeds  would  begin  to  grow  in  the  ovary  of 
the  pistil.  The  number  of  black  and  brown  seeds  per 
pod  (dried  ovary)  will  vary  from  400  to  600. 

Study  the  illustrations  to  familiarize  yourself  with 
the  various  floral  parts  of  an  African  violet  blossom. 
Part  of  the  fun  of  growing  African  violets  is  having  an 
understanding  of  the  plant  itself  as  well  as  knowing 
the  best  cultural  practices  for  insuring  the  plants 
always  maintain  their  status  as  "African  Queens"  in 
your  home.

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Why  Not  Try  Your  Hand 
at  Cross  Pollinating

The  process  of  sowing  African  violet  seed  need  not 
be  traumatic!  All  one  has  to  keep  in  mind  is  that 
those  dust-like  seeds  are,  in  fact,  undeveloped 
"babies"  which  need  the  same  special  care  as  any 
small  thing:  warmth,  food,  the  proper  environment 
and  a  lot  of  TLC. 

Before  you  actually  sow  the  seed  you  must  decide 
upon  the  type  of  potting  medium  you  will  be  using. 
There  are  many  pros  and  cons  here  in  relation  to 
soilless  or  soil  mixtures.  However,  I  have  found  that 
soilless  mediums  do  not  produce  the  vibrant  green 
leaves  that  soil  does,  even  with  constant  feeding.  The 
basic  mix  could  very  well  be  any  of  the  commercial 
soils  offered  by  greenhouses  of  good  repute,  light¬ 
ened  with  some  added  fine  vermiculite.  This  works 
very  well.  Another  combination  is  a  mixture  con¬ 
sisting  of  1  part  commercial  mix,  1  part  peat  moss, 
and  1  part  fine  vermiculite.  This  also  performs  well 
and  is  readily  accepted  by  seedlings.  Make  very  cer¬ 
tain  that  whatever  soil  is  used,  it  is  thoroughly 
broken  down  into  a  fine,  grainy  texture,  free  of  all 
lumps  and  clods. 

I  like  to  use  small  aluminum  pans  or  tins  for  flats 
instead  of  pots.  They  are  easy  to  punch  drainage 
holes  in  and  are  generally  the  proper  depth  for  seeds 
(about  2  inches  is  good).  Fill  the  pan  with  your  soil, 
after  making  holes  in  the  bottom,  leaving  about  one 
inch  of  space  at  the  top.  Water  well  with  tepid  water 
and  allow  to  completely  drain.  If  possible,  let  the  pan 
stand  for  a  few  hours  so  the  soil  won't  be  sopping.  (If 
you  are  one  who  has  lost  seedlings  to  damping-off 
disease,  or  are  merely  prevention-minded,  use  weak 
chamomile  tea  for  the  initial  watering.) 

After  your  flats  are  ready,  you  can  extract  the  seed 
from  the  ripened  pods.  Get  a  piece  of  white  paper 
and  fold  it  in  half,  making  a  sharp  crease  down  the 
middle.  Open  it  up  and  place  the  pod  on  it.  VERY 
CAREFULLY,  open  up  the  pod  and  shake  out  the 
seeds  (don't  breathe  on  it).  Do  one  pod  at  a  time. 
Gently  shake  the  seeds  into  the  crease  of  the  paper, 
and  then  by  tapping  the  paper,  scatter  them  over  the 
surface  of  your  prepared  medium.  (Don't  plant  more 
than  one  pod  per  flat  or  the  seedlings  will  be  too 
crowded.)  Cover  with  plastic  or  put  the  entire  pan 
into  a  plastic  bag  and  seal  it.  Remember  to  label  the 


pan  with  the  names  of  the  plants  used  to  produce 
your  seed  —  this  is  important.  Who  knows?  You 
may  want  to  register  a  few.  Place  the  flat  in  a  warm 
(80°  is  ideal),  bright  location,  out  of  direct  sun;  4"-6" 
under  artificial  light  is  good.  They  won't  need  any  at¬ 
tention  until  that  first  hint  of  green  is  showing. 

Germination  can  take  anywhere  from  a  few  weeks 
to  a  month  or  two.  BE  PATIENT;  you've  gotten  this 
far,  so  don't  give  up.  When  those  pinpoints  of  green 
do  appear,  prick  the  plastic  covering  a  few  times  with 
a  pin  to  allow  some  fresh  air  to  enter.  When  the 
seedlings  are  V4  "  tall,  they  should  be  removed  from 
the  covering  for  an  hour  or  so  a  day.  As  they  get  big¬ 
ger  they'll  need  more  oxygen  exchange.  By  the  time 
they  are  Vi  "-1"  tall,  remove  the  cover  entirely,  keep¬ 
ing  them  in  a  draft-free  place.  You  will  now  have  to 
keep  a  sharp  eye  on  the  soil  daily,  as  supplemental 
waterings  will  be  needed.  Don't  EVER  allow  the  soil 
to  dry  out  or  irreversible  damage  will  occur  to  the 
tender  roots. 

When  watering  is  needed  there  are  two  good  ways 
to  do  it  without  washing  the  seedlings  away  in  the 
process.  The  first  is  to  bottom  water.  Fill  a  pan  with 
warm  water  (they  are  babies,  remember)  and  a  VERY 
dilute  solution  of  fertilizer  —  fish  emulsion  works 
well.  Make  certain  the  water  comes  up  only  half  way 
on  the  flat,  and  let  the  flat  sit  until  the  top  is  moist. 
The  second  method  is  faster  but  requires  more  cau¬ 
tion.  With  the  same  warm  water-fertilizer  solution, 
use  an  eye-dropper  or  spoon,  and  lightly  water  the 
seedlings.  Make  sure  you  soak  all  the  soil,  down  to 
the  bottom,  and  then  let  drain.  Put  the  flat  back  into 
its  cozy,  warm  location. 

When  the  seedlings  are  about  1"  tall  they  should  be 
transplanted.  (I  know  they're  tiny  but  don't  be  in¬ 
timidated  by  that.)  Using  a  pickle  fork  or  a 
toothpick,  gently  scoop  out  each  plant,  placing  it 
into  another  flat,  along  with  no  more  than  4-6 
others,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  pan.  They  need 
elbow  room.  It's  a  good  idea  to  cover  the  new  flats 
for  a  day  to  lessen  the  shock  of  transplanting. 

The  biggest  decision  you  will  face  will  be  whether 
or  not  to  keep  all  the  babies.  During  transplanting 
you  may  find  some  seedlings  so  hopelessly  entangled 
that  they  are  impossible  to  separate  without  dire  con- 
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sequences.  My  advice  is  to  forget  about  them,  if  you 
can.  If  space  is  a  real  problem,  grit  your  teeth,  pick 
out  the  best  ones,  and  get  rid  of  the  rest  somehow. 
Not  easy,  no,  but  where  are  you  going  to  put  75 
seedlings??! 

As  the  plants  mature  to  3”  across,  they  can  be  easi¬ 
ly  put  into  their  own  pots.  From  that  point  on  they 
will  grow  rapidly,  and  soon  you  will  see  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  those  long-awaited  buds!  You  have  a  right  to 
be  deliriously  happy  on  that  day,  because,  you  see, 
you  HAVE  DONE  IT!

Surplus  Violets 
Go  To  Shut-ins

Last  spring,  we  were  organizing  a  garage  and  plant 
sale  for  our  church  and  one  of  our  small  commercial 
growers  told  us  they  were  making  some  changes  to 
their  set  up  and  would  like  to  give  us  some  small  suc¬ 
culents,  cactus,  etc.,  for  our  sale.  The  wisdom  of 
accepting  that  offer  is  still  in  doubt.  As  you  may  sus¬ 
pect,  we  had  many  left  after  the  sale.  Fortunately,  we 
have  a  large  patio  area,  so  we  cleaned  the  plants  up, 
repotted,  etc.  They  thrived  and  then  came  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  what  to  do  with  them.  This  is  what  we  did: 

In  every  metropolitan  area  there  is  a  Visiting  Nurses 
Association,  under  whose  sponsorship  "Meals  on 
Wheels"  functions.  This  organization  delivers  hot 
meals  daily  to  the  infirm,  blind,  amputees,  bedridden 
—  those  unable  to  prepare  meals  for  themselves  and 
live  alone.  This  is  not  only  in  low  income  areas  but 
wherever  the  service  is  needed.  The  drivers  in  our  area 
are  church  volunteers  who  pick  up  the  meals  from 
10:30  a.m.  to  11:00  a.m.  and  make  deliveries  for  one 
week  of  each  month.  Those  we  deliver  to,  total  12 
people  over  about  a  20-mile  area. 

Last  week  Dorothy  and  I  drove  the  route  one  day 
and  gave  each  person  a  potted  plant  in  a  pot.  The 
'thank  youV  were  few,  but  the  expressions  on  their 
faces  made  us  feel  warm  inside. 

We  will  probably  expand  our  coverage  on  a  local 
level  soon. 

It  seems  to  us  that  many  who  grow  plants  may 
sometimes  have  a  surplus  that  could  be  used  in  such  a 
manner.  With  a  little  thought  and  organization  on  a 
local  level,  many  clubs  could  contribute  some  plants 
to  brighten  someone's  day.  Opportunities  are  many  — 
schools  for  the  handicapped,  nursing  homes,  AARP 
and  their  many  affiliates.

When  "Plants  'n'  Things"  were  exhibited  at  "Gro 
'Ex"  in  Ontario,  Canada  it  was  their  sixth  since  they 
started  in  a  Scarborough,  Ontario  apartment.  Jackie 
Patterson,  a  past  vice-president  and  director  of 
Belleville  Horticultural  Society,  started  with  her 
hobby  collection  of  some  500  African  violets.

If  I  order  a  new  violet  that  is  a  fantasy  or  another 
pattern  that  is  likely  not  to  come  true,  I  order  a  rooted 
clump  and  grow  all  plants  to  blooming  to  select  which 
I  will  keep.  If  a  friend  is  growing  one  I  want  to  grow 
with  exactly  the  same  pattern  I  get  them  to  root  me  a 
sucker.  Suckers  seem  to  come  100%  true.  This  is  true 
of  the  striped  star  patterns  (pinwheels).  I  have  grown 
some  of  these  since  the  early  '60s  and  shared  them  with 
many  by  means  of  suckers.  A  leaf  is  useless.  Granger 
Gardens  are  to  be  congratulated  for  offering  two  of 
these  to  the  public  recently,  grown  by  sucker  propaga¬ 
tion  —  'Valencia'  and  'Desert  Dawn'.  These  two  are 
superstars  judging  from  the  reaction  of  the  public 
when  they  are  shown. 

I  have  been  a  Life  member  of  AVSA  for  nearly  30 
years  and  I've  seen  a  flood  of  varieties  come  and  go. 
So  many  have  been  so  similar  they  are  just  another 
blue,  pink,  or  white,  but  modem  breeding  is  produc¬ 
ing  patterns  and  colors  that  are  very  distinctive.  This 
gives  new  excitement  to  growing  violets  year  after 
year.  I  have  believed  for  a  long  time  the  requirements 
for  registering  a  new  violet  are  very  out  of  date.  If  it 
must  come  tme  from  a  leaf,  this  restricts  the  hybridizer 
to  solid  colors  and  a  few  patterns  which  promotes 
dullness  and  sameness.  I  believe  any  violet  which  can 
be  propagated  true  should  be  able  to  be  registered 
regardless  of  the  means  of  propagation.  Sucker  pro¬ 
pagation  is  sure  so  any  of  these  stunning  new  ones  can 
be  enjoyed  by  everyone.  These  superstars  can  be  in 
anyone's  collection.  Why  trade  brilliance  for  dullness? 

My  collection  is  always  changing  but  always  con¬ 
tains  a  lot  of  sports,  mutations,  or  the  better  varia¬ 
tions  of  variable  varieties  which  I  wouldn't  trade  for 
many  registered  varieties.  A  few  of  my  private 


superstars  include  a  double  pink  with  distinct  blue 
veins  in  the  center  of  each  petal  and  a  double  white 
with  each  petal  rimmed  in  pink  and  purple  fantasy.

When  I  propagate  leaves  I  mark  each  tray  with  the 
color  of  bloom.

I  am  glad  we  are  given  a  chance  to  grow  the  extraor¬ 
dinary!  Do  you  want  to  continue  with  all  blue,  pink  or 
white  violets?  I  certainly  do  not  and  thank  my  "lucky 
stars"  we  have  such  remarkable  people  who  take  the 
time  and  effort  to  produce  such  lovely  things.

Where  did  I  go  wrong?  This  helpless  cry  is  so  familiar 
to  my  ears,  whether  it  be  during  the  humid  hot  summer 
or  the  cold  frigid  winter  weather,  plant  problems  can  be 
of  great  concern.  Many  problems  can  be  avoided  by 
choosing  the  right  growing  location,  the  right  pesticides 
and  fungicides,  learning  to  identify  and  eradicate  pests 
and  following  the  time  honored  rules  of  good  growing. 

Proper  temperature  is  yet  another  matter  that  can  be 
obviously  confusing.  With  the  approach  of  the  cold 
freezing  weather  ahead  it's  time  once  again  to  renew 
your  growing  conditions. 

Have  you  examined  every  possible  aspect  that  can 
help  you  maintain  suitable  growing  temperatures  over 
the  difficult  winter  months? 

Drafts  spell  death  to  tender  young  plants  and  should 
be  avoided.  The  Saintpaulia  is  a  semi-tropical  plant  and 
prefers  temperatures  of  65°  to  70° .  The  ability  to  pro¬ 
vide  suitable  growing  temperatures  with  fuel  saving 
benefits  is  a  real  challenge  to  individual  or  commercial 
grower  alike.  The  cost  of  heating  greenhouse  areas  for 
possibly  9  months  out  of  the  year  here  in  the  north  is 
escalating  with  each  passing  year.  Thus  we  must  employ 
every  possible  help  for  diligent  efficient  energy  use. 
There  are  various  opinions  voiced  by  commercial 
growers.  Some  prefer  using  heavy  plastic  covering  on 
the  glass  to  keep  off  heavy  accumulating  snow  and 
minimize  cold  and  freezing  temperatures.  Others  are  of 
the  opinion  there  is  too  great  a  loss  of  beneficial  light 
and  sun,  two  important  factors  to  consider  in  growing  a 
flowering  crop  like  our  African  violet.  The  odds  are  too 
great  in  sacrificing  them  for  fuel  consumption.  Each 
must  decide  their  best  course  to  follow. 

In  the  home  keep  a  healthy  bouyant  atmosphere 
around  your  growing  plants  for  greater  efficiency.  A 
pebble  filled  tray  or  very  coarse  vermiculite  acts  as  a 
splendid  humidifier  when  placed  under  plants  to  absorb 
the  excess  water.  Or  you  may  wish  to  use  a  tray  or 
growing  bench  and  not  permit  plants  to  be  among 
material  that  can  provide  algae  and  excess  moisture, 
undesirable  in  cold  weather. 

Hardware  cloth  can  be  used.  It  is  a  very  light 
galvanized  wire,  which  comes  in  about  squares.  Cut 


it  several  inches  larger  than  tray  or  bench  so  the  comers 
can  be  notched  and  edges  curved  inward,  thus  making  a 
shelf  for  the  plants  with  a  space  remaining  between 
plants  and  tray  where  warm  water  can  be  placed.  This 
results  in  evaporation  of  the  water  under  the  plants  pro¬ 
ducing  higher  humidity  without  having  plants  get  over¬ 
watered  or  sitting  in  a  cold  damp  atmosphere. 

A  dry  home  winter  atmosphere  and  the  bustle  and 
neglect  of  plants  during  the  holiday  season  can  leave 
plants  dusty  and  lifeless.  You  might  consider  a  warm  or 
tepid  spray  of  water  while  plants  are  out  of  sun  and 
strong  light.  Spraying  with  a  water  temperature  that 
does  not  vary  more  than  10°  from  your  room 
temperature  can  do  wonders  to  revive  their  beauty. 

If  growing  under  natural  light  let  them  dry 
thoroughly  before  placing  in  sun  or  strong  light  which 
can  mar  the  foliage.  Plants  growing  under  artificial  light 
will  not  be  harmed  unless  outside  light  interferes  to 
damage  sensitive  foliage. 

Every  effort  made  to  grow  better  plants  will  reward 
you  with  more  blossom  profusion  and  foliage  of  good 
symmetry  and  robust  magnificent  growth  to  pursue  this 
fascinating  hobby.

With  the  increasing  number  of  hybridizers  and  the 
increased  interest  in  registering  new  varieties,  it  is 
perhaps  time  for  an  up-date  on  how  these  things  are 
done.  This  should  serve  as  a  refresher  for  long-time 
hybridizers  and  a  guideline  for  the  newer  ones. 
Hopefully,  it  will  provide  a  uniform  understanding  of 
what  the  registrar  does,  and  what  is  required  of  you. 
This  should  also  benefit  the  growers  by  helping  them  to 
understand  why  things  are  done  as  they  are. 

When  a  plant  is  registered,  it  is  usually  one  that  has 
been  grown  from  seed,  although  sports  and  mutations 
may  also  be  registered.  The  person  who  produces  the 
seed  is  the  HYBRIDIZER.  The  person,  who  grows  the 
plant  and  then  registers  it  (with  the  permission  of  the 
hybridizer),  is  the  APPLICANT.  Both  hybridizers  and 
growers  may  register  plants.  The  hybridizer's  name  will 
only  appear  in  the  Master  Variety  List.  The  applicant's 
name  will  only  appear  in  the  registration  list. 

When  a  seedling  looks  promising,  and  a  name  has 
been  chosen  for  it,  the  name  may  be  reserved  until  the 
plant  is  ready  to  be  registered.  To  reserve  a  name  all 
that  is  needed,  is  to  send  the  name  of  the  plant  along 
with  $1.00  for  each  name  to  be  reserved.  (The  $1.00  will 
be  applied  to  the  registration  fee  when  the  plant  is 
registered.)  This  reservation  is  good  for  two  years  and 
may  be  renewed  for  another  two  years  if  the  plant  is  not 
ready  to  be  released  at  the  end  of  the  reservation  period. 
A  plant  must  be  taken  through  at  least  three  generations 
and  must  have  come  true  through  all  generations  before 
it  can  be  registered.  It  is  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  be 
able  to  name  and  register  a  plant.  Along  with  this  honor 
comes  some  responsibility. 

AVSA  is  the  authorized  registrant  for  African  violets, 
and  is  governed  by  the  INTERNATIONAL  CODE  OF 
NOMENCLATURE  FOR  CULTIVATED  PLANTS. 
There  are  certain  rules  to  be  followed  when  naming  a 
plant.  AVSA  must  abide  by  these  rules.  Some  of  the 
rules  most  often  questioned  are:  Abbreviations  or  single 
letters  can  not  be  accepted  as  a  name:  ie;  Ms,  St.,  Mt., 
L,  G,  J,  etc.  Variety  names  must  contain  only  one  or 
two  words  and  in  no  case  more  than  three.  Names 
should  be  short  if  at  all  possible.  Those  containing 
excessively  long  words  or  phrases  can  not  be  accepted. 
Applications  will  be  returned  for  correction  before  they 
will  be  registered  if  these  rules  are  not  followed. 


When  filling  out  the  registration  card,  completely  fill 
out  both  sides,  make  sure  the  card  is  printed  or 
typewritten.  In  the  June,  1981  issue  of  the  African  Violet 
Magazine,  is  an  example  of  leaf  and  flower  types.  When 
describing  the  plant  to  be  registered,  use  this  as  a  guide. 
Keep  the  description  as  brief  as  possible.  In  the  past, 
two  cards  per  plant  were  sent.  This  is  no  longer  the 
policy  of  AVSA.  The  cost  of  printing  &  mailing  makes 
it  necessary  to  send  only  one  card  per  plant. 

Plants  are  not  considered  registered  or  eligible  for 
AVSA  awards  until  the  names  are  published  in  the  AV 
Magazine.  Any  name  received  after  November  28  will 
not  be  eligible  for  the  annual  AVSA  convention  award. 

As  in  every  walk  of  life,  mistakes  will  be  made.  Some 
of  these  your  registrar  will  make;  others  will  be  made  by 
the  people  who  handle  the  magazine,  and  the  applicant 
will  also  make  errors.  Be  sure  the  plant  grows  true  to 
description  before  a  registration  card  is  filled  out.  When 
an  error  is  made  (no  matter  whose)  the  person  who 
registered  the  plant  should  write  the  registrar.  It  will  be 
corrected  in  the  following  publication  of  the  AV 
Magazine  under  corrections.  It  is  important  for  this  to 
be  in  writing  from  the  person  who  registered  the  plant. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  to  clear  the  mistake  up  so  that 
it  will  appear  in  the  next  publication  correctly.  Some 
times,  such  matters  take  a  couple  of  tries.  When  a  cor¬ 
rection  appears  in  the  magazine,  growers  should  correct 
their  copy  of  the  MVL  or  the  supplement  the  registra¬ 
tion  appeared  in.  This  is  the  only  way  classification 
committees  can  correctly  operate  at  show  time.  It  saves 
both  you  and  them  a  LOT  of  time  and  trouble. 

Not  all  plants  are  registered.  For  one  reason  or 
another  a  hybridizer  does  not  wish  to  register  a  par¬ 
ticular  variety  but  does  want  to  put  it  on  the  market.  In 
this  case,  the  name  of  the  plant  and  a  description  is  sent 
to  the  registrar  to  be  added  to  the  yearly  supplement. 
Names  to  be  listed  only  can  not  be  reserved.  If  someone 
wants  to  register  a  plant  with  the  same  name  as  one  that 
is  already  listed,  they  will  be  permitted  to  do  so. 
Registered  varieties  will  appear  in  the  MVL  ahead  of 
ones  only  listed.  Once  a  year  in  September  a  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  MVL  is  published.  This  list  contains  all 
registered  and  all  listed  plants  for  the  past  year,  and 
should  be  added  to  the  MVL  #3  to  be  used  as  a  reference 
until  a  new  MVL  is  published. 
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Growers  should  include  the  FULL  name  of  a  plant  on 
their  labels.  There  are  a  number  of  series  plants  which 
necessitates  the  use  of  a  prefix  before  the  plant's 
name.  Always  include  this.  The  use  of  the  complete 
name  will  save  time  and  trouble  at  shows.  If  you  have  a 
complaint  about  the  way  such  plants  are  named,  please 
write  the  hybridizer  or  the  person  who  named  it,  not 
the  registrar.  Series  names  can  not  be  refused.  Hybridiz¬ 
ing,  registering,  and  growing  all  go  hand  in  hand.  If 
everyone  does  their  part  and  does  it  correctly,  there  will 
be  few  problems. 

All  publications  have  deadlines.  Registration  cards, 
reservations,  and  corrections  must  be  received  BEFORE 
these  dates  in  order  to  be  in  the  following  magazine; 
September  28  to  be  published  in  the  January  AVSA  Magazine 
November  28  to  be  published  in  the  March  AVSA  Magazine 
February  28  to  be  published  in  the  June  AVSA  Magazine 
May  28  to  be  published  in  the  September  AVSA  Magazine 
July  28  to  be  published  in  the  November  AVSA  Magazine 
Make  sure  registrations,  reservations  and  corrections 
are  sent  well  in  advance  of  the  deadline.  Late  arrivals 
will  be  held  until  the  next  publication. 

Due  to  the  high  cost  of  postage,  PLEASE  send  a  self 
addressed,  stamped  envelope  when  expecting  a  reply. 
This  helps  defray  the  costs  to  AVSA  and  will  assure  you 
a  rapid  reply.  This  courtesy  is  not  necessary  when 
requesting  Registration  Cards.

Save  Your  Plantlets

This  idea  I  have  may  be  old  hat  for  some  people  but  it 
is  a  new  idea  for  me  and  I  thought  that  someone  would 
like  to  try  the  idea. 

The  number  of  plantlets  that  I  have  been  able  to 
salvage  has  been  amazing. 

When  the  plantlets  were  approximately  the  size  of  a 
nick,  I  would  try  and  separate  the  plantlets.  The  larger 
ones  were  no  problem  as  they  had  sufficient  root  forma- 
tion  to  be  able  to  survive  in  a  soil.  The  smaller  plantlets 
had  practically  no  root  formation  and  the  chance  of  sur¬ 
vival  was  almost  nil. 

I  know  that  leaves  will  root  in  water,  so  why  not  try 
to  root  the  plantlets  in  water?  The  following  is  a  very 
simple  idea  that  I  came  up  with  and  it  works. 

All  that  is  required  is  a  "solo"  four-ounce  cup  which 
is  fitted  into  an  eight  ounce  plastic  "glass".  The  cup  fits 
into  the  top  of  the  "glass"  leaving  plenty  of  room  below 
for  a  very  weak  solution  of  fertilized  water. 

Either  with  scissors  or  an  electric  soldering  iron  cut  a 
round  hole  in  the  bottle  center  of  the  cup  about  one  half 
inch  in  diameter.  It  should  be  just  large  enough  for  the 
stalk  to  fit  through  but  not  large  enough  for  the  leaf 
portion  to  fall  through. 

The  plant  is  put  through  the  hole  in  the  cup  and  the 
cup  placed  in  the  glass.  Now  add  either  plain  water  or 
one  very  weakly  fertilized  to  the  glass  until  it  covers  the 
stalk  but  does  not  touch  the  cup.  If  the  center  leaves  of 
the  plantlet  are  in  the  water,  do  not  worry  as  this  does 
not  seem  to  harm  the  leaves. 

When  the  root  system  has  developed  enough,  all  you 
have  to  do  is  remove  the  plant  very  carefully.  With 
small  scissors  cut  the  hole  a  little  larger  so  the  stalk  can 
be  removed  without  being  tom  or  broken.

First  thing  is  to  have  everything  set  up  right  in  your 
violet  room.  Keep  it  clean  as  best  as  you  can.  Have  an 
air  conditioner,  keep  the  temperature  at  70  degrees  in 
the  day  time,  and  60  degrees  at  night.  Open  windows 
for  ventilation  as  much  as  you  can.  I  heat  my  violet 
room  with  a  small  gas  heater  and  it  works  just  fine, 
in  the  winter.  I  learned  how  to  regulate  it  at  night. 
No  problems  at  all  with  gas,  I  have  heard  some  people 
say  they  could  not  heat  with  gas.  I  also  kept  my 
humidity  fine. 

I  have  several  trays  on  acrylic  blankets.  I  cut  them 
the  size  of  my  pans.  Have  most  all  the  other  violets 
wicked.  Wick  them  with  nylon  fishing  cord  4-ply.  1 
use  4  ply  on  my  large  violets  and  mostly  two-ply  on 
the  rest  of  the  violets.  I  treat  all  my  large  violets  just 
like  1  do  my  small  ones;  all  with  the  same  fertilizer.  I 
also  spray  my  violets  with  hot  water,  which  is  good 
for  humidity. 

With  the  blankets  I  used,  my  small  plants  grew  so 
fast,  I  had  to  repot  some  of  them  in  two  or  three 
months.  But  if  they  had  a  small  root  system  I  put  them 
back  in  the  same  size  of  pot,  but  if  the  root  system  is 
larger,  I  put  a  iVi  in.  plant  into  a  4  in.  pot,  then  I 
wick  it. 

I  have  been  using  a  soilless  mix  and  I  have  only  been 
using  20-20-20  Peters  fertilizer.  I  also  wet  my  soil 
down  with  it.  I  also  try  to  groom  all  my  plants  every 


two  weeks,  I  do  not  have  yellow  leaves  and  necks  in 
my  violet  room. 

I  know  you  will  be  amused  at  this  —  but  it  works!  I 
have  started  using  birth  control  pills  on  some  of  my 
plants,  I  got  some  from  the  drug  store.  I  use  one  pill  to 
a  quart  of  water. 

At  first,  I  put  some  on  two  of  my  violets.  They  have 
never  stopped  blooming  since  June  1980,  and  I  have 
repotted  them  twice. 

I  read  an  article  in  the  local  newspaper  that  a  man 
from  Cypress  Gardens,  FL,  was  using  the  pills  on  lilies 
and  ferns.  Now  I  use  them  on  my  lilies  and  ferns  all 
the  time. 

Now  I  am  going  to  try  some  on  more  of  my  violets.

WHAT  IS  A  CULTIVAR? 

CULTIVAR  is  a  created,  named  horticultural 
variety,  as  distinguished  from  a  natural  variety  of 
a  species,  that  is,  the  ones  that  are  found  to  be  grow¬ 
ing  wild. 

Our  modern  African  violets  should  therefore  be 
known  as  cultivars,  not  species,  which  are  the  wild 
type  from  which  they  originated.

In  an  African  Violet  Show,  the  "other  gesneriads" 
have  a  number  of  uses.  When  entered  as  specimen 
plants  in  the  Gesneriad  Class,  they  are  beautiful,  but 
they  also  serve  in  other  ways. 

In  the  Artistic  Arrangement  and  Artistic  Planting 
Divisions  they  may  be  used  as  a  complement  to 
AVs.  Since  they  should,  in  this  case,  play  second 
fiddle  to  your  violets,  it  would  be  wise  not  to  use 
the  brilliant  red  or  orange  flowers  of  some  genera. 
Even  in  the  dimness  of  the  rain  forest  these  colors 
draw  the  eye.  You  want  your  Saintpaulias  to  be  the 
center  of  attention. 

Episcia  foliage,  especially  the  silvery  green,  the 
deep  green,  and  the  pink,  is  useful  in  arrangements.  I 
would  not  suggest  E.  'Cleopatra'.  The  colors  are  too 
striking.  A  more  subdued  pink,  such  as  'Country 
Sunset'  or  'Flamingo'  would  be  better. 

Two  of  the  Drymonia  species  which  are  vine¬ 
like,  stenophylla  and  serrulata,  have  attractive 
foliage.  D.  stenophylla  has  glossy  green  leaves  with 
red  petioles  but  the  size  may  be  a  bit  too  large  for  an 
AV  arrangement.  Serrulate,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
smaller,  softer,  serrated  leaves  with  a  red  flush  on 
the  back.  The  stems  are  not  as  stiff  as  those 
of  stenophylla. 

Foliage  of  the  caulescent  (stemmed)  Streptocarpus 
may  prove  useful.  The  rather  small  soft  leaves  of  S. 
saxorum  and  the  hybrids,  'Good  Hope',  'Concord 
Blue',  and  'Concord  Midnight'  are  attractive  but  the 
real  beauty,  foliage-wise,  is  S.  holstii.  The  stems  of 
the  species  holstii  are  red-purple  and  are  succulent¬ 
like.  Its  leaves  are  a  brilliant  green  and  the  veins  pat¬ 
tern  the  foliage  beautifully. 

Instead  of  using  non-gesneriad  plants  for  your 
bold  effects,  try  the  leaves  of  the  rosulate  form  of 
Streptocarpus  (the  Nymph  series,  Wiesmoor 
hybrids,  etc.).  If  allowed  to  go  slightly  —  and 
temporarily  —  dry,  the  tips  may  be  rolled  back 
and  taped. 

Most  Aeschynanthus  have  rather  fleshy  leaves 
which  hold  up  well.  One  species  has  a  variegated 
form.  The  Nematanthus  genus  has  small  foliage 
which  is  in  good  proportion  to  violets  and  there  is  a 
variegated  species,  N.  gregarius,  cv.  'Golden  West' 
with  pink,  yellow,  and  green  leaves.  The  plant  is 
very  attractive  and  not  at  all  "loud".  For  a  small 
arrangement,  try  using  Codonanthe  digna  (formerly 
'Frances  Batcheller')  or  the  tiny-leaved  Columnea 


'Tricolor'  ('Maarsen's  Flame')  which  is  another 
gesneriad  with  leaf  variegation. 

In  dish  gardens  and  terrariums,  gesneriads  may 
play  supporting  roles.  Many  of  you,  I  am  sure,  have 
seen  the  mini-Sinningias  used  in  these  Classes.  Most 
of  their  flower  colors  are  muted,  and,  if  placed  with 
discretion,  do  not  detract  from  Saintpaulias  when 
they  are  used  together.  The  little  plants  provide  a 
variation  in  size,  in  both  leaf  and  bloom.  Another 
genus.  Diastema,  works  well,  also,  as  does  Phinaea 
'Tracery',  which  has  silver- veined  leaves  and  white, 
cupped  blooms. 

For  height,  try  Parakohleria  rhodotricha,  which 
has  stems  covered  with  red  hair.  Another  plant 
which  can  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  is  Gesneria 
humilis.  You  probably  know  G.  cuneifolia  and 
'Quebradillas'  which  bloom  practically  non-stop. 
Their  floriferousness  may  be  a  minus  here,  since  the 
flowers  are  an  eye-catching  red  or  orange  and 
yellow.  G.  humilis  has  blossoms  with  less  obtrusive 
color.  They  are  pale  chartreuse-yellow  and  resemble 
small  Episcia  blooms.  This  species  is  more  "picky" 
than  the  other  two  mentioned  and  most  growers  keep 
it  in  a  closed  container.  It  is  an  ideal  plant  for  a 
decorative  terrarium. 

Small  plants  of  Episcia  and  even  Smithiantha  and 
Kohleria  may  be  used  but,  sooner  or  later  they  will 
grow  too  large  and  must  be  removed. 

Ground  covers?  Try  the  above-mentioned 
Codonanthe  digna  and  Columnea  Tricolor'. 
Columnea  dodsonii  could  almost  be  called  a  mini.  I 
saw  it  used  very  effectively  in  a  terrarium  in  the 
display  area  at  Selby  Gardens.  Normortonia  rosea 
grows  as  fast  as  Baby's  Tears.  The  leaves  are  tiny  and 
light  green.  And  if  it  should  bloom  for  you,  you 
should  be  written  up  in  a  botanical  Who's  Who! 

The  plants  I  have  mentioned  are  only  a  few  of  the 
gesneriad  species  and  hybrids  available.  While  they 
are  stars  in  their  own  right,  they  perform  equally  well 
in  supporting  roles  in  the  Design  Division  of  an 
African  violet  Show.

SIMPLE  WATERING 

Watering  can  be  simple.  The  soil  always  should  be 
moist  but  it  should  never  be  watered  when  it  is  soggy. 
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There's  A  String  Attached 
To  Watering  African  Violets

Her  secret  concerns  a  string  or  nylon  cable,  the 
kind  used  for  making  stringers,  or  even  nylon  fishing 
lines. 

No,  it's  not  for  hanging  a  fish  or  catching  a  shad. 
The  cable  lines  are  used  for  watering  her  prize 
African  violets. 

Velma  Jacobs  learned  this  easy  technique  visiting 
flower  shops  in  Denver  about  three  years  ago  while 
vacationing  with  her  husband. 

Nearly  all  600  of  her  colorful  plants  today  are 
thriving  under  lights,  sitting  on  plastic  egg-carton 
grating  material  over  trays  of  fertilized  water.  Each 
pot  has  a  wick  made  of  the  polyester  cable,  one  end 
of  which  dips  into  the  reservoir  of  the  growing 
medium,  thus  watering  the  plants  by  capillary  ac¬ 
tion.  She  has  also  used  fishing  line. 

"I've  always  been  interested  in  African  violets  but 
didn't  have  the  time  because  of  bringing  up  four 
children  in  the  late  '40s.  I  did  become  seriously  in¬ 
terested  in  the  plants  in  1972,  thanks  to  Marion 
McWilliams,  of  Maxalea  Nurseries,  who  is  an  expert 
and  showed  me  a  copy  of  the  AVS  magazine.  Almost 
immediately  I  became  a  member,"  she  recalled. 

Mrs.  Jacobs,  a  native  of  Baltimore  and  a  graduate 
of  Seton  High  School,  lives  on  Overbrook  road  in 
Rodgers  Forge  with  her  husband  of  17  years,  Frank 
A.  Jacobs,  a  piece  goods  controller  for  the  London- 
town  Corp.  Mr.  Jacobs,  who  is  equally  proud  of  his 
cactus  and  bromeliad  collection  on  his  homemade 
turntable,  built  his  wife  a  special  unit  for  her  African 
violets  in  their  basement  using  steel  similar  to  the  old 
erector  sets. 

For  Mother's  Day,  1972  Mrs.  Jacobs  was  given  a 
24-inch  indoor  garden  lighting  unit,  big  enough  for 
growing  a  half-dozen  African  violet  plants.  The 
following  Christmas,  her  husband  gave  her  a  similar 
but  three-tiered  unit  for  growing  more  plants  under 
lights.  A  few  years  later  came  the  basement  master¬ 
piece  and  a  smaller  unit  in  another  room  just  for 
starting  new  plants. 

"I'm  really  proud  of  my  collection,"  said  Mrs. 
Jacobs,  who  loves  to  talk  about  and  share  her  hobby 
with  others. 

Mrs.  Jacobs'  African  violets  begin  with  the  snap¬ 
ping  off  of  a  leaf  or  petiole  from  a  plant,  cutting  the 
stem  at  a  diagonal  with  the  shorter  end  in  front  of  the 
leaf,  then  sticking  the  leaf  cutting  in  a  moist  medium 
of  vermiculite,  perlite  and  charcoal,  the  latter  to  keep

the  stem  from  rotting.  She  doesn't  use  dirt  as  a  pot¬ 
ting  medium. 

Each  pot  has  a  wick  made  of  100  percent  polyester 
cable  which  dangles  from  the  hole  in  the  pot  bottom 
into  a  container  of  water  with  a  weak  fertilizer. 
Plants  are  then  able  to  absorb  water  and  food 
through  capillary  action  as  they  need  it.  She  hand- 
waters  at  the  top  each  plant  periodically  to  leach  out 
any  salts  in  the  pot. 

It  takes  from  five  to  eight  weeks,  depending  on  the 
variety,  to  grow  an  African  violet  plant  from  a  cut¬ 
ting.  Leaves  taken  from  the  middle  row  of  the  plant 
will  develop  roots  quicker  than  leaves  from  the  out¬ 
side,  she  said.  Mrs.  Jacobs  is  careful  where  she  takes 
a  new  leaf  for  fear  of  losing  a  plant's  symmetry. 

Mrs.  Jacobs  feeds  her  African  violets  with  Peters' 
African  Violet  Food  (12-36-14).  For  her  growing  col¬ 
lection  of  variegated  African  violets,  she  used  Peters' 
5-50-17,  which  has  less  nitrogen  to  keep  the  white 
part  white  and  the  plant  from  returning  to  all  green. 

Mrs.  Jacobs,  who  sells  her  plants  to  help  pay  for 
new  plants  and  supplies  she  receives  mostly  by  mail, 
likes  to  experiment.  She  grew  a  "sport"  from  a  Col¬ 
orado  plant  which  was  supposed  to  be  red.  From  two 
cuttings  she  got  a  red  and  white  plant  and  a  pure 
white  plant. 

Mrs.  Jacobs  has  walls  and  drawers  filled  with  rib¬ 
bons.  She  said  judges  look  for  symmetry  in  African 
violets,  at  least  25  blooms  to  a  plant,  perfect  leaves 
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with  no  curls,  ribs  or  tears,  no  suckers  and  a  single 
crown. 

Unlike  other  hobbyists,  Mrs.  Jacobs  washes  the 
leaves  of  her  African  violets  to  keep  them  clean  and 
shiny.  She  uses  warm  water  and  avoids  the  crown  or 
center,  which  could  rot. 

"Humidity  is  most  important,  even  above  light," 
she  said,  adding  that  African  violets  like  misting. 
"They  prefer  indirect,  bright  light  but  no  direct 
sunlight,  especially  if  the  foliage  is  wet,  otherwise  the 
sun  could  blister  and  burn  the  leaves,  a  common 
problem,"  she  said. 

Mrs.  Jacobs  has  been  a  member  of  the  Baltimore 
A  VC  since  1973.

Violets  and  Humidity

Invisible  .  .  .  scentless  .  .  .  yet  crucial  to  the 
health  of  our  violets,  humidity  must  always  be  con¬ 
sidered  when  we  choose  a  location  for  them.  Put 
simply,  the  term  "humidity"  refers  to  the  moisture 
content  in  the  air.  I've  been  told  that  the  average 
houseplant  prefers  a  humidity  of  70-80%  ...  a 
desert  has  a  humidity  of  20-30%  .  .  .  and  the 
average  home  has  a  humidity  of  10-30%.  Not  too 
good  for  violets  —  they  like  their  humidity 
somewhere  between  40-60%. 

If  you've  ever  felt  parched  on  a  winter  day  inside  a 
well-heated  house,  then  you  can  sympathize  with 
your  violets,  which  can  actually  be  harmed  by  overly 
dry  air.  Bud  drop,  brown-margined  leaves,  smaller 
flowers  —  all  of  these  may  stem  from  low  humidity.  I 
often  see  these  problems  on  plants  that  have  been 
brought  directly  from  a  humid  greenhouse  into  a 
home,  much  harm  can  result  from  a  sudden  and  pro¬ 
longed  drop  in  humidity. 

Correcting  a  humidity  problem  isn't  difficult.  One 
simple  way  is  to  arrange  plants  in  a  group  of  3  or  4; 
they'll  raise  their  own  humidity  by  as  much  as  15%. 
Or  you  could  set  out  bowls  or  vases  of  water  (maybe 
containing  rootable  leaves)  among  the  plants. 

A  sure-fire  way  to  correct  air  moisture  is  to  set 
your  violets  in  a  tray  of  gravel,  sand,  peat,  or  ver- 
miculite  and  add  water  to  the  tray  until  it  is  just 
below  the  bottoms  of  the  pots  (letting  the  plants  sit  in 
water  can  encourage  root  rot).  Another  humidifying 
treatment  that  works  but  must  be  performed  care¬ 
fully  is  misting.  Some  growers  will  not  mist  and 
others  do,  but  with  caution;  they  mist  sparingly  in 


the  daytime  to  avoid  botrytis,  which  may  result  from 
wet  foliage  at  night,  and  they  do  not  place  a  newly 
misted  plant  in  direct  sunlight,  which  could  cause 

ring  spot. 

Some  areas  of  the  house,  such  as  the  bathroom  and 
the  shelf  above  a  kitchen  sink,  will  have  more  air 
moisture  than  other  areas.  Avoid  locating  plants  in 
dry  areas,  such  as  windows  near  radiators. 

Humidifying  devices  can  be  purchased,  too  — 
check  with  your  local  garden  center  for  vari¬ 
ous  brands. 

You  might  also  consider  lowering  your  night 
temperature  to  65  degrees  because  as  heat  rises, 
humidity  falls.  (And  heating  bills  rise.) 

In  cases  where  I  really  need  some  humidity  fast  — 
like  upon  receipt  of  a  heavily  budded  plant  from  a 
greenhouse  —  I  set  the  plant  temporarily  under  a 
plastic  tent  or  in  a  terrarium.  I  don't  leave  it  there  for 
long,  though;  overly  high  humidity  can  result  in 
botrytis,  the  scourge  of  violet  lovers. 

If  you  can't  coax  your  violets  into  bloom,  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  humidity  could  be  just  the  impetus  they  need.

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Gardening  In  A  Bottle

The  person,  who  wants  a  living  garden  without  a 
lot  of  extra  attention,  is  the  one  to  go  into  bottle 
gardening.  Under  average  conditions,  the  garden  can 
be  expected  to  give  pleasure  and  very  little  work  for 
from  six  months  to  one  year. 

Start  with  a  clear,  clean,  dry  bottle.  The  clearer  the 
bottle,  the  better  it  will  grow.  Size  of  bottle  is  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  availability  of  space.  Avoid  long¬ 
necked  bottles.  They  are  very  difficult  to  plant.  I 
make  or  improvise  the  tools  I  use.  They  consist  of  a 
funnel  which  is  used  to  fill  boat  gas  tanks  (normally). 
It  has  a  long  neck;  a  ramrod,  used  for  cleaning  a  rifle; 
a  bamboo  stick  with  a  butter  spreader  attached;  a 
tool  called  mechanics  fingers,  available  in  an  auto 
supply  shop;  a  round  curtain  rod  into  which  I  insert 
various  size  brushes;  and  wax  paper,  used  to  insert 
an  African  violet,  in  bloom,  into  the  garden. 

The  funnel  is  used  to  put  the  drainage  material  and 
soil  in  the  bottle.  The  drainage  material  is  bird 
gravel.  It  is  available  at  any  pet  shop.  Do  not  buy  the 
packaged  gravel,  it  is  too  fine  and  very  dusty.  The 
gravel  I  use  is  medium  coarse  and  contains  egg  shells 
and  charcoal. 

Determine  which  side  of  the  bottle  is  to  be  the 
front,  pour  the  gravel  into  the  bottle,  through  the 
funnel,  grading  it  low  in  the  front,  higher  in  the  back. 
The  soil  is  then  placed  in  the  bottle,  again  graded  to 
the  back.  I  combine  2/3  violet  soil  and  1/3  cactus 
soil,  well  mixed.  The  soil  must  be  dry.  The  soil 
should  not  show  more  than  one  inch  in  front,  graded 
to  about  five  inches  in  depth  at  the  back. 

Instead  of  giving  a  list  of  technical  plant  names,  the 
important  thing  to  remember  is  that  all  plants  must 
be  able  to  be  kept  evenly  moist.  They  must  not  need 
sunlight. 

Most  of  the  commercial  sources  give  this  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  plant  markers.  Never  use  any  plant  that 
must  dry  between  waterings.  When  you  are  shopping 
for  plants,  try  to  get  different  type  and  colors  of 
foliage  and  leaf  shapes,  tall  and  short  plants.  Con¬ 
trast  in  plant  color,  texture  and  shape  makes  an 
interesting  garden.  Remove  all  the  soil  from  the 
plants  and  inspect  them  carefully  (no  bugs),  remove 
damaged  leaves  and  trim  the  roots.  I  always  treat  my 
plants  with  an  insecticide,  before  planting. 

Use  the  ramrod  handle  to  dig  a  hole  at  the  back  of 
the  bottle,  for  the  tallest  plants.  Use  the  buttef 
spreader  to  fill  in  the  soil  around  the  roots.  Tamp  the 
soil  and  firm  the  plant  with  the  ramrod  handle. 


Gradually  plant  the  rest  of  the  bottle  (from  back  to 
front).  Keep  the  finer  shallow  rooted  plants  to  the 
front.  All  plants  are  put  through  the  neck  of  the  bot¬ 
tle,  root  first.  The  leaves  will  fold  in  on  themselves. 
Turn  the  bottle  to  assist  in  placing  the  plants  where 
you  want  them  to  be.  You  don't  have  to  complete  the 
bottle  all  at  once.  In  the  beginning,  I  would  advise 
that  you  don't. 

If  you  have  placed  a  plant  in  the  wrong  spot, 
uproot  it  with  the  mechanics  fingers  and  remove, 
root  first,  carefully.  Don't  start  a  garden  until  you 
have  all  of  your  plants.  Make  a  sketch,  leave  a  spot 
in  the  front  for  the  African  violet  and  sininngias. 
When  you  are  ready  to  plant  the  violet,  take  a  piece 
of  wax  paper  and  place  the  violet  that  is  not  in  a 
turgid  condition,  in  it.  I  use  a  mini  or  a  semiminia¬ 
ture.  Carefully,  fold  the  leaves  by  lifting  them  up. 
Wrap  the  wax  paper  around  the  violet,  in  a  cone 
shape.  If  the  plant  is  properly  dry,  the  blooms  and 
buds  will  not  be  injured.  Using  a  twisting  motion, 
gently  insert  the  violet  in  the  neck  of  the  bottle  and 
allow  it  to  fall  into  place.  Try  to  keep  the  wax  paper 
from  falling  in.  If  it  does,  pull  it  out  with  the 
mechanics  fingers.  Don't  use  aluminum  foil  or 
plastic,  in  place  of  the  wax  paper.  Foil  bunches  and 
crumbles  and  plastic  adheres  to  the  glass. 

When  the  garden  is  completed,  place  a  round 
handled  soft  brush  in  the  curtain  rod,  carefully  brush 
off  any  soil  that  may  have  dropped  on  leaves.  Use  a 
small  watering  can  to  water  the  garden  by  placing  the 
tip  of  the  watering  can  against  the  inside  neck  of  the 
bottle.  Turn  the  can  around  the  bottle  so  that  all  soil 
is  washed  down  from  the  sides.  I  use  1/2  to  1  cup  of 
tepid  water.  Don't  overwater.  You  cannot  get  it  out. 

Place  the  garden  in  good  light,  but  no  sun.  Con¬ 
densation  will  form  and  keep  the  garden  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  When  you  no  longer  see  condensation  form¬ 
ing,  rewater  it,  sparingly.  Don't  cork  the  bottle. 

I  remove  the  African  violet  after  about  a  week. 
The  lack  of  sufficient  fresh  air  is  not  ideal  conditions 
for  violets. 

If  some  of  the  plants  grow  too  large,  take  bamboo 
stick,  push  a  cork  onto  the  end  of  it.  Push  a  double- 
edged  razor  into  the  cork.  Use  the  exposed  edge  of 
the  razor,  press  the  leaves  or  growth  you  want  to 
remove  against  the  side  of  the  bottle.  Remove  the 
debris  with  the  mechanics  fingers. 

All  said  and  done,  you  can't  get  six  months  to  a 
year  of  beauty  and  enjoyment  in  a  nicer  way. 
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Here  are  Mrs.  Jessie  Crtsafulii’s  two  S. 
goetzeana  plants,  which  bloomed  in  the  spring  of 
1980  and  did  a  repeat  performance  again  in  the 
spring  of  1981,  just  before  the  AVSA  Show  in  San 
Francisco.  Now  she’s  looking  forward  to  maybe  a 
third  blooming^

prompted  the  plants  to  bloom  the  first  time.  Evidently 
it  worked. 

The  two  plants  are  still  in  the  same  small  pots, 
terribly  underpotted  by  AVSA  standards,  and  I  am 
wondering  if  this  could  have  been  a  major  factor  for  it 
to  bloom.  This  year  I  will  repot  one  of  the  plants  to  the 
proper  size  pot  for  the  size  of  the  plant,  to  see  any  effect 
it  may  have. 

As  a  result  of  my  success  with  SaintpauUa  goetzeana 
blooming,  I  had  started  several  extra  plants  of  this 
species  and  I  plan  to  place  them  in  different  locations 
and  await  and  compare  results. 

Who  knows  if  I  might  be  lucky  enough  to  see  the 
lovely  blossoms  unfold  for  the  third  time???!!!

After  my  two  plants  of  SaintpauUa  goetzeana 
bloomed  in  the  spring  of  1980  ( see  AVM  Sept.  1980,  pg. 
33),  I  thought  that  it  was  wonderful,  but  also  that  it  was 
unlikely  to  occur  again. 

I  was  fortunate  to  have  the  two  plants  bloom  again  in 
the  spring  of  1981.  My  husband  and  I  continued  to  take 
many  pictures  of  the  two  plants  with  its  purple  and  pale 
lOac  blossoms,  in  order  to  have  a  record  of  the 
fascinating  flowers. 

I  was  able  to  bring  one  plant  to  the  national  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  African  Violet  Society  of  Canada,  held  in 
Calgary,  Alberta.  When  1  left  home  with  the  plant  it  had 
approximately  two  dozen  blossoms  on.  It  arrived  in 
Calgary  with  about  one  dozen  blossoms  ( singles  do  not 
travel  too  well! ).  In  the  show  it  was  given  a  blue  ribbon. 

Immediately  following  Calgary  our  destination  was 
the  AVSA  convention  in  San  Francisco.  The  plant  con¬ 
tinued  to  drop  blossoms  and  at  the  time  of  entry  in  San 
Francisco  the  plant  had  only  three  blossoms  left. 
However,  it  was  sufficient  to  earn  a  blue  ribbon,  and  to 
my  surprise,  it  also  received  the  award  for  the  best 
SaintpauUa  species,  given  in  memory  of  Mabel  and 
Glenn  Hudson,  who  had  long  grown  many  lovely 
SaintpauUa  species. 

I  had  been  careful  in  the  intervening  year  to  put  the 
two  plants  in  exactly  the  same  locations  as  the  previous 
year,  striving  to  duplicate  the  conditions  that  had

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LEAF  PROPAGATION 
CONTROLLED  EXPERIMENT

There  seems  to  be  as  many  methods  of  leaf  pro¬ 
pagation  of  African  violets  as  there  are  growers. 
Confusion  is  the  order  of  the  day  when  reading  about 
propagation.  Most  of  the  articles  in  our  magazine  are 
delightful  to  read  but  don't  seem  to  be  scientifically 
controlled  enough  to  be  sure  of  the  results.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  some  articles  deal  with  propagation  using  dif¬ 
ferent  growing  mediums  but  fail  to  use  the  same  leaf 
variety  in  the  different  mediums,  or  the  article 
doesn't  say  whether  all  conditions,  other  than  the 
medium,  were  the  same.  When  testing  for  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  propagation  time  of  certain  growing 
mediums,  all  other  factors,  such  as  light,  humidity, 
watering,  pot  or  container  size,  heat,  leaf  size  and 
variety,  must  be  kept  as  nearly  the  same  as  possible.  I 
think  that  we  are  sometimes  too  lax  in  controlling  the 
experiments  that  we  report. 

The  Experiment:  While  most  of  my  propagation  in 
the  past  has  been  done  using  a  mix  of  Yj  vermiculite 
and  Yj  perlite,  I  wanted  to  experiment  using  other 
propagation  mixtures.  The  mixtures  that  I  chose  to 
use  for  this  test  were: 

( A)  Ya  vermiculite  (not  coarse)  and  %  perlite  (coarse). 

(B)  all  vermiculite  (not  coarse). 

(C)  a  basic  3-2-1  AV  mix  using  Canadian  peat, 
vermiculite,  perlite  with  a  small  amount  of  charcoal 
(about  2  cups  per  10  gal.). 

To  control  for  watering,  which  I  considered  to  be 
the  most  difficult  of  the  environmental  factors  to 
duplicate  in  each  pot,  I  used  a  "Texas  Style"  setup. 
The  setup  is  shown  below. 

'Texas  Style  Pot" 


This  method  would  allow  each  of  the  pots  to  have 
the  same  amount  of  water  available  to  it.  The  water 
used  was  regular  tap  water  and  was  replaced  in  the 
reservoir  only  when  the  top  of  all  cups  became 
almost  dry.  All  pots  used  were  9  oz.  styrofoam  cups. 

In  order  for  the  leaves  to  be  as  nearly  the  same  as 
possible  I  chose  a  middle  row  from  'Parson's  Nadine'. 
All  leaves  were  approximately  the  same  size.  The 
length  of  the  cut  petiole  was  2",  cut  on  approxi¬ 
mately  a  45°  angle  and  dusted  with  Rootone  F  to 
deter  rotting.  Two  leaves  were  inserted  Vj^'  into  each 
cup.  All  leaves  rested  against  the  lips  of  the  cups  so  as 
to  have  the  same  surface  area  of  each  leaf  exposed  to 
the  lights. 

The  heat,  light,  and  humidity  were  fairly  easy  to 
control  because  all  of  the  cups  were  placed  in  the 
same  plastic  shoebox  which  occupied  a  place  near  the 
end  of  a  shelf  which  rested  14"  below  a  2-48"  fluores¬ 
cent  light  fixture  which  housed  one  Gro-Lux  WS  tube 
and  one  Cool  White  bulb  illuminating  the  leaves  for 
12  hours  per  day.  Therefore,  the  environment  was 
virtually  the  same  for  each  leaf.  The  only  apparent 
difference  was  the  growing  medium. 

Conclusion:  The  first  set  of  plantlets  appeared 
after  32  days  in  the  cup  with  the  AV  soil  medium  and 
they  appeared  on  both  of  the  leaves  in  this  cup  at 
about  the  same  time.  The  second  set  of  plantlets 
showed  up  in  the  cup  with  the  vermiculite  and  perlite 
medium  after  40  days.  One  of  the  leaves  in  this  cup 
showed  plantlets  after  43  days.  The  third  cup  of 
plantlets  appeared  after  54  days  in  the  vermiculite 
only  medium.  Here  the  plantlets  appeared  on  both 
leaves  at  about  the  same  time. 

The  only  other  observation  that  I  have  is  that  not 
only  did  the  AV  soil  mix  produce  plantlets  sooner  but 
they  seemed  hardier  (somewhat  wider  leaves)  and 
the  petioles  were  not  as  spindly  as  were  the  plantlets 
in  the  other  two  pots.  The  worst  looking  group  of 
plantlets  came  from  the  vermiculite  only  pot  which 
surprisingly  enough  produced  more  than  did  the 
other  two  pots. 

I  have  not  found  the  same  conclusions  about  pro¬ 
pagation  time  as  described  above  when  doing  experi¬ 
ments  with  these  same  growing  mediums  when  using 
a  top -watering  setup.  More  experiments  are  needed 
in  this  area  so  that  we  may  minimize  the  propagation 
time  of  our  violet  leaves.  I  will  continue  to  report  any 
progress  that  I  have  in  this  direction  and  urge  other 
growers  to  do  the  same.

Thrips  — 

Where  Is  A  Good  Place  To  Start?

I've  had  a  problem  with  thrips  on  my  African  violets 
for  quite  some  time  now.  The  problem  is  compounded 
since  I  have  a  rose  garden  right  outside  the  door  and 
numerous  other  plants  nearby  for  the  little  pests  to 
thrive  on.  The  infestation  is  always  worse  in  summer 
when  doors  and  windows  are  open. 

Since  I  do  not  want  to  use  poisons  in  the  house  any 
more  than  is  ABSOLUTELY  necessary,  my  standard 
treatment  for  thrips  has  consisted  of  fumigation  of 
affected  plants  in  a  box  containing  a  shell  strip  for  8-12 
hours  (overnight)  and  repeated  as  necessary.  This  keeps 
thrips  population  down  somewhat,  but  is  not  too  prac¬ 
tical  when  many  plants  are  involved  as  is  usually  the 
case  when  plants  are  growing  so  close  together. 

Recently  I  began  thinking  about  a  possible  solution. 
The  life  cycle  of  thrips  has  one  stage  (pupal)  that  takes 
place  in  the  soil.  I  feel  that  by  dusting  the  soil  with  a 
comparatively  safe  insecticide  —  such  as  rotenone  or 
pyrethrum  —  the  thrips  would  be  killed  before  it 
emerges  as  an  adult. 

I  bought  a  duster  —  a  not  too  satisfactory  one 
because  it  is  too  large  —  and  dusted  the  soil  with  a  2  % 
rotenone  powder.  Within  two  weeks  I  began  noticing 


the  flowers  were  larger,  with  stamens  intact,  and  lasted 
longer.  There  were  few  or  no  thrips  visible  except  on 
one  plant  (Neptune)  that  has  seemed  especially  attrac¬ 
tive  to  them.  I  had  only  dusted  one  shelf  out  of  five  so 
thought  possible  bugs  immigrated  from  nearby  shelves. 
Later  I  discovered  that  by  accident  'Neptune  was  the 
only  plant  on  the  shelf  not  dusted. 

All  plants  have  now  been  treated  and  am  waiting  for 
a  more  complete  evaluation,  but  I  feel  fairly  certain  that 
by  interrupting  the  thrips'  life  cycle  a  good  summer  con¬ 
trol  and  winter  eradication  may  be  possible.

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Potting  Mixtures,  Watering  Methods 
And  Fertilizers  for  African  Violets

Regardless  of  the  type  of  medium,  method  of  water¬ 
ing  or  application  of  fertilizers,  growing  African 
violets  successfully  should  be  considered  as  a  system 
rather  than  segregated  parts.  The  following  discussion 
will  attempt  to  put  the  relationships  of  these  factors  in 
proper  perspective  with  each  other. 

Soil -Media -Mixtures.  Many  potting  mixtures  used 
in  growing  African  violets  contain  relatively  smaller 
percentages  of  soil  than  they  did  in  the  past.  Materials 
which  used  to  be  considered  "amendments”  are  now 
integral,  and  often  major  parts  of  a  medium.  In  many 
instances  the  plants  are  growing  in  soilless  culture. 
Most  media  used  by  commercial  growers  are  just  that. 

What  should  be  the  marks  of  a  good  medium?  The 
following  factors  are  good  indicators: 

1.  Be  well  aerated  (Porous). 

2.  Hold  a  reasonable  amount  of  water. 

3.  Hold  a  reasonable  amount  of  nutrients 

(Fertilizers). 

4.  Be  disease-free. 

Should  you  buy  a  prepared  potting  mix  or  should 
you  develop  your  own?  The  answer  to  this  depends 
upon  the  number  of  plants  to  be  grown  and  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  the  grower.  If  a  prepared  mix  is  used  it  is 
always  a  good  idea  to  check  the  label  and  determine 
what  fertilizer  materials,  if  any,  have  been  incor¬ 
porated  before  using.  Phosphorus,  for  example,  might 
be  difficult  to  disperse  through  the  medium  by  merely 
applying  it  to  the  surface  and  watering  in;  therefore,  it 
is  best  to  incorporate  some  form  of  this  element  prior 
to  planting. 

The  quality  of  soils,  peat  and  many  other  constit¬ 
uents  of  a  potting  mix  vary  greatly.  A  loam  soil  can 
contain  much  clay  which  results  in  high  nutrient  and 
water  holding  capacity.  Sandy  loam  soils  would  have 
less  potential  for  both  of  these  qualities  while  values  in 
sand  would  be  extremely  low  by  comparison.  The 
coarseness  of  grind  and  the  origin  of  peat  moss 
influences  the  effective  aeration  it  can  supply  the  pot¬ 
ting  mix.  Many  authorities  recommend  leaf  mold  as  a 
component  of  a  good  African  violet  potting  soil.  If 
composted  by  the  user  it  is  safe  enough  but  if  the 
original  leaves  were  gathered  as  sweepings  from  city 
streets  there  is  always  a  possibility  of  oil  or  grease  con¬ 
tamination  along  with  other  impurities  which  could 
make  the  material  less  than  desirable. 


Redwood  sawdust  or  finely  ground  bark  have  been 
used  successfully  by  many  growers  although  care  must 
be  exercised  in  the  use  of  sawdust  since  it  can  contain 
copious  amounts  of  available  manganese  unless  com¬ 
posted  thoroughly  before  use.  The  origin  of  the  red¬ 
wood  stand  influences  the  manganese  content.  Man¬ 
ganese  in  itself  is  essential  for  plant  growth  but 
in  excess  quantities  it  causes  plant  damage.  On 
the  other  hand,  fir  bark  and  sawdust  are  relatively 
safe  materials. 

Let's  examine  the  materials  most  often  used  by 
growers,  both  professional  and  amateur,  in  potting 
mixes  for  African  violets  on  the  basis  of  their  nutrient 
holding  ability  (Cation  Exchange  Capacity)  and  water 
holding  characteristics.

When  developing  a  potting  blend  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  ability  of  the  components  to  hold 
nutrients  or  water  is  not  additive;  that  is,  two 
materials  having  low  values  do  not,  when  mixed 
together,  produce  a  potting  medium  having  double  the 
value  of  either  component  by  itself.  Contrary  to  old 
wives'  tales  adding  sand  to  a  clay  soil  does  not 
"lighten"  it,  whatever  that  means.  Often  sand  added  to 
a  fine  textured  soil  produces  a  heavy,  poorly  aerated 
mixture  with  more  attributes  for  being  a  good  concrete 
than  a  growing  medium.  Sand  by  itself  which  contains 
15%  or  more  of  silt  and  clay  has  a  tendency  to  "set  up" 
and  be  poorly  aerated. 

Trying  to  recommend  one  sure-fire  potting  mix 
which  would  suit  all  growers  would  be  futile.  It  is  suf-

ficient  to  point  out  that  by  knowing  what  materials 
and  what  proportions  thereof  constitute  a  potting 
medium,  watering  and  fertilization  practices  necessary 
for  producing  excellent  African  violets  can  be  pre¬ 
dicted  with  reasonable  certainty.  Mixtures  containing 
relatively  large  percentages  of  materials  having  low 
water  holding  capacities  will  require  frequent  watering 
since  the  mixture  has  droughty  characteristics  and 
should  be  recognized  as  such.  Likewise,  mixtures  of 
materials  having  low  nutrient  holding  capacities  will 
also  need  more  frequent  fertilizer  applications. 

If  an  "artificial”  mix  is  used,  generally  the  com¬ 
ponents  such  as  peat,  perlite,  vermiculite  and  others 
are  disease-free  and  the  mixture  will  not  need  steriliza¬ 
tion.  Those  containing  soil,  leaf  mold  and  the  like 
might  contain  a  variety  of  pests  and  diseases.  They 
usually  require  some  sort  of  sterilization  as  a  protec¬ 
tive  measure  against  infecting  the  new  transplants. 
The  most  common  sterilization  procedure  is  to 
thoroughly  mix  the  ingredients,  wet  them  to  potting 
consistency.  The  mixture  is  then  placed  in  an  open  pan 
in  an  oven  where  the  temperature  of  the  mix  is  raised 
to  160° F  for  30  minutes.  This  is  sufficient  to  eliminate 
practically  all  plant  pests  and  diseases.  Unfortunately, 
some  soils  emit  strong  and  unpleasant  odors  on 
heating;  therefore,  it  is  best  to  carry  on  the  sterilization 
process  in  as  well  ventilated  surroundings  as  possible. 

For  growers  propagating  their  own  plants,  selection 
of  a  potting  mixture  is  unlimited;  however,  plants  pur¬ 
chased  from  a  nursery  or  garden  center  might  be 
another  matter.  When  need  for  repotting  arises  the 
grower's  preferred  potting  mix  might  be,  and  often  is, 
vastly  different  from  the  original  nursery  medium.  To 
avoid  problems,  a  repotting  mixture  of  1  part 
sphagnum  peat  moss,  1  part  perlite  (sponge  rock)  and 
1  part  vermiculite  usually  provides  a  safe  alternative. 

Watering.  Hand  watering  using  a  long  spout  water¬ 
ing  device  is  probably  the  most  common  method. 
When  overhead  watering  it  is  imperative  that  the 
water  temperature  be  that  of  room  temperature  or 
above.  A  water  temperature  of  up  to  95° F  is  still  safe. 
As  any  experienced  African  violet  grower  knows,  cold 
water  applied  to  the  leaves  can  result  in  bleached  white 
configurations  on  them.  Often  this  is  mistaken  for  a 
viral  condition  at  first  glance.  To  avoid  accumula¬ 
tion  of  salts  contained  in  the  water  supply  or  ferti¬ 
lizers  applied,  sufficient  amounts  of  water  should 
be  applied  at  the  time  of  each  watering  to  produce 
some  leachate.  If  sufficient  water  is  applied  to  result 
in  runoff  of  10-15%  of  the  total  volume  used  to 
saturate  the  medium,  danger  from  salt  accumulation  is 
usually  avoided.  Where  no  runoff  is  induced  a 
thorough  leaching  once  a  month  is  necessary  to  avoid 
stunting  or  other  symptoms  of  poor  plant  growth 
from  developing. 


Wick  watering  has  gained  popularity  over  the 
years.  This  system  merely  introduces  water  to  the  base 
of  the  potting  mixture  at  the  bottom  of  the  pot 
through  capillary  movement  of  water  along  a  wicking 
material  suspended  into  a  water  or  nutrient  solution 
below.  The  following  items  should  be  considered. 

1.  Prepared  wick  materials  work  best  but  heavy 
cord,  small  rope  and  even  nylon  stocking  strips  have 
been  used  to  conduct  the  liquid. 

2.  The  wick  should  be  unbraided  for  a  few  inches 
and  the  individual  strands  spread  out  like  the  spokes 
of  a  wheel  on  the  bottom  of  the  pot. 

3.  As  a  precaution,  presoak  the  wick  in  water  or 
nutrient  solution  prior  to  installing. 

4.  After  potting,  water  thoroughly  so  that  the 
medium  is  saturated  and  some  runoff  has  occurred. 
This  establishes  a  good  water  column  from  the  top  of 
the  medium  to  the  reservoir.  Actual  water  movement 
in  the  medium  will  depend  upon  particle  size  to  a 
great  degree. 

5.  Place  the  free  wick  end  in  the  reservoir  and  sus¬ 
pend  the  potted  plant  above  it. 

6.  Since  salts  dissolved  in  water  travel  upward  with 
the  water  movement  there  eventually  occurs  an  accu¬ 
mulation  of  salts  in  the  upper  layer  of  the  medium.  A 
thorough  leaching  is  needed  once  a  month  to  drive  out 
the  excess  salts  and  prevent  plant  damage. 

Mat  watering  systems.  There  are  several  materials 
available  to  the  commercial  grower  which  act  as  con¬ 
ductors  of  water  and  nutrient  solutions  to  the  bases  of 
the  pots.  These  are  generally  supplied  with  a  liquid 
phase  through  ooze  tube  watering  systems.  For  the 
amateur  a  level  platform  with  slightly  raised  edges  can 
provide  a  site  for  mat  watering  provided  it  is  perfectly 
level.  Thin  1"  x  2"  strips  nailed  to  all  edges  provide  a 
raised  barrier  for  the  prevention  of  liquid  runoff  when 
water  is  applied  to  the  mat.  A  water-proof  sheet  such 
as  polyethylene  is  laid  over  the  entire  platform  or 
bench.  On  top  of  the  polyethylene,  a  sheet  of  mat 
material  is  laid  which  acts  as  a  conductor  of  water  or 
nutrient  solution.  Fiberglass  insulation  sheets  to  1" 
thick  work  reasonably  well  in  this  respect.  When 
water  or  nutrient  solutions  are  applied  in  quantities 
sufficient  to  soak  the  fiberglass  or  mat  layer,  liquid  is 
prevented  from  escaping  by  the  elevated  edges  of  the 
platform.  When  the  pots  are  set  firmly  on  the  mat 
material,  they  should  be  watered  thoroughly  to 
establish  a  continuous  water  column  between  medium 
and  mat.  Where  mat  material  is  not  available  a  sand 
layer  can  be  substituted.  One  disadvantage  of  the  mat 
watering  system  is  the  algae  growth  which  occurs  on 
the  mat  or  sand  surface.  Mats  are  harder  to  keep  free 
of  algae  growth  but  the  surface  of  the  sand  can  be 
disturbed  through  scraping  which  eliminates  algae 
problems  in  a  hurry. 

Special  hydroponic  pots  have  been  developed  in 
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which  the  plants  are  grown  in  synthetic  media  con¬ 
tained  in  a  slotted  inner  pot.  The  nutrient  solution  is 
held  in  an  outer  or  surrounding  reservoir  at  a  pre¬ 
scribed  level  so  as  to  maintain  a  constant  source  of 
water  and  nutrients  for  the  plants  at  all  times.  To 
maintain  the  proper  liquid  level  a  special  float 
indicator  is  located  in  a  tube  inserted  into  the  reser¬ 
voir.  The  level  of  the  liquid  can  be  observed  at  all 
times  and  additions  made  as  needed.  This  system  is 
popular  with  amateurs  in  West  Germany  where  it  is 
referred  to  as  "Hydroculture".  Other  systems  are 
available  with  ceramic  inner  pots  instead  of  slotted 
ones  but  the  watering  principle  is  the  same. 

FertUization.  There  are  literally  dozens  of  fertilizers 
available  to  plant  growers  each  one  of  which  states 
certain  claims  to  fame  on  the  label.  If  the  African 
violet  grower  understands  what  the  contents  are  and 
what  concentration  is  needed  to  produce  good  growth 
there  is  no  problem.  However,  unless  the  label  is  read 
thoroughly  and  understood,  the  amounts  used  can  be 
disastrously  too  high  or  too  low.  For  most  practical 
purposes,  the  element  usually  incorporated  in  the 
potting  medium  at  the  time  of  mixing  is  phosphorus. 
This  element  doesn't  move  through  the  soil  or  media 
readily  and  most  plantpersons  feel  good  distribution  at 
the  time  of  medium  preparation  is  an  added  insurance 
policy  in  the  prevention  of  any  future  deficiency. 
Calcium  in  the  form  of  Gypsum  (Calcium  Sulfate)  or 
Lime  (Calcium  Carbonate)  can  also  be  added  at  the 
time  of  mixing.  If  a  commercial  potting  mix  is  pur¬ 
chased,  read  the  label  to  determine  what  nutrients,  if 
any,  it  contains.  This  can  be  a  guide  as  to  future  fer¬ 
tilizer  needs.  If  the  potting  medium  is  to  be  prepared 
from  "scratch",  then  the  following  materials  might  be 
used  in  the  suggested  quantities.

Unless  accurate  scales  are  available  it  is  best  to  pro¬ 
vide  other  plant  nutrients  after  potting  in  the  liquid  or 
controlled  release  fertilizer  forms. 

Since  the  foliage  on  mature  plants  usually  covers  the 
medium  surface,  dry  fertilizers  applied  to  the  top  of 
the  pot  can  cause  damage  to  the  petioles  or  leaves.  A 
soluble  dry  fertilizer  dissolved  in  water  and  applied  as 
a  liquid  feed  circumvents  the  problem  nicely.  With  the 
large  number  of  fertilizer  formulations  available,  it  is 
best  to  select  one  or  two  and  test  the  suitability  of  label 
recommendations  for  the  media  being  used.  Granted 


this  is  a  broad  order  but  due  to  the  vast  multiples  of 
combinations,  possible  specific  suggestions  are  of 
relatively  little  value.  A  general  rule  of  thumb  for 
feeding  levels  of  liquid  fertilizers  is  approximately  1(X) 
parts  per  million  of  nitrogen  (N)  and  75  parts  per 
million  of  potassium  (K). 

Controlled  release  fertilizers  work  well  for  young 
plants  and  plants  which  are  hand  watered  overhead. 
Easy  access  for  spreading  the  controlled  release  prills  is 
a  necessity  to  prevent  too  high  a  fertilizer  concentra¬ 
tion  from  reaching  the  roots  below  in  a  localized  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  pot.  An  even  surface  on  the  potting 
medium  also  prevents  fertilizer  concentrations,  if  they 
are  evenly  applied. 

If  all  the  previously  mentioned  recommendations 
are  followed  and  pitfalls  avoided,  well-grown  African 
violet  plants  should  be  the  result.  However,  there  is  no 
pushbutton  or  cookbook  method  for  growing  plants 
—  any  plants.  Growing  plants  at  their  greatest  poten¬ 
tial  still  remains  an  art  as  well  as  a  science.

Warning  About 
Vermiculite 

Violet  growers  who  use  vermiculite  for  starting 
seeds  and  leaves  take  care  that  the  vermiculite  is 
domestic,  not  African.  Jay  S.  Koths,  extension 
floriculturist  at  the  University  of  Connecticut,  warns 
that  African  vermiculite  is  very  high  in  magnesium, 
which  results  in  calcium  deficiency. 

"Also,”  he  added,  "its  pH  may  be  as  high  as  10 
—  this  is  neutralized  when  the  vermiculite  is  mixed 
with  soil  or  sphagnum  peat,  but  causes  a  problem 
when  the  vermiculite  is  used  alone."

1982  Syracuse  Convention 


For  400  years,  the  territory  of  the  Greater  Syracuse 
area  has  been  the  focal  point  for  activity  in  New  York 
State  and  the  American /Canadian  Northeast. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Chief  Hiawatha,  the  Iroquois 
Confederacy  became  recognized  as  the  most  sophis¬ 
ticated  political  and  administrative  organization  in 
American  Indian  culture. 

While  the  Indian  territorial  control  grew  in  the  early 
1600's,  the  natural  water  and  land  access  routes  brought 
the  first  white  men,  led  by  French  explorer  Samuel  de 
Champlain,  to  Central  New  York  in  1616.

Centrally  located  at  the  transportation  hub  of  New 
York  State,  Syracuse  became  easily  accessible  to  the 
East  and  West  with  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal  in  the 
1820's.  The  pavement  of  Erie  Boulevard  follows  the 
route  of  the  old  canal.  In  downtown  Syracuse  today, 
the  Weighlock  Building,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
country  and  one  of  two  in  the  world,  serves  as  a 
museum  of  canal  history.  We  have  included  this  in  our 
city  tour  for  you. 

Syracuse's  two  interstate  highways,  an  international 
airport,  water  links  to  the  Great  Lakes  and  Atlantic 
Ocean,  rail  freight  yards,  and  bus  service  give  Syracuse 
one  of  the  country's  finest  transportation  networks. 

The  Syracuse  area  is  New  York  State's  third  largest 
manufacturing  center.  Known  originally  as  the  candle 
capital  of  the  United  States  and  for  its  vitrified  china 
products  —  both  thriving  today,  Syracuse  is  the  home 
of  industry  diversified  between  heavy  manufacturing 
and  consumer  products. 

General  Electric  Co.  is  the  largest  industrial  employer 
in  the  area  specializing  in  heavy  military.  Crouse-Hinds 
Co.  which  began  in  Syracuse  and  has  an  annual  sales  of 
a  quarter-billion  dollars,  is  the  maker  of  airport  lighting 
and  traffic  lighting.  Carrier  Corporation  has  its  world 
headquarters  here.  Also  prominent  are  R.  E.  Dietz  Co., 
New  York  State's  oldest  family  owned  industry  and 
makers  of  specialized  lighting  for  cars,  trucks,  etc.,  and 
the  Joseph  J.  Pietrafesa  Co.,  Inc.,  manufacturer  of 
menswear.  Bristol  Laboratories,  Allied  Chemical,  Cru¬ 


cible  Steel,  General  Motors  and  Chrysler  Corporation's 
New  Process  Gear  Plant.  Newly  added  to  the  commu¬ 
nity  is  Anheuser-Busch,  Inc.  and  Miller  Brewing  Co. 

About  40  percent  of  the  acreage  in  Onondaga 
County  is  farmland  while  in  adjacent  counties  farmers 
and  dairymen  use  a  larger  percentage  of  the  land. 
It  is  the  national  headquarters  of  Agway,  the 
major  Northeastern  farm  cooperative  and  of  leading 
dairy  cooperatives. 

Accessibility  and  central  location  make  Syracuse  a 
natural  center  for  regional  and  national  convention 
activity.  It  is  predicted  that  during  the  decade  of  the 
80's,  Syracuse  will  host  over  200  conventions  per  year.

Fill  a  two  gallon  container  with  water  at  120  degrees. 
Make  sure  your  water  stays  at  this  temperature.  Add 
enough  Palmolive  dish  detergent,  as  for  dishes,  then 
add  3  tablespoons  of  Clorox.  Take  your  plant  and 
submerge  it,  pot  and  all  in  the  mixture  and  hold  there 
while  you  count  1,  2,  3,  4.  I  go  to  about  10,  then  rinse 
them  with  warm  water  and  let  it  run  through  the  pot. 
This  does  not  hurt  your  violets  but  will  wilt  the  open 
blooms  but  not  the  buds.  I  do  this  every  time  I  clean  a 
shelf  or  my  violet  trays.  I  do  all  the  violets,  then  clean 
the  tray  and  shelf  with  the  same  kind  of  water  mixture. 

I  have  killed  and  hurt  plants  with  insecticides,  but 
never  with  this.  I  have  plants  blooming  now  that  I  have 
had  for  years  and  had  never  seen  them  bloom.  Be  sure 
you  let  your  plant  drain.

Suggests  Means  Of  Saving  Time

Here's  just  a  suggestion  to  our  African  violet 
and  gesneriad  growing  friends.  It  saves  lots  of  time 
and  handling. 

We  wick  the  majority  of  our  plants  and  have  them 
on  egg  crates  with  plastic  over  trays.  All  the  trays  are 
approximately  12"x23".  To  support  the  plastic  egg 
crate  I  use  1/8  aluminum  wire  ( available  in  hardware 
stores  as  clothes  line  wire).  I  drilled  holes  under  the 
flange  or  tip  of  the  tray  on  each  side,  approximately 
2y2"  from  each  end.  The  wire  was  cut  to  the  inside 
dimension  of  the  tray  plus  one  inch.  This  wire  is  then 
put  through  the  holes  and  one-half  inch  is  bent  down 
to  keep  the  wire  in  position.  The  plastic  grid  is  cut  to 
the  inside  dimension  of  the  tray  with  one  corner  cut 
off  to  facilitate  watering. 


The  big  plus  for  us,  however,  is  the  use  of  pro¬ 
pagating  or  trays  for  cuttings.  We  have  trays  with 
drainage  holes  about  the  same  size  as  the  water  trap. 
We  cut  six  wicks  about  one  foot  long.  We  place  two  in 
the  center  and  two  at  each  end  which  we  cover  with 
our  rooting  medium.  We  set  the  tray  directly  on  the 
wire  supports  with  the  six  wicks  in  the  water.  As  we 
use  lights  on  all  our  shelves,  the  whole  container  can 
be  put  on  the  shelf. 

We  use  this  for  violet  leaves,  gesneriad  cuttings,  and 
it  is  great  for  long  "strip"  leaves.  Also,  as  we  grow 
other  things,  it  is  nice  for  begonia  cuttings,  geraniums 
and  even  seed.

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OUR  1ST  VIOLET  PARTY

A  gasp  of  surprise  could  be  heard  from  the  two 
judges  to  enter  the  show  room  ahead  of  the  others. 
As  show  chairman  for  Central  jersey  AVS's  first 
show,  I  had  never  expected  such  a  reaction.  What  did 
it  mean?  Months  of  preparation  had  gone  into  this 
moment.  None  of  us  had  considered  a  wide  eyed  "oh, 
my"  from  one  of  the  judges. 

Another  judge  joined  us  in  the  show  room.  Then, 
the  rest.  Sentiments  gushed  out.  "We  didn't  expect 
this",  "The  most  beautiful  show  I've  ever  seen",  "So 
many  entries",  "The  staging  is  gorgeous",  "I've  been 
judging  a  long  time,  but  I  don't  recall  a  more  impres¬ 
sive  show".  At  that  moment  all  the  frustrations  and 
hard  work  of  the  past  year  seemed  worth  it. 

First  shows  are  not  new  in  the  violet  world.  Sooner 
or  later  almost  every  club  decides  to  put  on  an  exhi¬ 
bition  for  the  public.  In  1976,  as  the  New  Jersey  show 
season  was  coming  to  a  close,  our  club  of  18  members 
decided  that  1980  would  be  our  turn.  I  was  elected 
show  chairman.  Being  an  African  violet  judge,  I  had 
shown  before.  Only  two  other  members  of  our  club 
could  claim  this  last  fact;  therefore,  we  were  a  club  of 
novices.  But  each  novice  member  was  eager  to  learn. 

Rather  than  put  on  a  mini  exhibition  as  many 
young  clubs  do,  we  decided  to  go  the  whole  way  and 
start  with  an  AVSA  judged  African  Violet  Standard 
Show.  Most  of  the  chairmen  of  the  various  commit¬ 
tees  volunteered  based  on  the  jobs  they  felt  they 
could  do  best.  I  suggested  a  theme  of  "Our  First 
Violet  Party"  since  a  show  is  indeed  a  party  for  both 
club  members  and  public  alike. 

The  show  committee  met  bimonthly  and  at  times 
even  monthly  to  discuss  each  aspect  of  our  first 
show.  It  was  undoubtedly  a  learning  experience  for 
everyone  involved.  Although  I  am  in  my  twenties, 
I  am  sure  I  have  developed  a  few  grey  hairs  during 
the  past  year.  Besides  my  position  as  chairman,  I 
had  also  volunteered  to  do  the  staging  and  the  court 
of  honor.  Shows  do  not  just  happen.  They  require 
a  great  deal  of  thought,  planning,  hard  work,  and, 
yes,  a  little  love.  The  show  chairman  gets  the  major¬ 
ity  of  the  grey  hairs  by  worrying  if  things  will 
all  go  right;  however,  everyone  in  the  club  shares 
the  responsibilities. 

Every  member,  except  for  two  who  were  ill  the 
show  weekend,  entered  both  plants  in  the  hor¬ 
ticulture  division  and  at  least  one  entry  in  the  design 
division.  I  managed  78  violets  while  another  member 
entered  about  35.  Our  show  turned  out  to  have  more 
horticulture  entries  than  most  other  clubs  in  New 
Jersey  that  spring.  We  were  all  particularly  proud  of

this  since  we  faced  a  nasty  ice  and  snow  storm  both 
the  day  of  set  up  and  the  night  of  entries. 

Besides  providing  a  wealth  of  exhibits  for  this 
show,  each  club  member  worked  diligently  to  make 
the  show  pleasing  to  the  public.  Plant  sales,  the 
coffee  corner,  and  floor  hosts  were  all  handled  with 
expertise.  Frankly,  we  put  on  a  show  any  experienced 
club  could  be  proud  of  giving. 

Needless  to  say,  every  member  of  the  club  was 
elated  when  we  won  the  AVSA  Green  Rosette.  This 
was  a  feat  that  none  of  the  several  older,  established 
violet  clubs  within  New  Jersey  had  done  during  the 
1980  show  season.  New  comers,  we  had  worked  hard 
and  it  had  paid  off. 

"Our  First  Violet  Party"  became  the  talk  of  many 
New  Jersey  clubs,  club  members  grew  closer  to  each 
other,  public  reaction  to  the  show  was  fantastic,  we 
achieved  our  AVSA  goals,  and  the  plant  sale  netted  a 
small  profit.  No  one  could  ask  for  more  from  their 
first  violet  show.  We  still  had  a  lot  to  learn  as  a  club, 
but  I  can  safely  say  that  we  were  off  to  a  good  start. 
Everyone  is  looking  forward  to  next  year.  Maybe 
then  we  will  earn  both  the  Green  and  the  Blue 
Rosettes.  But  it  is  certain  that  we  plan  to  put  on  a 
good  African  violet  show  for  violet  lovers  to  enjoy.

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Preparing  AV  Plant  for  Show 

by  Suzette  M.  Smith

If  you  are  planning  to  grow  plants  for  your  annual 
show,  you  cannot  start  too  early.  Pick  out  a  plantlet 
that  shows  a  natural  disposition  towards  regular 
growth  and  see  that  the  central  leaves  are  growing 
out  uniformly  (each  pair  at  right  angles  to  the  pre- 
ceding  pair). 

The  size  of  the  plant  does  not  necessarily  make  a 
prize  winner  —  the  other  factors  on  which  it  will 
be  judged  are  more  important  —  however,  all  other 
things  being  equal,  the  larger  plant  would  gain 
top  honors. 

In  growing  for  show  it  is  wise  to  pick  off  the  flower 
stems  and  buds  for  several  weeks  (about  8  weeks) 
before  show;  this  results  in  better  growth  of  root  and 
leaf  system. 

As  the  petioles  (leaf  stalks)  become  longer  and  the 
leaves  larger  it  is  good  to  support  them  by  improvising 
a  wire  frame  support,  or  by  cutting  the  center  out  of  a 


paper  dish  and  setting  it  on  the  rim  of  the  pot,  thus 
supporting  the  growing  leaves. 

The  ideal  specimen  plant  must  be  grown  on  a  single 
stem  with  the  leaves  radiating  regularly  from  the 
center  of  the  plant  in  the  shape  of  a  cartwheel.  Watch 
the  development  of  your  plant,  and  where  necessary 
insert  a  wooden  or  plastic  toothpick  beside  a  petiole  to 
bring  it  around  to  the  desired  position;  it  is  not  dif¬ 
ficult  to  groom  a  plant  in  this  way. 

See  that  you  have  not  left  any  "suckers”  on  your 
plant  —  these  should  always  be  removed  as  soon  as 
they  appear.  As  for  grooming,  make  sure  your  leaves 
have  been  cleaned  and  have  a  bright  glossy  appear¬ 
ance  —  don't  leave  any  dead  flowers  or  stems  on 
your  plant. 

When  you  exhibit  one  of  your  prize  plants  you  will 
be  thrilled  at  the  appreciation  shown  to  your  eye 
catching  effort,  and  all  your  care  and  trouble  will  be 
amply  rewarded.
